THE PEISHWA. 


Sevajee, the founder of the Mahratta power, began his career 
as a plundering bandit at the early age of seventeen, and at the time 
of his death in 1G82, he had established his power over the greater 
part of the Conoan. He had few pretensions beyond those of a success- 
ful rebel against the declining Mahomedaii power. Most of his 
possessions were wrested from his son and successor, Sambajee, who 
was taken prisoner by Aurungzeb and cruelly put to death, and 
whose son, Salio or Sahojee, was carried into captivity. But the 
efforts of the Emperor to subdue the Mahrattas, in which he per- 
severed till his death in 1707, were unavailing. For although he suc- 
ceeded in taking most of their forts, the Mahrattas under different 
leaders revenged and enriched themselves by incursions into the im- 
perial dominions, and overran the whole country south of the Nerbudda,

THE 

:iSHWA. 


The ill-judged bigotry of Aurungzeb, in provoking* by religious per- 
secution the Rajpoot princes of Malwa, favored the cause of the 
Mahratta invaders. But it was chiefly during the weak reign of 
Mahomed Shah that the Mahratta supremacy was extended. 

Sahojee was released from captivity on the death of Aurungzeb^ 
but on his return to the Deccan, he found himself opposed by his 
cousin, Sevajee, and his aunt, Tara Bai. By the ability of his Minis- 
ter Ballajee Biswanath, Sahojee succeeded in recovering his rights. 
Being addicted to ease and pleasure, Sahojee, nominally the head of 
the Mahratta power, established himself at Sattara, of which place 
his successors became titular Rajahs ; while the real authority and 
actual supremacy in the Mahratta confederacy devolved on Ballajee, 
in whose family the ofiSce of Peishwa became, as ojSces under the 
Mahratta rule usually did become, hereditary. 

Ballajee Biswanath died in April 1720, and was succeeded by his 
son, Bajee Rao, who held office for twenty years. The armies of 
Bajee Rao ravaged Guzerat, and completely reduced Malwa, of 
which province Bajee Rao was created Soubadar by the Emperor of 
Delhi, being aided in this by the policy of the Nizam, who wished to 
interpose the Mahrattas as a barrier between the court of Delhi and 
his own possessions. After overrunning Bundelcund and Hindostan, 
and exacting a promise of chout or a fourth of the revenue of the 
Delhi Empire, Bajee Rao returned to his southern possessions. He 
died in 1740, on the banks of the Nerbudda, when marching to renew 
his depredations in Hindostan, A year before his death, the British 
Government concluded a Treaty (No. I.) with him, principally of a 
commercial nature. 

Bajee Rao left three sons, Ballajee Bajee Rao, Ragoba, and Shum- 
sher Bahadoor, an illegitimate son by a Mahomedan woman. The 
last succeeded to the Peishwa’s possessions in Bundelcund, and his 
descendants became the titular Nawabs of Banda. Ballajee Bajee 
Rao, commonly called Nana Sahib, succeeded his father in the office 
of Peishwa, after some opposition from Ragojee Bhonsla and the 
Guikwar, and on his accession he went through the mock ceremony 
of receiving investiture from the hands of the nominal Rajah Saho. 
He was of an inactive disposition, and entrusted his internal Govern- 
ment to his cousin, Sedasheo Rao Show, and the command of 
his armies to his brother, Rogonath Rao or Ragoba. In 1755, an 
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Agreement (No. LI.) was made with Ballajee Rao for an expedition to 
reduce the power of Angria, who had established his authority 
on the Concan coast within the Mahratta territory, and had be- 
come so formidable by his piratical depredations that the British 
Government found it necessary to take vigorous measures for his 
destruction, in which they were willingly assisted by the Mahrattas, 
The strongholds of the pirates were taken and their treasure cap- 
tured by a combined force under Clive and Admiral Watson in 
1756. On the conclusion of the expedition, a Treaty (No IIL) was 
made with the Peishwa, which, besides securing certain commercial 
advantages, excluded the Dutch from the trade of the Mahratta 
dominions, and gave the English possession of ten villages, including 
Bankote. 

In the time of Bajee Rao, the chiefs Scindia and Holkar had risen 
from low ‘"position to be the principal leaders of the Mahratta armies 
under Raffoba. The whole of Malwa was divided between them and 
a few jaghiredars, of whom Anund Rao Puar of Dhar was the princi- 
pal. The Mahratta influence was now supreme at Delhi, where the 
dissensions of the court had invited their interference. In 1738 the 
Mahratta conquests were extended as far as Laliore and Mooltan by 
Ragoba- But these aggressions provoked the fifth invasion of Ahmed 
Shah Abdalli, at whose hands the Mahrattas sustained a disastrous 
defeat at Paniput, which for a time destroyed their power in Northern 
India. This defeat was to some extent occasioned by a temporary 
exchange of functions between Ragoba and Sedasheo Rao Bhow. 
The Peishwa survived this disaster only a few months. 

Nana Sahib was succeeded by his second son, Madho Rao Bullal, 
then 17 years of age, under the regency of his uncle Ragoba. 
Shortly after his accession, his territories being threatened by the 
Nizam, the Peishwa became desirous to settle some existing disputes 
with the British which had arisen in consequence of attacks made 
on the Sidee of Jinjeera, an ally of the British Government. The 
disputes were adjusted by Treaty (No, IV.) Negociations were also 
entered into by the Mahrattas with a view to obtain military assistance 
from the British, but they were suddenly broken oflF, the Mahrattas 
having in the meantime come to terms with the Nizam. 

Ragoba long endeavored to keep Madho Rao in a state of depend- 
ence, but the talents and address of the latter enabled him to 
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assume the administration, which he lield for eleven years. lie tlied 
in 1772 without issue. The year before his death the influcnoe of 
the Mahrattas was re-established in Upper India by Scindia, who 
overran Eoliilcund, detached the Emperor Shah Alim from tilliancc 
with the English, and replaced him on the throne of Delhi where he 
held him in a state of tutelage. 

The death of Madho Eao was followed by the murder of his brother 
and successor, Narain Rao, and the usurpation of Ragoba. A revolu- 
tionary party was formed by the chief Ministers of the State in favor 
of Gunga Bai, widow of NarainEao, who, after her husband’s murder, 
gave birth to a son, Madho Rao Narain, Eagoba, on the other hand, 
strengthened his position by negociations with Scindia, Holkar, and 
the British. Being deserted by Scindia and Holkar, Eagoba was fain 
to purchase the assistance of the British by ceding Basscin, the island 
of Salsette, and other islands on the Bombay coast, which ific English 
had long but unsuccessfully endeavored to obtain, and of wliich they 
Lad recently taken possession in anticipation of their being occiij)ied 
by the Portuguese. The arrangements made were reduced to the 
form of a Treaty (No. V.) on 6th March 1775, Out of this Treaty 
arose the first Mabratta wai\ 

The force which was sent to assist Eagoba gained some unimportant 
successes, which so jdeased Eagoba that he presented to the English 
the districts of Humot and Amod, then estimated to yield Es. 2,77,000 
a year. But the successes of Eagoba were short lived. The Suj)rcmc 
Government in Bengal disapproved of the Treaty, and declared it 
invalid, and deputed an agent of their own, Colonel Upton, to ncgoci- 
ate with the ruling ministerial i>arty at Poona. On 1st March 1776 
Colonel Upton concluded the Treaty of Poorundah (No. VI.) ; but 
two of its Articles were afterwards erased by mutual consent, and an 
additional clause added. This Treaty established peace between the 
British Government and the ministerial party, and dissolved the alliance 
with Eagoba, who vainly attempted to maintain the alliance by oftering 
to cede the whole Concan and ten per cent, of aU the jaghircs of 
the Mahratta empire. 

In the meantime the ministerial party split into two factions, one 
headed by Nana Furnavese and Scindia, in support of the young 
Peishwa, and the other by Moraba, the cousin of Nana Furnavese, 
who was supported by Holkar and the adherents of Eagoba at Poona. 
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By the vacillation of Holkar the party of Nana Furnavese gained 
the complete ascendancy. Nana Furnavese not only obstructed the 
fulfilment of the Treaty of Poorunclah, but was believed to have made 
a secret agreement with the French, which endangered the possessions 
of the English in the west of India ; and as Moraba’s party invited the 
co-operation of the English, it was therefore resolved to make a new 
alliance with Ragoba on the terms of the Treaty of 1775, but on the 
understanding that he was to be placed in power merely as Regent for 
the young Peishwa during his minority. The new Treaty (No. VII.) 
with Ragoba was concluded on 24th November 1778. 

The Bombay force, which was to establish Ragoba in the Regency, 
advanced towards Poona without waiting for the column which was 
marching to their support from Bengal under Colonel Goddard. At 
Telligaon they were met by the whole Mahratta force, their retreat 
was cut*^ofF, and they were compelled to subscribe the disgraceful 
Convention of Wargaou (No. VIII.), surrendering the whole of the 
territory acquired by the Bombay Government since the death of 
Madho Rao Bullal. The army was allowed to retreat after giving 
two hostages for the fulfilment of the Engagement. The validity of 
this Convention was disavowed, and Colonel Goddard, who reached 
Bombay early in 1779, was instructed to endeavor to negociate a 
peace with the Poona State on the terms of the Treaty of Poorundah, 
but with provision for the exclusion of the French from the Mahratta 
territories. 

Negociations were continued for several months, but eventually 
hostilities were commenced, as the Mahratta insisted on the restoration 
of Salsette and the surrender of Ragoba as preliminaries to any 
Treaty. After some successes were obtained in the Concaii and 
Malwa, the British Government, having received intelligence that a 
confederacy had been formed against them by Hyder Ali, the Nizam 
and the Mahrattas deemed it expedient to make proposals for peace. 
The Rajah of Berar was detached from the alliance, and a separate 
Treaty was made with Scindia, who agreed to use his influence to 
bring about a general peace. The negociations resulted in the con- 
clusion of the Treaty of Salbye (No. IX.) in 1782, by which peace 
was restored between the Peishwa and the English and their respect- 
ive allies ; the English were to abstain from the support and protec- 
tion of Ragoba, who was to receive a provision from the Peishwa ; all 
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territories conquered from the Peishwa subsequent to the conclusion 
■ of the Treaty of Poorundah were restored ; the Nizam and Hydcr 
Ali were to be made to restore the territories they had taken I’roiii 
the English ; and Scindia became guarantee for the due fiilfihncut ot 
the Treaty by the contracting parties. Ragoba survived the con- 
clusion of this Treaty only a few months. The interpretation of the 
11th Article of the above Treaty relating to maritime intercourse 
was defined by a supplementary Treaty (No. X.) on 26th April 1783, 
which further provided that no protection should be given by either 
party to fugitives from the territory of the other*. 

Hyder Ali died in December 1782, but his son, Tlppoo, although 
professing acquiescence in the terms of the Treaty of Salbye, con- 
tinued the war with the English ; and a new Treaty (No. XI.) was 
concluded in October 1783 between Scindia and the English on the 
one part, and the Peishwa on the other, to enforce his suBimssion in 
accordance with the 9th Article of the Treaty of Salbye. Before 
the pi’ovisions of this Treaty could be carried out, the Madras Govern- 
ment had made peace with Tippoo by the Treaty of Mangalore, This 
Treaty, which was concluded without the concurrence of the Peishwa, 
the Mahrattas affected to consider a violation of the Treaty of Salbyo> 
but the ambitious designs which the leaders of the Mahratta parties 
now began separately to entertain reconciled them to the arrange- 
ments which had been made. 

On the first appearance of a rupture with Tippoo in 1790, Lord 
Cornwallis directed his attention to an alliance with the Peishwa. A 
Treaty (No. XII.) of offensive and defensive alliance was concluded, 
to which the Nizam was admitted. The Treaty of Seringapatam, 
concluding peace with Tippoo, put the Peishwa in possession of one- 
third of the territories conquered from Tippoo, yielding an annual 
revenue of 13,16,000 pagodas. After this, Hurree Punt, the com-^ 
mander of the Mahratta army, proposed to subsidize a British fox-ce 
for the purpose of reducing any refractory dependents of the Peishwa. 
But the proposal was rejected. The jealousy with which the Mah- 
ratta powers now began to view the increased ascendancy of the 
British Government led the Peishwa to reject the proposals of Lord 
Cornwallis for a mutual guarantee between the British Govern- 
ment, the Nizam, and the Peishwa, against the future aggressions of 
Tippoo. 
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The chief Mahratta leadei’S had now become allies rather than 
dependents of the Peishwa. Separate Treaties had been concluded hy 
the British Government with the Rajah of Berar, the Guikwar, and 
Scindia, and it is only as confederacies of equals acting against a 
common enemy that the llahratta chiefs again appear united. The 
independence of Scindia was virtually recognized by the Treaty of 
Salbye, and his separate conquests in Northern India and Malwa^ 
although nominally held by him as deputy of the Peishwaj gave him 
fall control over the court at Poona. 

The young Peishwa, Madho Rao, died on 27th October 1795, and 
this event was followed by dissensions wliicb threatened the dissolution of 
the Mahratta confederacy. These dissensions resulted in the establish- 
ment of Bajee Kao, the son of Kagoba, as Peishwa, through the military 
power of Doulut Kao Scindia, who used his ascendancy among the 
Mahratta chiefs to defeat the negociations of the British Government 
for an alliance with Poona. After the fall of Seringapatam in 1799, 
a share of the conquered territories of Mysore, yielding 2,63,000 
pagodas, was offered to the Peishwa, on condition that the grant 
should form the basis of a new Treaty similar to that which the 
British Government had concluded with the Nizam. But under the 
influence of Scindia the offer was rejected, and the territory was divided 
between the British Government and the Nizam. 

In the war which broke out between Scindia and Holkar in 1801, 
the united forces of Scindia and the Peishwa received a severe defeat 
on the 25th October 1802. The crisis was opportune for the re- 
establishment of British influence at Poona, and overtures for a 
subsidiary force made by Bajee Kao, who had -fled from Poona on 
Holkar^s approach, were favorably received. On 31st December 1802, 
the celebrated Treaty of Baasein (No. XIII.) was signed. By this 
Treaty the Peishwa was to receive a subsidiary force of six battalions 
with guns, and was to cede for their payment territory of the value 
of Rupees 26,00,000, The Peishwa was to refer to the British 
Government all his disputes with the Nizam, and his claims against 
the Guikwar, and was to be re-established by the British Govern- 
ment in his full rights as head of the Mahratta confederacy. A 
portion of the territory thus ceded was afterwards exchanged for 
part of the Peishwa’s possessions in Bundelkund, and these arrange- 
ments were embodied in Supplementary Articles to the Treaty on 
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PEiSHWA, December 1803. Bajee Rao -was re-seateil on the irnsnud 

’ at Poona on 13tb May 1802, Holkar fled on the approach of the 

British force, and Scindia, after hesitatingly expressing his acqui- 
escence in the arrangements to be made under the Treaty of Basscin, 
in which he saw the destruction of his scheme for obtaining control 
over the Poona Government, changed his plans, and formed a league 
with the Eajah of Berar to defeat the Treaty. The campaigns 
against these Mahratta chiefs in 1803, and Ilolkar in 1805, com- 
pletely broke up the Mahratta confederacy, and established once for all 
the supremacy of the British power in India. The territories then 
conquered from Scindia an,d the Rajah of Berar were distributed 
between the British Government, the Peishwa, and the Nizam, by the 
Partition Treaty of Poona in 1804 (No. XIV.) The Peishwa’s shai'c 
was the city and province of Ahmednuggur. 

For many years nothing occurred to interrupt the friendly relations 
between the British Government and the Peishwa, although the latter 
was somewhat dissatisfied with the terms of the settlement of his 
claims over the petty jaghiredars within his dominions, by which his 
powers to oppress them were limited, and they wore guaranteed in 
their territories so long as they fulfilled their original engagements 
to the Poona State. But in 1815 difficulties arose from the trea- 
cherous conduct of the Peishwa and his Minister, Trimbukjec Anglia. 
By the Treaty of Bassein the British Government were constituted 
arbiters between the Peishwa and the Guikwar. For the settlement of 
the heavy claims of the Peishwa, which were brought forward in 
pursuance of a scheme to revive the old Mahratta policy at which 
Bajee Rao began to aim, the Minister of the Guikwar, Gungadhur 
Shastree, a staunch friend of the British Government, was invited 
to Poona under a guarantee from the British Government of his per- 
sonal safety. He Avas there basely assassinated at the instigation of 
Trlcabulyee, the Peishwa himself not being above susidcion of 
partieipation in the crime. Bajee Rao was compelled reluctantly 
to surrender his favorite Minister, who was imprisoned in the 
Port of Tanna. Trimbukjee escaped in September 1816, and was 
concealed by the Peishwa, who, while pretending the greatest zeal 
for the friendship of the British Government, was making e.vlensiva 
preparations for war, and had opened negociations with Holkar, 
Nagpore, and the Pindarees. When these facts were discovered, 
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the Peishwa was informed that by his conduct he had grossly violated 
his engagements; the subsidiary force was marched upon Poona; 
and Bajee Rao was required to surrender three of his strongest forts, 
and to subscribe a Treaty (No XV.) dictated to him by the British 
Government. The principal provisions of this Treaty were obligations 
to seize and deliver up Trimbukjee, to cede lands in lieu of the contin- 
gent maintained under the Treaty of Bassein, to compromise his claims 
on the Guikwar, to acknowledge the settlements made with the subor- 
dinate jaghiredars in 1812, and to abstain from diplomatic intercourse 
with foreign powers. 

The system of non-interference which the Government had followed 
in Central India and Malwa greatly strengthened the Pindaree hordes, 
and in 1816 their inroads into British territory made necessary a 
change in the policy of Government. The Pindarees looked much 
to the support of the Mahratta chiefs. But Scindia was detached 
from their cause by the Treaty of 1817, Ameer Khan was gained 
over by being guaranteed in his territories, the force of Holkar 
w'as broken in the battle of Mehidpore, and after a harrassing 
war the Pindarees were completely broken up and their chiefs 
forced unconditionally to surrender. In the meantime Baj ee ICao, 
smarting under the humiliation to which he was subjected by the 
recent Treaty, took advantage of the Pindaree war to break oflF 
his connection with the British Government. On 5th September 
1817, after having secretly made extensive preparations for war, 
he suddenly attacked and plundered the Residency at Poona. After 
a desultory campaign, in which Bajee Rao continued cleverly to 
evade the British troops, he was reduced to the utmost distress, and 
in May 1818 offered to throw himself on the generosity of the British 
Government. He was offered, and he accepted, terms (No. XYI.), 
by which he resigned his sovereign power, and agreed to reside at 
some spot on the Ganges, receiving an allowance of Rupees 8,00,000 
a year. Bithoor, near Cawnpore, was selected as the place of his 
future residence. The residents within the jaghire which was 
assigned to him at Bithoor were exempted from subjection to the 
ordinary civil and criminal courts of the country by Regulation I, 
of 1832. 

Bajee Rao died on 28th January 1851. He bequeathed all his 
property to his adopted son, Dhoondoo Punt Nana, who was recognized 
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by the Government aa his heir. Ko portion of the pension 

granted to Bajee Eao was continued to his family. The jaghire 
at Bithoor, however, was continued for the life of Dhoondoo Punt, but 
the residents were made subject to the ordinary civil and criminal 
courts. Dhoondoo Punt is the notorious Nana Sahib who presided 
at the massacre at Cawnjiore and took a leading part in the rebellion 
of 1857. His fate is uncertain.

The English shall only i.'-'iuo 
passed to the Company^'s vessels, 
the merchants or servants, depend- 
ents, belonging to the island of 
Bombay, or other places where 
the English have settlement ; and 
the English shall not interfere with 
Bnjecrow’s fleet, nor give convoy 
to foreign vessels ; save that if two 
or tliree vessels should accident- 
ally fall into company with the 
English, in such case Bajeerow’s 
fleet shall not molest them. 


The English shall give their 
pass and colours to the vessels 
belonging to the port of Bom- 
bay, to the Company, or other 
mendiantfl, as customary, but 
not to vessels belonging to those 
of foreign ports, who, takitjg 
pa?s from our Government, may 
navigate and carry on their 
trade freely. Those who shall 
not take our pass shall be chas- 
tised by us, and the EngUsli 
shall not oppose tlm execution. 
The English Government shall 
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notj as aforesaid, give their pass 
or colours to foreign merchants, 
or convoy vessels belonging to 
foreign porta not having passes 
from this State. Our fleet will 
not harm two or three vessels 
belonging to foreign ports, if 
by chance they come under 
convoy of the English fleet, 
whilst they continue under that 
convoy. 


Article IL 


The English, nor their subjects 
or dependents, shall not freight or 
put their effects on board any ves- 
sels not provided with passes from 
Bajeerow ; but if any unavoidable 
necessity obliges them to the con- 
trary of this, in case of such effects 
being seized by Bajeerow’s fleet, 
they shall be restored to the owners, 
they proving their property therein. 


The English shall not freight 
their effects, or those of their 
jurisdiction, on vessels not hav- 
ing passes from this State, and 
shall only freight those that have 
our pass ; but in case of such a 
freight through pure necessity, 
and the effects should be seized 
by our fleets, on proof .being 
made that they belong to the 
English or their merchants, 
they shall be restored and deli- 
vered up. 


Article III. 


The English will not lay any 
restraint on the inhabitants of other 
countries that have taken refuge 
in Bombay, in the war time, let 
them be coolies, carpenters, or other 
caste whatever, from returning to 
their abodes with their effects and 
gallivats. 


The English shall lay no re- 
straint on the inhabitants, coolies, 
carpenters, and all castes of 
people belonging to the jurisdic- 
tion of Bassein up to Demaun 
and other places whatever, that 
retired to Bombay, but shall let 
them come away with their 
effects and gallivats. 
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Article IV.

Article 

The English will grant free li- 
cense for the export of all goods 
and commodities whatever, for the 
service of Bajeerow, and a free 
trade to the merchants of his coun- 
try, in all sorts they may want, 
as iron, lead, brimstone, saltpetre, 
dammar, tar, sail-cloth, coir, and 
others (excepting artillery, balls, 
powder, and shot), they paying the 
customary duties. Such things as 
have not before been used to pay 
export duty shall continue free of 
any as before.

Bombay has in the river, from 
Mahim to Bombay, since the time 
it was delivered to them by the 
Portuguese, shall be preserved 
in the same manner as has been 
pi’actised from the beginning. 
All other commands or dominions 
they may have increased since, by 
means of their power, shall not be 
allowed. They shall grant free 
passage through the said river 
to all merchant vessels and fish- 
ing gallivats that carry goods 
to and fro (except those belong- 
ing to our fieet). They shall 
suffer five or ten sepoys to pass 
with their arms, that may be in 
the said vessels, on any service, 
or sent to bring intelligence. 
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The English will not assist any 
of Bajeerow’s enemies, though in 
friendship with them, with any other 
or more of the sorts than what 
they "engage to supply Bajeerow’s 
State with; and Bajeerow shall 
observe the like agreement with 
the English. 


Article 

Any person belonging to the 
English or Bajeerow’s jurisdiction, 
that shall go over to either Govern- 
ment, such Government shall oblige

The English shall not give 
assistance of any sort to the 
enemies of this State, though 
they may be their friends. 

In like manner, we will not 
assist the enemies to the Eng- 
lish. All the sorts they supply 
this State with, they may 
furnish others as they please, 
excepting munitions of war. 

VIII. 

Any person, of either side, 
taking refuge under either Go- 
vernment, let him be merchant

In like manner, Bajeerow’s 
fishing gallivats, and other vessels 
belonging to him or subjects of his 
State, shalf not be hurt or molested 
by the English fieet. 


Our fleet will, by no means, 
molest any of the fishing galli- 
vats or other vessels belonging 
to Bombay navigating these 
seas. In like manner, our fish- 
ing gallivats, and other vessels 
of our jurisdiction, shall not be 
molested by the English fleet. 


Article 

Bajeerow’s fleet shall pass and 
repass freely by the bar, or in the 
river, at the mouth of the harbour ; 
and in case of touching at Bom- 
bay for watering, they shall have 
friendly treatment. In like man- 
ner, the English fleet shall have 
reception and assistance in the 
ports of Bajeerow’s jurisdiction. 

Article 

The English will give no let or 
molestation to the merchant vessels 
laden with goods of the merchants 
under Bajeerow’s jurisdiction, pass- 
ing to and from the Rivers Negotan, 
Penn, and other ports : but in case 
of any of the said vessels importing 
at Bombay, and landing their effects, 
they shall pay the port duties. 


XIL 

The fleet of this State shall go 
in and out of port freely, and if, 
at any time, it should repair to 
Bombay for watering, and stay 
some time there, it shall meet 
with assistance there. In like 
manner, we will assist and supply 
the English fleet arriving at any 
of our porta. 

XIIL 

There shall he no impediment 
on the English to 

our own merchant vessels, laden 
with goods belonging to the 
merchants of our jurisdiction, and 
that go or come from sea into the 
Rivers Negotan, Penn, and other 
ports ; but if any such vessels go 
into Bombay, and unload their 
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goods, they shall pay the cua- 
toina. However, in the river, 
there shall no harm whatever 
be suffered to be done to such 
merchant vessels by any power 
whatever. 


Article XIV. 


The merchant vessels belonging to 
the English and their subjects shall 
have free leave to purchase in the 
Elvers Negotan, Penn, and other 
places, provisions and all sorts of 
merchandize, and export the same, 
paying the customs, and on the 
part of Bajeerow there shall be no 
impediment. 

These fourteen Articles shall be 
observed without failure. 


The merchant vessels of 
Bombay may, in the rivers of 
Penn, Negotan, or other what- 
ever, purchase freely provisions, 
or other sorts of goods, and ex- 
port them, paying the customary 
duties ; and, on the part of this 
State, no impediment shall be 
given them. 

These fourteen Articles, I 
(Chimnajee) have consented to, 
and they shall be observed with- 
out failure. Let this be made 
manifest.

Articles of Agreement for an expedition against Toolajee Angria, settled in March 
1755, by the Hon’ble Richard Bourchibr, Esquire, Governor of Bombay, in 
behalf of the Honorable East India Company ; and Ramajbb Punt, Soobadar, in 
behalf of his master, Nana (Balajee Bajee Rao) Pundit Pubdan, General of 
the Mahbattas. 

— ^That all the Marine shall be immediately under the command 
of the English, and the management of all affairs, both by sea and 
land, carried on by the approbation of both parties. 
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2nd , — All vessels whatever that may he taken from Toolajee 
(Angria) shall be equally divided between the English and Mahrattas^ " 
except the Restoration, which is to be the sole property of the English. 

3rd. — Bankote and Himmutgurj with the river belonging thereto^ 
and with five villages to the southward of said river, to be delivered 
to the English as the Honorable Company’s property for ever^ and the 
Mahrattas not to levy any additional inland duties. 

4^A. — The English engage to keep the sea, and prevent Angria’s* 
fleet from throwing succours into any place that may be attacked, 
but at this season only Soovurndoorg, Unjunwel, and Vljidoorg. 

bth , — All ammunition, guns, and other stores that may be taken 
in the several forts in Angria’s territories to belong entirely to the 
Mahrattas. 

^th , — If Manajee’s territories are jointly attacked, the Fort of Khan- 
deree with*^its harbour to be delivered unto the Honorable Company, 
with the Villages Kivans, Runjunkhar, Sarul Shamy, Mandven, 
Kolgaon, Donbaren, Kehim, and Avas. 

Tth , — Any other Articles that may be necessary to be agreed upon 
to be settled between the Governor and Nana Pundit Purdan. 

Confirmed by the Government of Bombay on the 19th March 1753.

Treaty with the Mahrattas. dated the l^th of October 17 
Article I. 

That the Mahratta Government will never permit the Dutch to 
settle or come into their dominions, but, on the contrary, issue express 
orders to prevent their carrying on any tx’ade therein. 

Article II. 

As an Article regarding Mahim River was included in the Treaty 
made in the time of the deceased Bajeerow, and it having been repre- 
sented that the Bundora coolies have of late begun to set up new fishing 
stakes, which they ought not to have done in that river, the Mahratta 
Government do hereby oblige themselves not to permit thereof in future.

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Article HI. 

As Bankote and Himmutgur have been delivered to the Honorable 
Company, the Mahrattas do, by these presents, give them the follow- 
ing villages towards defraying the expenses thereof, and which are to 
remain the said Honorable Company’s property for ever, and of which 
they are to Le put in possession without further delay, Vilass, 
Bag, Manly, Veswee, Chepolee, Coodook, Pundaree, Panam, Dasgom, 
and Comela. 


Article IV. 

It having been a custom, during the Governments of Angria and 
the Mahrattas at Bankote, that the Seeddees received a chouth, or quar- 
ter part of the customs, the Mahrattas engage to satisfy the Seeddee 
in this particular, and that the Honorable Company do not meet with 
any embarrassment concerningit, nor concerning the royalty of this 
river, which is hereby given and made over to them for ever. In case 
the Seeddee should dispute complying with the foregoing, the English 
declare it should not retard the compliance with what may be mention- 
ed in these Articles concerning the delivery of Ghereah. 

Article Y. 

Customs are to be levied by the Mahrattas on goods wliich j>ass up 
the river of Bankote only at Gorgom and Marr, and not any let or 
impediment in any of the intervening places in the said river of 
Bankote, 


Article VI. 

As Dasgom is a pass for the Vunjarrahs, or country merchants, the 
Mahrattas engage that such goods as are carried that way to Marr, 
either by the river or by land, shall not pay any duties there, but only 
the usual nickolla. 

Article VII. 

All such subjects and inhabitants of Bankote, Himmutgur, and its 
dependencies, as, on account of the dispute with Angria, retired to 
the Mahratta territories, shall, if they are content so to do, be allowed 
to return to the English without any impediment from the Mahratta 
Government ,* and others that in future may leave the Euglisli arc 
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to be permitted to return again, if agreeable to them, in the manner p^ishwa. 
above mentioned: and such subjects as shall leave the Mahratta no. III. 
Government and retire to Baukote shall have liberty to return to 
the Mahrattas again on their agreeing with them, and in such case 
the English will not impede them. 

Article VIIL 

The Mahrattas may export from the river of Bankote, annually, for 
the use of their southern forts, Sec., grain of all kinds, to the value 
of forty thousand (40,000) Rupees, and it shall be free from customs 
at Bankote. They shall also have liberty to export, custom free, such 
salt, rafters, small timbers, fiec., as they may want for the use of their 
Sircar or Government: and in consideration thereof the Honorable Com- 
pany’s goods, to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) 

Rupees, sliall annually, in like manner, be free from all customs as far 
as Poona, upon Dakhlas, or certificates, being produced on both sides. 

Article IX. 

No additional inland duties whatever to be levied on the English 
goods by the Mahratta Government, but only the Rahadaree Customs. 

Article X- 

Junardow Buttol Phudness Mahagom, with Ballajee Bajeerow, 

Pundit Purdan, has a patrimony, in Velass, of one garden and fifteen 
beegahs of batty ground, which is to remain with hina ; in lieu or in 
consideration of which Nandgoa Compra is granted to the Honorable 
Company. 

Article XL 

The Dutch goods will not be permitted to belauded atRajapore, nor 
their trade suffered to be carried on there, concerning which the Mah- 
rattas will give proper orders: and the people under the Mahratta 
Government are not to trade at Eajapore ; but if disputes arise with 
the Seeddee, this is to be no obstacle to the delivery of Ghereah, as 
will be mentioned in a subsequent Article* 

Article XIL 

The Brahmins, inhabitants at Hurrasecar, and others that will pass 
to and from thence on pilgrimage, are to be free from paying customs. 
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in regard to the necessaries that they may have for their own 
use, or to perform their ceremonies ; but this does not extend to 
merchandize. 


Article XIII. 

The Mahar Government to carry grain of all kinds, timber, wood, 
&C.J according to the custom formerly observed, but as to the power of 
the river, it is to be carried on agreeable to the -\rticlcs of this Treaty. 

Article XIV. 

The Eort of Eswant Gur is to be entirely demolished, and the 
English, on their parts, are not to make any forts or fortifications 
within the nine villages, nor by the river. In like manner, the Mah- 
ratta Government are not to make any by the river of Bankote, or in 
the villages belonging to them. This Article, however, *is not to 
exempt the English from building such houses and warehouses as they 
think proper in the villages belonging to them. 

Article XV. 

As all the royalty of Bankote and Himmutgur is with the English, 
they are to take care, as much as in their power lies, to prevent the 
enemy prejudicing the Mahratfcas through that river. 

Article XVI. 

Ghereah Fort to be delivered within twenty-four days after the 
departure of the English gentlemen from Poona, together with such 
guns, balls, stores, &c., either of the fort or fleet, that the captors 
left for the service of the garrison or otherwise, or did not them- 
selves sell ; but the stores, ammunition, Sec., that properly belong 
to the Honorable Company, they are to carry away with them. The 
officers of Toolajee are to go where they please; and if his family 
(wife and children) should be desirous of returning to him, the 
English will not impede it, but grant them free liberty so to do ; 
and the Mahratta Government engages that Toolajee Angria shall 
have no place given him nor any power below the Ghaut. Balajee 
Bajeerow Pundit Purdan is to send an officer of credit with the 
English gentleman, who is to proceed with one of the Council 
from Bombay to Ghereah, which person, belonging to the Mahratta 
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Government^ is to have in his possession the proper Sunnuds and 
orders regarding the delivery of Bankote and its villages ; and when 
the Mahratta people and colours are got into Ghereah, and the English 
ready to go out, he is to deliver directly the said Sunnuds and orders, 
for Fort Victoria ( or Bankote) and its several villages, to the English 
Councillor, and then return with that gentleman to Bankote directly 
to see Nana’s orders are effectually executed in regard to the villages. 

Aeticee XVII. 

These Articles being concluded and agreed upon by both parties, 
they are to act conformable thereto, in consequence of which all dis- 
putes are to subside, and no claims are to be made by the Mahratta 
Government on the Honorable Company to the date of these presents. 

Article XVIIL 

All Treaties hitherto made between the Mahratta Government and 
English are to be observed and maintained inviolable by both parties 
agreeable to the tenor of them. 

The foregoing Articles being agreed to by us, and accepted of by 
us, we do, in confirmation thereof, aflSix to these presents the seal of 
the Honorable United English East India Company, and do attest 
the same with our own proper names in Poona, the day and year 
above written.

Article I. 

That such of the Mahratta officers who have presumed to stop any 
PattamarSj and obstructed the business of the English by any impe- 
diments whatever, shall be severely punished for such their offences ; 
and to prevent the like happening again in future, strict orders shall 
be issued immediately for that purpose, which if not found sufficient 
to answer that end, the English are to acquaint Madarao thereof; and 
if redress is not obtained in reasonable time, if the English then take 
satisfaction of such offenders, in whatever manner may by them be 
thought proper, it is not to be deemed a breach of friendslfip between 
the two Governments. 


Article IL 

That ample satisfaction shall be made, within two months from 
the date hereof, to all merchants trading under the Honorable Com- 
pany’s protection, who have suffered in their property by any unjust 
or illegal actions of the Mahratta officers or subjects, in any place, shape, 
or manner whatever, and rigid orders issued that all assistance be 
afforded in future to any vessel or vessels in distress, having English 
colours or passes, without subjecting the owners or proprietors thereof 
to any impediments under the pretence of their being wrecks from 
the splitting of a sail, the breaking of their masts or yards, and such 
trifling misfortunes ; whereas no vessels are to be deemed wrecks but 
such as are driven ashore, and there break to pieces by stress of woathei', 
when the Mahratta officer and the people of the vessels are to join in 
saving all that is possible, which must be lodged in secure warehouses, 
and then one-half of what is so saved shall belong to Madarao and 
the other half to the owners. 

Article IIL 

That all Europeans and Natives, either soldiers, seamen, or others, 
in His Britannic Majesty’s or the Honorable Company’s pay, who may 
hereafter desert from Bombay, shall bo immediately secured, and 
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returned to the nearest English Settlement to such place where they 
may be apprehended upon landing in any part of the Mahratta country, — noTI^ 
the Grovernor having promised all such a free pardon and to pay any 
reasonable charges that may be incurred on the occasion. In like 
manner shall be delivered up all deserters, in the English pay, from 
Surat, on their being known, or immediately on receiving notice of 
them, within the Mahratta limits, it not being in their power to speak 
more positively with respect to those of Surat, as the country there- 
abouts is open and numbers go through it without being known. It 
is also agreed that whatever people, Europeans of all nations except- 
ed, who are in the service of Madarao and may desert therefrom 
to the English, shall be delivered up on the same terms and 
conditions. 


Article IV. 

That proper people shall be forthwith despatched for restoring the 
whole jurisdiction and territories of Eajapore to the Seeddees of 
Junjerah in the same condition and manner as they remained before 
invaded and attacked by Ramajee Punt, which country is not 
to be molested in future by any of the Mahratta officers or 
subjects. 

Article V. 

That all prisoners taken by the Mahrattas or Seeddees, subjects of 
either Government and now in their possession, shall be sent to Bom- 
bay within one month from the signing of these Articles, and mutually 
restored by the Governor to their freedom, and all hostilities between 
the Mahrattas and Seeddees shall cease from this time. 

Lastly, that proper orders shall be instantly despatched to all the 
Mahratta oflScers, requiring them to show a due obedience to these 
Articles, which are to be confirmed under Madarao’s seal, and trans- 
mitted to Bombay with all possible expedition after the signing and 
sealing thereof ; when a counterpart of the same is to be executed by 
the Governor and transmitted to Poona. 

In confirmation of all which I, Govind Seuram Punt Tatiah, have 
to this instrument interchangeably set my hand and seal (in behalf of 
Madarao Balajee Pundit aforesaid) at Bombay, the 14th of September 
1761.

Articles of Agreement and Treaty between the Honorable William Hornby, 
President and Governor, &c., Connoil of Bombay, and of all its dependencies, on 
the part and behalf of the Honorable United English East India Company on the one 
part, and Bagonath Rao Ballajee, Peishwa, on the other part. Dated the 6th day 
of March, in the year of our Lord 1775, or the third day of the month Mohurrum 
and year 1189 (Hegira), Mahomedan style, or the day of the month 

and year 1179, Gentoo style. 


Article I. 

The Treaty concluded between the Government of Bombay and 
Bajeerow Pundit Pnrdan, or first Minister of His Serene Highness 
the Sou Rajah, dated July 1739, or 1140 of the Gentoo style; and 
that cbncluded on the part of this Government with Ballajee Bajeerow 
Purdan, dated 12th October 1756, or of the Mahomedan style 17th 
of Mohurrum 1170, are hereby ratified and confirmed in their fullest 
extent, according to the full and true intent and meaning of them, 
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in the same full and ample manner, and in the same light in which 
they have hitherto been ever understood. 


THE 
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Article IL 

All other Agreements subsisting between the Government of Bombay 
and that of the Mahrattas, are hereby ratified and confirmed ; and, 
after the re-establishment of Ragoba in the Government of the 
Mahratta dominions, peace and tranquillity shall subsist between this 
Government in behalf of the Honorable Company and the Mahratta 
Government. 


Article HI, 

Ragoba, on his part and on the part of the Mahratta Government, 
engages from this day forward never, on any pretence or in any 
manner, 1:o assist the enemies of the Honorable Company in any 
part whatever of their dominions in India, and the Honorable the 
Governor in Council of Bombay do, in the like manner, engage never 
to assist the enemies of Ragoba. 


Article IV. 

The Honorable the President and Council of Bombay, in behalf of the 
Honorable Company, and in consideration of the undermentioned grants 
and cessions made by Ragoba to the Company, do hereby engage 
and agree, so soon as possible after these Articles of Agreement and 
Treaty are fully ratified, executed, and confirmed, on the part of 
Ragoba, to assist him with a strong body of forces, with proper guns 
and warlike stores as a field train of artillery, which are to join his 
army and act in conjunction with his forces against his enemies, 
the ministerial party. In the said body of forces shall be included no 
less than seven hundred ( 700 ) Europeans ; and the whole shall not be 
less in number than two thousand five hundred men : but at present 
only five hundred ( 500 ) Europeans, and one thousand ( 1 , 000 ) 
sepoys and lascars, with a proper and effectual number of guns, 
will be sent, and the rest, if wanted, afterwards. 

Article V* 

In consideration of such effectual assistance on the part of the Honor- 
able Company, Ragoba, as Peishwa and as Supreme Governor in the 
— - 
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whole Mahratta Empire^ doth hereby engage, on his part, to cede and 
make over to the Honorable Company, for ever, the undermentioned 
places and territories ; and he doth accordingly, by these presents, make 
over the same to them in the most full, ample, and effectual manner: 
and he doth, with these presents, deliver the necessary Siinnuds, grant- 
ing, in the fullest manner, all the present and future full right and title 
of the Mahratta Government to them ; and, in case of the loss at any 
time of the Sunnuds now delivered, these presents are, at all times, 
to he considered as such, and of full equal validity with any Sunnud 
whatever. 

Bassein and the whole of its dependencies in its fullest extent, and 
all rents and revenues thereunto belonging, together with the fort or 
forts and everything belonging to the Poona Government in them. 

Salsette, the whole and entire Island, with all the revenues of the 
different places annexed to it as collected by Anunt Row and Ramajee 
Punt- 

Jambooseer and Orpad, with the whole of their dependenciCvS in 
their full extent, together with everything belonging to the Poona 
Government in those Perguimahs. 

The four following islands adjacent to Bombay, with everything 
belonging to the Poona Government therein, rc., Caranja, Canary, 
Elephanta, and Hog Island. 


Article VL 

Eagoha also engages immediately to procure from the Guicowars 
a grant to the Company for ever, with all the necessary Sunnuds, of 
their share in the revenues collected by the Guicowars in the Town 
and Pergunnahs of Broach, 


Article VIL 

The Honorable Company are to be considered as the sole lords 
and proprietors, from the day of the signing of this Treaty, of all and 
every of the places ceded by the two last Articles, in the like manner 
as the Poona Government or the Guicowar Government were 
before considered; and are accordingly, from this day forward, to 
exercise every right and authority in those places, and to receive 
every revenue which the Poona Government or the Guicowar 
Government before exercised or received. 
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Article VIIL 

Ragoba also engages faithfully 'to make good to .the Company for 
ever the sum of seventy-five thousand (75,000) Rupees annually from 
his share of the revenues of O colas eer, which sum is to be paid by 
his Pundit, in two different payments, at stated periods. 

Article IX. 

Ragoba engages to pay in full, for the charges and expenses of 
the body of forces with which he is to be assisted, consisting of two 
thousand five hundred men, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
Rupees (150,000) monthly and every month, which the Honorable the 
Governor and Council agree to accept without further account, and is 
to commence the day the forces leave Bombay ; but, as the whole 
number of forces will not at first proceed, he is only to pay a propor- 
tionable monthly sum, till the whole force, if necessary, may be 
sent to join him. Pie engages to pay this stipend monthly, and as 
security for the same, till his affairs will enable him to furnish money, 
which he promises to do as soon as possible, he assigns by these 
presents the revenues of the following places, viz , — 

Occlaseer, his remaining share after deducting what is before by 
these presents ceded to the Honorable Company. 

Ahmood and all its districts. 

Hansoot and all its districts, 

Versaul and all its districts. 

But it is hereby declared that the revenues of these places belong 
to the Honorable Company no longer than till the amount of the 
monthly stipend that may be due for the expenses of the Com- 
pany’s forces is fully discharged, when all further demands on these 
four places are to be relinquished; and in this light the Honor- 
able the Governor and Council declare they accept those four 
Pergunnahs. 


Article X 

As it has been mutually agreed, during the course of this negocia- 
tion, that the sum of six lakhs of Rupees should be deposited by 
Ragoba with the Agents of the Honorable Company, to be accounted 
for at the expiration of the service intended to be performed against 
his enemies the ministerial party, and Ragoba, finding it at this 
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totally impossible for him to raise the sum to be deposited, though 
No. Y.‘ ~ still equally williijg to do it, was it in his power, the contracting par- 
ties have mutually agreed to settle this point as follows : — That Eago- 
ba shall immediately deposit with the Company’s Agents at Surat 
to the full value of six lakhs of Rupees, in jewels, to remain in 
the Honorable Company’s possession till redeemed, which must be 
done as soon as Ragoba’s affairs will possibly admit. All this Ragoba 
faithfully and firmly- engages to perform and the Honorable Com- 
pany to accept. 

Auticlb XI. 

In case of opposition from any person or persons whatever to the 
Company’s taking possession of all or any of the places hereby firmly 
and effectually ceded to them, Ragoba doth engage to pay the ex- 
pense that will be incurred by their gaining possession; tb'usc effec- 
tual means to put them in possession ; as well as to secure for them 
for ever the quiet possession of all the revenues and places now 
ceded to the Honorable Company. 

Article XII. 

Should Ragoba make peace with his enemies, the Ministers, ho 
firmly and faithfully engages that the English East India Company 
shall be included in it to their satisfaction. 

Article XIII. 

Ragoba doth also engage never to molest the dominions of the 
Honorable Company In Bengal. He further engages not to make 
war or commit any depredations in the Carnatic so long as the la.st 
Treaty subsisting between the two Governments is adliercd to by 
the Nabob. 


Article XIV. 

In case it should happen (which God forbid) that any of the Com- 
pany’s ships or vessels, or the ships, vessels, or boats of any persons 
trading under their protection, should be shipwrecked on any part of 
the Mahratta coast, every assistance shall be given by the Govern- 
ment and inhabitants to save as much as possible ; and tlie whole 
that may be saved shall be returned, all reasonable expenses being 
paid by the owners. 
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Article XV- the 

, , , , - _ PKISHWA. 

All tlie places ceded for ever to the Company by this Treaty are to NoTV 
be considered as their sole right and property from the day this 
Treaty is signed ; and this Treaty from that day is to be considered 
in full force just as if the expected services were fully accomplished, 
whether Hagoba shall make peace with his enemies or not. 

Article XVI. 

Immediately after the ratification of the aforegoing Articles, and 
after the jewels, to the full amount of six lakhs of Rupees, are 
deposited, and the security above-mentioned given for the payment 
of the monthly expenses of the forces so long as they continue with 
Eagoba and till they return, all in the manner above-mentioned, 
the Govewror and the Council engage that the Company’s forces, 
agreeable to what is mentioned in the body of this Treaty, shall 
proceed from Bombay to join the army of Eagoba, and they trust, 
by the blessing of the Almighty, that they will quickly overcome 
his enemies, the ministerial party, and establish him at Poona in 
the Government of the Mahratta Empire. 

The foregoing Articles having been agreed to by the Honorable 
the President and Council of Bombay, who have empowered me to 
accept the same in their behalf, I do, in confirmation thereof, affix 
the seal of the said Honorable Company, and sign my own proper name 
thereto, in Surat, the day and year above written, and I do engage to 
procure a ratification of this Treaty, under the seal of the Honor^|jble 
Company, and under the hands and seals of the Honorable the Presi- 
dent and Council of Bombay, within thirty days after this date.

We, the President and Council of Bombay aforesaid, having em- 
powered Mr. Robert Gambier to execute a Treaty with Eugonath 
Row Ballajee, Peishwa, in our behalf, on account of the Honorable 
Company, of the foregoing tenor, which he has accordingly done of 
the date above-mentioned, and the same having been signed to, 
ratified, and confirmed by Eugonath Row Ballajee, Peishwa; and 
whereas, by the last Article, it is covenanted and agreed that 
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a ratification of the said Treaty shall be transmitted by us, under 
the seal of the Honorable Company, and under our proper hands 
and seals, within one month from tine above date; these, therclore, 
are to certify that we hereby ratify and confirm the foregoing 
Treaty in all and every part. In testimony whereof wo have caus- 
ed the seal of the aforesaid Honorable Company to be hereunto 
affixed, and do now sign the same witli our hands, and affix our 
proper seals thereto, this 16th day of March, in the year of our 
Lord 1775.

Whereas differences have arisen amongst the Chiefs of the Mahratta 
State, and the Government of Bombay having taken a part therein by 
sending forces into the Mahratta dominions, which the Honorable 
the Governor-General and Council of Fort William disapprove, and 
being desirous of conciliating these differences, have determined ac- 
cordingly to enter into such measures as may most effectually con- 
tribute to so desirable an end : They have for this purpose, therefore, 
authorized, deputed, and given full powers unto Lieutenant-Colonel 
John ITptonj in the service of the Honorable the English East India 
Company, 4o conclude a peace between the Government of Bombay 
and the Mahratta State. And Colonel Upton, having accordingly 
arrived at Poorunder, has concluded a solid and firm peace, on the 
part of the English Company, with the Ministers, Siccaram Pundit 
and Ballajee Pundit, on the part of the Peishwa Eow Pundit Purdhan 
and all the Mahratta Chiefs; and the following are the Articles of 
Convention which they have engaged into : — 


Article I. 

Peace shall be established and take place from this day between the 
Honorable the English East India Company in general and the 
Government of Bombay in particular, and Row Pundit Purdhan and 
his Ministers, Siccaram Bapoo and Ballajee Pundit, on the part of all 
the Mahrattas : and the following Articles are to be observed inviolably 
by both parties : — 


Article IL 

The peace Is to be forthwith proclaimed between the Honorable 
Company and the Mahratta State, at the Presidency of Bombay 
and at all its dependencies, at the head of the English troops 
encamped at Mandavie, and in every part of the Guzerat Province 
where there are British subjects. The Mahratta Government will also 
order proclamations to be made throughout all their dominions. 

VOL, III. E 
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Article III. 

The Peishwa^ Row Pundit Purdhan, and hia Ministers being desir- 
ous of having Salsette and the small islands subdued by the English 
in this war restored to them, do offer to give in exchange a country 
of three lakhs of Ptupees, with its chout, &c., in the neighbourhood of 
Broach. Colonel U2)ton having declared that he could not restore the 
said islands, it is therefore agreed that they shall remain as they now 
are, and that they shall write to the Honorable the SujDreme Council 
of Fort William, and both jiarties engage to abide by their determina- 
tion, If the Governor-General and Council of Fort William do not 
restore them, they shall continue in the possession of the English, and 
the Mahrattas will then give up all right and title to the said islands ; 
should the Governor-General and Council of Calcutta restore Salsette 
with the said islands, the English will accordingly delivej;^them over 
to the Peishwa, 


Article IV. 

The Mahrattas do agree to give to the English Company for ever 
all right and title to their entire share of the City and Pergiinnah of 
Broach, as full and complete as ever they collected from the jMogula, 
or otherwise, without retaining claim of chout, or any other demand 
whatever ; so that the English Company shall iiossess it without 
participation or claim of any kind. 

Article V. 

The Mahrattas do agree (by way of friendshij)) to give for ever to 
the English Company a country of three complete lakhs of Rupees, 
near or adjoining to Broach, on which there is to be no claim of 
cbout, or any other demand whatsoever. Two persons on the part of 
the Company and two persons on the part of Row Pundit Purdhaii 
to proceed and determine the place and boundaries, when the Peishwa 
will give the Sunnnds. 

Article YL 

The Peishwa and Ministers agree to pay to the Company twelve 
lakhs of Rupees, in part of the expenses of the English army, in two 
payments, viz.^ six lakhs within six months of the date of this Treaty, 
and the other six lakhs within two years of the same date. 
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Article VIL 

The English do agree that every part of the Guzerat country 
ceded to the Company by Riigonath Row, or taken possession of by 
them, shall be forthwith restored with all the forts and towns there- 
unto belonging, except what is settled by this Treaty. The country 
ceded to the English by Seajee, or Futty Sing Gulcowar, shall also 
be restored when it is proved by their letters and copies of the Sun- 
nuds granted by the former Peishwas, now in their (the Guicowar’s) 
hands, that they do not possess power or authority to make such 
cessions. The Pergunnahs of Chickley and Coral, with the town of 
Verio w, three villages of the Pergunnah of Chureassy, and the vil- 
lage of Batta Gang are to continue as pledges in the possession of 
the English till the Sunnuds for tlie country of three lakhs are made 
over. Alljfreaties and Agreements subsisting between the English and 
Rugonath Row are hereby annulled ; and those of Seajee and Futty 
Sing, Guicowars, are to be also annulled when the above-mentioned 
proofs are produced; and these Treaties are to be destroyed in the 
presence of the Peishwa’a Ministers when they come to hand. 
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Article YIIL 

The English do agree that the troops from the Presidency of 
Bombay are to be marched immediately into their own garrisons 
and districts. 


Article IX. 

It is agreed that Rugonath Row is to disband his army witliin 
one month of this date. His followers and adherents (except the 
servants about his person) are to separate within the same time ; and 
proclamation is to be made by the Mahratta Government, granting 
a full pardon to all adherents and followers, and all such as have 
been in arms with Rugonath Row, the four following excepted, viz,, 
Abajee Mahadu, Noor Cawn Gardie, Toola IChidmutgar, andKurrun 
Sing Chokydar, who, for crimes and misdemeanors committed against 
the State, are for ever banished the Mahratta dominions. 

Article X. 

If Rugonath Row refuses to disband his army, the English are to 
withdraw their forces, and are not to assist him. 
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Article XL 

The conditions of the ninth Article being complied with^ the 
Peifihwa and Ministers then consent to establish a household for Rugo- 
nath R0W3 consisting of one thousand horse and some foot, 'vvlio 
are to be paid and relieved at the pleasure of Grovernment, but to 
obey all legal orders given them by Eugonath Row ; also two hundred 
domestics, to be chosen by Eugonath Eow and paid by Government. 
They will also cause to be paid to Eugonath Eow, to defray his other 
expenses, three lakhs of Rupees per annum, by monthly payments, 
at the rate of twenty-five thousand Eupees per month, conditionally 
that he resides at Cooper Gang, on the banks of the Gunga Guda- 
very. If at any time he may want to change his place of residence, 
application is to be made to the Peishwa, without whose permission 
such a change is not to take place ; and he is not to cause ^ny disturb- 
ance or carry on improper correspondence with any person. 


Article XII. 

It is agreed that no assistance is to he given by the English to 
Eugonath Eow, or to any subject or servant of the Peishwa that 
shall cause disturbances or rebellion in the Mabratta dominions. 

Article XIII. 

The Peishwa, Eow Pundit Purdhan, and his Ministers, do declare 
that the chout of Bengal and its dependencies has, for time out of mind, 
been part of the jaghire of the Bounsello ; they therefore cannot 
withdraw it; but if the said Bounsello, or any of his descendants, 
or successors, or any other person, cause disturbances by claiming or 
demanding the chout on Bengal or its dependencies, they do engage 
never to assist them themselves, or permit any Mahratta Chief 
dependent on them or the Eajahship to give them any assistance. 

Article XIV. 

It is agreed that, in case of shipwreck of any English ships or vessels, 
or ships or vessels trading under their protection, on any part of 
the Mahratta coast, every assistance shall be given by that Govern- 
ment and the inhabitants to save as much as possible ; and the whole 
that may be saved shall be returned, all reasonable charges being 
defrayed by the owners. In like manner, the English Company 
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engage tlieiu assistance should any Mahratta ships or vessels be 
shipwrecked on any of their coasts. 

Article XY. 

The Treaties between the Government of Bombay and the Mahrat- 
tas, dated July 1739 and 12th October 1756, are to be held and 
continued in as full force as when they were first entered into; 
unless any Article or Articles of either of them should, in other 
manner, be provided for by this Treaty ; in such case such Article or 
Articles are to be rejected, and those of this Treaty abided by. 

Article XVL 

All other Treaties or Agreements subsisting between the Govern- 
ment of IBpmbay and the Mahratta Government, not having under- 
gone alteration or otherwise provided for by this Treaty, are to be 
held and continued in as full force as when they were first entered 
upon. 


Article XVII, 

It is agreed that, if Eugonath Kow has lodged any jewels belonging 
to the Feishwa, Eow Pundit Furdhan, in the hands of the English, 
they are to be restored on the obligation being complied with for 
which they were lodged. 

Article XVIIL 

The Honorable the English Company shall be considered as the sole 
lords and proprietors of all the places ceded by this Treaty from the 
dates of the respective Sunnuds or Grants, and are therein, accord- 
ingly, to exercise their own laws and authorities. And the Mahrattaa 
are not to cause any disturbance in any of the ceded countries, nor 
shall the English occasion any disturbance in the Mahratta dominions. 

Article XIX. 

In the places hereby ceded to the Honorable Company, and in all the 
places restored to the Mahratta Government by the English, it is 
agreed that both parties shall commence to collect the revenues 
thereof from the day on which they are delivered, and no demand of 
collection for any past time shall be made. 
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Article XX. 

A copy of this Treaty^ under the seal of Colonel Upton, shall remain 
with the Ministers of the Mahratta Government, and a conj shall he 
sent to Calcutta, to be signed and sealed by the Honorable the 
Governor- General and Members of the Supreme Council of Fort 
William, and afterwards given to the Peishwa.

exchange a country of three lakhs of Rupees, with its chout, &c., in 
the neighbourhood of Broach and further that, if the Governor 
General and Council of Fort William do not restore them, they

Row Pundit Purdan, and his Ministers will then give up all right

Articles of Agreement and Treaty between the Honorable William Homby, Esquire, 
President and Governor, and the Select Committee of Bombay, on the part and 
behalf of the Honorable United English East India Company on the one part, and 
Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan on the other part. Done and concluded at 
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Bombay, 24t1i day of November, in the year of our Lord 1778, and on the 3vd 
day of Jeelend Sookhursun Tessah Subein Miah-wa-AUufif, or year 1179, Maho- 
metan style ; or, according to the Gentoo era, the 5th day of Margaashur Sood, in 
the year Vellamly, or 1700, 


Article I. 

The Treaty concluded by Colonel Upton with Siccaram Pundit 
and Ballajee Pundit, Ministers in behalf of the Peishwa and the 
Mahratta State, having been violated by those Ministers in almost 
every Article, the Governor andi Select Committee of Bombay, with 
the sanction and concurrence of the Governor-General and Council, 
do hereby engage and agree, in behalf of the aforesaid Honorable 
Company, to assist Bugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan to the utmost 
of their power to put him in possession of Poona, and to place 
him in the Regency of the Mahratta Empire, during th^minority of 
Madarow Narrain, the infant Peishwa; hereby declaring that the 
true intent and meaning of this Treaty is not to alter the form of 
Government, or to interrupt the peace between the Honorable 
Company and the Mahratta State, but only to remove the administra- 
tion out of the present improper hands, and to place in the Regency 
the person who has the justest title to that office. 

Article II. 

Engonath Row Bajeerow Purdan, on his part, doth hereby engage 
and agree to accept the office of Regent, which he is to exercise with 
full power during the minority of the Peishwa, Madarow Narrain, in 
whose name he further engages to continue the Sicca and conduct 
the Government. But Engonath Row Bajeerow Purdan having ex- 
pressed his doubts of the legitimacy of the Peishwa, Madarow Narrain, 
the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay do hereby engage, 
on Rugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan his strong solicitation, to request 
explicit orders from the Company, whether, in case he should prove 
to their satisfaction that the child is supposititious, they will place him 
in the Peishwaship, which, on such proof, will be his unquestionable 
right ; and whether, in case the child should prove to be really the 
son of Narrain Eow, they will guarantee him an equal division 
of the Government and country on the Peishwa’s attaining to the 
age of seventeen, agreeable to what Engonath Row Bajeerow Purdan 
says he is entitled to by his birth-right according to the Gentoo Law. 
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The Governor and Select Committee of Bombay do hereby stipu- ‘ No. vu. 
late, and Rugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan, for their satisfaction, 
that his upright intentions may appear manifest, doth hereby 
engage and agree that the person of the Peishwa, Madarow Narrain, 
shall be kejtt under the charge and custody of such persons as may 
be agreeable to the Select Committee, who wish that the child may 
he committed to the charge of Perwettybhoy, if she will undertake 
the charge; and, in such case, the Matchy of Poorunder, where the 
child is kept, must be guarded with a party of the Company’s troops, 
and Kugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan may keep a chowkey on the 
outside of the gate, to see that no improper persons be admitted ; but 
no person whatever must have admittance to the child’s presence 
without the^^permisaion of Perwettybhoy. In case Perwettybhoy 
should refuse to undertake the charge, the child shall be put under 
the care of any of his relations on the mother’s side ; but should all 
these decline the trust, the child shall then be disposed of in such 
manner as may be deemed most advisable for his security and for 
the honor of the contracting parties. 


Akticle IV. 

Moraba rurneese, Butcheba Pronder, and Tookajee Holkar Having 
invited Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan to take upon himself the 
Government as Regent^ and promised their assistance^ Rugonath 
Row Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage, upon condition of their 
performing their promises to his and the Select Committee's satia- 
fketion, and behaving like faithful, obedient servants, that he will 
show favor to them, according to their ranks and services, in settling 
the offices of Government, and that their persons and fortunes shall 
be unmolested. 

Article V. 

The Governor and Select Committee engage not to interfere in 
the appointment or nomination of the officers to the forts, army, 
artillery, or revenues, or in the management of the Government, pro- 
vided nothing be done in breach of any of the Articles of the present 

TOL. III. E 
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Treaty, Eugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan, on his part^ faithfully 
promising to observe the terms mentioned in the circular letter, with 
respect to the personal safety of those who, he may be of opinion, 
have injured him. 

Article VI. 

In consideration of the assistance to be afforded by the Honorable 
Company, for placing Eugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan intheEegenoy 
at Poona, Eugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage to 
confirm and ratify the former Treaty concluded with him at Surat, the 
6th March 1775, and to cede and make over to the Honorable Company 
for ever, the several places and territories granted by the said Treaty, 
which were restored by the Treaty of Poorunder, and Bassein and its 
districts, and the island of Kennery, which were not put in posses- 
sion of the Company The several acquisitions which %ill devolve 
to the Honorable Company by virtue of this Article, are as follow 

Bassein, fort and town, and the whole of its districts and depen- 
dencies, in their fullest extent, according to the just and fixed boun- 
daries of that Province. 

Jambooseer and Orpad, in the same full and ample manner as ceded 
by the Treaty of Surat. 

The island of Kennery.* 

An assignment upon the Pergunnah of Occlaseer for the sum of 
75,000 Eupees per annum, as settled by the eighth Article of the 
Treaty of Surat. 

There being also some small places, known by the name of the 
Autgoms, always annexed, and actually making a part of the district of 
Salsette, which have been withheld from the Company by the Poona 
Ministers, Eugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage and 
agree that the said Autgoms shall be ceded to the Honorable Company ; 
but although the Governor and Select Committee have ever understood 
that the Autgoms made a part of the district of Salsette, yet, if the con- 
trary should be made plainly to appear, they will give up their claim. 

Article VII. 

In addition to the several grants and cessions herein above speci- 
fied, Eugonath Eow Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage and 
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promise to cede and make over for ever the Pergunnalis of 
Ahmood and Hansoot, which grants are to *be considered as an in- — nq yii T" 
stance of his good will and affection to the Honorable Company, the 
conditions upon which they were formerly granted not having, as ho 
declares, been fulfilled. 


Article VIIL 

All the places herein ceded to the Honorable Company are to be 
considered as their sole right and property from the day this Treaty is 
executed, without any claim of chout to the Mahratta Government, 
or any other demand whatever, and may be taken possession of 
by the Company’s people whenever they may think proper ; for 
which purpose, Hugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth, with these 
presents, deUver the necessary orders to the Mahratta ofiieers to 
surrender the said places. Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth 
further promise and engage that, immediately after his taking charge 
of the Regency of Poona, he will execute and deliver to the Govern- 
ment of Bombay regular Sunnuds, under the Peishwa’s Sicca, for 
the several cessions granted to the Honorable Company by this 
Treaty. 


Article IX, 

Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan engages to pay and make good 
the charges and expenses of the army and stores with which ho is now 
to be assisted i which he hereby faithfully promises to make good in 
ready money as soon as the situation of his affairs will possibly permit : 
and, for the further security of the Honorable Company, he, by these 
presents, assigns over the Pergunnah of Versaul and the remainder 
of Occlaseer, the revenues of which are to be collected by his Amil- 
dars and paid to the Honorable Company, till the amount due for the 
expenses of the army is fully discharged ; but in case of failure herein, 
these Pergunnahs are to be put in possession of the Company, and the 
revenues collected by them till the said amount is fully discharged, 
when all right and title thereto on the part of the Honorable Company 
will be relimiuished : or if Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan regu- 
larly pays the monthly sum stipulated in the next Article, the Honora- 
ble Company will not interfere with the said Pergunnahs. 
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Abticle X. 

Bugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan engages to pay in full for the 
body of forces, consisting of four thousand men, with which he is 
to be assisted, the sum of two lakhs and a half of Bupees per month, 
which the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay agree to accept, 
without further account, in full of every expense attending the army, 
and is to commence from the day the forces leave Bombay. 


Article XI. 


Bugonath Bow Bajeerow Purdan faithfully promises and engages 
to discharge his present debt to the Company, as soon as the state 
of his finances will admits agreeable to an account which will be 
delivered to him. 


Article XII. 

The English forces are to continue with Bugonath Bow Bajeerow 
Purdan until the object of this Treaty is accomplished, which is to 
place him in the Regency at Poona, and when that is effected, they 
are to be at liberty to return to Bombay. The Company will be at 
all times ready to assist Bugonath Bow Bajeerow Purdan with their 
forces so far as may be consistent with their other engagements, or the 
situation of their own affairs will permit. 

Article XIII. 

The several Treaties and Agreements subsisting between the Govern- 
ment of Bombay and the Mahratta Government are hereby ratified 
and confirmed, and shall be held and continued in as full force as when 
they were first concluded, unless otherwise provided for in this Treaty. 

Article XIV, 

After the establishment of Bugonath Bow Bajeerow Purdan in the 
Begency at Poona, there shall be a firm peace and alliance between 
the Honorable Company and the Mahratta Government. Bugonath 
Row Bajeerow Purdan engages never to assist the enemies or molest 
the dominion of the Company in any part of India, nor to make war 
or commit depredations in the Carnatic, or any other part of the 
dominions of their ally, the Nabob of Arcot. The Governor and 
Select Committee of Bombay, in like manner, engage, in behalf of 
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the Honorable Company, not to assist the enemies of Bugonath Row 
Bajeerow Purdan. 

Article. XV. 

Bugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan hereby engages and agrees that no 
European settlements shall be allowed to be made on the maritime 
coasts, or in any other part of the Mahratta dominions, without the 
consent of the Company or of their representatives being previously 
obtained, and that no manner of intercourse or connection shall be 
maintained between the Mahratta Government and the French nation ; 
any failure in which stipulation will be considered as a breach of 
the alliance between the Mahratta Government and the Honorable 
Company. 

Article XVI. 

Bugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby stipulate and 
engage that the English shall enjoy all their former privileges and 
freedom of trade in the Mahratta dominions without interruption; and 
he further engages to give all possible encouragement to the Honorable 
Company’s trade, and to promote, as far as he can, an exclusive vend 
to the English for European commodities in the Mahratta dominions ; 
but the Honorable Company will make no settlement therein without 
permission from Bugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan. 

Article XVIL 

If any Article of the present Treaty should interfere with any 
Engagement formed by the Governor-General and Council not^yet 
known to the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay, such 
Article may be liable to be altered or amended as may be necessary. 

The foregoing Articles having been mutually agreed to by the 
Governor and Select Committee of Bombay, on the part of the 
Honorable Company and Rugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan, the 
contracting parties have interchangeably affixed their hands and 
seals and the seal of the Honorable Company, in Bombay Castle, 
the day and year above written.

Translation of the Articles of Agreement between Sreemunth Mhade Row Narrain, 

Pundit Purdhan, on the one part, and the English Company on the other paxt. 

In tbe time of the late Sreemunt Pundit Purdhan Mhadoo Row 
Bullal matters went on peaceably. Since then the English obtained 
possession of several places belonging to the Sircar, such as the islands 
of Salsette and Ouran, Jambooseer, and the Mehals and Pergunnah 
of Broach, both belonging to the Sircar and the Guicowar ; and the 
English gave their aid to Rugonath Row Dada Sahib : upon which 
war having commenced, Colonel John Upton came from Calcutta 
with full powers and made an Agreement, and according to that 
Agreement matters were to go on between the Company and the 
Mahratta Sircar. But on the side of the English this Agreement was 
not adhered to, they having given aid to Rugonath Row, and, making 
preparations for war, mounted the ghauts, invaded the districts of the 
Mahratta Sircar, and began to -make hostilities, upon which the Sircar 
also prepared for war. At the district of Wurgaon, near Indonny 
Tullagaon, Mr. John Carnac and Colonel Charles Egerton, of the 
Select Committee of Bombay, being fully empowered, did depute 
Mr. Thomas Holmes and Mr. Farmer. Further, from the beginning 
there was a friendship between the Sircar and the English, which being 
interrupted. Colonel John Upton made an Agreement, according to 
which Treaty matters did not proceed, and therefore that Treaty is 
annihilated ; and in the same manner, and on the same footing as the 
English and the Sircar were in the time of the late Mhadoo Row, 
in that manner are they now to remain ; the aid and cause of 
Rugoha to be given up, no protection to be afforded him, nor any 
aid to be afforded to the enemies of the Mahratta Sircar, The 
islands of Salsette and Ouran, and the other islands and places at 
Jamhooseer and the Mehals of Broach, formerly belonging to the 
Mahratta Sircar and the Guicowar, such as Chickly, Veriaul, &c., 
were taken possession of: these we give up, and agree to go on 
and remain as we were in the time of the late Peiahwa, Mhadoo 
Row Bullal ; upon which this Agreement is made with the Sircar. 
That in the time of the late Mhadoo Row Bullal, Pundit Purdhan, 
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matters went on peaceably, and since then different places belonging 
to the Sircar, such as the islands- of Salsette and Ouran, and other 
islands, and further Jambooseer and other Mehals, and the Aumils 
of Broach, belonging to the Sircar and to the Guicowar, the English 
got possession of: these must be delivered back to the Sircar j and 
no aid or protection must in future be afforded to Rugonath Row, or 
to any of the enemies of the Sircar, In this manner do we faithfully 
promise to perform, and on the part of the Sircar good faith is also 
to be observed. Rugonath Row Dada Sahib was with us : he, by his own 
consent, committed himself, with all his effects, to the care of Tookajee 
Holkar and Madajee Scindia The English army with us is now at 
Wurgaon: it must be permitted to proceed, with all its effects and 
appurtenances, to Bombay ; and as security for this on the part of the 
Sircar, two persons will proceed belonging to each of these Sirdars, 
by name Nazo Gunish and Wissajee Samaah, Ballai'ow Govind and 
Rama Cawn, to conduct the army to Bombay; and for this purpose 
troops shall be sent with you or not, as you please. The English 
army that is with us shall not offer any molestation to any person 
on the road. The Unturvedee and Bundelkhund Provinces and their 
Sirdars being always under the Sircar, no damage is to be done to them : 
and the English army from Calcutta having crossed the Nerbudda is 
now at Hussengabad ; it is not to be permitted to proceed forwards, 
but it is to be sent back to Calcutta, and on the road no molestation 
is to be given to any one. The before-mentioned Agreement is 
formed by the mediation of Tookajee Holkar and Madajee Scindia, 
and according to it matters are in future to proceed without any 
kind of failure. This we pledge the English faith to observe, and the 
Sircar is also to observe it No aid or protection is to be afforded 
to the French.

That after falling out with the Sircar of Mhadoo Bow Narrain, Pundit 
Purdhan, we with an army came upon the ghaut and remained at 
Tullagaon^ on which you ordered a fighting, and we both parties did 
fightj in which we were defeated, returned back, and encamped at 
Wurgaon with Dada Sahib. We could hardly reach Bombay with 
our army and stores, considering which we sent Messrs. Farmer and 
Holmes to you, desiring you would come between us, and get the 
Sircar’s and our Treaty settled as before, and conduct us and the army 
to Bombay, on which you did suspend the war. You came between 
us and got the Sircar’s and English Treaty settled, and you promised 
to conduct us and the army to Bombay without molestation from 
any body. You made our escape entirely; all which we took into 
our consideration and were very glad. You are a principal oflScer 
and a well wisher to this G-overnment, which has induced us to keep a 
friendship with you. This came into our mind, and we were satisfied 
that you made us free from the Sircar’s and every body’s molestation, 
and got the Treaty settled as before without any dispute from the 
Sircar; therefore we thought we should serve you, and for which 
reason have, of our free will and accord, agreed, under the King’s and 
Company’s seal, to deliver up to you the fort of Broach, with its 
Government, in the same manner as the Mogul did hold it, which fort 
is now in our possession and which we have given you. We further 
agree that we will, on our arrival at Bombay, obtain the Governor’s 
dustuck, under the King’s seal, to the KilleTiar of Broach, arid deliver 
the fort and its country in the manner the Mogul did hold it up to 
you, under oath no dispute shall arise in this. This we promise 
solemnly; and we have left Mr. Farmer and Mr. Charles Stewart 
with you as hostages for the performance of this Agreement We will 
let no dispute arise. This we agree to in writing.

Treaty of perpetual friendship and alliance between the Honorable the English 
East India Company and the Peishwa Madhoo Row Pundit Purdhan, settled by 
Mr. David Anderson, on the part of the Honorable Company, in virtue of the 
powers delegated to him for thht purpose by the Honorable the Governor-General 
and Council appointed by the King and Parliament of Great Britain to direct and 
control all political atfairs of the Honorable English East India Company in India ; 
and by Maharaja Soubahdar Madhoo Row Scindia, as Plenipotentiary on the pax't 
of the Peishwa Madhoo Row Pundit Purdhan, Ballajee Pundit Nana Furnavese, 
and the whole of the Chiefs of the Mahratta nation, agreeably to the following 
Articles, which shall be ever binding on their heirs and successors, and the condi- 
tions of them to be iuvjiriably observed by both parties.

Article I. 

It is stipulated and agreed to between the Honorable the English 
East India Company and the Peishwa, through the mediation of 
Madhoo Row Scindia, that all oountiies, places, cities, and forts, 
including Bassein, &o., which have been taken from the Peishwa 
during the war that has arisen since the Treaty settled by Colonel 
Upton, and have come into the possession of the English, shall be 
delivered up to the Peishwa; the territories, ports, cities, &c., 
to he restored, shall be delivered in within the space of two months 
from the period when this Treaty shall become complete (as herein- 
after described), to such persons as the Peishwa, or his Minister, 
Nana Furnavese, sliall appoint 

Article II. 

It is agreed between the English Company and the Peishwa, that 
Salsette and three other islands, viz., Elephanta, Carrauja, and Hog, 
which are included in the Treaty of Colonel Upton, shall continue 
for ever in possession of the English. If any other islands have 
been taken in the course of the present war, they shall be delivered 
up to the Peishwa. 


Astiolb III. 

Whereas it was stipulated in the fourth Article of the Treaty of 
Colonel Upton, “ that the Peishwa and all the Chiefs of the Mahratta 
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Stat6 do agvoe to givo the English Company, for ever, all right 
and title to the City of Broach, as full and complete as ever they 
collected from the Moguls or otherwise, without retaining any claim 
of chout, or any other claims whatsoever, so that the English Com- 
^^pany shall possess it without participation or claim of any kind this 
Article is accordingly continued in full force and effect. 

Article IV. 

The Peishwa having formerly, in the Treaty of Colonel Upton, 
agreed, by way of friendship, to give up to the English a country 
of three lakhs of Kupees, near Broach, the English do now, at the 
request of Madhoo Row Scindia, consent to relinquish their claim 
to the said country in favor of the Peishwa. 

Article V. 

The country which Seajee and Futty Sing Guickowar gave to the 
English, and which is mentioned in the seventh Article of the Ti^eaty 
of Colonel Upton, being therein left in a state of suspense, the Eng- 
lish, with a view to obviate all future disputes, now agree that it shall 
be restored; and it is hereby settled that if the said country be a part 
of the established territory of the Guickowar, it shall be restored to 
the Guickowar ; and if it shall be a part of the Peishwa’s territories, it 
shall be restored to the Peishwa, 

Article VI. 

The English engage that, baling allowed Rugonath Row a period of 
four months from the time when this Treaty shall become complete 
to fix on a place of residence, they will not, after the expiration of 
the said period, afford him any support, protection, or assistance, nor 
supply him with money for his expenses : and the Peishwa on his part 
engages, that if Rugonath Row will voluntarily and of his own accord 
repair to Maharaja Madhoo Row Scindia, and quietly reside with 
him, the sum of 25,000 Rupees per month shall be paid him for his 
maintenance, and no injury whatever shall be offered to him by the 
Peishwa, or any of his people. 

Article VII. 

The Honorable English East India Company and the Peishwa 
being desirous that their respective allies shall be included in this 
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peace, it is hereby mutually stipulated, that each party shall make 
peace with the allies of the other, in the manner hereinafter 
specified. 

Article VIIL 

The territory which has long been the established jagh ire of Seajee 
Guickowar and Futty Sing Guickowar, that is to say, whatever terri- 
tory Futty Sing Guickowar possessed at the commencement of the 
present war, shall hereafter for ever remain on the usual footing in his 
possession ; and the said Futty Sing shall, from the date of this Treaty 
being complete, pay for the future to the Peishwa the tribute as usual 
previous to the present war, and shall perform such services, and be 
subject to such obedience, as have long been established and customary. 
No claim shall be made on the said Futty Sing by the Peishwa for the 
period that is past. 


Article IX. 

The Peishwa engages, that whei*eaa the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn 
having concluded a Treaty with him, hath disturbed and taken posses- 
sion of territories belonging to the English and their allies, he shall 
he made to relinquish them ; and they shall be restored to the Com- 
pany and the Nabob Mahomed Ally Cawn. All prisoners that have 
been taken on either side during the war shall be released ; and Hyder 
Ally Cawn shall be made to relinquish all such territories belonging to 
the English Company and their allies, as he may have taken possession 
of since the ninth of Ramzan in the 3"ear 1181, being the date of his 
Treaty with the Peishwa; and the said territories shall be delivered over 
to the English and the Nabob Mahomed Ally Cawn within six months 
after this Treaty being complete, and the English, in such case, agree 
that so long as Hyder Ally Cawn shall afterwards abstain from hosti- 
lities against them and their allies, and so long as he shall continue 
in friendship with the Peishwa, they will in no respect act hostilely 
towards him. 


Article X. 

The Peishwa engages, on his own behalf, as well as on behalf of hia 
allies, the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, Ragojee Bhonsla Syna Saheb 
Soubah, and the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn, that they shall, in every 
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respect, maintain peace towards the English and their allies, the 
Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah Behander, and the Nabob Mahomed Ally 
Cawn Behauder, and shall in no respect whatever give them any 
disturbance. The English engage on their own behalf, as well as on 
behalf of their allies, the Nabob Asoph-ul-Dowlah, and the Nabob 
Mahomed Ally Cawn, that they shall in every respect maintain 
peace towards the Peishwa and his allies, the Nabob Nizam Ally 
Cawn, and Eagojee Bhonsla Syna Saheb : and the English further 
engage on their own behalf, as well as on behalf of their allies, 
that they will maintain peace also towards the Nabob Hyder 
Ally Cawn, under the conditions specified in the 9th Article of this 
Treaty. 

Article XL 

The Honorable East India Company and the Peishwa mutually 
agree that the vessels of each shall afford no disturbance to the 
navigation of the vessels of the other; and the vessels of each shall 
be allowed access to the ports of the other, where they shall meet 
with no molestation, and the fullest protection shall be reciprocally 
afforded. 


Article XIL 

The Peishwa and Chiefs of the Mahratta State hereby agree that the 
English shall enjoy the privilege of trade, as formerly, in the Mahratta 
territories, and shall meet with no kind of interruption ; and, in the 
same manner, the Honorable East India Company agree that the 
subjects of the Peishwa shall be allowed the privilege of trade, without 
interruption, in the territories of the English. 

Article XIIL 

The Peishwa hereby engages that he will not suffer any factories 
of other European nations to be established in his territories, or those 
of the Chiefs dependant on him, excepting only such as are already 
established by the Portuguese; and he will hold* no intercourse of 
friendship with any other European nations : and the English on their 
part agree that they will not afford assistance to any nation of Deccan 
or Hindostan at enmity with the Peishwa. 
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Article XIV. 

The English and the Peishwa mutually agree that neither will 
afford any kind of assistance to the enemies of the other. 

Article XV. 

The Honorable the Governor-General and Council of Fort William 
engage that they will not permit any of the Chiefs, dependants, or 
subjects of the English, the gentlemen of Bombay, Surat, or Madras, to 
act contrary at any place to the terms of this Treaty, In the same 
manner, the Peishwa Madhoo Row Pundit Purdhan engages that none 
of the Chiefs or subjects of the Mahratta State shall act contrary to 
them. 

Article XVI. 

The Honorable East India Company, and the Peishwa Madhoo Row 
Pundit Purdhan, having the fullest confidence in Maharaja Soubah- 
dar Madhoo Row Scindia Behauder, they have both requested the 
said Maharaja to be the mutual guarantee for the perpetual and invari- 
able adherence of both parties to the conditions of this Treaty ; and 
the said Madhoo Row Sciadia, from a regard to the welfare of both 
’States, hath accordingly taken upon himself the mutual guarantee. If 
either of the parties shall deviate from the conditions of this Treaty, 
the said Maharaja will join the other party, and will, to the utmost of 
his power, endeavour to bring the aggressor to a proper understanding. 

Article XVII, 

It is hereby agreed that whatever territories, forts, or cities, in 
Guzerat, were granted by Rugonath Row to the English, previous to 
the Treaty of Colonel Upton, and have come into their possession, 
the restitution of which was stipulated in the seventh Article of the 
said Treaty, shall be restored, agreeably to the terms of the said 
Article. 

This Treaty, consisting of 17 Articles, is settled at Sal bey, in the 
Camp of Maharaja Soubahdar Madhoo Row Scindia, on the 4th of 
the month Jemmadul Saany, in the year 1197 of the Hygera, cor- 
responding with the 17th of March 1782, of the Christian era, by 
the said Maharaja and Hr. David Anderson: a copy hereof shall be 
sent by each of the above-named persons to their respective principals 
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at Fort William and Poona, and when both copies being returned, 
the one under the seal of the Honorable East India Company, 
and signature of the Honorable the Governor^General and Council 
of Fort William, shall be delivered to Maharaja Madhoo Row 
Scindia Behauder, and the other under the seal of the Peishwa 
Madhoo Row, Pundit Purdhan, and the signature of Ballajee Pundit, 
Nana Furnavese, shall be delivered to Mr. David Anderson, this 
Treaty shall be deemed complete and ratified, and tjjie Articles herein 
contained, shall become binding on both the contracting parties*

The following was added at the time of the Ratification at Poona 
and the final exchange at Gwalior. 

This Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, was ratified on the 
fifteenth of the month of Mohrummum-ul-Hirram, in the year 1196 of 
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the Hygera, and shall be invariably and perpetually binding on both 
the contracting parties.

is become complete, and from this date shall be binding on each of 
the contracting parties.

An Additional Treaty between the Honorable To.MrvNY and the PErsHW.\ of the 

Maukatta Statu. 

Whereas, a Treaty of friendship between the Honorable Company 
and the Peishwa Pundit Purdhan having been ratified and completed on 
the 21st day of Rubbi-ul- Awul, of the year one thousand one hundred 
and ninety-seven of the Hejira ; and the following additions for the 
increase of the friendship and concord of the two Governments having 
been considered and approved of by both parties, are hereby agreed 
to by Mr. David Anderson on the part of the Company, and Maharaja 
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Soubahdar Madhoo Row Scindia on the part of the Peiahwa ; and are 
accordingly to be held binding on both parties. 

In the eleventh Article of the Treaty of peace relating to the 
mutual intercourse of shipping, the words, according to former custom 
not having been inserted, it is now therefore explained that the inter- 
course of shipping shall be carried on according to former custom. 

It is agreed to between the Honorable Company and the Peishwa 
Madhoo Row Pundit Purdhan, that if any Chief, merchant, or other 
person should hereafter fly from the territories of the Honorable 
Company to those of the Peishwa, or from the territories of the 
Peishwa to those of the Company, no protection shall be afforded to 
such persou by either party. 

Concluded near Gwalior on the twenty-second day of Jummad-ul- 
Awul, of the year of the Hejira one thousand one hundred and niuety- 
seven, conformable to the twenty-sixth day of April one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty-three of the Christian era.

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Translation of a Treaty settled betwixt the I-IosoRAnLE East India Company and 
the Peishwa Mahdoo Row Narain and Maheatta State. 
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The Honorable East India Company and the Peishwa Mahdoo Row 
Narain Behauder haying concluded and mutually ratified a Treaty near 
Gwalior, on the 21st of the month of Eubbee-ul-Awul, in the year 
of the Hegira 1197, in order to carry into execution the 9th Article of 
the said Treaty, the following stipulations are now settled and agreed 
on betwixt Mr. David Anderson and Maha Rajah Subahdar Mahdoo 
Row Scindia Behauder, on behalf of the said Honorable East India 
Company on the one part, and the Peishwa and Mahratta State on the 
other, and shall accordingly be binding on both parties. 

The Peishwa having despatched letters to Tippoo Saib, will cause 
him to restore all the forts and territories belonging to the English 
Company and the Nabob Mahomed Ally that may have come into his 
possession, and release such prisoners as have fallen into his hands. 
If Tippoo Saib agrees to these terms, and carries them into execution, 
and if he remains at peace with the Peishwa, the English will not after* 
wards act hoatilely against him ; but if he refuses to comply with those 
requisitions of the Peishwa, in such case the Peishwa will immediately 
assist the English and make war against him ; after which neither of 
the contracting parties shall make peace with Tippoo Saib without the 
consent of the other. The territories and forts that may be con- 
quered from Tippoo Saib shall be divided in the follo-sving manner : 
the territories of the English Company and the Nabob Mahomed 
Ally will be delivered to the English Company and the Nabob Ma- 
homed Ally ; the territories of the Peishwa and Mahratta State will 
be delivered to the Peishwa and Mahratta State. Whatever territories 
or forts may further be conquered from Tippoo Saib shall be equally 
divided betwixt the two contracting parties, according to the vicinity 
of their respective situations. But it is hereby stipulated that the 
Peishwa shall have no claim to any territories or forts belonging to 
Tippoo Saib, which the English may have conquered with their own 
force, and be in possession of previous to the actual commencement 
of hostilities by the troops of the Peishwa against Tippoo Saib. This 
Treaty being settled betwixt the English and the Peishwa, neither party 
shall deviate from it.

Tbeatt of Alliance between tlie Compact, the Pexshwa, and the Nizam, against 

Tippoo Sultan, 1790. 

Treaty of offensive and defensive alliance between the Honorable United English 
East Lidia Company, the Peishwa Sewoy Mahdoo Row Narain Pundit Purdhun 
Behauder, and the Nabob Nazim Ally Khan Asof Jah Behauder, against Putty 
Ally Khan, known by the denomination of Tippoo Sultan, settled by hir. Charles 
WarreMalet on the port of the said Honorable Company, with the said Pundit 
Purdhan, by virtue of tbe powers delegated to him by the Right Honorable Charles, 
Earl Cornwallis, k. g., Governor-General in Council, appointed by the Honorable 
the Court of Directors of the said [Honorable Company to direct and control alt 
their affairs in the East Indies. 


Article L 

The friendship subsisting between the States, agreeable to former 
Treaties, shall be increased by tHia, 

. Article IL 

Tippoo Sultan having engagements with the contracting parties, 
baa, notwithstanding, acted with infidelity to them all, for which 
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teason they have united in a league, that to the utmost of their power p^iSHWA, 
they may punish him, and deprive him of the means of disturbing the xil. 
general tranquillity in future. 

Article III. 

This undertaking being resolved on, it is agreed that on Mr. Malefs 
tinnunciation to Pundit Purdhan of the actual commencement of 
hostilities between the Honorable Company's forces and the said Tippoo, 
and on Captain Kennaway’s announcing the same to the Nabob Asof 
Jah, the forces of the said Pundit Purdhan and Nabob Asof Jah, in 
number not less than 25,000, but as many more and as much greater 
an equipment as may be, shall immediately invade the territories of 
the said Tippoo, and reduce as much of his dominions as possible 
before and during the rains 5 and after tliat season, the said Pundit 
Purdhan and Nabob will seriously and vigorously prosecute the war 
with potent army, well appointed and equipped with the requisite 
warlike apparatus. 

Article IV. 

The Nabob Asof Jah being furnished with two battalions of the 
Honorable Company’s forces, Pundit Purdhan shall have an option of 
being joined by an equal force, on the same terms, during the present 
war against Tippoo. The pay of the said battalions to be made good 
by Pundit Purdhan to the Honorable Company, in like manner as 
settled with the Nabob Asof Jah. 

Article V. 

On the said two battalions joining the Mahratta army. Pundit 
Purdhan agrees to allot 2,000 horse to remain and act in concert 
with them. But in the event of urgent service, on which cavalry 
alone can he employed, 1,000 of the said cavalry may be detached 
thereon, 1,000 remaining constantly with the battalions, whose pay 
shall be defrayed regularly, in ready money, every month, in the 
army or in Poona^ at the option of Mr. Malet. 

Article VL 

From the time of the. said battalions entering Pundit Purdhan’a 
territories, an agent on the part of the said Pundit Purdhan shall be 
ordered to attend the Commander, to execute such service as may occur..

Article VII. 

If the Right Honorable the Governor-General if^honld require a 
body of cavalry to join the English forces, l^ixndit Purdhan and the 
Nabob Asof Jah shall furnish’ to the number of 10,000, to inarch in 
one month from the time of their being demanded, b)’ the thortest and 
safest route, with all possible expedition, to the place of their desti- 
nation, to act with the Company’s forces; but should any service 
occur practicable only by cavalry, they shall execute it, nor cavil on 
the clause ^^to act with the Company’s forces.” The pay of the 
said cavalry to be defrayed monthly by the Honorable Company, at 
the rate and on the conditions hereafter to be settled. 


Article VIII, 

If, in the prosecution of the war by the three allies, the enemy 
should gain a superiority over either, the others shall, to the utmost 
of their power, exert themselves to relieve the said party and distress 
the enemy. 

Article IX. 

l?he three contracting powers having agreed to enter into the pre- 
sent war, should their arms be crowned with success in the joint 
prosecution of it, an equal division shall be made of the acquisitions of 
territory, forts, and whatever each Sirkar or Gtivernmept may lie- 
come possessed of, from the time of each party commencing hostilities ; 
but should the Honorable Company’s forces make any acquisitions of 
territory from the enemy previous to the commencement of hostilities 
by the other parties, those parties shall not be entitled to any share 
thereof. In the general partition of territory, forts, &:c., due attention 
shall be paid to the wishes and convenience of the parties, relatively 
to their respective frontiers. 


Article X, 

The underwritten Polygars and Zemindars being dependant on 
Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob Asof Jah, it is agreed that on their 
territories, forts, &o., falling into the hands of any of the aliie.s, 
they shall be re-established therein, and the nuzzeranah that shall bo 
fixed on that occasion shall be equally divided amongst the allies: 
but in future Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob Asof Jah shall collect 
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from them the usual Kundnce and Peshcush [which have been here- 
tolbre annually collected. And should the said Polygars and Zemin- — 
dars act unfaithfully towards Pundit Purdhan or the Nabob, or prove 
refractory in the discharge of their Kundnee and Peshcush, the said 
Pundit Purdhan and Nabob are to be at liberty to treat them as 
may be judged proper. The Chief of Shahnoor is to be subject to 
service with both Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob, and should he fail 
in the usual conditions thereof, Pundit Purdhan and the Nabob will 
act as they think proper.

Article XL 

To preserve, as far as possible, consistency and concert in the con- 
duct of this important undertaking, a vakeel from each party shall 
be permitted to reside in the army of the others, for the purpose of 
communicating to each other their respective views and circumstances ;

Article XIII. 

If, after the conclusion of peace with Tippoo, he should molest oi’ 
attack either of the contracting parties, the others shall join to punish 
him ; the mode and conditions of clFecting which shall be hereafter 
settled by the three contracting powers. 

Article XIV. 

This Treaty, consisting of fourteen Articles, being this day settled and 
concluded by Mr. Malet, with the Peishwa Sewoy Madhoo Ilow Nar- 
rain Pundit Purdhan Behauder, Mr. Malet has delivered to Pundit 
Purdhan one copy of the same, in English and Persian, signed and 
sealed by himself, and Pundit Purdhan has delivered to Mr. Malet 
another copy in Mahratta and Persian, executed by himself ; and Mr. 
Malet has engaged to procure and deliver to Pundit Purdhan in 
seventy-five days, a ratified copy from the Governor, on the delivery 
of which the Treaty executed by Mr. Malet shall be returned.

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Treaty with the Peishwa, commonly callecl the Treaty of Bassein, 

31st December 1802. 

Treaty of perpetual and general defensive alliance between the Honorable English 
East India Company and His Highness the Peishwa Babjce Boa Bagonath Boa 
Pundit Purdhau Behauder, his children, heirs, and successors, settled by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Barry Close, Besident at the Court of Ilis Highness, by virtue of the powers 
delegated to him by His Excellency the Most Noble Bichaiii Marquis Wellesley, 
Buight of the Most Illustrious Order of St. Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s 
Most Honorable Privy Council, Governor-General in Council, appointed by the 
Honorable Court of Dhectors of the said Honorable Company, to dhect and control 
all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Whereas, hj the blessing of God, the relations of peace and friend- 
ship have uninterruptedly subsisted, for a length of time, between 
the Honorable English East India Company and His Highness Kao 
Pundit Purdhan Behauder, and have been confirmed at different 
periods by Treaties of amity and union, the powers aforesaid, advert- 
ing to the complexion of the times, have determined, with a view to 
the preservation of peace and tranquillity, to enter into a general 
defensive alliance, for the complete and reciprocal protection of their 
Respective territories, together with those of their several allies and 
dependants, against the unprovoked aggressions or unjust encroach- 
ments of all or any enemies whatever. 

Article I. 

The peace, union, and friendship, so long subsisting between the 
two States, shall be promoted and increased by this Treaty and shall 
be perpetual. The friends and enemies of either shall be the friends 
and enemies of both ; and the contracting parties agree that all the 
former Treaties and Agreements between the two States, now in force 
and not contrary to the tenor of this Engagement, shall be confirmed 
by it. 

Article II. 

If any power or State whatever shall commit any ai3t of unprovoked, 
hostility or aggression against either of the contracting parties, or 
against their respective dependants or allies, and after due represent- 
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ation" shall refuse' to enter into amicable explanation^ or shall deny the 
■just satisfaction or indemnity wluoli the contracting parties shall have 
required^ then the contracting parties will proceed to concert and 
prosecute such further measures as the case shall appear to demand. 

For the more distinct explanation of the true intent and elFect 
of this Agreement, the Governor-Greneral in Council, on behalf of the 
Honorable Company, hereby declares that the British Government 
will never permit any power or State whatever to commit with 
impunity any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression against the 
rights and territories of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der, but will at aU times maintain and defend the same in the same 
manner as the rights and territories of the Honorable Company are 
now maintained and defended. 

Article IIL 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of general defence and protection, 
His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder agrees to receive, and 
the Honorable Bast India Company to furnish, a permanent subsidiary 
force of not less than six thousand regular Native Infantry, with the 
usual proportion of field pieces and European artillerymen attached, 
and with the proper equipment of warlike stores and ammunition, 
which force is to be accordingly stationed, in perpetuity, in His said 
Highness’ territories. 

Article IV. 

For the regular payment of the whole expense of the said subsi- 
diary force, His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby 
assigns and cedes, in perpetuity, to the Honorable East India Com- 
pany, all the territories detailed in the Schedule annexed to this Treaty. 

Article V. 

As it may be found that certain of the territories ceded by the fore- 
going Article to the Honorable Company may be inconvenient from 
their situation, His Highness Rao ^Pundit Purdhan Behauder, for the 
’purpose of rendering the^boundaryj line of the Honorable Company’s 
possession a good and well defended one, agrees that such exchanges 
of talooks or lauds shall be made hereafter, on terms of a fair valuation 
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of their respective revenues, as the completion of the said purpose 
may require. And it is agreed and covenanted that the territories 
to be assigned and ceded to the Honorable Company by the 4th 
Article, or in consequence of the exchange stipulated eventually in 
this Article, shall be subject to the exclusive management and author- 
ity of the said Company and of their oflScers. 

Article VI. 

Notwithstanding the total annual expense of the subsidiary force 
is estimated at twenty-five lakhs of Rupees, His said Highness hath 
agreed to cede, by Article IV., lands estimated to yield annually the 
sum of twenty-six lakhs of Rupees, the additional lakh being intended 
to meet possible deficiencies in the revenues of the said lands, and 
save the Honorable Company from. loss. 

Article VIL 

After the conclusion of this Treaty, and as soon as the British Resi- 
dent shall signify to His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Bchauder, 
that the Honorable Company’s officers are prepared to take charge of 
the districts ceded by Article IV., His Highness will immediately 
issue the necessary perwannahs or orders to his officers, to deliver 
over chai'ge of the same to the officers of the Honorable Com- 
pany. And it is hereby agreed and stipulated, that all collections 
made by His Highness’ officers subsequently to the date of the Treaty, 
and before the officers of the Plonorable Company shall have taken 
charge of the said districts, shall be carried to the credit of the Honor- 
able Company, and all claims to balances from the said districts, refer- 
ring to periods antecedent to the conclusion of this Treaty, shall be 
considered as null and void. 

Article VIH. 

All forts situated within the districts to be ceded as aforesaid 
shall be delivered to the officers of the Honorable Company with 
the said districts ; and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der engages that the said forts shall be delivered to the Honor- 
able Company without being injured or damaged, and with their 
equipment of ordnance, stores, and provisions.^ 
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Article IX, 

Grain, and all other articles of consumption, and provisions, and 
all sorts of materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary 
numbers of cattle, horses, and camels, required for the use of the sub- 
sidiary force, shall be entirely exempted from duties ; and the Com- 
manding Officer and officers of the said subsidiary force shall be 
treated in all respects in a manner suitable to the dignity and great- 
ness of both States. The subsidiary force will, at all times, be ready 
to execute services of importance, such as the protection of the person 
of His Highness, his heirs, and successors, the overawing and chas- 
tisement of rebels, or exciters of disturbance in His Highness’ domi- 
nions, and the due correction of his subjects or dependants, who may 
withhold the payment of the Sircar’s just claims 5 but it is not to be 
employed on trifling occasions, nor like Sebundy to be stationed in the 
country to collect the revenues, nor against any of the principal 
branches of the Mahratta Empire, nor in levying contributions from 
Mahratta dependants in the manner of Moolkgeerre. 


Article X. 

Whereas much inconvenience has arisen from certain claims and 
demands of the Mahratta State affecting the City of Surat, it is 
agreed that a just calculation shall be made of the value of the said 
claims by His Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder and the 
Government of Bombay ; and in consequence of the intimate friend- 
ship now established between the contracting parties. His Highness 
Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder agrees, for himself, his heirs and 
successors, to relinquish, for ever, all the rights, claims, and privileges 
of the Mahratta State affecting the said City of Surat, and all collec- 
tions on that account shall cease and determine from the daymen 
which this Treaty shall be concluded ; in consideration of which act 
of friendship the Honorable East India Company agrees that a piece 
of land, yielding a sum equal to the estimated value of the said claims 
of the Mahratta State, shall be deducted from the districts ceded by 
Article IV. ; and on the same principle, and from similar considera- 
tions, His Highness further agrees, that the amount of the collections 
made for the Poona State, under the title of Nogabundy, in the Pergun- 
nahs of Chourassy and Chickley, shall be ascertained by an average 
taken from the receipts for a certain number of years, ot by such other 
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mode of calculation as may be determined on, and His said Highness 
doth further agree, for himself, his heirs and successors, to relinquish for 
ever the Nogabundy collections aforesaid, and they shall accordingly 
cease from the conclusion of this Treaty. And it is agreed and stipu- 
lated, that a piece of land, yielding a sum equal to the amount of the 
said Nogabundy collections, shall be deducted from the districts ceded 
,by Article IV., in the same manner as stipulated in regard to the 
chout of Surat. 

Article XL 

Whereas it has been usual for His Highness Rao Pundit Purdlian 
Behauder to enlist and retain in his service Europeans of different 
countries. His said Highness hereby agrees and stipulates, that .in the 
event of war breaking out between the English and any European 
nation, and of discovery being made that any European or Europeans 
in his service, belonging to such nation at war with the English, shall 
have meditated injury towards the English, or have entered into 
intrigues hostile to their interest, such European or Europeans, so 
offending, shall be discharged by His said Highness, and not suffered 
to reside in his dominions. 


Article XII. 

Inasmuch as, by the present Treaty, the contracting parties are 
bound in a general defensive alliance, for mutual defence and protec- 
tion against all enemies, His Highness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder 
consequently engages never to commit any act of personal hostility 
and aggression against His Highness the Nabob Asoph Jah Behauder, 
or any of the Honorable Company’s allies or dependants, or against 
any of the principal branches of the Mahratta Empire, or against any 
power whatever, and in the event of differences arising, whatever 
adjustment the Company’s Government, weighing matters in the scale 
of truth and justice, may determine, shall meet with full approbation 
and acquiescence. 

Article XIIL 

And whereas certain differences, referring to past transactions, are 
known to subsist between the Sircar of His Highness Eao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder and the Sircar of His Highness the Nabob Asoph 
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Jail BeliaiicTer, and ^Tllereas an amicable adjustment of those differ*' 
enoes must be highly desirable for the welfare and benefit of both the 
said SircarSj His Higlmesa Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, with a view 
to the above end, agrees and accordingly binds himself, his heirs and 
successors, to fulfil and conform to the stipulation of the Treaty oi 
Mahr ; and His Highness Rao Pandit Purdhan Behauder further 
agrees, that on the basis of the fullilnieiit of the said Treaty of Mahr, • 
and of the claims of His Highness the Nabob Asioph Jah Behauder to bo 
totally exempted from the payment of choul, the Honorable Company’s 
Government shall be entitled to arbitrate and determine all such points, 
as may be in doubt or difference between the Sircars of their High- 
nesses aforementioned; and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Bchau- 
der further agrees, that in the event of any differences arising between 
his Government and that of His Highness the Nabob Asoph Jah Bcliau- 
der, at any future period, the particulars of such differences shall he 
communicated to the Honorable East India Company, before any act of 
hostility shall be committed on either side, and the said Honorable 
Company interposing their mediation, in a way suitable to x’ectitude, 
friendship, and union, and mindful of justice and established usage, 
shall apply themselves to the adjustment of all such differences, con- 
foi'mable to propriety and truth, and shall bring the parties to a right 
understanding. And it is further agreed, that whatever adjustment of 
any such differences the Company’s Government, weighing things in 
the scale of truth and justice, shall determine, that determination shalb 
without hesitation or objection, meet with the full approbation and 
acquiescence of both parlies. It is however agreed, that this stipula- 
tion shall not iDrevcut any amicable ncgociations which the Honor- 
able Company and the Courts of Poona and Hyderabad, respeetively, 
may be desirous of opening, provided no such negociation shall be 
carried on between any of the three parties without full communication 
thereof to each other. 


Article XIV. 

* Whereas a Treaty of friendship and alliance has been concluded 
between the Honorable Company and Rajah Anund Eao Guickwar 
Behauder, and whereas the said Treaty was meditated and executed, 
without any intention that it should infringe any of the just rights or 
claims of His Highness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder affecting the 
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Sircars of the said Hajah, His said Highness adverting thereto, and the

l)arties, doth hereby lormally g^cknowledgc the existence of the said 
Treaty between the Honorable Company and Rajah Anund Rao 
Guickwar Behauder 5 and inasmuch as, by reason of certain unfinished 
transactions, the conclusion of which has been suspended from time to 
time, various demands and papers of accounts are found to subsist 
between the Government of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
Bcliaudcr and the Sircar of the Rajah aforementioned. His said High- 
ness, placing full i'eli(;ince on the impartialit}^ truth, and justice of the 
British Government, doth hereby agree that the said Government 
shall examine int(? and finally adjust the said demands and papers of 
accounts, and His said Highness further stipulates and binds himself, 
his heirs and successors, to abide by such adjustment as the British 
Government shall accordingly determine. 

Article XV. 

The contracting parties will employ all practical means of conci- 
liation to prevent tlio calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all 
times, be ready to enter into amicable explanations with other States^ 
and to cultivate and improve the general relations of peace and amity 
with all the powers of India, according to the true spirit and tenor of 
this defensive Treaty. But if a war should unfortunately break out 
between the contracting i)arties and any other power whatever, then 
His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages, that with the 
reserve of two battalions of sepoys, which are to remain near His 
Highness’ person, the residue of the British subsidiary force, consisting 
of four battalions of sepoys with their artillery, joined by six thousand 
infantry and ten thousand horse of His Highness’ own troops, and 
making together an army of ten thousand infantry and ten thousand 
cavalry, with the requisite train of artillery, and warlike stores of every 
kind, shall be immediately put in motion, for the purpose of opposing 
the enemy; and Ilis Highness likewise engages to employ every 
‘further effort in his powej*, for the purpose of bringing into the field, 
as speedily as possible, the whole force which he may be able to 
supply from his dominions, with a view to the effectual prosecution 
and speedy termination of the said war. The Honorable Company, 
in the same manner, engage on their parts, in this case, to employ'in 
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active operations against the enemy, the largest force which they 
may be able to furnish over and above the said subsidiary force. 

Article XVL 

Whenever war shall appear probable. His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Bebauder engages to collect as many benjaries as possible, 
and to store as much grain as may be practicable in his frontier 
garrisons. 


Article XVII.

As by the present Treaty the union and friendship of the two 
States is so firmly cemented that they may be considered as one and 
the same^ His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages 
neither to commence nor to pursue, in future, any negociations with 
any other power whatever, without giving previous notice and enter- 
ing into mutual consultation with the Honox'able East India Company’s 
Government; and the Honorable Company’s Government, on their 
part, hereby declare that they have no manner of concern with any 
of His Highness’ children, relations, subjects, or servants, with respect 
to whom His Highness is absolute. 


Article XVIIL 

Inasmuch as, by the present Treaty of general defensive alliance, 
the ties of union are, with the blessing of God, so closely drawn, that 
the interests of the two States are become identified, it is further 
mutually agreed, that if disturbances shall at any time break out 
in the districts ceded to the Honorable Company by this Agreement, 
His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder shall permit such a 
proportion of the subsidiary troops as may be requisite to be em- 
ployed in quelling the 'same within the said districts. If disturb- 
ances shall, at any time, break out in any part of Hia Highness’ 
dominions contiguous to the Company’s frontier, to which it nught 
be inconvenient to detach any proportion of the subsidiary force, 
the British Government, in like manner, if required by Plia Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, shall direct such proportion of the 
troops of the Company as may be most conveniently stationed for 
the purpose, to assist iu quelling the said disturbances within Ilia 
Highness’ dominions. 
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Article XIX. 

It is finally declared that this Treaty, which, according to the fore- 
going Articles, is meant for the support and credit of his said High- 
ness’ Government, aird to preserve it from loss and decline, shall last 
as long as the sun and moon shall endure.

A Treaty^ consisting of 19 Articles, was concluded at Bassein 
between the Honorable English East India Company Behauder and 
His Highness the Peishwa Badjee Kao Rogonath Pundit Purdhan 
Behauder, The following Articles of Engagement are now agreed on 
and settled, as supplemental to the said Treaty, by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Barry Close, on the part of the said Honorable Company, and Anuud 
Kao Vakeel, on the part of the said Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, 
under full power and authority granted to them respectively for the 
purpose. 

Article L 

That of the territory ceded in perpetuity to the Honorable East 
India Company by the said Treaty of Bassein, the country of Save- 
nore, and Talook of Bancapoor, in the Carnatic, yielding an annual 
revenue of 16 lakhs of Rupees, shall be restored in perpetuity to the 
Sircar of the said Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder. 

Article II. 

That of the territory ceded in perpetuity to the English East India 
Company by the Treaty of Bassein, the Pergunnah of Oolpah in 
Guzerat, yielding a revenue annually of three lakhs aud sixteen 
thousand Rupees^ shall likewise be restored in perpetuity to the 
Sircar of the said Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, in order that it may 
be restored to Nursing Khundy Row, who has served the Sircar with 
fidelity and attachment. 

Article III. 

^ That a regiment of native cavalry, of the same strength and com- 
plement as the cavalry regiments belonging to the Hyderabad sub- 
sidiary force, shall be added to the British Poona subsidiary forca 

Article IV. 

In the fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Bassein it is stipulated that 
ten thousand cavalry and six thousand infantry, with a due proportion 
of ordnance and military stores, shall be furnished by the said Rao 
Pundit Purdhan Behauder, and in addition thereto such further 
force as the Sircar of the said Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder should 
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be able to bring into the field. This stipulation is nour annulled, anti, 
in lieu thereof, it is agreed and covenanted, that in time of war the 
said Rao Pundit Purdhan Bohauder shall appoint and furni.-<h five 
thousand cavalry and throe thousand infantry, with a due proportion 
of oi’dnance and military stores, and in addition thereto such further 
force as the said Rao Pundit Purdhan Bohauder shall be able to bring 
into the field. 


Article V. 

That a corps of Mahratta cavalry, amounting to five thousand, shall 
be maintained by the British Government during the present war, for 
the service of the Poona State, under the orders of the British Govern- 
ment; of which five thousand horse, two thousand sliall serve with 
His Highness the Peishwa, and the remaining three thousand with 
the British army in the field ; and in the said five thousand Mahratta 
cavalry are not to be included the Mahratta troops serving with 
the British army under the Chieftains Bapoojee, Gunnels Punt 
Goklah, and Seedojee Bow Nimalun, which troops shall continue to 
be subsisted at the charge of Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder. 

Article VI. 

By the first and second Articles of this Agreement, territory yielding 
an annual revenue of 19,16,000 Rupees is restored to the Sircar of 
Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder; in lieu thereof and for the pur- 
poses hereafter mentioned, the said Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder 
agrees and stipulates to cede in perpetuity to the Honorable English 
East India Company, from the Province of Bnndelcund, con(juered 
for the Poona State by Ali Behauder, territory yielding an estimated 
annual revenue of 36,16,000 Bupees, agreeably to the following detail : 

1. In lieu of the country of Savenore, and Talooks of Bunoapoor, 
in the Carnatic, and the Pergnnnah of Oolpah, in Guzerat, a tract of 
territory, yielding an annual revenue of 19,16,000 Bupees. 

2. On account of the stated high value of Oolpah, a tract of ter- 
ritory yielding an annual revenue of 50,000 Bupees, in excess for that 
Pergunnah. 

8, To bear the entire expense of the regiment of cavalry men- 
tioned in Article III,, a tract of territory yielding an annual revenue 
of 7,50,000 Bupees. 
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4. To serve as an equivalent for J;lie expense to be incurred by 
the British Government in paying and maintaining, during the present 
war, the 5,000 cavalry mentioned in Article V., a tract of territory 
yielding an annual revenue of 5,00,000 Rupees ; and lastly, a tract of 
territory yielding an annual revenue of 4,00,000 Rupees, to meet the 
extraordinary expense which the British Government must be subject 
to in establishing its authority in Bundelcund, which is disturbed and 
ravaged by rebels who must be subdued and punished. Total ceded 
from Bundelcund, 36,16,000 Rupees. 

Article VIL 

The whole of the foregoing territory, ceded as above from Buu' 
delcundto the Honorable English East India Company, shall be taken 
from those quarters of the province most contiguous to the British 
possessions, and in every respect most convenient for the British 
Government. 

Article VIIL 

Inasmuch as the Pergunnah of Oolpah was particularly valuable to 
the Honorable Company’s Government, by reason of its proximity to 
the City of Surat, in the prosperity of which the British Government 
bears an anxious concern, it is accordingly agreed and stipulated, that 
the said Pergunnah of Oolpah shall be so managed and governed, 
at all times, by the Mahratta authority, as to conduce to the con- 
venience of the said City, by attention to the rules of good neigh- 
bourhood, and the promotion of an amicable and commercial inter- 
course between the inhabitants of both sides. And inasmuch as the 
sovereignty of the River Taptee doth belong to the British Govern- 
ment, it is accordingly agreed and covenanted, that the Mahratta 
authority in Oolpah shall have no right or concern whatever in the 
wreck of any vessel that may be cast upon any part of the Oolpah 
territory, connecting with the said River Taptee, but be bound, in the 
event of any such wreck, to render the vessel all practicable aid, for 
which the parties assisting shall be entitled to receive from the owners 
of the wreck a just and reasonable compensation.

Treaty for the settlement of general peace in Hiudostan and the Deccan, and fur 
the Gonhimation of the friendship subsisting between the Honorable English East 
India Company and its allies, His Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and His 
Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Peishwa Behauder, settled between the said Honors 
able Company and the said allies by Lieutenant-Colonel lian-y Close, Resident at 
the Court of His Highness the Peishwa, in virtue of the powers delegated to him by 
His Excellency the Most Noble Richard Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Must 
Illustrious Order of St. Patrick, one of His Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy Council, 
Governor-General in Council of all the British possessions, and Captain-Cencral of 
all the British land forces in the East Indies. 


Whereas, by the terms of the Treaties of peace concluded by Majors 
General the Honorable Arthur Wellesley, on the part of the Honor- 
able Company and its allies, with Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah, 
Eajah of Berar, at Deogaum, on the 17th of December 1803, and 
with Maharajah Dowlut Eow Scindia at Surje Anjengaum, on the 
30th of that month, which Treaties have been duly ratified by the 
Governor-General in Council, and by the allies of the British Govern- 
ment, certain forts and territories have been ceded by Maharajah 
Senah Saheb Soubah, and by Maharajah Dowlut Row Scindia, to 
the Honorable Company and its allies, the following Articles of Agree- 
ment, for the settlement of the said forts and territories, have been 
concluded by the British Government and by the said allies : — 


Article I, 

The Province of Cuttack, including the Port and District of Balasore, 
and all cessions, of every description, made by the 2nd Article of the 
Treaty of Deogaum, or by any Treaties which have been confirmed 
by the tenth Article of the said Treaty of Deogaum, shall belong in 
perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable English East India Company. 


Article II. 

The territories of which Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah for- 
merly collected the revenues in participation with His Highness 
the Soubahdar of the Deccan, and those formerly possessed by Maha- 
rajah Senah Saheb Soubah to the westward of the River Wurdah, 
ceded by the 3rd Article of the Treaty of Deogaum, and the territory 
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situated to the soutliwavd of the hills on which are the forts of 
Nernullah and Gawilghur, and to the westward of the River Wurdah, 
stated by the 4th Article of the Treaty of Deogaum to belong to the 
British Government and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sove- 
reignty to His Highness the Soubahdar of the Deccan, with the excep- 
tion of the districts reserved to Senah Saheb Soubah in the 6th 
Article of the said Treaty of Deogaum. 

Article III. 

All the forts, territories, and rights of Maharajah Dowlut Row 
Scindia in the Doab, or country situated between the Jumna and 
Ganges, and all his forts, territories, rights, and interests in the coun- 
tries which are to the northward of those of the Rajahs of Jeypoor and 
Jodepoor, and of the Rana of Gohud, ceded by the 2nd Article of the 
Treaty of Suije Anjengaum, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to 
the Honorable Company. 


Article IV. 

The Fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, ceded by 
the 3rd Article of the Treaty of Surje Anjengaum shtdl belong in 
perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable Company. 

Article V. 

The Fort and City of Ahmednuggur, together with such part of the 
territory depending thereon, as is ceded by the 3rd Article of the 
Treaty of Suije Aiyengaum to the Honorable Company and its allies, 
shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to His Highness the Peishwa. 

Article VI. 

All the territories which belonged to Maharajah Dowlut Row Scindia 
before the commencement of the late war, situated to the southward 
of the hills called the Adjuntee Hills, including the Fort and District 
of Jalnapore, the Town and District of Gandapore, and all other 
districts between that range of hills and the River Godavery, ceded 
by the 4th Article of the Treaty of Surje Anjengaum to the Honorable 
Company and its allies, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to His 
TT^ g hn eaa the Soubahdar of the Deccan. 
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Article VII. 

All cessions made to the Honorable Company by any Treaties 
which have been confirmed by the 9th Article of the Treaty of Surje 
Anjengaum, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable 
Com2)any. 


Article VIII. 

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, being this day, the 14th of 
May 1804 A. D., corresponding with the 3rd of Suffer, 1219 A. H., 
settled and concluded at Poona, by Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, 
Resident with His Highness the Peishwa, Lieutenant-Colonel Close 
has delivered to His said Highness a oopy of the same in English, 
Persian, and Mahratta, under the seal and signature of the said 
Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, and Ilis Highness the Peishwa 
has delivered to the said Lieutenant-Colonel Close another copy, also 
in Persian, Mahratta, and English, bearing His Highness’ seal, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Close aforesaid has engaged to procure and deliver 
to His said Highness, without delay, a copy of the same, duly ratified 
by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, 
on the receipt of which by His said Highness, the present Treaty 
shall be deemed complete and binding on the Honorable the English 
East India Company and on his Highness, and tlie copy of it now 
delivered to His said Highness shall be returned. 

Ratified by the Governor-General in Council on 4th June 1804. 
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The A.TT between the Honorable East India Company and His Highness Bajee No. XV. 
Eao Rughonath Rao Pundit Purdhan, his Heirs and Successors, concluded at 
Poona, on the 13th of June, by the Honorable M. Elphinstone on the part of 
the Honorable Company, and by Mono Dixit and Ballajee Luchmun on the 
part of the Rao Pundit Purdhan, by virtue of full powers from their respective 
Governments. 


Whereas a Treaty of general defensive alliance^ consisting of nine- 
teen Articles, was concluded at Bassein between the Honorable East 
" India Company and His Highness Eao Pandit Purdhan Behauder ; 
and whereas seven Articles of Agreement, supplemental to the said 
Treaty, were agreed on at Poona between the same powers ; and 
whereas certain disputes have since arisen which it is the desire of 
both parties to remove ; with a view to adjusting the said disputes, 
and to the better fulfilment of the said alliance, the following Treaty 
has been concluded between the two States : — 


Article L 

Whereas Trimbuckjee Dainglia, by the murder of Gungadhur 
Shastry, the public Minister of the Guickwar State, rendered himself 
obnoxious to public justice, and it became the peculiar duty both of 
the Honorable East India Company’s Government and of that of 
His Highness Kao Pundit Purdhan Behauder to inflict on him such 
punishment as might mark their detestation of his crimes and deter 
others from committing the like atrocities ; and whereas Trimbuckjee 
Dainglia has escaped from the custody of the Honorable Eaist India 
Company’s Government, to which h^ was made over by Eao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder, and has since added to his crimes by assembling 
banditti and committing various acts of plunder and murder. His High- 
ness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder solemnly engages never to afford to 
the said Trimbuckjee any countenance or protection whatever, but to 
use his utmost efforts to seize and deliver him up to the Honorable East 
India Company ; and until such time as the said Dainglia may be deli- 
vered up, the family of the said Dainglia are to remain as hostages 
in the hands of the Honorable Company’s Government ; His Highness 
Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder also engages severely to punish all 
who participated in the said Trimbuckjee’s rebellion, and who have 
not surrendered themselves according to His Highness’ proclamation. 
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Akticle II. 

All Articles of the Treaty of Bassein, and of tlie Snitplcmental 
Articles concluded at Poona, which are not contrary to the tenor of 
the present engagement, are hereby confirmed. 

Article III. 

By the eleventh Article of the Treaty of Bassein, His Iliglmoss 
Bao Pundit Purdhan Behaudcr engages to dismiss all Europeans, Na- 
tives of States at war with great Britain, who shall meditate injury . 
towards the English. His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behaudcr 
now engages never to admit into his territories any subject of any 
European or American power whatever, without the previous consent 
of the British Government. 
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Article IV. 

By the ( 17 th) seventeenth Article of the Treaty of Bassein, His 
Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Bchauder engaged neither to com- 
mence nor pursue in future any negociations with any power whatever, 
without giving previous notice to, and entering into mutual consul- 
tation with, the Honorable East India Company’s Government; in 
order to the more effectual fulfilment of this Article, His Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby engages neither to maintain 
Vakeels or other Agents at the Court of any power whatever, nor 
to permit the residence of Vakeels or other Agents from any power 
whatever at his Court, and His Highness further engages to hold no 
communication with any power whatever, except through the Resident 
or other Minister of the Honorable Company’s Government residing 
at His Highness’ Court; and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
Behauder hereby for himself, and for his heirs and successors, recog- 
nizes the dissolution in form and substance of the Mahratta confe- 
deracy, and renounces all connexion whatever with the other Mahratta 
powers, whether arising from his former situation of executive head 
of the Mahratta Empire, or from any other cause. Nothing contained 
in this Article shall affect any rights which His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder may possess over any Chiefs of the Mahratta 
State between the Rivers Nerbudda and Toombuddra, and to the 
west of the western frontier of His Highness the Nizam’s Dominions, 
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who are now in obedience to His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan p^ishwa. 
Behauder. His Highness, however, renounces all claims on the Rajah No. xv, 
of Colapore, and on the Government of Sawunt Warree, and engages 
to advance no claims on the lands of their Highnesses Scindia, Holkar, 
the Rajah of Berar, and the Guickwar, which may be situated Within 
the limits before-mentioned. 


Artiole V. 

His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder specially renounces 
all future demands on His Highness Rajah Anund Rao Guickwar 
Behauder, whether resulting from the former supremacy of the said 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, as executive head of the Mahratta 
Empire, or from any other cause ; but as various demands and papers 
of accounts, arising from certain unfimshed transactions, subsist be-^ 
tween the Government of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der and the Government of the Rajah above-mentioned, which His 
Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder agreed, by the fourteenth 
Article of the Treaty of Bassein, to submit to the arbitration of the 
Honorable Company’s Government, those demands are hereby declar- 
ed to be in force as far as relates to past times ; but His Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder now consents, that in the event of the 
payment of the annual sum of four lakhs of Rupees by Rajah Anund 
Rao Guickwar Behauder, the above agreement shall be set aside, 
and the said Rajah shall be discharged from all claims what- 
ever on the part of the said Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder. In 
case His Highness Rajah Anund Rao Guickwar Behauder should 
not consent to the payment of the annual sum of four lakhs of Rupees, 
then the agreement above-mentioned, which forms part of the (14th) 
fourteenth Article of the Treaty of Bassein, shall remain in force and 
binding on both parties, but His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan 
Behauder hereby distinctly renounces all future claims on His High- 
ness Rajah Anund Rao Guickwar Behauder.

Beliauder shall place at the disposal of the British Governraent sulli- 
cient funds for the payment of a force of five thousand cavahy, and 
three thousand infantry^ and the provision of a due proportion of 
ordnance and militaiy stores ; on the fulfilment of which engagement 
the British Governraent shall have no further claim to the services 
of the contingent above-mentioned. But His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder shall still be bound as formerly to co-operate in the 
war with such a force as he may be able to bring into the field; the 
Honorable Company in the same manner engaging to employ in active 
operations against the enemy the largest force which they may be 
able to furnish over and above the subsidiary force. 

Article VIL 

To enable the British Government to supply the place of the con- 
tingent above-mentionedj His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behau- 
der hereby assigns, and cedes in perpetuity, to the Honorable Company 
all the territories and rights detailed in the schedule annexed to this 
Treaty, and His Highness expressly renounces all claims and preten- 
sions of whatever description on the countries enumerated in the 
said schedule, and all connexion with the Chiefs and Boomeas of 
those countries. ^ 


Article VITL 

As it may be found that certain of the territories ceded by the 
foregoing Article maybe inconvenient from their situation, His High- 
ness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, for the purpose of rendering the 
boundary line a good and well defined one, agrees that such exchange 
of talooks and lands shall be made hereafter, on terms of a fair valua- 
tion of their respective revenues, as the completion of the said purpose 
may require, and it is agreed and covenanted that the territories to be 
assigned and ceded to the Honorable Company by the (7th) seventh 
Article, or in consequence of the exchange stipulated eventually in this 
Article, shall be subject to the exclusive management and authority 
of the said Company and their officers. 
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Article IX. 

His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behander will immediately issue 
the necessary purwannahs, or orders to His Highness’ OflScers, to deliver 
over charge of the districts ceded by Article seventh to the Officers of 
the Honorable Company, and it is hereby agreed and stipulated, that 
all collections made by His Highness’ OfiBcers, subsequently to the 
commencement of the Hindoo year (answering to the 6th of June 1817 
A. D.), shall be carried to the credit of the Honorable Company, and 
all olaiiriB to balances from the said districts, referring to periods 
antecedent to the conclusion of this Treaty, shall be considered as 
null and void. 
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Article X. 

All forts situated within the districts ceded as aforesaid, shall be 
delivered to the Officers of the Honorable Company, with the said 
districts, and His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages 
that the said forts shall be delivered to the Honorable Company 
without being injured or damaged. 

Article XI. 

It is further agreed that if disturbances shall at any time break out 
in the districts ceded to the Honorable Company by this Agreement, 
His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder shall permit such a pro- 
portion of the subsidiary troops, as may be requisite, to be employed 
in quelling the same within the said districts. 

Article XII. 

His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder on his own part, and 
on the part of his heirs and successors, hereby cedes to the Honorable 
East India Company, in perpetual sovereignty, the Fort of Ahmed- 
nuggur, together with as much of the adjoining country as may be 
within two thousand (2,000) yards of the fort, measured from the foot 
of the glacis. His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder engages 
to fnrnish such pasture lands as may be required for the use of the 
subsidiary force, at the most convenient place a^’oining to the 
cantonments of the different divisions of the said force ; and although 
by the spirit of the Treaty of Bassein the British Government is 
already entitled to send such troops into His Highness’ territories as 
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— to remove all doubts on that point His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhau 
Sehauder further engages to admit the residence, within his dominions, 
of any number of British troops in addition to the subsidiary force 
that the British Government may think necessary, and to permit all 
British troops to pass through all parts of his dominions wilhout 
obstruction, provided that nothing in this Article is to entitle the 
British Government to make any demand on His Highness for the 
expense of the additional troops so residing. 

Article XIIL 

His Highness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby codes to tho 
Honorable East India Company all his rights, interests, or pretcnsioni:' 
feudal, territorial, or pecuniary, in the Province of Bundclcund, 
including Saugor, Jansi, and tho lands held by Nana Govind Rao, and 
agrees to relinquish all connection with the Chiefs iu that quarter. 

Article XIV. 

His Highness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder for himself, and for 
his heirs and successors, hereby cedes to the Honorable East India 
Company all his rights and territories in Malwa, which were secured 
to him by the 11th Article of the Treaty of Serje Anjengaum, and 
generally all rights and pretensions of every denomination which 
he may possess in the country to the north of the River Nerbudda, 
excepting those which he possesses in the Province of Guzerat ; and 
engages never more to interfere in the affairs of Hindostan. 

Article XV. 

His IBghness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder formerly rented his 
ehare of the City and Province of Ahmedabad, including the tribute 
of Kattiwar, to Bhugwunt Rao Guickwar, at the rate of four lakhs 
and a half of Rupees per annum,* and granted a Sunnud to that effect 
under date the twenty-seventh Jemadee-ul-Akhir (1205) one thousand 
two hundred and five. The tribute of Kattiwar formerly comprehended 
in that farm has been ceded to the British Government by the 
seventh Article of the present Treaty. His Highness now agrees to 
grant the remainder of the said farm in perpetuity to Ilia Highness 
Rajah Anund Rao Guickwar Behauder, and to his heirs and Bucocdsor! 5 , 
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on the same terms as those contained in the ahove-mentioned Sunnud,

dated the twenty-seventh of Jumadee-ul-Akhir, A. H., one thou- — 
sand two hundred and five (1205), excepting the terms contained in 
the second (2nd)j eighth (Sth), eleventh (llth), and fifteenth (15th) 

Articles, which are hereby abrogated and annulled. In consideration 
of the greatness of the actual revenue of the City and Province of 
Ahmedabad, and likewise of the loss to which His Highness Rao 
Pundit Purdhan Behauder has already been subjected by his renunci- 
ation of all future claims on His Highness Rajah Anund Rao Guick- 
war Behauder, and by his accepting an annual payment of four lakhs 
in lieu of all claims actually due up to the present day, it is agreed 
that the former sum of four lakhs and a half of Rupees shall still be 
paid for the farm of Ahmedabad, notwithstanding the separation of ihe 
tribute of Kattiwar. 


Article XVI. 

Whereas certain Articles of Agreement (six in number) regarding 
the settlement of the southern jaghiredars, were presented by the 
Resident at Poona to His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, on 
the 6th of July, one thousand eight hundred and twelve (1812) A. D., 
to which, after a modification suggested by His Highness and sub- 
mitted to him on' the seventh of the same month. His Highness gave 
his entire consent, those Articles are hereby recognized and declared 
to be binding on both parties, as much as if they formed part of the 
present Treaty ; and whereas various disputes have arisen regarding the 
muster of the troops of the said jaghiredars, and the manners and periods 
of Uieir service. His Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby 
agrees to be guided entirely by the advice of the British Government 
with regard to those subjects, and to issue no orders to the jaghiredars 
without full concert with the British Government; His Highness 
hereby agrees to restore to the said jaghiredars any of the lands 
included in their Sunnuds which may now be in His Highness’ 
possession ; and in consideration of the recommendation of the British 
Government His Highness hereby consents to restore to Madhoo 
Rao Rastia the jaghire formerly held by him and resumed in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, and to permit him 
to hold that jaghire as formerly, under the guarantee of the British 
Government,

No. XV. The fort and territory of hlailgliaut having been taken pos- 
session of by tlie troops of His Highness Rao Pundit Purdban 
Behauder without concert witli the British Government, and Ilis 
Highness’ occupation of that fortress having since occasioned various 
inconveniences to the other alhes. His Highness Bao Pundit 1 uidliiin 
Behauder engages to withdraw his troops from Mailghaut, and he here- 
by renounces all claims and pretensions to the said fort and territory, 
and to all other territories occupied by his troops during the expedi- 
tion of one thousand eight hundred and eleven. 

Article XVIII. 

This Treaty, consisting of eighteen Articles, being this day 
settled and concluded at Poona by the Honorable M. Elphinstone, 
Moro Dixit and Ballajee Luchmun, Mr. Elphinstone has delivered to 
His Highness the Peishwa a copy of the same in English, Persian, 
and Mahratta, under the seal and signature of the said Honorable 
M. Elplunstone, and His Highness the Peishwa has delivered to the 
said Honorable M. Elphinstone another copy, also in English, Persian, 
and Mahratta, bearing His Highness’ seal, and the Honorable M. 
Elphinstone aforesaid has engaged to procure and deliver to His High- 
ness without delay a copy of the same, duly ratified by His Excellency 
the Most Noble Francis Marquis Hastings, k. g., Governor-General, 
&c., &c., in Council, on the receipt of which by His said Highness tlio 
present Treaty shall be deemed complete, and binding on the Honor- 
able East India Company and on His Highness tlie Peishwa, and the 
copy now delivered to His said Highness shall be returned.

SCHEDULE of the Lands and Revenues ceded in perpetuity hy His 
Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behaiider to the Honorable East 
India Company^ hy virtue of the seventh Article of the annexed 
Treaty i amotmting to thirty-four lakhs of Rupees, lands and revenues, 
to be made over immediately. 

The Districts of Bailapoor, Autgong and Culleaun, and all the terri- 
tories possessed by His Highness Eao Pundit Purdhan Behauder 
situated to the north of those districts as far as Guzerat, and lying 
between the Ghauts of the Syadree mountains and the sea. 

All the rights and territories possessed by His Highness Rao Pundit 
Purdhan Behauder in Guzerat, with the exception of Ahmedabad, 
Oolpar and the annual payment due by the Guickwar. 

The tribute of Kattiwar estimated, .after deducting the expense of 
collections, at four lakhs of Rupees. 

The territories of Darwar and Koosigul. 

The above territories are to be made over immediately. The neces- 
sary expenses of the management of the said districts are then to be 
ascertained and deducted from the gross revenue. The remaining 
revenue is to form part of the thirty-four lakhs stipulated for in the 
seventh Article, and the territory required to complete that amount is 
to be ceded in the Carnatic in such situations as may be most 
convenient to the Honorable East India Company’s Government, with 
a view to the preseirvation of a distinct boundary line. 

Whatever collections may have been made by the Officers of His 
Highness Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder from the districts to be made 
over immediately, or from those to be hereafter assigned in the Carnatic 
subsequent to the commencement of the present Hindoo year, answer- 
ing to the 5th of June 1817, are to be repaid to the Officers of the 
Honorable East India Company, agreeably to the ninth Article of the 
Treaty.

Paper presented by the Resident at Poona to the Peishwd’s Ministers on 
the 6th of July 1812, and accepted by Ilis Ilighness on the 1th. 

First.— Bh Highness the Peishwa will take no notice of ])ast 
injuries, and will advance no pecuniary claims witliout the consent 
of the British Government. 

a'econrf.— The jaghiredars to retain possession of their scrinjaiimy 
lands as long as they serve His Highness the Peishwn with fidelity. 

Third. — All lands and revenues which have bccu usurped, /. e., 
enjoyed without Sunnuds, by the jaghiredars, to be restored to Ilia 
Highness the Peishwa. 

Fourth. — The jaghiredars ‘ to servo His Highness the Peishwa 
according to their Tynaut Zaubitas, and to attend with their contin- 
gents when summoned by His Highness. The Peishwn will not give 
any promise to the jaghiredars that shall limit his ancient right to 
summon them when he pleases and retain them as long as ho thinks 
fit, but he promises the British Government to employ them when 
the affairs of his Government require it, and to dismiss them according 
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to tlie ancient usage by the advice of the British Government 
when their services are not required. His Highness also engages 
to treat the jaghiredars with the consideration to which they are 
entitled by former practice. 

Fifth . — The British Government charges itself with the fiillilment 
of the conditions contained in the four Articles above written. If the 
jaghiredars shall not accept them, the English Government will enforce 
them by fair means or by force if necessary^ and if they should finally 
reject them, the British Government will unite with the Peishwa in 
resuming their lands for His Highness, Should the jaghiredars give 
their consent to these Engagements at present, but hereafter refuse to 
comply with them, the British Government will join with the Peishwa 
in punishing them. 

Sixth . — The Peishwa’s Government will not depart from any of the 
Engagements into which the British Government may enter in con- 
formity to the preceding Ai'ticles, nor is any other authority to inter- 
fere with the British Government in the present negociation.

Bail'd Ut June 18 IS. 

First . — That ho shall resign for himself and successors all right, 
title, and claim over the Government of Poona or to any sovereign 
power whatever. 

Second . — That Bajeo Eao shall immediately come with his family and 
a small number of his adherents and attendants to tlie camp of Briga- 
dier-General Malcolm, where he shall be received with honor and 
respect, and escorted safe to the city of Benares, or any other sacred 
place in Hindostan, that the Governor-General may, at his re<iuest, fix 
for his residence. 

Third.— On account of the peace of the Deccan, and the adv.anoed 
state of the season, Bajee Eao must proceed to Hindostan without one 
day’s delay, but Brigadier-General Malcolm engages that any part of 
his family that may be left behind shall be sent to him as early as 
possible, and every facility given to render their journey speedy and 
convenient. 

Fourth . — That Bajee Rao shall, on his voluntarily agreeing to this 
arrangement, receive a liberal pension from the Company’s Government 
for the support of himself and family. The amount of his pension will be 
fixed by the Governor-General. Brigadier-General Malcolm takes 
upon himself to engage that it shall not be leas than eight IgVha of 
Rupees per annum. 

Fifth . — If Bajee Eao, by a complete and ready fulfilment of this 
Agreement, shows that he reposes entire confidence in the British 
Government, his requests in favor of principal jaghiredars and old 
adherents, who have been ruined by their attachment to him, will 
meet with liberal attention ; his representations also in favor of 
Brahmins of venerable character, and of religious establishments 
founded or supported by his family, will be treated with regard. 

Sixth . — The above propositions must not only be accepted by Btyeo 
Eao, but he must personally come into Brigadier-General Malcolm’s 
camp within twenty-four hours of this period, or else hostilities will be 
recommenced, and no further negociation will be entered into with bim.

The early history of the Nagpore family is somewhat obscure, but 
its importance in Indian history may be said to date from Raghojee, 
who, as a leader of predatory expeditions, had, at the time of his death 
in 1755, established the Mahratta supremacy over the country between 
the Nerbudda and the Godavery, from the Adjuntah hills eastward to 
the sea. Baghojee left four sons, Janojee, Sabajee, Madhojee, and 
Beembajee, and was succeeded by Janojee, the eldest, who died in 
1772, after having, with the concurrence of the Peishwa, adopted his 
nephew Baghojee, son of Madhojee, as his heir. The Government, 
however, was, on Janojee’s death, seized by Sabajee, who held it through 
much opposition till 1775, when he was slain in battle by his brother, 
and was succeeded by Baghojee, a minor, under the regency of 
Madhojee. 

Advances had been made by the Bengal Government during the 
reign of Janojee with a view to obtain Cuttack, but without success. 
An unsuccessful attempt was also made by Warren Hastings to rent 
a tract of country on the Cuttack coast from Madhojee. In 1779 
Madhojee sent ar force to invade Bengal in pursuance of a con- 
federacy between the Mahrattas, the Nizam, and Hyder Ali, for the 
overthrow of the British power. Madhojee was at heart friendly to 
the British Government, and bein^ disgusted at the refusal of the 
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nagpore. Peishwa to admit his claims to Gavralx Mundla, he undertook this 
expedition with much reluctance. The British Government who had 
dispatched a force to the Carnatic by the coast route, under Colonel 
Pearse, to co-operate with the Madras army against Ilyder AH, 
found therefore little difficulty in concluding a Treaty (No. XVII.) 
on 6th April 1781, by which the army of Madhojoe was bought off 
from its invasion of Orissa, and a promise was obtained from him of 
assistance against Hydcr Ali. 

On the death of Madhojoe in 1788, the uncontrolled power devolved 
on Eaghojee, who was then twenty-eight years of age. When the triple 
alliance was formed between the British Government, the Nizam, and 
the Peishwa.for the overthrow of Tippoo Sultan, negociations were 
opened with a view to include Kaghojee in the confederacy, but 
Seringapatam fell before they were brought to a close. Raghojee was 
too jealous of the increased ascendancy acquired by the British Go- 
vernment on the fall of Tippoo, to be induced to enter into an alliance 
to check the growing power of Scindia, He even exerted his influ- 
ence, although without success, to put a stop to the contest between 
Scindia and Holkar with a view to a union against the English ; and 
• after the Treaty of Bassein he joined Scindia in the war which was 
begun to defeat the objects of that Treaty, The power of Scindia and 
Kaghojee in the Deccan was broken in the battles of Aasaye and 
Argaum. The ruin of Raghojee was completed by the fall of 
Gawilghnr, and, on 17tli December 1803, he signed the Treaty of 
Deogaum (No. XVIII.) By this Treaty the Rajah was stripped of 
tlie Province of Cuttack and of the country to the west of the 
Wurda and south of the Nernulla and Gawilgurh hills. This Treaty 
was confirmed by the Treaty of 1804 with the Peishwa. Its effect 
was to reduce the revenues of the Bcrar State from about one croro 
of Rupees to sixty lakhs. 

In 1806 the territory of Sumbulpore and Patna was restored 
(No. XIX.) to the Rajah gratuitously, in consideration of the great loss 
to which the Rajah had been subjected by the transfer of the tribute 
and allegiance of the Chiefs of those districts to the British Govern- 
ment. But the Rajah steadily rejected repeated advances towards 
closer relations, and resisted all efforts made to induce him to subsidize 
a British force, 

Raghojee died in 1816, and wa.i ^ mceeded by his only son Pursojec. 
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of diseases, a regency was formed under Madhojee Bhonsla, better ija^gpore. 
known as Appa Sabib, Pursojee’a cousin. Appa Sahib, however, 
was by no means secure in power, and to strengthen himself he 
negociated a Treaty (No, XX.) with the British Government in May 
1816, by which the Bajah agreed to subsidize a British force, costing 
Bupees 7,50,000 a year, and to maintain a force of not less than 3,000 
cavalry and 2,000 infantry, with the necessary eq[uipments of guns 
and warlike stores. 

In 1817 Pursojee died suddenly, having been murdered, as was 
afterwards discovered, by Appa Sahib. Soon after his accession, Appa 
Sahib made common cause with the Peishwa, who was then incitinff 
all the Mahrattas to unite against the English. He fell upon the 
Eesidency with an overwhelming force, hut was gallantly repulsed, 
and compelled on 6th January 1818 to sign a Provisional Agreement 
(Xo. XXI.), ceding lands in lieu of the subsidy and contingent, and 
engaging that the Government of the country should be conducted 
according to the advice of the Besident. Appa Sahib, however, 
persevered in his intrigues against the British Government. He 
was arrested, but elBfeoted his escape, and found refuge among the 
Gonda. After an unsuccessful attempt to regain his hold of Nagpore, 
he fled to Hindostan in February 1819^ He died at Jodhpore in 1840. 

On the deposition of Appa Sahib, a grandson of Raghojee by his 
daughter was placed in power on 26th June 1818. He assumed the 
name of Raghojee in honor of his grandfather. During the minority 
of the new Rajah, the Nagpore territory was under the management 
of the Resident, acting in the name of the Rajah. In 1826, when the 
Rajah attained his majority and was entrusted with the administra- 
tion, a Treaty (No, XXII.) was made with him, by which he ceded 
for ever territories to pay the cost of the subsidiary force, and assigned 
lands as a guarantee for the payment of the troops which he was 
bound to maintain, and which were thenceforth to be under control of 
the British Government. The Rajah also bound himself to maintain 
good government under control of the Resident. The provisions of this 
Treaty however were acknowledged to press heavily on the Rajah’s 
resources, and to be inconsistent with the declared wish and resolution 
of Government to restore the Bhonsla family to the rank and station 
of one of the substantive powers of India. In 1829 therefore the 
Treaty was modified (No, XXIII. j, the assigned districts were restored 
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to Nagporcj a subsidy of eight lakhs a year was taken instead, the 
auxiliary force was disbanded, and the Rajah was required to keep up 
a national force of his own sufficient to preserve the internal tran<j[uiHity 
of the country. The Rajah was at the same time released to some 
extent from his complete subjection to the Resident in the administra- 
tion of affairs. At the request of the Rajah, in 1830, the Gth Article 
of the Treaty of 1826, the utility of retaining which was not very 
apparent, was cancelled. 

Raghojee retained the administration of affairs till the day of his 
death, 11th December 1853. He died without a son, without any 
heir whatever, and without any adopted child, and it was determined 
to incorporate with the British Territories the Nagporc State, which 
had in 1818 been forfeited by the treachery and hostility of Appa 
Sahib, had been declared to belong to the British Government by 
right of conquest, had been conferred by free gift on Raghojee, his 
heirs and successors by the Treaty of 1826, and had now lapsed to the 
British Government by default of heirs. 

In 1855 the surviving widows of the lato Rajah adopted as their 
son and heir, Janojee Bhonsla, a collateral relation of the l^ajah in the 
female line. In consideration of the loyalty of the family during the 
rebellion of 1857, the title of Rajah Bahadoor of Dcor, and the lands 
of Deor, in the District of Sattara, were conferred in perpetuity on 
Janojee and his heirs, whether by blood or by adoption. The family 
receive pensions amounting at present to Rupees 2,33,000 a year. 

By Article 2 of the Treaty of 1826, the Engagements formed with 
the Gond and other tributary chiefs and zemindars by British Olficers 
in the Rajah^s name were guaranteed. The zemindars with whom 
written Engagements (No. XXIV.) were contracted were those of 
Chutesgurh, Chanda, and Deogurh or Chindwara. The Chutesgurh 
zemindars, including the Rajah of Bustar, with whom a separate Treaty 
(No. XXV.) had been concluded, and the Rajahs of Kharondc and 
Kakair, were twenty-seven in number, and paid an animal tribute of 
Rupees 1,28,032. In Chanda there were eighteen petty Gond zemin- 
dars, paying altogether a tribute of only Rupees 420. The Gond 
zemindars of Deogurh were fourteen in number, who usually paid only 
a trifling quit-rent. Besides these there were thirty-two zemindars in 
the Wyne Qunga districts, who paid a total tribute of Rupees 1,41,594, 
but with whom no. written Engagements were formed.

The Nagpore territory and the Saugor and Nerbudda territory 
have been formed into a separate administration under a Chief Com- 
missioner^ to which have been added Sumbulporo and its dependencies. 
The territories under the jurisdiction of the Chief Commissioner are 
now known as the Central Provinces. 

The Principal Chiefs in the Central Provinces are the Eajahs of 
Bustar, Kharond, and Mukrai^ to all of whom the right of adoption 
has been conceded (No. XXVI). The Rajah of Bustar pays an 
annual tribute of Rupees 43 OOO. The Kharond Chief pays Rupees 
4,500. The revenues of Bustar and Kharond are respectively Rupees

"Whereas a friendship is firmly established betwixt Maharajah 
Madajee Boosla and the English, the following Articles are accord- 
ingly settled by Syna Bahadur through Rajah Ram Pundit. 

1st — That Rajah Syna Bahadur shall send 2,000 good and effective 
horse along with Colonel Pearse to assist the English in the war 
against Hyder Naig; that the Officer commanding them shall act 
under the order of the said Colonel, or the Officer who shall command 
the Bengal troops in the Carnatic ; and that they shall receive from 
the Officer who shall command the Bengal troops in the Carnatic an 
allowance for their support at the rate which hath been settled in 
a separate paper by the Governor-General and Council and Rajah 
Ram Pundit, month by month, in the same proportion as the English 
troops shall receive their pay. 

2wrf.— That the army of Rajah Syna Bahadur will immediately 
leave Orissa, and march in an expedition against Gurrah Mundelah ; 
let the Governor-General and Council of the English, from a regard 
to the friendship which subsists betwixt the family of Bhosilah and 
the English, give orders that an English Officer with a body of the 
troops, now stationed in Hindostan, may march from that quarter to

No. XVII. reduced (3iun.’ah Mundelah, establish immediately the Rajah s garrisons 
there. 

3r<7. — That in order that the friendship betwixt the family of Maha- 
rajah Madajee Boosla and the English may daily be strengthened 
and augmented, let the Governor-General and Council for the present 
send a trusty person to Nagpore, and hereafter the Dewan Dcogur 
Pundit will come from that place and have an interview with the 
Governor-General, when, with their mutual advice and approbation, 
the desires and demands of both parties will he adjusted and settled. 

ith. — That if it should happen from particular circumstances that 
an interview betwixt Deogur Pundit and the Governor-General 
cannot take place, in that case the desires and demands of both parties 
may be settled at Nagpore by the intervention of a trusty person, and 
the bonds of friendship shall be so firmly established betwixt the 
family of Bhosilah and the English that no infraction or injury can 
ever by any means happen to them.

The said allowance shall commence from the time of the troops 
leaving Cuttack, and when they shall have finished the service, and 
having received their dismissal from the Commander of tlie English 
troops, they shall return to their own country, their pay shall be con- 
tinued according to the number of munzils or days’ journeys which 
they may be from the place of their dismission to the city of Cuttack.

Treaty of Peace between the Honorable English East Inbia Company and their 
f Allies on the one part, and Senah Saheb Soubab Eagho jee Bhoosla on the other, 
settled by Major-General Wellesley on the part of the Honorable Company 
and their Allies, and by Jeswunt Bao Eamchunder on the part of Senah 
Saheb Soubah Eagho jee Bhoosla ; who have each communicated to the other 
their full powers. 


Article 1, 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the Honor- 
able Company and their Allies on the one part^ and the Senah Saheb 
Soubah Eaghojee Bhoosla on the other. 

Article 2, 

Senah Saheb Soubah Eaghojee Bhoosla cedes to the Honorable 
Company and their AllieSj in perpetual sovereignty, the Province of 
Cuttack, including the Port and District of Balasore. 

Article 3. 

He likewise cedes to the Honorable Company and their Allies, 
in perpetual sovereignty, all the territories of which he has collected 
the revenues in participation with the Soubah of the Deccan, and 
those of which he may have possession which are to the westward of 
the Eiver Wurdah. 


Article 4. 

It is agreed that the frontier of Senah Saheb Soubah towards the 
territories of His Highness the Soubah of the Deccan, shall be formed 
to the west by the Eiver Wurdah from its issue from the Injardy Hills 
to its junction with the Godavery. 

The hills on which are the Forts of Nernallah and Gouelghur are 
to be in the possession of Senah Saheb Soubah, and everything south 
of those hills, and to the west of the Eiver Wurdah, is to belong to the 
British Government and their Allies. 

Article 6. 

Districts amounting to four lakhs of Eupees per annum contiguous 
to, and to the south of the Forts of Nernallah and Gouelghur, are to be 
given over to Senah Saheb Soubah, Those districts are to be fixed 
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upon by Major-General Wellesley and delivered over to Senah Saheb 
Soubah at the same time with the forts* 

Article 6. 

Senah Saheb Soubah, for himself, his heirs and successors, entirely re- 
nounces all claims of every description on the territories of the British 
Government and their Allies, ceded by the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Articles, 
and on all the territories of His Highness the Soubah of the Deccan, 

Article 7. 

The Honorable Company engage that they will mediate and arbitrate, 
according to the principles of justice, any disputes or differences that 
may now exist or may hereafter arise between the Honorable Com- 
pany’s Allies, Secunder Jah Bahadur, his heirs and successors, and 
Kao Pundit Purdhaun, his heirs and successors respectively, and 
Senah Saheb Soubah* 


Article 8. 

Senah Saheb Soubah engages never to take or retain in his service 
any Frenchmen, or the subject of any other European or American 
Power, the Government of which may be at war with the British 
Government, or any British subject, whether European or Indian, 
without the consent of the British Government. The Honorable 
Company engage on their part, that they will not give aid or coun- 
tenance to any discontented relations, Eajahs, Zemindars, or other 
subjects of Senah Saheb Soubah, who may fly from or rebel against 
his authority. 

Article 9. 

In order to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace 
hereby established between the Governments, it is agreed that accre- 
dited Ministers from each shall reside at the court of the other. 

Article 10. 

Certain Treaties have been made by the British Government 
with feudatories of Senah Saheb Soubah. These Treaties* are to be

hostilities that he consented to sign the lists. 
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confirmed. Lists of the persons with whom such Treaties have been naopore. 
made will be given to Senah Saheb Soubah, when this Treaty will 
be ratified by His Excellency the Grovernor-General in Council. 

Article 11 . 

Senah Saheb Soubah hereby renounces for himself^ his heirs, and 
successors, all adherence to the confederacy formed by him and Dowlut 
Bao Scindia and other Mahratta Chiefs, to attack the Honorable 
Company and their Allies. He eugages not to assist those Chiefs 
if the war with them should still continue. 

Article 12. 

This Treaty of Peace is to be ratified by Senah Saheb Soubah 
within eight days from this time; and the ratification is to be deli- 
vered to Major-General Wellesley, at which time the orders for 
the cession of the ceded territories are to be delivered, and the 
troops are to withdraw. Major-General Wellesley engages that the 
Treaty shall be ratified by His Excellency the Most Noble the 
Governor-General in Council, and that the ratification shall be deli- 
vered in two months from this date. 

Done in Camp at Deogaum^ this l*7th December 1803 , answering 
to the Ramzan 1213 Fazali,

TsANsnATioK of an Engagement for the restitution of the Provinces of Sttmbtjl- 
poBE and Patna by the British Government to Bajah Raghojee Bhooslah 
Saina Saheb Soobah Bahadoor, dated 24th August 1806, corresponding with 
the 9th of Jemmaudee-Oossannee, 1221 Hijree. 

Adverting to the relations of harmony and friendship subsisting 
between the British Government and Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah, 
the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, 
agrees to restore to Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah all the territory 
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'AGPORE^ of Sumbiilpore and Patna wliicli was ceded by the Maharajah to the 
No. xTx Honorable English Company, with the exception of the territory of 
Bajah Joojar Sing, according to the following Schedule, The British 
Government hereby renounces all future claim whatsoever to the 
undermentioned Pergunnahs, and the Maharajah shall possess the 
same degree of sovereignty over them as he possesses over the rest ot 
his dominions.

The territory of Bajah Joojar Sing shall continue to be incorporated 
with the British dominions. The Maharajah on his part hereby 
renounces all future claim to the territory of Bajah Joojar Sing, 
and further engages never to make any pecuniary demand on that 
territory or to exercise any authority over it. If at any time, Bajah 
Joojar Sing, with a view to excite disturbance, shall either attack 
the country of Maharajah Raghojce Bhooslah or enter into any collu- 
sion with the zemindars of the Maharajahs territory for the 
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purpose of making war upon the Maharajah, the Maharajah shall n agpore. 
report the same to the Honorable the Governor-General in Council, 
who will duly enquire into the circumstances of the case, and if 
such acts should be proved against Rajah Joojar Sing, his country 
shall be separated from the British dominions, and the Maharajah 
shall be at liberty, with the consent of the British Government, 
to march his troops against the said Rajah Joojar Sing. The Governor- 
General will not in any manner encourage or afford him protection. 

On the other hand, the Maharajah and his officers shall not, without 
the consent of the British Government, make war in any manner upon 
Rajah J oojar Sing or offer any molestation to him. If, however. Rajah 
Joojar Sing shall be found guilty of any outrages, in that case Roygurh 
shall be separated from the Company’s dominions, and annexed to those 
of the Maharajah, in the same manner as Sumbulpore and Patna. 

It is hereby agreed that a copy of this Treaty, ratified by the 
Governor-General in Council, shall be transmitted from Fort William 
in the space of two months and eleven days from this date.

Tebatt of perpetual defensive alliance between the Honor able English East India 
Company and His Highness Maharajah Pursojee Bhooslah, his heirs and suc- 
cessors, settled with Bajah Moodhajbb Bhooslah, exercising with plenary powers 
all the functions of Government, on behalf of the said Maharajah, by Richard 
Jenkins, Esq., Resident at the Court of His Highness, by virtue of the powers 
delegated to him by the Right Honorable Prancis, Earl of Moira, k. g., one of 
His Britannic Majes1y*s Most Honorable Privy Council, Governor-General in 
Council, appointed by the Honorable the Court of Directors of the said Honorable 
Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies. 

V 

Whereas, by the blessing of God, the relations of peace and friend- 
ship have uninterruptedly subsisted for a length of time between the 
Honorable English East India Company and the State of Nagpore, 
the powers aforesaid, adverting to the complexion of the times, have 
determined, with a view to the preservation of peace and tranquillity. 
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POEE. and to the security of their rights and territories, and those of their 
allies and dependents, to enter into the defensive alliance on the 
terms specified in the underwritten Articles, 


Article 1. 

The peace, union, and friendship, so long subsisting between the 
two States, shall be promoted and increased by this Treaty, and 
shall be perpetual. The friends and enemies of either shall be the 
friends and enemies of both, and the contracting parties agree, that 
all the former Treaties and Agreements between the two States now 
in force, and not contrary to the tenor of this Engagement, shall 
be confirmed by it. 


Article 2. 

If any Power or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked 
hostility or aggression against Maharajah Pursojee Bhooslah, and, 
after due representation, shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation, 
or shall deny the just satisfaction or indemnity which the contracting 
parties shall have req[uired, then the contracting parties will proceed 
to concert and prosecute such further measures as the case shall 
appear to demand. For the more distinct explanation of the true 
intent and effect of this Agreement, the Governor-General in Council, 
in behalf of the Honorable Company, hereby declares that the British 
Government will never permit any Power or State whatever, in which 
description is included the tribe of Pindarries, to commit with impuni- 
ty any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression against the rights 
and territories of Maharajah Pursojee Bhooslah, but will at all times 
maintain and defend the same in the same manner as the rights and ter- 
ritories of the Honorable Company are now maintained and defended. 

Article 3. 

In conformity to the spirit of complete alliance and indemnity of in- 
terests, established by the provisions of the preceding Articles, and in 
return for the obligation which the British Government has thereby 
imposed upon itself, to protect and defend the State of Nagpore against 
all enemies, the Maharajah agrees not only to employ the utmost effort 
of his military power and resources, in conjunction with those of the 
British Government, for the purpose of assisting to repel acts of hostility 
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or aggression directed against tlie State of Nagpore, but also to consi- 
der the forces and resources of his Government to be applicable to the 
utmost practicable extent on occasions on which the British Govern- 
ment may be engaged in operations for the defence of the territories of 
its allies, their Highnesses the Nawab Sekunder Jah, Soobahdar of the 
Deccan, and the Peishwa Rao Pundit Purdhaun, as well as generally 
to aid the British Government as far as his power and resources will 
admit, in any contest in which the British Government may at any 
time be engaged for the defence of its own rights and those of its 
allies. 


Article 4. 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of defensive alliance, Maharajah 
Pursojee Bhooslah agrees to receive, and the Honorable East India 
Company to furnish, a permanent subsidiary force of British troops, 
consisting of not less than one regiment of Native cavalry, six batta- 
lions of Native infantry, one complete company of European artillery, 
and one company of pioneers with the usual proportion of field 
pieces attached, and with the proper equipment of warlike stores and 
ammunition, which force shall be accordingly stationed in perpetuity 
in the Maharajah’s territories. It is moreover agreed that, with the 
reserve of two battalions of sepoys which are to remain near His High- 
ness’ person, the residue of the force shall be posted in such a situation 
near the south bank of the Nerbudda as may be chosen by the 
British Government, and with liberty to move in any direction neces- 
sary through His Highness’ territories, as well as to have the privilege 
of changing its position in case it shall be so determined on, the 
Maharajah’s Government being previously consulted in the latter 
case. In the event, however, of its being deemed advisable by the 
British Government, at any time, that one of the two battalions of 
sepoys, which it is above provided are to remain near His Highness’ 
person, should join the force stationed near the Nerbudda, the said 
Maharajah will make no objection, but the force near His Highness’ 
person shall never consist of less than one battalion. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah hereby engages to pay to the Honorable Company, 
from His Highness’s treasury at Nagpore, according to the two 
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NAGPOBE. under-mentioned equal and half-yeai-ly instalments, punctually and 
No. XX. without demur or hesitation, the annual sum of seven lakhs and fifty 
thousand Nagpore Rupees of the present standard value, being the 
estimated additional charge of the field establishment of the force 
described in the preceding Article. 

The following are the instalments : — 

Ist December 3,ro,000 

1st June 3,75,000 

Rupees 7,50,000 


Article 6. 

The contracting parties will hereafter take into consideration the 
expediency of commuting the pecuniary payment settled by the 5 th 
Article for a cession of territory on the part of Maharajah Pursojoc 
Bhooslah, and whatever arrangement may be thus determined upon, by 
mutual consent, shall be adopted. In the event likewise of any failure 
or delay ever occurring in the punctual discharge of the sum in 
question, according to the instalments above specified, the British 
Government shall be entitled to require, and His Highness will 
without hesitation agree to cede, territory in lieu of the whole of the 
subsidy, the situation of which territory will be then fixed according 
to mutual convenience. But it is understood that the British Govern- 
ment olmms no right to demand a cession of territory, as long as the 
pecuniary payments arc punctually discharged. 

Article?. 

Whenever it may be found expedient for any temporary pur- 
pose to employ within the Maharajah’s territory any troops be- 
longing to the Honorable Company, exceeding the amount of the 
subsidiary force as fixed by the 4th Article, no objection shall be 
made on the part of the Maharajah, and the British Government on 
its part engages that the Maharajah shall not be charged with any 
additional expense on account of such extra troops. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah grants full permission for the purchase of supplies of 
every description for the use of the subsidiary force in all parts of His 
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Highness’ territory. Grain and all other articles of consumption, and J^agpore 
provisions, and all sorts of materials for wearing apparel, together 
with the necessary number of cattle, horses, and camels, required 
for the use of the subsidiary force, shall be entirely exempted from 
duties, and the Commanding Officer and Officers of the said subsidiary 
force shall be treated in all respects in a manner suitable to the 
dignity and greatness of both States. The subsidiary force will at all 
times be ready to execute services of importance, such as the protec- 
tion of the person of the Maharajah, his heirs and successors, the over- 
awing and chastisement of rebels, or exciters of disturbance in His 
Highness’ dominions, and due correction of his subjects or depend- 
ents, who may withhold payment of the SIrkar’s just claims, but it 
is not to be employed on trifling occasions, nor like Sebundy to 
be stationed in the country to collect the revenues, nor in levying 
contributions in the manner of Moolukgeeree. 

Article 9. 

Inasmuch as by the present Treaty the British Government engages 
to maintain and defend the rights and territories of Maharajah Pursojee 
Bhooslah in the same manner as the rights and territories of the 
Honorable Company are now maintained and defended, and as the 
object of the present alliance is purely and exclusively of a defensive 
nature, the Maharajah consequently engages never to commit any 
act of hostility or aggression against their Highnesses the Nizam 
and the Peishwa, or any of the Honorable Company’s allies or depend- 
ents, or against any other power or State whatever, and in the event 
of differences arising, whatever adjustment the Company’s Govern- 
ment, weighing matters in the scale of truth of justice, may deter- 
mine, shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 

Article 10. 

As by the present Treaty the union and friendship of the two 
States is so firmly cemented that they may be considered as one and 
the same, the Maharajah engages neither to commence nor to pursue 
in future any negotiations with any other State whatever, without 
giving previous notice to, and entering into mutual consultation with, 
the Company’s Government ; and the British Government on its part 
hereby declares, that it has no manner of concern with any of the 
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Maharajali s children^ relationSj dependents^ subjects^ or servants, with 
respect to whom the Maharajah Is absolute. 

Article 11. 

Whereas it is incumbent on the Maharajah to be prepared to unite 
with the British Government to the utmost extent of his power and 
resources in the protection and defence of his rights and territories, 
against all external and internal enemies, and whereas by the 3rd 
Article of this Treaty, the Maharajah engages not only to fulfil 
that obligation, but also to assist the British Government as far 
as may be practicable on occasions on which that Government may 
be compelled to exert its power in the defence of its own rights 
and those of its allies, the Maharajah engages, with a view to fulfil 
these obligations, to maintain, at all times, in a state of efficiency, 
and fit for active service, a force consisting of not less than three 
thousand cavalry, and two thousand infantry, with the necessaiy 
equipments of guns and warlike stores ; which force shall be em- 
ployed on occasions of actual service in the manner that may be pointed 
out by the Officer Commanding the British subsidiary force. In the 
same manner, in the event of any part of the forces' of the Maharajah 
being required to act in conjunction with a British force beyond the 
limits of His Highness’ territories, the former shall be employed under 
the orders and directions of the Commanding Officer of the latter. It 
is, moreover, declared that, in addition to the force of cavalry and 
infantry which the Maharajah is bound by this Article perpetually to 
maintain. His Highness will keep up as large a number of troops 
as may be necessary, and as the resources of his Government may 
enable him to support, and that on all necessary occasions, he will be 
ready to assist the British Government with the whole of his forces. 

Article 12. 

Maharajah Pursojee Bhooslah agrees to attend and conform to 
whatever advice and recommendation may from time to time be offered 
by the British Resident at His Highness’ Court on all points connected 
with the due support and equipment of the force consisting of three 
thousand cavalry and two thousand infantry, which, by the 11 th Article, 
the Maharajah engages permanently to maintain, which advice and 
recommendation will extend to the regularity and sufficiency of the

pay and good quality of the acooutrementSj horses^ arms, fee., of the 
troops composing the said force, and to the general discipline of the 
w'hole. His Highness further agrees to afford without excuse or hesita- 
tion to the Resident any evidence that he may at any time require of 
the actual existence of the force in question in a state of efiSciency for 
active service ; and whenever the Resident may require it. His High- 
nes will permits the said force to he mustered, inspected, and review- 
ed personally, either by the Resident or by the Officer commanding the 
subsidiary force. 

Article 13. 

Inasmuch as by the present Treaty of defensive alliance, the ties of 
union are so closely drawn that the interests of the two States are 
become identified, it is agreed that on occasions on which it may be 
deemed expedient and necessary for the general defence of the Deccan, 
or for the suppression of disorders, the British subsidiary force 
serving with the Maharajah shall be permitted, at the direction of 
the British Government, to be employed in the Province of Berar, 
in co-operation with the subsidiary force of Hyderabad, and also in 
other territories adjacent to the Maharajah’s dominions ; provided, 
however, that by such temporary employment of the force stationed 
with the Maharajah, His Highness’ territories shall not be exposed 
to serious danger, and that the force stationed near His Highness? 
person shall never be less than one battalion of sepoys. 

Article 14. 

The British Government agrees not to give aid or countenance 
to any discontented subjects or dependents of the Maharajah, or 
any members of His Highness’ family, or relations or servants of 
His Highness, who, in like manner, engages to refuse protection to 
any persons who may be in a state of rebellion against the British 
Government or its allies, or to any fugitives from their respective 
territories. 

Article 15. 

This Treaty, consisting of fifteen Articles, being this day settled 
by Richard Jenkins, Esquire, with Rajah Moodhojee Bhooslah, 
on the part of Maharajah Fursoj'ee Bhooslah^ Mr. Jenluns has- 
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delivered one copy thereof in English, Mahratta, and Persian, signed 
and sealed by himself to the said Bajah Moodhojee Bhooalah, who 
on his part has also delivered one copy of the same, duly executed 
with the seal and signature of Maharajah Pursojec Bhooslah, and 
with his own seal and signature ; and Mr. Jenkins, by virtue of official 
authority given to him in that behalf by the Eight Honorable the 
Governor-General in Council, hereby declares the said Treaty to 
be in full force from the date hereof, and engages to procure and 
deliver to His Highness in the space of forty days a ratified copy 
of the same under the seal of the Honorable Company, and the 
signature of the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council, 
on the delivery of which the Treaty executed by Mr. Jenkins shall 
be returned. But the subsidiary force specified in the 4th Article 
shall be immediately furnished by the Honorable Company, and 
all the other Articles of this Treaty shall be in full force from 
this time. 

Si^nedi sealed^ and exchanged at Nagpore^ the Twenty-seventh day 
cf Mag, in the year of our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and 
Sixteen 9 answering to the Twenty^eighth of Jumadoossanee^ in the year

The affairs of the Government, Civil and Military, shall be settled 
and conducted by Ministers in the confidence of the British Govern- 
ment according to the advice of the Resident, and His Highness with 
his family will reside in lus palace in the city of Nagpore under the 
protection of the British troops. 

Aktigxe 4. 

The snbsidy shall be paid up and shall continue to be paid until a 
i^loal settlement. < 

Abtiole 5 . 

Any forts in His Highness’ territory which the British Government 
may wish to occupy shall immediately be given up to the British 
troops. 

Abtiole 6. 

The principal persons concerned in retisting Etis Highness’ orders 
on the 16 th of December and since shall receive no favor, but be 
punished, and, if possible, be seized and delivered up to the British 
Government. 

Abtiole 1 . 

The two hills of Seetabuldee with the bazaars and land adjoining, 
to a distance to be hereafter specified, shall be henceforth included in

No. XXII. 

Treaty of perpetual fiiendship and alliance between tlie Honorable East India 
Company and His Highness Maharajah Eaghojee Bhooslah, bis beirs and suc- 
cessors, settled by Eichard Jenkins, Esquire, Resident at the Court of His Highness, 
by virtue of the powers delegated to him by the Right Honorable William Pitt, 
Lord Amherst, one of His Britannic Majesty's Most Honorable Privy Oouncilt 
Governor- General in Council, appointed by the Honorable Company to direct and 
control all their affdrs in the East Indies. 

Whereas a Treaty of perpetual defensive alliance, consisting of 
fifteen Articles, was concluded at Nagpore between the Honorable 
East India Company and the State of Nagpore, under date tlxe 27ji}i 
May 1816, corresponding with the 28th of Jumadoossanee, in the year 
of the Hijri 1231 ; and whereas during the subsistence of that Treaty 
in full force, in violation of public faith and of the laws of nations, an 
attack was made by Bajah Moodhajee Bhooslah on the British Besident 
and the troops of his ally stationed at Nagpore for the said Eajah’s pro-' 
tection, thereby dissolving the said Treaty, annulling the relations of 
peace and amity between the two States, placing the State of N agpore 
at the mercy of the British Government, and the Maharajah’s Musnnd 
at its disposal \ and whereas the British Government, still recollecting 
the former close alliance, consented to restore the relations of amity 
and friendship and to replace His Highness on the Musnud j and whereas 
in utter forgetfulness of this lenity, and in disregard of every principle 
of faith and honor, Appah Saheb entered into fresh concert with the 
enemies of the British Government, that Government was conse* 
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quently compelled to remove him from the Musnud ; and Maharajah nagpore. 
Kaghojee Bhooslah having succeeded to the same by the favor of the 
said Government, the following Treaty is concluded between the States. 

Article 1. 

All Articles oftlie Treaty concluded at Nagpore, on the 27th of May 
1816, which are not contrary to the tenor of the present engagement, 
are hereby confirmed- 


Article 2. 

Although the Rajah assumes, with the permission of the British 
Government, the title and ensigns of Sena Saheb Soobah, which have 
been held by former Rajahs of Nagpore, he hereby renounces for ever 
for himself and successors all dependence upon or connection with the 
Rajah of Sattarah or other Mahratta powers, and agrees to relinquish 
all ceremonies and observances whatever referring to the dignity of 
Sena Saheb Soobah. 

Article 3. 

By the 10th Article of the Treaty of Nagpore it is agreed that the 
Maharajah is neither to commence nor to pursue any negociation with 
any other State whatever, without giving previous notice to and enter- 
ing into mutual consultation with the Company’s Government. In 
order to the more effectual fulfilment of this Article, Maharajah Boghojee 
Bhooslah hereby agrees neither to maintain vakeels or other agents 
at the Courts of any Foreign State whatever, nor to permit the residence 
of vakeels or other agents from any such State at his Court ; and His 
Highness further engages to hold no communication with any power 
whatever, except through the Resident or other Minister of the 
Honorable Company’s Government residing at His Highness’ Court. 

Article 4. 

By the 4th Article* of the Treaty of Nagpore it was agreed that, with 
the reserve of two battalions of sepoys which were to remain near the 
Rajah’s person, the residue of the subsidiary force which the British 
Government thereby agreed to furnish should be posted in such a situ- 
ation near the south bank of the Nerbudda as might be chosen by the 
British Government. By the present Article it is agreed that the 
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_ British Government shall be at liberty in future to station its troops in 
any part of the EajaVs territories, as it may deem necessary for their 
protection and the maintenance of tranquillity; and also to decide 
upon the number of troops to be so maintained, whether greater or 
smaller than the amount of the subsidiary force before fixed. 

Article 5. 

The late Rajah Moodhajee Bhooslah, commonly called Appa Sahib, 
agreed to cede to the Honorable Company certain territories for the 
payment of the expenses of the permanent military force maintained by 
the British Government in His Highness’ territories, and in lieu of 
the subsidy of 7,50,000 Rupees formerly paid by the said Rajah, and 
of the contingent he was bound to maintain by the former Treaty. 
These territories, as detailed in the Schedule annexed to this Treaty, 
shall remain for ever under the dominion of the Honorable Company. 
His Highness Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah hereby expressly re- 
nounces all claims and pretensions of whatever description bn the 
territories aforesaid, and all connection with the Chiefs and Zemindars 
or other inhabitants of them. The British Government on its part 
hereby guarantees the rest of the dominions of the Nagpore State to 
Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah, his heirs and successors. 

Article 6, 

As it may be found that some of the territories ceded to the British 
Government in the foregoing Article would, from their situation, be 
more conveniently attached to the territories of the Nagpore State, His 
Highness agrees that such exchanges of talooks and lands shall be made 
hereafter on terms of a fair valuation of their respective revenues as 
may be necessary for the converdence of both parties ; and it is agreed 
and covenanted that the territories to be assigned and ceded to the 
Honorable Company by the 5th Article, or in consequence of the 
exchange stipulated eventually in this Article, shall be subject to the 
exclusive management of the said Company and their officers. 

Article 7. 

The British Government undertook, during the Rajah’s minority, the 
settlement and management of the whole of the country reserved to 
His Highness, and the general direction of his affairs in His Highness

ame, and on his behalf; His Highness’ nonage, according to Hindoo 
iw and nsage, being now expired, the powers of Government and 
hie administration of his dominions under the several conditions and 
xceptions hereinafter specified are declared to be vested in the Eajah. 

Article 8. 

For the more complete and effectual fulfilment of this intention 
nd object of the 11th Article of the Treaty of 27th May 1816, 
he military force of the State of Nagpore, with the exception of a 
mall body of infantry and horse, which may be maintained with the 
lanction of the British Government for the Eajah’s personal retinue, 
ind the req^uisite Sebundies for the police and collection of revenue, 
to be subject to the same sanction with regard to their numbers, 
iescription and employment) shall always remain under the authority 
rf the British Government, and at its disposal, for His Highness’ benefit, 
ind sufficient funds shall be permanently appropriated for its regular 
payment from His Highness’ resources. 

Article 9. 

The districts of Deogurh above the Ghauts, Chandah, Loujhee, and 
Chutteesgurh, and their dependencies, together with some additional 
districts, yielding altogether a clear net revenue of seventeen lakhs 
of Rupees per annum will, for the present, be retained under the 
management of European Superintendents acting for the Rajah, but 
subject to the orders of the British Resident, to provide funds for the 
payment of the military establishments referred to in the preceding 
Article, and for the civil expenses of the said districts, A true and 
faithful account of the revenue and the produce of the said districts, 
and of the military and civil disbursements, shall be rendered to Hia 
Highness, and any surplus remaining after payment of the above 
charges shall be paid into His Highness’ treasury. 

The rest of His Highness’ territories, including the city of Nagpore, 
shall be replaced under the direct administration of His Highness and 
his Ministers, the British superintendence being gradually withdrawn ; 
and it is hereby further declared, that whenever the state of the district, 
retained under British superintendence under this Article, and the 
success of His Highness’ management in the country now transferred 
to him, shall appear to the British Government to justify such a 
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NAGPORE. measurej the districts excepted in this Article shall also be restored to 
No. xxiL direct management of the Eajah, His Highness appropriating suf- 
ficient funds from his resources for the payment of the military force, 
and the British Government remaining the medium of conducting all 
affairs with the tributary Chiefs and Zemindars of the country. 

Article 10. 

In .the management of the country transferred to the Bajah’s imme- 
diate authority by the preceding Article, and in that of the excepted 
districts when restored to His Highness’ control, Bajah Raghojee 
Bhooslah hereby promises to pay at all times the utmost attention to 
such advice as the British Government shall judge it necessary to 
offer him with a view to the economy of his finances, the better 
collection of his revenue, the administration of justice and police, 
the extension of commerce, the encouragement of trade, agriculture 
and industry, or any other objects connected with the advancement 
of His Highness’ interests, the happiness of his people and the 
mutual welfare of both States, and always to conduct the affairs of 
his Government by the hands of Ministers in the confidence of 
the British Government, and responsible to it as well as to His 
Highness in the exercise of their duties in every branch of the 
administration. 

His Highness specifically agrees to adopt such regulations and 
ordinances as may be suggested by the British Government through 
its representative at His Highness’ Court for ensuring order, economy, 
and integrity in every department of his Government, and the 
engagements and settlements which have been or may be concluded 
with the putels and ryots or others in his name through the inter- 
vention of British Agents shall be faithfully maintained and acted 
upon. The civil establishments of the Government, the appoint- 
ment of persons to fill them, and the expenditure on account of 
those establishments, as well as of His Highness’ Court and house- 
hold, shall be fixed and continued according to the advice of 
the British Government; and the Resident shall he at all times at 
liberty to inspect and investigate the accounts of the receipts and 
disbursements of the Government in every branch, as well as to have 
access to the treasury, in order to be assured of the actual state 
of the finances. 
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Article 11. nagpore. 

If it shall be necessary for the protection and defence of the 
territories of the contracting parties, or either of them, that hostilities 
shall be undertaken or preparations made for commencing hostilities 
against any State or power. Rajah Raghojee Bliooslah agrees to con- 
tribute towards the discharge of the increased expense incurred by 
the augmentation of the military force and the unavoidable charges 
of the war, such a sum as shall appear to the British Government, on 
an attentive consideration of the means of His said Highness, to bear 
a just and reasonable proportion to the actual net revenue of his said 
Highness. 


Article 12. 

And whereas the interests and reputation of the contracting parties 
require that the prosperity of His Highness’ dominions should be 
increased and perpetuated by the operations of this Treaty, and it 
is indispensable that effectual and lasting security should be provided 
for the welfare and happiness of the people and against any failure 
in the funds destined to defray the expenses of His Highndss’ perma- 
nent military establishment in the time of peace, as well as to secure 
an eventual surplus for the purpose mentioned in the 11th Article, 
it is hereby stipulated and agreed between the contracting parties 
that if, from the mismanagement of His Highness’ Officers, and from 
the neglect of the advice and suggestions of the British Government, 
on the part of His Highness, the British Government shall have 
reason to apprehend at any future period, a failure in the funds so des- 
tined, or a deterioration, instead of the expected improvement in His 
Highness’ resources, and in the condition of the people, the British 
Government shall be at liberty and shall have full power and right 
to assume and bring under the direct management of the servants of 
the British Government such part or parts of the territorial possessions 
of His Highness, as shall appear to the said Government necessary 
to render the funds efficient and available either in time of peace or 
war, or the whole, should the welfare of the country require it 

Article 13. 

It is hereby further agreed that, whenever the British Government 
shall signify to the said Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah, that it*is become 
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iTAGPORE. necessary to carry into effect the provision of the 12th Article, His said 
No. XXII, Highness shall immediately issue orders to his amils or other officers 
for placing the territories required under the exclusive authority and 
control of the said Government, and in case His Highness shall not 
issue such orders trithin ten days from the time when the applieatiou 
shall have been formally made to him, then the British Government 
shall be at liberty to issue orders by its own authority for assuming 
the collections and management of the said territories. Provided 
always that whenever and as long as any part of His said Highness’ 
territories shall be placed and shall remain under the exclusive 
authority and control of the said British Government, the said Go- 
vernment shall render to His Highness a true and faithful account of 
the revenues and produce of the territories so assumed ; provided also 
that in no case whatever shall His Highness’ actual receipt of annual 
income arising out of his territorial revenue be less than the fifth 
part of the net revenues of the whole of his territories, which amount 
of one-fifth of the said net revenues the British Government en- 
gages at all times to secure and cause to be paid for His Highness’ 
use. 


Aetiole 14. 

The hill of Seetabuldee and that adjacent to it, with the land and 
bazaars adjoining, within a boundary line wlrioh will be settled, shall ))o 
annexed to the British Eesidency, and the British Government shall 
be at full liberiy to keep up the necessary works for rendering them a 
good military position, which have been or may be erected upon them 
or elsewhere within the boundary aforesaid. 

The Maharajah also engages at all times to furnish such pasture land 
as may be required for the use of the British forces at the most con- 
venient places adjoining to the Cantonments of the different divisione 
of the said forces. 

Abticle 15. 

The Maharajah also agrees that the British Government shall be at 
all times at liberty to garrison and occupy such fortresses and strot^ 
places within his dominions, as it shall appear to them advisable to take 
charge of, and that all officers and all troops, whether individually 
or coUeclively belonging to the Honorable Company, shall have 
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free ingress to and egress from all His Highness’ forts and places of nagpoee.

Abtigde 16. 

Whenever called upon by the British Government, the Maharajah 
agrees to collect as many Brinjarries as possible, and to store as much 
grain as may be practicable in convenient places for the purpose of 
aiding the supplies of the armies of both States in any contest in which 
they may be engaged. 


Article 17. 


This Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, being settled and con- 
cluded at Nagpore, on the first day of December in the year 1826, 
corresponding with Jomadee 1st, in the year of the Hijeree 1242, 
by Bichard Jenkins, Esq., with Maharajah Baghojee Bhooslah, 
Mr. Jenkins has delivered to the said Maharajah a copy of the same 
in English, Persian and Mahratta, sealed and signed by himself, and 
His Highness has delivered to Mr. Jenkins another copy also in Eng- 
lish, Persian and Mahratta, bearing His Highness’ seal and signa- 
ture, and Mr. Jenkins has engaged to procure and deliver to His 
Highness without delay a copy of the same duly ratified by the Bight 
Honorable William Pitt Lord Amherst, Governor-General, &c., &o., 
on the receipt of which by His said Highness the present Treaty shall 
be deemed complete and binding on the Honorable East India Com- 
pany and on His EQghness, and the copy now delivered to His smd 
Highness shall be returned.

Revised Eitgagemeet* between the Honobable Company and the 
Bajah of NTagfobe. 

Whereas, in view to the promotion of the welfare, dignity, and 
independence of the Rajah of Nagpore, and to the mutual benefit and 
convenience of the Honorable Company and His Highness’ Govern- 
ment, it has been deemed expedient to alter and modify certain 
Articles of the Treaty of 13th December 1826, the following provi- 
sions have accordingly been arranged and concluded, on the one part 
by Prancis B. S. Wilder, Esq., Resident at the Court of Nagpore, 
in the name and "on behalf of the Right Honorable Lord William 
Cavendish Bentinck, Governor-General in Council, and on the other 
by Maharajah Raghojee Bhoosla, Rajah of Nagpore, 

Article 1. 

Articles 8 and 9 of the existing Treaty are hereby rescinded, and it is 
agreed that, in lieu of the obligations contracted by those Articles, the 
Rajah of Nagpore shall pay to the British Government an annual subsidy 
of Sonat Rupees eight lakhs per annum, by quarterly instalments, t e., 
on the 6th of September, 6th December, 6th March, and 6th June of 
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each year ; in consideration whereof the reserved districts will be given 
up to His Highness’ management, and his army made over entirely to 
his own authority and disposal, the British Officers employed in the 
Nagpore service being at the same time withdrawn. The transfer of 
territory is to take effect from the close of the present Nagpore 
Fussilee year, or 6th June 1830. Arrangements for gradually disband- 
ing the auxiliary force as at' present constituted, will be immediately 
put in train, it being of course the duty of the Rajah to provide in 
their room, and from his own funds, a national force adequate to the 
ordinary protection of his subjects and the performance of internal 
duties. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah agrees to respect and abide by the conditions of the 
Quinquennial Settlement, concluded with the poteils, ryots, and 
others by the British Authorities in his name, during the period 
- for which the several leases were contracted. His Highness 
also binds himself to maintain inviolate all agreements and engage- 
ments formed with the Gond and other Tributary Chiefs and 
Zemindars by British Officers under the sanction and authority of 
the Resident. 


Article 3. 

Articles 10, 12, and 13 of the existing Treaty are hereby cancelled, 
and the following modified provisions substituted in lieu thereof. 
It shall be competent to the British Government, through its local 
representative, to offer advice to the Maharajah, his heirs and suc- 
cessors, on all important matters, whether relating to the internal 
administration of the Nagpore territory or to external concerns, 
and His Highness shall be bound to act in conformity thereto. If, 
which God forbid, gross and systematic oppression, anarchy and 
misrule should hereafter at any time prevail, in neglect of repeated 
advice and remonstrance, seriously endangering the public tran- 
quillity and placing in jeopardy the stability of the resources whence 
His Highness discharges his obligations to the Honorable Company : 
the British Government reserves to itself the right of re-appointing 
its own Officers to the management of such district or districts of 
the Nagpore territory in His Highness’ name, and for so long a 
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NAGPORE, period as it may deem necessary, the surplus receipts in such case, 
JSTo, xxiii, defraying charges, to be paid into the Rajah’s treasury. 

Article 4. 

Article 11 of the existing Treaty is hereby declared subject to 
the following modification. In lieu of the obligation it imposes, the 
Rajah agrees to maintain at all times, in a state of eflSciency, a body 
of not less than one thousand of the best description of Irregular 
Horse, organised and disciplined after the native fashion, command- 
ed by his own Native Officers, and subject to His Highness’ 
exclusive authority. In the event of war, this force shall be liable 
to serve with the British army in the field, receiving batta 
from the Honorable Company in compensation of the extra ex- 
pense of their maintenance, whenever employed beyond the Nagpore 
frontier. 


Article 5. 

Article 15 of the existing Treaty is hereby abrogated. 

Article 6. 

All the other provisions and conditions of the Treaty concluded at 
Nagpore on the 13th December 1826, which are not affected by the 
above convention, are to remain in full force and effect. 

Article 7. 

This Engagement, consisting of seven Articles, being settled and con- 
cluded at Nagpore, on the 26th day of December 1829, corresponding 
with 29th Jumadilakher, in the year of the Hijeree 1245, by Francis 
B. S. Wilder, Esquire, with Maharajah Raghojee Bhoosla, Mr. 
Wilder has delivered to the said Maharajah a copy of the same in 
English, Persian and Mahratta, sealed and signed by himself, and 
His Highness has delivered to Mr. Wilder another coi)y, also in 
English, Persian and Mahratta, bearing His Highness’ seal and 
signature, and Mr. Wilder has engaged to procure and deliver to His 
Highness, without delay, a copy of the same duly ratified by the 
Right Honorable Lord William Cavendish Bentinck, Governor-Gene- 
ral, &o., &c,, &c., on the receipt of which by His Highness, the 
present Engagement shall be deemed complete and binding on the 
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Honorable East India Company and on His Highness, and the copy 
now delivered to his said Highness shall be returned.

Sfegxmen of the Engagements entered into by the Zeminbabs of Chutteesgukh. 

I, Earn Eaee, the Zemindar of Sonakhan, with its twelve dependent 
villages, in the Province of Chutteesgurh, and subject to the Govern- 
ment of Nagpore, and my descendantsj enter into the following 
Engagement ; — 

1. I will obey the orders of the Sircar, and will be engaged in no 
rebellion or treachery against it. 

2. I will inform the Sircar of any intrigues to its prejudice, which 
come to my knowledge. 

3. I will pay my tribute (tuckolee) regularly to Chutteesgurh in 
two instalments annually to the Agent of the Sircar authorised to 
receive it, and according to the separate arrangements entered into 
with the Government. 
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4. Customs (syer) belong to the Sircar, and I will levy none, and 
I will take the bazaar, which shall not be increased beyond the 
established usage, and for this I engage to pass traders safely 
through my zemindary. 

5. I will offer no interruption to travellers or merchants passing 
through my zemindary, but will in all ways assist and protect them. 
If they are robbed, I will be responsible, or either give up the thieves, 
the property, and its price, 

6. If any criminals or traitors seek refuge in my zemindary, I 
will immediately deliver them up to the Sircar. 

7. I will not punish any person with death without the previous 
sanction of the Sircar, and will impose only such fines as are sanc- 
tioned by practice, are just and necessary for the su2)pre8sion of crimes 
and irregularity. Under false pretences I will not impose any; and 
will not compel widows to re-marry against their own wishes. I 
submit to the decision of the Sircar in all appeals made against my 
judicial awards. 

8. I will not appropriate to myself the effects of the dead when 
there are sons or heirs ; property shall descend from father to son, 
or to the nearest heir. 

9. I will not make war upon any Zemindar or other person without 
the orders of the Sircar ; my disputes with others I will refer to the 
decision of the Sircar. 

10. I will cherish my ryots and do all in my power to increase the 
prosperity of my zemindary,

Translation of a Sunnud granted in the name and on the part of Sreemunt 
Mahabaj Rajah Sbee Senah Sahib Soobah Ragojee Bhooslah by Richard 
Jenkins, Esq., British Resident, on the part of the Honoi'able East India Company 
at the Com’t of Nagporb, to Mohun Sing Thakoor, of Puchmureee. 

Whereas your forefathers held and you continue to hold certain 
villages^ lands and rights appertaining thereunto in the zillah of 
Deogurh as follows : —

a total of 26 villages 5 they have been and are hereby confirmed to 
you and to your heirs for ever, and all the Rajahs, Thakoors, Zemin- 
dars and others are hereby enjoined to avoid all interference with 
your management of them, and you are hereby held responsible for 
maintaining them in cultivation and population, binding yourself 
thereby to yield immediate obedience to all orders or calls for 
service of any sort by this Government, as may be hereafter specified. 

Whereas three Jatras are annually held in the Mahadeo hills on 
which you have claims from pilgrims and others, the following 
arrangement is now made with you on that head: agreeable to it 
[and with your full consent previously rendered] you must hereafter 
abide refraining from every species of interference or violence. 

The Jatra of Sawun is your exclusive right, but no tax can be 
levied on pilgrims in iftrogress to the temple. 

In the Jatra of Kartik, the offerings at the shrine are the joint right 
of the three Thakoors, in which you will continue to participate. No 
taxes, however, to be levied on pilgrims. 

VOD. Ill, R 
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In the Sooratree Jatra of Phagoon, or the Great Jatra, tlie offering^ 
are also the joint right of the three Thakoora, and this will continue^ 
and for the taxes levied hitherto at the several ghauts and roads lead- 
ing to the temple or connected with it, they belong for the future to 
Government, and the following provision is hereby made : — 

In lieu of your right to levy a tax on pilgrims at the several river 
and hill ghauts leading to the temple, which you have hitherto exer- 
cised, but which is now resumed by Government, and in lieu of your 
claim on one-third of the profits arising from the duties levied on 
pilgrims, cattle, merchandize, &o., &c., &o., at Korcel ghaut, together 
with your exclusive right to the whole profit ot the Tara ghaut, 
Government hereby agrees to give you, for a period of three years, 
commencing with the year 1230 Fuslee, and ending with the year 
1232 Fuslee, an annual sum of Nagpore Eupees 750. 

This sum will be paid to you by the Government direct; you 
have no further right on the pilgrim duties, but on the expiration of 
three years, should you feel so disposed, you may apply for a new 
ar;rangement, which will meet with due consideration. 

Such are the arrangements for the Pooja and Jatra rights ; by no 
means Interfere in them in any other way than is now written, taking 
care that no theft or purloining shall occur during the assembly of the 
pilgrims at the Murr. You are responsible.” Avoid also all violence 
in every way towards them or to traders, visitors, &c. ; all collections 
from them and pilgrims in progress to the Jatra belong exclusively 
to Government* 

All items, such as Ureeta, Furohee, Eand, Dliurawun, Jejeea, 
Kularu, Moohwa Paunree, &o., &c., hitherto levied by you, as well as 
the Zemindary, Sayer Khoont, are confirmed to you. 

And in consideration of your expenses, this Government has also 
bestowed on you a right to levy the Sayer of Nandoura, on its present 
scale ; avoid increasing it without authority. 

This, therefore, as above detailed, is the provision made for you by 
this Government. Keceive and eat, have no concern for the interfer- 
ence of others. In return your duties to Government are as follow : 

You will henceforth pay to Government in quit-rent 25 Rupees in 
ready money, 10 seers of Cherongee, 5 seers Honey, 10 Bamboo Balas, 
and 10 Churrees; send them yearly. 
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You arc hereby bound to appear in person at call, yielding 
attendance on the immediate Agent under whom you are placed^ 
obeying every order implicitly ; if called on you will appear 
with five or ten (number undefined) attendants ready to do every 
duty imposed. You are held responsible for the internal tranquillity 
and good arrangement of your own lands throughout their boundary, 
settling and keeping under all thieves, rogues and villains of every 
description, shewing in no instance the semblance of bad faith to 
Government, offering no excuse in a ready obedience to its mandates, 
and are held responsible for any act of criminality or irregularity, 
whether of your relatives or your ryots ; any person throughout your 
bounds, being guilty of any irregularity of any nature, for his act 
you are amenable, unless you produce the culprit or trace him to 
the satisfaction of the Government. 

You are positively prohibited entertaining any foreign soldiers or 
bearers of weapons without its authority.

KiiSBARiiAMAH or Engaormsnt between the Govebnment of Nagpobb and MTrAvn 
Deo, Bajah of Bobtab, and his Heirs and Successors, concluded on the part of the 
Government of Hagpobe by Major F. Yaks Agkew, in virtue of powers vested 
in him, and on the part of Bajah Mtpaui. Deo, by Habraik and Babib Sang 
Dow, in virtue of powers vested in them. 

Article 1. 

The Rajah Mjpaul Deo aoknowledges his dependence on the State 
of Nagpore, and on his own part and that of his heirs and successors 
engages to he faithful to it and to obey its orders. 

Article 2. 

The Government of Nagpore engages, as far as in its power, to 
protect the territory of Bustar. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah Mypaul Deo and his heirs and successors will act in 
subordinate co-operation with the Government of Nagpore. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah, his .heirs and sucoessors, will not have any connection, 
or enter into any negociation, or commence hostilities with other 
Chiefs and States without the knowledge and sanction of tlie 
Government of Nagpore, and will submit all disputes with others to 
its arbitration and award. 


Article 5. 

The Rajah of Bustar and his heirs and successors engage to 
give a free passage and protection to all traders passing through 
their country, and not to exact any unusual or oppressive 
duties. 


Article 6. 

The Bigah of Bustar, his heirs and successors, engage that, should 
any of the enemies of the State of Nagpore, or any criminal, seek 
refuge in the territory of Bustar, they shall immediately be given 
up. 
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Kajali Mypaul Deo, Ins heirs and successors, engage to pay annually^ 
in three equal instalments, viz.:^in, Jilcand, Uebel-Awiil, andRejub, 
to the Government of Nagpore, the usual tuckolee or tribute of 
5,000 Nagpore Rupees in coin, and to depute a vakeel for this and 
other purposes to Chutteesgurh, It is provided, however, by this 
agreement that, whilst the districts of Kotepaul and its dependencies 
are separated from the territory of Bustar, a remission of one-fifth 
of this tuckolee or tribute be allowed. 

ARTICIiE 8. 

The Government of Nagpore renounces all tuckolee or tribute due 
by Bustar up to the end of the year Fussulee 1227, on the condition 
that the tuckolee for Fussulee 1228 be punctually paid. 

Article 9 . 

This engagement of nine Articles having been concluded and 
signed and sealed by Major P, Vans Agnew and by Narraiu and 
liasir Sing Dow, the ratification of the same by the Government of 
Nagpore and Rajah Mypaul Deo shall be easchangcd within three 
mouths from this date.

From a Report hy Captain Baillie in 1805, arid other Papers in the 

Foreign Office. 

The Rajahs of Bnndelcund long struggled to maintain their inde-* 
pendence against the Mahomedan powers of Delhi. During the 
latter end of the reign of Shah Jehan, a Chief named Chumput Rai 
asserted his independence, and a new dynasty in the eastern part of 
the province was founded by his son Chuttersal. The western 
Chiefs continued more or leas subject to Delhi. The territories of 
Chuttersal were estimated to produce a yearly land revenue of one 
orore of Rupees. His only strong fortress was Calinger, and his 
principal residence the city of Punna, in the neighbourhood of which 
are the celebrated diamond mines of Punna. 

During the government of Rajah Chuttersal, the province of 
Bnndelcund was invaded by Mahomed Khan Bungust, the Puthan 
Chief of Purruekabad ; and the first Peishwa, Bajee Rao, was invited 
from the Deccan for the purpose of repelling this invasion. The 
expulsion of the Afghan from Bnndelcund, through the successful 
exertions of a Mahratta army, was followed by Rajah Chuttersal’s 
adoption of the Peishwa as his son, and by a distribution of his terri- 
tory between his two legitimate sons, Hurdee Sah and Juggut Rjg, 
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and his son by adoption^ Bajee Bao. By this arrangement the 
Peiahwa became the legitimate possessor of a large portion of territory ■ 
in Bundelcuiidj which was the earliest territorial acquisition of the 
Mahratta Government in Hindostan, and was considerably extended 
by subsequent conquests. The two remaining shares of the posses- 
sions of Rajah Chuttersal continued to be held in small portions by 
the numerous descendants of his legitimate sons^ or by the nominal 
adherents and rebellious servants of the declining branches of that 
family. 

Madhojee Sindia, in his last and successful attempt to re-establish 
the Mahratta power and influence in the northern districts of Hiu- 
dostan^ was attended by a strong reinforcement of troops from the 
Deccan^ under the command of All Bahadoor, who was a grandson 
of Bajee Rao, being the son of Shumsher Bahadoor, who was the 
offspring of an illicit connection between the Peishwa and a Mussul- 
man concubine. On a former expedition of Madhojee Sindia to 
HindostaUj a number of the nobles had abandoned the Mussulman 
faction and influence at Delhi, and had attached themselves to the 
Mahratta leader. Among these was Rajah Himmut Bahadoor, the 
spiritual head and military commander of a large body of devotees, 
who had acquired some territory in Bundelcund. Dissatisfied with 
his treatment by Sindia, Ali Bahadoor, at the instigation of Rajah 
Himmut Bahadoor, turned his attention to the entire conquest of 
Bundelcund. An agreement was accordingly concluded between Ali 
Bahadoor and the Rajah, by which a large portion of the province 
was, when conquered, to be consigned to the independent management 
of Himmut Bahadoor, and its revenue to be exclusively applied to the 
payment of a body of troops which the Rajah engaged to furnish and 
to maintain in the service of Ali Bahadoor. 

The distracted state of the province of Bundelcund, which had 
long been a scene of domestic dissension and civil war between the 
legitimate descendants of the Rajah Chuttersal, afforded at this time 
peculiar encouragement to the ambitious views of Ali Bahadoor. Of 
the territory which had descended to the two legitimate sons of Rajah 
Chuttersal, and had been divided in unequal portions between them, 
the largest share, or that which was possessed by Rajah Hurdee Sab, 
had passed from the possession of his grandson, Hindooput, to that of 
two rebellious servants of his family, named Beny Hoozooree and

pendent authority at Punna, and the latter had obtained possession of 
the fortress of Calinger with the districts surrounding that fortress. 
The possessions also of Rajah Juggut Raj, after a long and severe 
contest between his second son and his two grandsons, Goman Sing 
and Khoman Sing, the children of the eldest son ot Juggut Raj, had 
been first distributed among the three, and afterwards entirely 
usurped by the two latter, whose posterity were now contending in 
their turn for the sole possession of the whole of the inheritance ot 
Juggut Raj. 

Ali Bahadoor soon established his authority in the greater part of 
the province. The only serious resistance he met with was at 
Calinger, at the siege of which he died in 1802, after having con- 
cluded an arrangement with the Court of Poonah, by which the 
sovereign and paramount right of the Peishwa over all the conquests 
of Ali Bahadoor in Bundelcund was declared and acknowledged. 

All Bahadoor left two sons, Shumsher Bahadoor and Zulficar Ali. 
The former, at the time of his father’s death, was at Poonah. Rajah 
Himmut Bahadoor professed at first the intention of supporting the 
right of Shumsher Bahadoor, and of maintaining the goveimment of 
his father’s possessions in his name and behalf till his arrival in 
Bundelcund. For this purpose, avowedly, he selected from the 
several Mahratta leaders, who remained in Ali Bahadoor’s camp, the 
maternal cousin of the late Nawab, by name Ghunee Bahadoor, who 
was accordingly declared the regent during the absence of Shumsher 
Bahadoor, Rajah Himmut Bahadoor retaining, as before, the exclusive 
management of his own districts and an increased influence over the 
mind and councils of the regent and of the native Chiefs of Bundelcund. 

About this period the declared hostility of the several subordinate 
Chiefs of the Mahratta empire to the arrangements which wei*e con- 
cluded by the Treaty of Bassein, by which, among other advantages, 
the British Government acquired teiTitory in Bundelcund yielding 
Rupees 36,16,000 a year, occasioned a formal declaration on the part 
of the British Government of their intention of maintaining the 
provisions of that Treaty ; and this declaration was immediately 
followed by offensive operations on the part of Dowlut Rao Sindia and 
of the. Rajah of Berar, and by no less hostile, though more secret and 
cautious, measures of aggression on the part of Juswunt Rao Holkar. 

Of the plan of hostile operations which was suggested by the latter 
Chieftain, the invasion of the British territories in the Ganoppt.tc. Dc«iiT\

and a predatory incursion into the districts of Mirzapore and Benares 
by the route of Bundelcund, would appear to have formed one of the 
measures to which the greatest importance had been attached ; and 
for the execution of this measure the Nawab Shumsher Bahadoor 
was selected. 

Eajah Himmut Bahadoor^ foreseeing in the success of this latter 
plan of the Mahratta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own 
authority in Bundelcund, determined to abandon the Mahratta inter- 
ests^ and to seek the permanent establishment of his influence, with 
the aggrandisement of his possessions in Bundelcund^ by assisting in 
the transfer of the province from the Mahratta to the British empire. 
Accordingly by an Agreement (No. XXVIL) concluded at Sliahpore, on 
the 4th of September 1803^ it was provided^ among other stipulations, 
that a portion of territory in Bundelcund, yielding an annual revenue 
of twenty lakhs of Rupees, should be ceded to the Rajah for the main- 
tenance of a body of troops under his command in the service of the 
British Government; and in consideration of the great advantages 
which wei’e expected from the junction of the power and influence 
of Himmut Bahadoor, and from his zealous co-operation with tlie 
British force in their occupation of Bundelcund, and in the estab- 
lishment of the British authority in that province, a permanent ja- 
ghire in the British dominions was also promised to the Rajah, 
the extent of it to be proportioned to the benefits which might 
afterwards appear to have been deidved from his adherence to the 
terms of his engagement- The immediate advantages which flowed 
from this arrangement were, to the British Government t]ie great 
facility and assistance afforded to a detachment of their troops in cross- 
ing the Jumna into Bundelcund, which might otherwise have been 
vigorously opposed by the united force of the Mahrattas and of Him- 
mut Bahadoor ; and to the latter Chieftain the attainment of a rich 
and fertile territory of more than double the extent which he had 
possessed under the former Government, without any considerable 
increase of his former military establishment. The districts which 
were specifically assigned to Rajah Himmut Bahadoor comprised, with a 
few trifling exceptions, the whole of the territory contiguous to the 
west bank of the Jumna from Allahabad to Calpee. 

On the death of Rajah Himmut Bahadoor in 1804, these lands were 
resumed and jaghires and pensions were assigned to his family. 
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During the negociation between the Bridali Government and Rajah 
Himmut Bahadoor, the Nawab Sliumsher Bahadoor hail arrived in 
Bundelcund. But his efforts to establish his authority against the 
British Government were unsuccessful, and he was content to accept 
a provision (No. XXVIII.) of four lakhs of Rupees a year from the 
British Government, with permission to reside at Banda. This provi- 
sion was subsequently guaranteed (No. XXIX.) to him in 1812. Shum- 
sher Bahadoor died in 1823, and was succeeded by his brother Zulficar 
Ali. To him succeeded Ali Bahadoor, who joined in the rebellion of 
1857, and was therefore deprived of the pension of four lakhs a year. 
He was removed to Indore, where he has been placed under surveillance, 
and has been allowed for his support a pension of Rupees 36,000 a year 
for life. 

Of the territory ceded by the Peishwa, Government retained in its 


own possession lands on the banks of the Jumna yielding about four- 
teen lakhs, exclusive of the territory granted to Rajah Himmut Baha- 
door. The Chiefs who held the remaining portion were maintained 
in their territorial rights with a view to secure a barrier against the 
inroads which were then meditated by Holkar. As the authority of 
the Peishwa in Bundelcund was little more than nominal, it became 
necessary for the pacification of the country to enter into engagements 
with the Chiefs holding lands in the Peishwa’s share of the i)rovince, 
securing to them the rights they enjoyed under Ali Bahadoor’s go- 
vernment, on condition of allegiance and fidelity. The Chiefs in tlie 
western portion of Bundelcund were treated as independent, and 
Treaties of friendship and alliance were formed with them. 

All the sovereign rights of the Peishwa in Bundelcund were finally 
ceded to the British Government on the extinction of the Peishwa’s 
power in 1817. 

Of the Bundelcund States, Jaloun, Jhansi, J eitpore and Khuddee have 
lapsed to, and Chirgaon* and Poorwa, two of the Calinger Chobey 
jaghues, Byiragogurht and Tiroha have been confiscated by the 
British Government. The States of Shahgurh and Banpore were also 
confiscated on account of the rebellion of the Chiefs in 1857. Banpore 
was claimed by Sindia, as forming part of the Chunderee district 
conquered by the Gwalior Durbar in 1831. The claim was not admitted

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but the Banpore territory was made over to Sindia under the arrange- 
ments connected with the Treaty of 1860. 

Including Kewah and the three petty States of Nagode, Myhere, and 
Sohawal, at present under British management^ there are thirty-six 
States in Bundelcund of more or less importance. The only States 
which have formal Treaties with the British Government are Rewah, 
Oorcha or Tehree, Duttia and Sumptur. The other Chiefs hold 
their territories under Sunnuds, and are bound by ikrarnamahs or 
deeds of fealty and obedience. 

LAPSED AND CONFISCATED STATES. 

Jaloun. — The Chief who was in possession of Jaloun at the time 
of the British occupation of Bundelcund was Nana Govind Rao. 
He joined Shumsher Bahadoor in his hostility to the British Govern- 
ment, and his territories were therefore occupied by British troops. 
But on his submission his territories were restored (No. XXX.) to 
him, with exception of Calpee and a few villages on the banks of 
the Jumna, In 1817 he was released (No. XXXI.) from tribute and 
military service, which Government had acquired a right to demand 
after the Peishwa had ceded to them all his sovereign rights in 
Bundelcund; and the Nana ceded to Government the district of 
Kundeh and some villages in the pergunnah of Choorkee. Nana 
Govind Rao died in 1822, and was succeeded by his son, Bala Rao 
Govind. On the death of Bala Rao Govind in 1832 without issue, 
his widow adopted her brother, Rao Govind Rao, on whose death in 
1840, the territory lapsed to the British Government. 

Jhansi. — The first Treaty (No. XXXII.) with Jhansi was made with 
Sheo Rao Bhao in 1804. He was succeeded in 1815 by his grandson. 
Ram Chund Rao, with whom a new Treaty (No. XXXIIL) was made 
in 1817, after the Peishwa had ceded his rights in Bundelcund to the 
British Government. Ram Chund Rao died childless in 1835, and 
as the Treaty of 1817 was interpreted as guaranteeing the inheritance 
of Jhansi, not to the descendants of Ram Chund ' Rao only, but of 
Sheo Rao Bhao, the succession of Rughonath Rao, uncle of Ram 
Chund, was recognized. He also died without legitimate issue in 
1838. The right of his brother Gungadhur Rao to the succession was 
admitted* but owiner to his incompetenev the direct manairement of the 
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State was retained by the British Government. The administration, 
" however, was transferred to him in 1843, under conditions specified in 
an Agreement (No. XXXIV.) dated 27th December 1842. Gunga- 
dhur Eao died childless in March 1853, and as there existed no male 
heir of any of the Chiefs who ruled Jhansi since the first relations of 
the British Government were formed with it, the State lapsed to 
the British Government. 

Jeitpore, — This State was held by one of the descendants of 
Chuttersal. The first Sunnud (No. XXXV) of the British Govern- 
ment was given to Rajah Kesree Sing on 20th September 1812. On 
his death, the State descended to his son, Pareechut, who was deposed 
for rebellion in 1842, when ‘the State was conferred on Dewan 
Khet Sing, who, as a descendant of Chuttersal, had advanced claims 
to the State of Chirkaree. On the death of Khet Sing in 1849 
without male heirs, the Jeitpore State lapsed to the British 
Government. 

Khuddee. — This was a small jaghire granted (No. XXXVL) in 
1807 to Pursram, leader of a band of plunderers, witli a view to the 
pacification of the province of Bundelcund. Pursram died in 1850. 
It was then ruled that the grant was merely for life. The jaghire 
was therefore resumed. 

Tiroha. — Amrut Eao of Tiroha was the son of the Peishwa 
Ragoba. On the flight of Bajee Eao to Bassein, Holkar wished to 
consider his flight as an abdication, and to put forward Amrut Rao as 
his successor. The advance of the British troops on Poonah, however, 
defeated his plans. Amrut Rao opened a friendly correspondence 
with the British, and an Agreement (No. XXXVII.) was made, 
guaranteeing to him and his son a provision of seven lakhs of Eupees 
a year. He selected Tiroha in Bundelcund as his residence, where 
a jaghire of Rupees 4,691 was conferred on him. Amrut Rao died 
in 1824, and was succeeded by his son, Benaik Rao, On Benaik Eao’s 
death the pension of seven lakhs ceased. He left two sons by 
adoption, Narain Rao and Madho Eao. These joined in the rebellion 
in 1857, and their family estates were confiscated. Narain Rao died 
a prisoner at Hazareebagh in 1860. Madho Rao was pardoned in 
consideration of his youth, and is now being educated at Bareilly as a 
ward of the British Government. A provision of Rupees 30,000 a 
year has been made for him.

Your vakeel has presented to me a paper containing thirty-two 
requests^ to which he solicited my acquiescence for the purpose of 
inspiring you with confidence and inducing you to come into our 
camp. 

As a number of these requests had been previously acceded to or 
answered^ I consider it to be unnecessary to notice them in this address, 
and shall merely state to you a few leading points which I have lately 
beeninduced to grant to you with a view to your complete satisfaction. 

And firsts in the event of your immediately coming into the British 
camp, and of your future implicit submission to the orders of the 
British Government, I promise protection to your person and property, 
and every degree of personal liberty as well as of attention and 
respect on my own part. 

Secondly i I secure to you a provision for life, and for your family in 
perpetuity, of four lakhs of Bupees either in laud or in money, to be 
set apart from the revenues of Bundelcund by the British Govern- 
ment in concert with His Highness the Peishwa, 
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Thirdly, I promise to recommend to our Government their inter- 
ceding with His Highness the Peishwa for the continuance of the 
houses and villages in the vicinity of Poonah which you state to have 
been granted to you in jaghirCj and their endeavouring to reconcile 
the mind of His Highness towards you in the event of his displeasure 
occasioned by your late conduct or by any other cause. 

Finally, respecting the provision which I have now’ granted to you, 
it is to be considered as a permanent provision made by the British 
Government in concert with His Highness the Peishwa, and there- 
fore not dependant for its duration upon the possession of Bundelcund. 

At the same time, you will observe that all these assurances on my 
part are binding only in the case of your arrival in the British camp 
on or before Monday next, the 16th of the present month, and in that 
event I have no hesitation in promising to recommend you to Govern- 
ment as a proper object of their further liberality and kindness.

Enqaoement concluded between Nana Govind Kao Pundit, for himself, his hcii’S 
and successors, and Captain John Baillib, Political Agent of the Honorable Sm 
Geouge HrLABo Bablow, Baronet, Governor- General, &c., &c., &c., in behalf of 
the Honorable the East India Company, at Banda, the 23rd day of October 1806. 

Wliereas by the Treaty of Bassein a portion of territory in Savan- 
nour and Oolparra, formerly in the possession of His Highness the 
Peishwa, was ceded to the Honorable the East India Company ; and 
Whereas by a subsequent agreement between the two Governments, 
the said territory was restored to His Highness the Peishwa, and in 
exchange for that territory together with certain other considerations 
which are detailed in the agreement in question, a territory in the 
province of Bundelcund, yielding an annual revenue of thirty-six lakhs 
and sixteen thousand Rupees was permanently ceded to the British 
Government and annexed to their possessions in HindoostarJ; and 
Whereas at the period when the British troops were first employed in 
the occupation of the province of Bundelcund, and in the punishment 
of the disaffected in this province, Nana Govind Kao did for a time 
oppose the operations of the British troops in this province, by which 
conduct he the said Nana Govind Eao placed himself in the condi- 
tion of an enemy to the British Government, and several districts and 
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forts in the province of Bundelcund, which were formerly possessed by 
him, were conquered by the British army and occupied by their autho- 
rity; and Whereas after the conquest of the aforesaid districts and 
forts, Nana Govind Rao, professing sincere obedience and submission to 
the Honorable Company, joined the British army with his troops, and 
since the period in question invariably regulated his conduct by a 
rigid observance of the duties of amity and .attachment to the British 
Government and to its interests, in consideration of which the ilakas 
of Oorey and Mohummedabad were restored to him during the first 
year, and the pergunnah of Mohaba in the second year after his 
submission ; and Whereas a promise was made by the British Govern- 
ment to grant to Nana Govind Rao an equivalent for the district 
of Calpee at some future period, the Honorable the Governor- 
General in Council has lately been pleased to direct the performance 
of that promise : Therefore, and with a view to the confidence and 
entire satisfaction of Nana Govind Rao regarding both his ancient 
possessions and those which are now to be ceded to him as an equiva- 
lent for the district of Calpee, as well as for the purpose of confirming 
the said Nana Govind Rao in the principles and duties of good faith 
and attachment to the British Government, the following Articles 
have been agreed to and shall continue in force for ever ; —

Article L 

The Nana having professed a sincere attachment to the Honorable 
Company hereby engages never to molest the territory of the 
British Government, or of any Chieftain or State in alliance with 
the British Government, nor to afford succour or protection to any 
persons hostile to the British Government. 

Article IL 

Nana Govind Rao hereby surrenders for himself, his heirs and 
successors, and cedes in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable East 
India Company, their heirs and successors, for ever, the city, fort, 
and zillah of Calpee, situated in the Soubah of Akberabad, and the 
several villages situated on the right bank of the Jumna between 
Calpee and Raypoor, which are specified in the annexed Schedule, 
together with all rights and privileges which he or his ancestors may 
at any time have possessed in the zillah and villages aforesaid. -

If any subject of tlie British Government accused of crimes or any 
defaulter shall at any time abscond and take refuge in the Nana’s 
territories, the Nana engages to seize and deliver over such person to 
the British Government on application from the Civil Officer in the 
British territory. 

Article IV. 

The British Government having been pleased to grant to the Nana, 
as an eq[uivalent for the district of Calpee, the several villages which 
are specified in the annexed Schedule, and some of the inehals in question 
being situated between the British possessions eastward of the Betwa and 
the district of Kotoh on the North-West Frontier, in which the presence 
of the Civil Officers of Government must always be required, and to 
which the detachment of troops may often be expedient; The Nana 
hereby engages to afford every assistance and support in his power 
to the Civil Officers of the British Government residing in the 
district of Kotoh, and to provide the British Officers and troops on 
their march through his country with the necessary passports, guides, 
and supplies, so that no injury may be sustained by travellers, nor 
inconvenience suffered by troops in passing between the district of 
Kotch and any other part of the British possessions. 

Article V. 

The Nana, being considered as the independent and uncontrolled 
ruler of the territory now ceded to him or confirmed in his posses- 
sion, hereby renounces all claim to the aid of the British Government 
against internal or external enemies, and the British Government 
renounces all claims whatever upon the Nana with the exception of 
those described in this Engagement, 

Article VI, 

If any of the brothers or relations of Nana Govind Rao prefer a 
complaint against him to the British Government, whether such com- 
plaint be founded on motives of personal enmity or otherwise, or if 
any banker or merchant, being a creditor of the Nana or of any of his 
servants or adherents, prefer a complaint against him, or if any of the 
inhabitants of any of the villages dependant on the Nana exhibit a 
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claim against him of any description whatever, all such complaints and 
claims shall be left to the Nana’s decision.

This engagement, consisting of ten Articles, being this tlay settled 
and concluded at Banda, between Captain John Baillic, Agent to the 
Governor-General on the one part, and Baskur Rao Anna Pundit 
and Rao Kishen Rao, the accredited vakeels of Nana Govind Rao on 
the other, a copy of the same in English and Persian under the seal 
and signature of the said Captain John Baillie has been delivered to 
the said vakeels, and the said vakeels have delivered to Captain 
J. Baillie another copy bearing the seal and signature of the said 
Nana Govind Rao countersigned by his said vakeels, and the said 
Captain Baillie has engaged to procure and deliver to the vakeels of 
the said Nana Govind Rao, without delay, a copy of this engagement 
duly ratified by the Honorable the Governor-General in Council, on 
the receipt of which by the said vakeels the present engagement 
shall be deemed complete and binding on the Honorable Company, 
and on the said Nana Govind Rao, and the copy of it now delivered 
by the said vakeels shall be returned. 

Done at Banda this Twenty-third day of October A, D. 1806, 
answering to the Tenth day of Shahan 1221 Hijeree, and to the 
Eleventh day of Kooor Sood 1863 Sumhut,

No. XXXI. 

Enoaoxmeht concluded between the Bbitish QovEBNimii and Nana Govxcin Eao. 

WhereaB by a Treaty concluded between tbe Britiab GoTemment 
and Hia Higbneaa the Peishwa, under date the *ldth of June 1817, 
corresponding with the 14th Assar 1874 Sumbut^ the rights of supre- 
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macy possessed by His Highness over Nana Govind Rao, and the 
lands in the Nana’s immediate occupation, have been transferred to the ' 
British Government ; and Whereas the British Government has con- 
sented on certain considerations to relinquish the tribute and military 
service which by virtue of that transfer it had acquired a right to 
demand from the Nana, and to constitute the Nana the hereditary 
ruler of the lands at present in his actual possession : The following 
Articles have accordingly been concluded by mutual consent between 
the British Government and the said Nana Govind Rao : — 

Article !• 

All the Articles of the Engagement contracted with Nana Govind 
Rao by Colonel J ohn Baillie on the part of the British Government, 
under date the 3rd day of October 1806, corresponding with the 10th 
of Shabun 1221 Hijree, and the 11th of Kooar Sood 1863 Sumbut, 
shall remain in full force, excepting in as far as they are not altered 
by this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The British Government hereby relinquishes for ever its right to 
tribute and military service from Nana Govind Rao, his heirs and 
successors. The British Government moreover acknowledges and 
hereby constitutes Nana Govind Rao, his heirs and successors, the 
hereditary rulers of the territory at present in the Nana’s actual 
possession. 

Article 3. 

The British Government further engages to protect the aforesaid 
possessions of the Nana from the aggressions of any foreign power, and 
it is accordingly hereby agreed between the contracting parties that 
whenever the Nana shall have reason to apprehend a design on the 
part of any power to invade his territories, whether in consequence of 
any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall report the 
circumstances of the case to the British Government, which will inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim ; the Nana, 
relying on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees 
implicitly to abide 'hy its award. If the apprehended aggression he 
referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavor by 
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representation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, not- 
withstanding the Nana’s acquiescence in the award of the British 
Government, the other party shall persist in its hostile designs, 
and the endeavors of the British Government shall fail of suc- 
cess, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the 
Nana's territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to 
require. 


Article 4. 

Nana Govind Eao hereby cedes to the British Government in per- 
petual sovereignty the whole of the lands of the ilakah of Kundah 
appertaining to the pergunnah of Mohabuh, circumscribed by the 
territories of the British Government, and also certain villages on the 
banks of the Eiver J umna appertaining to the pergunnah of Choorke, 
and intermixed with the Honorable Company’s lands of Bhudaick 
and Eaypore, including mal, sayer, charity, and rent-free lands 
of every description, agreeably to a Schedule subjoined to the 
Treaty; the Nana accordingly engages that the aforesaid lands 
shall be given up to the Officers of the British Government 
immediately on demand. But with a view to the satisfaction of 
certain claims upon the Nana, for which some of these lands arc 
pledged, the British Government hereby agrees to grant to tho Nana 
the revenue of those lands to be paid in cash up to the end of Assar 
next, corresponding with July 1818 ; the current revenue after deduct- 
ing the expense of collection, the outstanding balances, and tho 
advances of tuccavie which may be justly demandable up to the end 
of Assar next, according to the Kegulations of the British Government, 
shall accordingly be coUeoted by the British Eevenue Officers and paid 
to the Nana monthly. 

Article 5, 

If at any time the Nana have any cause of complaint against any of 
the Eajahs or Chiefs allied to the British Government, the Nana 
engages to refer the case to the arbitration and decision of that Goveim- 
ment, and to abide implicitly by its award, and on no account to com- 
mit aggressions against the other party, or to employ his own force for 
the satisfaction of such claim or the redress of the grievance of which 
he may complain. 
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Article 6. 

Nana Govind Eao hereby engages to abstain from corresponding 
with foreign powers, excepting with the privity and consent of the 
British Government. 


Article 7. 

"With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes 
between the subjects of the Nana and that of the British Go- 
vernment, and to avoid the delay of a reference to the Nana, the 
Nana hereby engages to require all his Aumils and other Officers 
on the frontier to comply immediately with any orders they may 
receive from the Superintendent of Political Affairs, for caus- 
ing the attendance of parties and witnesses, or for any other pur- 
pose connected with the adjustment of boundary disputes, without 
waiting the result of a reference to him. The Nana further agrees 
to give ready and due attention to all suggestions from the Superin- 
tendent respecting the punishment of any of his subjects who may be 
convicted before the Superintendent of violence and aggression towards 
the British subjects. With a further view to avoid disputes respect- 
ing the new boundaries which will be formed between the lands now 
ceded by the Nana and those to which they are contiguous, it is hereby 
agreed that actual possession at the date of this Treaty shall be held 
to be the criterion for the settlement of all disputes which may arise 
respecting the aforesaid boundary, and that no retrospective claim 
founded on former possession shall be sustained on either side. 

Article 8. 

The British Government hereby engages to contract no engage- 
ments with Rao Benaick Rao, the manager of Saugor, or with the 
Bheik Sahiba, detrimental to the claims and rights of the Nana in the 
country of Saugor. The British Government, moreover, offers here- 
after to interpose its good offices with a view to bring about a satis- 
factory adjustment of the difference between Nana Govind Rao and 
the manager of the country of Saugor. 

Article 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its 
troops through the territory of Nana Govind Rao, or to station a 
British force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British 
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his consent accordingly. The Comma,nder of the British troops which 
may thus eventually pass through or permanently occupy a position 
within the Nana’s territories, shall not in any manner interfere in the 
internal concerns of the Nana’s Government : whatever materials or 
supplies may be required for the use of the British troops during their 
continuance in the Nana’s territories, shall be readily furnished by the 
Nana’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current 
of the bazaar. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been conclud- 
ed between the British Government and Nana Qoviud Eao through 
the agency of John Wauchope, Esq., in virtue of powers delegated 
to him by the Most Noble the Governor-General on the one part, and 
Abha Bulwunt Eao, the vakeel of the said Nana Govind Rao, on the 
other, Mr. Wauchope and the said vakeel signed and sealed two copies 
of the Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindee, one of which, after being 
ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the Marquis of 
Hastings, Governor-General, will be returned to-morrow to the said 
vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained the ratification of the Nana 
to the other copy, engages to deliver it within the same time to 
Mr Wauchope.

No. XXXII. 

Whebeas a firm Treaty of Friendship and Alliance subsists between the BniTisn 
Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and Sheo Rao Bhao, Soobadar 
of JuANSiE, is a tributary of His Highness the Peishwa ; and Whereas Sheo Rao 
Bhao, entertaining a just sense of the obligations imposed lipon him by the said 
Treaty of Fi-iendship and Alliance between the British Government and HiS 
Highness the Peishwa, shortly after the arrival of a detachment of the British 
army in Bundelcund, transmitted to His Excellency General Lake, Commander- 
in-Chief; &c., &c., through Captain John Baillie, Political Agent on the part 
of His Excellency in Bundelcund, a Wajib-ool-Urz or Paper of requests 
expressive of his submission and attachment to the views and interests of tlic 
British Government, and containing seven distinct Articles or requests, all which 
have been acceded to by His Excellency the Commander-in -Chief; and Whereas 
certain requests and agreements on the part of Sheo Rao Bhao were not 
included in the said Wajib-ool-Urz, and are now necessary to be added : The fol- 
lowing Articles are now agreed on for the purpose of affording additional security 
and confidence to Sheo Rao Bhao, and of constituting an additional pledge of 
his fidelity and attachment to the British Government. 

Article 1. 

The Bhao, professing his entire submission anci sincere attachment 
to the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa. hprphv 
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engages to consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, 
and their enemies as his enemies, that is to say, he promises not 
to molest any Chief or State who shall be obedient to the British 
Government and to His Highness the Peishwa; and considering all 
such as may be rebellious or disaifected to these Governments as his 
enemies, he engages to give no protection in his country to such 
persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of 
any nature with them, and to use every means in his power to seize and 
deliver them over to the Government against which they may offend. 

Article 2. 

If at any time a dispute or difference arise between the Bhao and 
any neighboring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British 
Government, the Bhao engages to communicate the grounds of such 
dispute or difference to the British Government, that they may have an 
opportunity of investigating the matter in dispute and of adjusting it 
to the mutual satisfaction of the parties, or of punishing the party who 
shall be refractory. 

Article 3. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in 
punishing the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions 
of Sheo Eao Bhao, the Bhao engages upon every such occasion to 
join the British forces with his army and to assist in the accomplish- 
ment of their views ; and if at any time a detachment of the British 
force shall march into the Bhao’s country for the purpose of quelling 
disturbances there, the whole expense of such detachment shall be 
defrayed by the Bhao. On the other hand, if the assistance of the 
Bhao’s troops be demanded at any time for the purpose of quelling 
disturbances in the British territory, the expenses of such troops 
shall be borne by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

The Bhao is in reality the Commander of his own troops ; but it is 
hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting with 
the British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested 
in the Commanding OflScer of the British troops, and in the event of 
peace being concluded, a due attention shall be paid to the interest of 
the Bhao. 
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No. XERIL gheo Kao Bhao engages never to take or retain in his service 
Jhanii, any British subject or European of any nation or description without 
the consent of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

Whatever tribute has been hitherto paid to His Highness the 
Peishwa by the Bhao, shall be continued to be paid to His Highness. 
The British Government do not demand any tribute for themselves. 

Article 7. 

If Eajah Ambagie Ingla at any time molest the possessions of the 
Bhao, the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 

Article 8. 

Accusations of disaffection or disobedience, if adduced by any per- 
son against the Bhao, shall not be attended to by the British Govern- 
ment unless the truth of them be proved. 

Article 9. 

Sheo Eao Bhao possesses a house in the city of Benares ; if any of 
the children, brothers, or other relations of the Bhao hereafter reside 
in that city, they shall enjoy the protection of the British Goveriunent, 
and shall not suffer any molestation. 

This Agreement, contairung nine Articles, signed and sealed by 
Captain John Baillie, Political Agent, on the part of His Excellency 
General Lake, Commander- in-Chief, and by Sheo Eao Bhao-, Soobadar 
of Jhansie, in Camp at Kotra, on the sixth day of February 1804, 
answering to the 23rd day of Shuwaul 1218 Hijery, and tenth day of 
Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbut, is delivered to Sheo Eao Bhao, and 
another of the same date, tenor, and contents, signed and sealed by the 
parties on the same day, is delivered to Captain John Baillie. When- 
ever the ratification of this Agreement, under the seal and signature of 
His Excellency General Lake, or of His Excellency the Most Noble 
the Governor-General in Council, shall be delivered to Sheo Eao 
Bhao, the Bhao engages to return the Agreement.

Seurao Bhao, Chief of Jhansie and other places, submits the follow- 
ing requests in separate Articles, and hopes that they may be granted 
by the British Government:— 

Ij^, — The degree of rank and respectability which I have hitherto 
enjoyed under His Highness the Peishwa, shall be continued and 
increased under the British Government. 

2nd . — The country and forts which I at present hold under the 
authority of His Highness the Peishwa shall remain in my possession, 
and the revenue which I have hitherto paid to the Peishwa shall here- 
after be paid into the Company’s treasury. 

3rrf. — As the English are now employed in the conquest of the 
territories and forts of Dowlut Rao Scindiah and Holkar, let a batta- 
lion or two with an Ofl&cer of rank be sent here, and I shall join and 
assist them in conquering the countries which are adjacent to my own. 

4?A. — If the Honorable Company be desirous of possessing my coun- 
try and fort, they are masters and every way powerful, and I am 
ready to submit; but as the British Nation and His Highness the 
Peishwa are at peace, and as a Treaty exists between them, let an order 
of His Highness be produced, that I may perform the duty of allegi- 
ance in obeying that order, 

— If the Peishwa at any future period make over my country 
to the Company, and it becomes a part of the British possessions, let a 
Jaidad be assigned to me for the support of my cavalry and infantry, 
and for the maintenance of myself and family in perpetuity. 

%th . — As the Rajahs of Candahar, Dutteea, Chundery and other 
Chiefs in the neighbourhood are ready to submit to and become the 
servants of the British Government, let the possessions of these Chiefs 
be guaranteed, and the revenue which they have paid to the Peishwa, 
shall be paid into the British treasury.

Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Sheo Row Bhow, Soubahdai' of Jhan- 
sie, under date the 6th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 
1860 Sumbut, when the said Soubahdar was in the condition of a tri- 
butary to His Highness the Peishwa ; and Whereas the whole of the 
rights of His Highness the Peishwa over the principality of Jhansie 
have since that periods been transferred to the British Government, in 
virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the Peishwa, 
under date the 13th of June 1817, corresponding with the 14th Assar

lished by the former Treaty between the British Government and Jhan- 
aie have become virtually extinct ; and Whereas the British Government, 
in consideration of the very respectable character borne by the late 
Soubahdar Sheo Bow Bhow and his uniform and faithful attachment 
to the British Government, and in deference to his wish expressed 
before his death •that the principality of Jhansie might be confirmed 
in perpetuity to his grandson Row Ramchund Row, to be conducted 
during the minority of the said Row Ramchund Row by Row 
Gopaul Row Bhow, manager nominated by the late Bhow and con- 
firmed by the British Government : On these considerations and in the 
confident reliance of the continuance of the same friendly disposition 
on the part of the Government of Jhansie and of its strict adherence 
to the engagements comprised in this Treaty, the British Government 
has consented, on certain conditions, to constitute Row Ramchund the 
hereditary Chief of the lands actually held by the late Row Sheo 
Bhow at the commencement of the British Government in Bundel- 
cund and now possessed by the Government of Jhansie. The follow- 
ing Articles have accordingly been concluded between the British 
Government and Row Ramchund Row, under the direction and with 
the concurrence of his said manager Gopaul Row Bhow. 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and the late 
Sheo Row Bhow, under date the 6th of February 1804, or 10th of 
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Pliagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbut, is hereby confirmed^ excepting such 
parts of it as are altered or rescinded by the provisions of this Treaty. 
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Article 2 . 

The British Grovernment, with a view to confirm the fidelity and 
attachment of the Government of Jhansie, consents to acknowledge 
and hereby constitutes Bow Bamchund, his heirs and successors^ 
hereditary rulers of the territory enjoyed by the late Bow Sheo 
Bhow at the period of the commencement of the British Government, 
and nowin the possession of Bow Bamchund, excepting the Pergunnah 
of Mote, which being held by the Jhansie Government in mortgage 
from Bajah Bahadur will continue on its present footing until a settle- 
ment of the mortgage takes place between the parties. The British 
Government further engages to protect the aforesaid territory of Bow 
Bamchund from the aggression of foreign powers. 


Article 3. 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing 
Article engaged to protect the principality of Jhansie from the 
aggressions of foreign powers, it is hereby agreed between the con- 
tracting parties that whenever the Government of Jhansie shall have 
reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to 
invade its territories, whether in consequence of any disputes, claim, 
or on any other ground, it shall report the circumstances of the case to 
the British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the 
. adjustment of such disputed claim ; and the Jhansie Government, 
' relying on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees 
implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggressions shall 
be referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavor 
by representations and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, not- 
withstanding the Soubahdar’s acquiescence in the award of the British 
Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, and 
the endeavors of the British Government should fail of success, such 
measures will be adopted for the protection of the Soubahdar’s territo- 
ries, as the circumstances of the case may appear to require. 


Article 4. 

In consideration of the guarantee and protection afforded by the 
two foregoing Articles to Bow Bamchund, the Chief of Jhansie, that 
VOL. HI. X 
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Chief hereby binds himself to employ his troops, at his own expense, 
whenever re<iuired to do so, in co-operation with those of the 
British Government, on all occasions in which the interests of the 
two Governments may be mutually concerned. On all such occasions 
the Jhansie troops shall act under the orders and control of the 
Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Article 5. 

Bow Bamchund hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the 
British Government all his disputes with other States, and implicitly 
to abide by its award. 

Article 6. 

Bow Bamchund engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions 
in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies 
or predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the 
territories of the Honorable Company. 

Article 7, 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its 
troops through the dominions of Eow Bamchund, or to station a 
British force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British 
Government so to detach or station its troops, and Row Bam- 
chund shall give his consent accordingly. The Commander of the 
British troops which may thus eventually pass through or perma- 
nently occupy a position within the Jhansie territories, shall not in 
any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Jhansie Govern- 
ment. Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use 
of the British troops during their continuance in the Jhansie terri- 
tories, shall he readily furnished by Row Ramchund’s Officers and 
subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the bazai\ 

Article 8. 

Eow Bamchund hereby binds himself to maintain no correspondence 
with foreign States without the privity and consent of the British 
Government. 

Article 9. 

Eow Bamchund engages to give no asylum to criminals, nor to 
defaulters of the British Government who may abscond and take 
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refusre within his territories j and should the Officers of the British 
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Government be sent in pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, Row ifo, xxxiii 
Eamchund further engages to afford such Officers every assistance in 
his power in apprehending them. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British Government and Row Ramehund, through 
the Agency of John Wauchope, Esquire, in virtue of powers delegated 
to him by the Most Noble the Governor-General on the one part, 
and Nana Bulwunt Row, the vakeel, on the other, Mr. Wauchope 
and the said vakeel have signed and sealed two copies of the Treaty 
in English, Persian, and Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by 
the seal and signature of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, 
Governor-General, will be returned to the said vakeel, and the said 
vakeel, having obtained the ratification of the Soubahdar to the other 
copy, engages to deliver it within the same time to Mr. Wauchope.

^nd . — The Chief is to fulfil all the engagements which have been 
entered into with the landholders for the remaining three years of the 
quinquennial settlement, and to submit all references arising out of 
this subject to the decision of the Agent Governor-General in 
Bundelcund, or any OflScer who may be appointed for the purpose 
by Government. 

^Td, That the prisoners confined in the Jhansie Jail under sentence 
of imprisonment are not to be released till the periods of their sentence 
expire without consulting the Agent of the Governor-General in 
Bundelcund. « 

That all pensioners of the Jhansie State whose claims have 
been already decided by the Officers of our Government, and all 
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creditors of that State whose claims have been decided hj the OflScers 
of our Government in concert with the Chief of Jhansie, be punctu- yYY Tv. ' 
ally paid by instalments. All those who receive grants of land, pay- 
ments from the treasury, or assignments upon the customs for services 
to be performed, are to enjoy the same only upon condition of perform- 
ing the duties for which *they have been assigned ; and the Chief to be 
left sole judge in their cases. 

It is understood that the Chief will pay all just debts and claims to 
pensions which have not yet been adjusted by the Officers of our 
Government ; but our Government is not to interfere. 

6th . — That the Chief shall pay to every public Officer who has 
served us in the administration of the Jhansie Government for a period 
of three years, and whose services he now dispenses with, a donation 
of six months’ salary, provided they do not find employment in Jalone 
or the ceded lands. 

6th , — That the Chief pay off the debt to the British Government 
by annual instalments of not less than fifty thousand Rupees. 

7th , — That the Bundelcund Legion be kept permanently to at least 
its present strength for the protection of the Jhansie and Jalone 
districts, but the distribution of this force is to rest with the Officer 
Commanding, or the representative of our Government in Bundel- 
cund, The Officer Commanding the Legion is to comply with the 
requisitions of the Rajah for the aid of troops whenever he thinks 
them proper, without reference to such representative; but should 
he at any time not deem it proper to comply with such requisi- 
tions, he will state the circumstances of the call for aid, and his reasons 
for not complying with it, to the representative of the Government, 
and suspend compliance till his orders are received. 

8th , — That the Chief will assign lands for a military cantonment 
in any part of his territories which the Government may select for the 
purpose; but the Officer Commanding the troops in such canton- 
ments is not to interfere with the civil administration of the Govern- 
ment, or permit the troops to oppress the subjects of the Jhansie 
State, What supplies for the use of the troops may be required 
from the country around are to be procured through the Officers 
of the Jhansie Government, and paid for at the current prices of 
the day.

Translation of a Sunnud' granted to Rajah Kissert Sing, the Rajah of 
Jettfore, dated 20th September 1812. 

Be it known to the Chowdries, Canoongoes, and Zemindars of the 
Pergunnahs of Punwarree and Powey, &c., in the province of Bun- 
delcund: Whereas the Bajah Kissery, the Kajah of Jeytpore, one of 
the ancient and respectable Chiefs of the province, and a hereditary 
descendant of the Rajah JuggutRaje, previously to this period, having 
submitted himself to the authority and entered into engagements, 
and obligations of obedience, loyalty, and submission to the British 
Government, and delivered in an ikrarnamah, or written engagement, to 
the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said Rajah received 
from the British Government fifty-two villages in the Pergunnah of 
Punwarree, rent-free, and ever since has remained faithful in his 
obedience and loyalty : Wlierefore, on the 15th of July 1809 A. D., the 
said Rajah received from the British Government in gift, certain 
villages in the Pergunnah of Powey, and on the 12 th Septem- 
ber in the above year, he, the said Rajah, also received in 
free gift certain diamond mines in consideration of his situation

and claims to the favor of the British Government. Now the 
said Eajah having requested to receive one Sunnud including the 
whole of the grants, a Sunnud is therefore given to the said Rajah, 
granting him, rent-free, the villages and possessions enumerated under- 
neath. So long as the said Rajah, his heirs and successors, shall remain 
faithful to and truly discharge the terms of the ikrarnamah he has 
now entered into, consisting of eleven Articles, the villages and posses- 
sions, enumerated below, with the whole of their land revenues, and 
sayer, abharee, and all other rights and dues belonging thereto, shall 
remain in his and their unmolested possession, rent-free, generation 
after generation for ever. It is proper that you consider the aforesaid 
Rajah the true proprietor of the villages and possessions in question; 
and the duties of the said Rajah are to protect and promote the 
comfort of the inhabitants and cultivators, and, rendering his 
possessions populous and flourishing, enjoy the produce in good wishes 
and prayers for the prosperity of the British Government,

Translation of the Ikrarnamah of the Bajah Kisseby Sing, the Rajah of 
Jettfore, dated 13th September 1812. 

Whereas I, Rajah Kissery Sing, Rajah of Jeytpore, one of the 
ancient and respectable Chiefs of the province of Bundelcund, and 
descended from the Rajah Juggut Raje^ from the time that I delivered 
in my Ikrarnamah or obligation of submission and obedience, and 
obtained in jaghire fifty-two villages in the pergunnah of Punwarree 
from the British Government, have discharged with heart and soul the 
obligations of loyalty and obedience, and I have been admitted 
amongst the dependents of the British Government, and remained 
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faithful to the terms of my engagements^ in no instance deviating a 
tittle therefrom ; during the administration of Mr. J ohn Kichardson 
certain villages and possessions in the pergunnah of Powey were 
granted to me for my sustenance, and the aforesaid gentleman required 
from me a fresh Ikrarnamah, in terms appropriate to the change of 
circumstances : for which reason, and to confirm my submission, loyalty, 
and obedience to the British Government, I now deliver in the present 
Ikrarnamahj consisting of the eight Articles of my former engage- 
ments, and of three new Articles, in all eleven Articles, under my 
seal and signature, and I hereby promise and engage that I shall 
never deviate a tittle from those Articles in letter, spirit, or tendency. 

Abtiolb I. 

I promise never to unite on any occasion with external or internal 
enemies of the British Government, and to be ever obedient and 
submissive to their will and commands, from the due performance 
of which duties I shall never depart. 

Article II. 

If any of my children and relations excite disturbances in the British 
territories, I agree to use my utmost endeavours to prevent them, and 
in the event of their continuing to behave improperly, I promise to 
join the British troops with my forces for the purpose of punishing 
them. 


Article HI. 

If any of the peasantry or inhabitants of the British territory should 
desert from the British territory and take shelter in any of the villages 
granted to me, I engage to seize and give them over to the Officers of 
the British Government ; and if persons be sent to apprehend them in 
my villages, I agree not only not to oppose but to assist the persona 
who may be sent into my villages to apprehend and secure the 
offenders. 


Article IV. 

I likewise promise never to protect or suffer to remain in my 
villages any robbers or thieves ; and if a robbery takes place in my 
villages on the property of merchants or travellers, I shall make the 
zemindars of that village responsible, and shall cause them either to 
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restore the property or pay the value of it, or for the seizure and 
delivery to the British Government of the thieves and robbers. I 
shall immediately seize and deliver over to the British authority all 
murderers and others who may have committed crimes in the British 
possessions, and may have taken refuge in any of my villages. 

Article V. 

If any of the neighbouring Chiefs -rebel against the British 
authority, although they be my near relations, I do hereby promise to 
abstain from aU friendly communication with them, and not to protect 
or sulfer any of their relations or dependents to remain in any of my 
villages. 

Article VL 

I engage never to quarrel with any Chief who is obedient 
and submissive to the British Government; if any of them should 
quarrel with me, I promise to submit such dispute to the decision 
of Government. 

Article VII. 

I promise not to retain in my service a greater number of 
troops, horse or foot, than may be absolutely necessary for the collec- 
tion of the revenues of my villages, and for the purposes of personal 
state, without the authority and permission of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Article VIIL 

I engage with my free will and consent never to have any con- 
cern of any nature with the fort of Jeytpore, and not permit 
my dependants to go round it, nor shall I repair the breaches 
of the fort. In short, I shall have nothing to do with the above fort 
If anything contrary to the spirit and meaning of this agreement 
should ever take place, I agree that all the villages which are included 
in the Sunnud granted by the British Government be resumed by 
them. 

Article IX. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the ghauts under my autho- 
rity, BQ as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons 
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from ascending or descending the ghauts, or from entering the British 
territories through any of those passes; and if any neighbouring 
Chiefs or leaders should meditate an incursion into the British 
territories through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs in allegiance 
thereto, I engage to furnish the Officers of the British Government 
with information of the circumstance before his approach to the 
neighbourhood of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstruct his progress. 

Article X. 

Whenever, the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
ghauts through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree 
not only not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute 
respectable and intelligent persons to conduct them by the most 
convenient route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies 
so long as they may remain within or in the vicinity of my 
possessions. 

Article XL 

I engage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in 
attendance as a vakeel on the Officer of the British Government in 
this province for the purpose of executing his orders, and in the event 
of such vakeel being from any reason disapproved of by the said 
Officer, I agree immediately to appoint another in his stead.

I, Purseram, do hereby declare and acknowledge that I have sub- 
mitted in person to the British Government, and with a view to con- 
firm my obedience and submission I do hereby present this Ikrar- 
namah, comprising the following Articles : — 

Article 1. 

Whereas I, Purseram, freely and sincerely professing my obedience 
and submission to the British Government, have been ranked among 
the number of the dependants and adherents of that Government ; 
and Whereas John Richardson, Esq., Agent on the part of the Eight 
Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council for the general superin- 
tendence and control of the province of Bundelcund, has required from 
me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment : Therefore, and in consideration of the ample maintenance 
which has now been conferred upon me by the British Government, 
I do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Arti- 
cles under my own seal and signature, from which I hereby engage 
never to deviate and never to commit any act which shall in any degree 
violate the terms of the said Articles.

Article 2. 

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages 
of my jaghire and not to leave such village without orders from the 
Officers of the British Government. 

Article 3. 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders, 
plunderers, robbers or other evil-doers within or without the 
province of Bundelcund, especially with Eajah Earn; and not 
to pernut any such persons to reside in any of my villages; to 
give every information regarffing them to the Officer of the British 
Government and to relinquish all intercourse and correspondence 
whatever with them. I further engage not to enter into disputes 
with any of the servants and dependants of the British Govern- 
ment, and if a dispute should arise between any of the depend- 
ants of the Government, I engage to remain passive in such dispute, 
to afford no assistance to either party without orders from the British 
Government, and scrupulously to observe the duties of obedience and 
submission on all occasions. 


Article 4. 

If any inhabitant of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to seize and deliver him up 
to the Officers of the British Government ; and if any person should 
be deputed by the Government to apprehend such absconder, I agree 
not only not to oppose or impede such person, but to afford him every 
assistance in the apprehension of the offender. I further engage to 
obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts in all cases that 
shall occur after the date of this Ikrarnamah, and never to excite any 
disturbances or commotions whatever. 

Article S. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages of 
my jaghire ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travel- 
lers be stolen or plundered in any of the villages, I engage to i»ntrn 
the zemindar of such village responsible either for the restitution 
of stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the thief or robber 
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to the Officers of the British Government. And if any person amenable BUNDEL- 
to the British laws for murder^ or any other crime committed in the YVY v r] 
British territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage KJmddee 
to apprehend such person and deliver him up to the Government.

Kudhee and Jybrimha with their dependencies, situated in the 
pergunnah of Motound, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteen thou- 
sand Rupees agreeably to the subjoined statement, are hereby granted 
by the British Government in jaghire to the said Purseram. And 
so long as the said Purseram shall continue firm in his obedience to 
the British Govenunent and true to the terms of his Ikrarnamah, 
the aforesaid villages shall remain in his possession in perpetuity. 

It is incumbent on the said Purseram to render the inhabitants of 
his jaghire contented and grateful by his good government, to direct 
his utmost exertions to promote their comfort and conciliate their 
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JBUNdel- affections and to give no asylum to thieves or robbers in any of 
No. xxrviL tis villages. It is the duty of the peasantry and inhabitants to 
TMa, consider the said Purseram as paramount jaghiredar of the aforesaid 
villages, and to acknowledge his right to all the duties and iniinuuitics 
appertaining thereto, to offer no opposition or disobedience to him, nor 
to require the annual renewal of their Sunnud. 

After obtaining the sanction of the Eight Hon’ble the Governor- 
General this Sunnud shall be considered as valid.

The particulars of a Treaty between the Honorable Major-General 
Wellesley and Sreemunt Amrut Eao Babadoor. 


Abticle 1. 

It is agreed that during the natural life of Amrut Eao Bahadoor, and 
that of his son, Benaik Eao Bappa Sahib, he Amrut Eao (and his son 
after his decease) shall be ensured the enjoyment of a revenue of seven 
lakhs of Eupees. This shall either be granted in territory or in cash ; 
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tlie English Government considers itself responsible for its payment. 

The revenue of all such districts as are at present in Amrut Kao tj„ ■gYvv T~ 
Bahadoor’s possession must he included in the account of his annual r^a, 
revenue, and he shall receive the difference between their amount and 
the sum, fixed on for his support, of seven lakhs of Kupees. 

Article 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Bao is sincere in his professions of friend^iip 
to the English Government, he must meet the Honorable Major- 
General Wellesley, who means to advance to Aurungabad. 

Article 3. 

Amrut Kao must on all occasions exert himself cordially to for- 
ward the interests of the Honorable Company and His Highness the 
Peishwa, 


Article 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrut Kao may be 
satisfied of their perfect safety, and be assured they shall receive injury 
from no quarter whatever, as they will be under the protection of the 
British Government, After the meeting between the Honorable 
Major-General Wellesley and Amrut Kao shall have taken place, 
some arrangement shall be made for their support.* 

Article 5. 

When Amrut Kao joins General Wellesley, the more force both 
in cavalry and infantry that accompany him, the more will be the 
General’s satisfaction. 


Article 6, 

When Amrut Kao proceeds to join General Wellesley’s army, he 
will send his wife and all his family to the fort of Ahmednagur, or to 
Bombay or Salsette, or to such other place within the territories of the 
Honorable Company that he may more approve, and the English

STATES IN BUNDELCUND WITH WHICH THE 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT HAS TREATIES. 

From the Papers relating to Adoptions aird Successions^ and other 
original Records in the Foreign Office, 

KEWAH. 

The first Chief of this State with whom a Treaty was formed was 
Kajah Jey Sing Deo. Overtures which were made in 1803 after the 
conclusion of the Treaty of Baasein were rejected by the Eajah. In 
18l2j however^ a body of Pindareea invaded Mirzapore through the 
Eewah territory. The Eajah was believed to have abetted this enter- 
prise either through deliberate design or weakness^ and he was 
required to accede to a Treaty (No. XXXVIII.)^ by which he was 
acknowledged as the sovereign of his dominions^ was brought under 
the protection of the British Government, to whose arbitration he 
bound himself to refer all disputes with neighboring Chiefs, and 
engaged to permit British troops to march through or be stationed 
in his territories. 

The Kajah failed to fulfil his obligations ; and when a military post 
was established in his territory, he attempted to starve out the de- 
tachment, Troops were sent to enforce the execution of the engage- 
ments and to obtain security for their future fulfilment. Accordingly, 
on 2nd June 1813, another Treaty (No. XXXIX.) was made, confirm- 
ing the previous Treaty, and defining more clearly the Rajah’s relations 
with the British Government. The 5th Article of the Treaty ac- 
knowledged the right of the British Government to punish Lai Zubbur- 
dust Sing, Jaghiredar of Chowhat, who had contumaciously refused to 
allow the Government post to be laid through his territories, and the 
8th Article authorized the punishment of certain landholders in the 
Singrownee district, who had attacked a party of British troops during 
an armistice which had been agreed on for the purpose of negotiating 
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the above Treaty. Lai Zubburdust Sing was pardoned on his engaging 
(No. XL.) never again to offend against the British Government. 
The landholders in Singrownee were deprived of their proprietory 
rights^ which were conferred by a third Treaty (No. XLL) on the 
Kewah Rajahj who engaged not to molest certain of his subordinate 
Chiefs who had rendered assistance to the British Government. 

One of these guaranteed Chiefs was the Thakoor of Simeeria, In 
1823 he appealed to Government for protection from the Eewah Eajah, 
who had sent a force against him to enforce certain demands. The 
dispute was adjusted by the mediation of the British Government. In 
1833 the guarantee of the British Government was withdrawn at flie 
Thakoor’s own request, whereupon he was immediately deprived of 
his estates by the Maharajah. The application of the Thakoor for aid 
was not listened to, but in 1844 Government required the Maharajah 
to make a suitable provision for his widow. The British Government 
has also on two occasions directly interfered in behalf of the Thakoor 
of Singrowlee, whom the Maharajah unjustly deprived of his estates 
in Eewah. The estates of the Thakoor lie partly in Eewah and partly 
in British territory. 

Eajah Jey Sing Deo abdicated in favor of his son, Bishnath Sing, 
who was succeeded in 1834 by his son, Eugraj Sing, the present Chief, 
who, according to native history, is the 32nd Eajah. In 1847 the 
Eajah abolished Suttee throughout his dominions, For his services 
in 1857 the districts of Sohagpore and Amarkuntak were conferred in 
sovereignty on Eugraj Sing. He is bound to respect the rights of the 
Zemindars of Amarkuntak. The Maharajah has also been guai'anteed 
(No, XLII.) the right of adopting a successor. He has no direct 
heirs, having lost three sons that were born to him. 

The Maharajah receives a salute of seventeen guns. The territory 
of Eewah, including Sohagpore, contains an area of 12,723 square miles, 
and a population of about 1,280,000. The revenues are said to be from 
twenty to twenty-five lakhs of Eupees. 

OOECHA OR TEHREE. 

This is the oldest and highest in rank of all the Bundela States, and 
was the only State in Bundelcund which was not held in subjection by 
the Peishwa. The Mahrattas, however, severed from Tehree the 
territory which formed the State of Jhansi. It is said that when the 
Eajah of Tehree presented a nuzzur to the Governor-General in 1817, 
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he remarked that it was the first time his family had acknowledged 
the supremacy of any other power. 

Rajah Bikramajeet Moliuader was the ruling Chief when the British 
entered Bundelcundj and with him a Treaty of friendship and defen- 
sive alliance (No. XLIII.) was concluded on 23rd December 1812. 
This Chief died in 1834, and his only son, Dhurmpal, having died 
before him without issue, he was succeeded by his brother, Tej Sing, 
who died in 1842, having previously adopted his cousin’s son, Soojau 
Sing. Soojan Sing's right was disputed by the Larrai Ranee, the 
widow of Dhurmpal, who claimed the right to adopt a successor to 
the State. The pretensions of the Larrai Ranee led to serious 
disturbances, but as the adoption of Soojan Sing was acknowledged 
by the British Government, and acquiesced in by the neighboring 
Chiefs, Government established Soojan Sing in the succession under 
the Ranee, as Regent, till he attained his majority. Soojan Sing 
died a few months after he had reached his majority and taken 
the power into his own hands. On his death his widow was permitted, 
with the advice of the principal Bundela Chiefs, to adopt the 
present Chidf, Humeer Sing, a collateral relation of the family. 
The present Rajah is a minor, about thirteen years of age. In 
1862 he received a Sunnud (No. XXVI.), guaranteeing to him the 
right of adoption. The Larrai Ranee, widow of Dhurmpal, is Regeut. 

The Rajah of Tehree used to pay a tribute of Rupees 3,000 to Jhausi, 
for the jaghire of Terowlee. This payment fell to the British Govern- 
ment on the lapse of Jhansi, but it was remitted as a reward for the 
services of the Tehree Rajah in 1857. The Istumraree revenue of the 
village of Mohunpore, amounting to Rupees 200, was at the same time 
remitted. Suttee was prohibited in Tehree in 1847 by proclamation 
of the Rajahf 

The Rajah is entitled to a salute of eleven guns. The area of Tehree 
is estimated at 2,160 square miles, and the population at about 200,000 
souls. The revenues of Tehree were estimated in 1837 at six lakhs 
of Rupees, but they are believed to have since decreased. 

DUTTIA. 

The territories of Duttia came under the supremacy of the feritist 
Government with the other territories in Bundelcund ceded by the 
Peishwa under the Treaty of Bassein, The first Treaty with this 
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Schedule oe Villages granted to the Rajah op Bijawub in 1811.

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British entered the province. Rajah Eunjeet Sing requested to be 

taken into the friendship and protection of the British Government, and j ^ .xxxviiL 

presented a preliminary paper of six Articles. But nothing definite 

was done till 1812, when a Treaty (No. XL VI.) was concluded 

with him. Eunjeet Sing died in 1827 and was succeeded by his 

son, Hindooput, the present Chief, who is of unsound mind. He 

has two sons, Chutter Sing, aged about 20, and Earn Sing, about 

15 years. 

This Chief is entitled to a salute of eleven guns. He has received 
the right of adoption (No. XLVII.) The State is held subject 
to a relief of one quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct successions, 
and half a year’s net revenue on successions by adoption. The reve- 
nues of the State were estimated in 1837 at Eupees 4,50,000. The area 
is only 175 square miles, and the population about 30,000, Suttee was 
prohibited in Sumptur in 1847. 


No. XXXVIIL 

Treatt of Friendship and Defensive Alliance concluded between the British 

Government and the Rajah Jet Sing Deo, Rajah of Bewah and Mookund- 

PORE. 

Although the relations of amity have uniformly subsisted between 
the British Government and the State of Rewah, and especially since 
the augmentation of the intercourse between the two States by the 
annexation of a portion of the province of Bundelcund to the British 
dominions, those amicable relations have been cultivated and improved 
by reciprocal acts of friendship, yet no formal engagements, imposing 
upon the two parties specific obligations with respect to each other, 
have hitherto been concluded; and Eajah Jey Sing Deo, the present 
ruler of Rewah and Mookundpore, having now expressed a desire that 
this defect should be supplied by the conclusion of a Treaty of friend- 
ship and defensive alliance, and the Eight Honorable the Governor- 
General in Council being cordially disposed to accede to the wishes 
of the Rajah in this respect declared; the following Articles of 
Treaty are by mutual consent concluded between the British

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State was concluded with Rajah Pareecheitj on loth March 1804 
(No. XLIV.) After the deposition of the Peishwa in 1817, a tract 
of land on the east of the River Sinde was added to Duttia, as a 
reward for the attachment of the Rajah to the British Government, 
and a new Treaty (No. XLV.) was made with him. Rajah Paree-^ 
cheit died in 1839, without issue, having previously adopted a found- 
ling, Beejye BahaJoor, whose succession was recognised. The 
succession of Beejye Bahadoor was opposed by Dewan Muddun Sing 
of Barownee, a collateral branch of Pareecheit’s family, on the ground 
of an old agreement, that in the event of the Duttia Chief dying 
without male heirs, the succession would lie in the Barownee family. 
But as Government had already recognised the adoption of Beejye 
Bahadoor, the country was very fairly governed, and the succession 
was agreeable to the people, the claims of the Barownee family were 
set aside. The Thakoor of Barownee also endeavored to obtain a 
recognition of the distinct tenure of his jaghlre in independence of the 
Chief of Duttia, but in this he did not succeed. 

Beejye Bahadoor, who died in 1857, left an illegitimate son, Uijoon 
Sing, but was succeeded by his adopted son, Bhowanee Sing, the pre- 
sent Chief, a minor. In consequence of disturbances caused by the 
advocacy of the claims of Urjoon Sing, who was supported by the 
Ranee Regent, Urjoon Sing was removed from Duttia. Subsequently 
a rebellion was raised by the Ranee and her followers, who seized 
the fort of Seonda. The fort was reduced by a British force, 
the chief rebels were sentenced to imprisonment for life in the fort of 
Chunar, and the Ranee was placed under close surveillance. The 
claims of the Barownee branch of the family to the succession were 
again brought forward and rejected in 1861. 

The Rajah is entitled to a salute of eleven guns. The privilege of 
adoption has been conferred on him (No. XXVI.) The area of Duttia 
is 850 square miles, and the population about 120,000 souls. The re- 
venues are estimated at Rupees 10,00,000. The Rajah of Duttia pays 
to Sindia, through the British Government, Rupees 15,000 of Nanasahi 
currency on account of the Pergunnah of Nuddeegaon. In 1847 the 
Rajah of Duttia prohibited Suttee. In 1862 all transit duties were 
abolished.

The Governor-General in Connell acknowledges Eajali J ey Sing 

Deo to be the lawful possessor of the present dominions of Eewah, 
which have been held by him and his ancestors in successive genera- 
tions during a long course of years^ and in compliance with the 
Eajah’s requestj and for his entire satisfaction^ assures hinij agreeably 
to justice and the uniform principles of the British Government, that 
so long as the aforesaid Rajah, his heirs and successors, shall truly and 
faithfully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance according 
to the true spirit and intent of this Treaty, it will not commit hostilities 
against the Rajah of Eewali, nor take possession of or in any way 
encroach on any part of his territories. On the contrary, the British 
Government engages to protect and defend the dominions at pre- 
sent in the Rajah’s possession from the aggressions of any foreign 
power in the same manner as the dominions of the Honorable Company 
are protected and defended. 

Article 2. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the preceding 
Article, engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the 
Rajah of Rewab from the aggressions of any foreign power, it is 
hereby agreed between the contracting parties that whenever the Rajah 
shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign 
power to invade his territories, he shall report the circumstances of 
the case to the British Government, which will endeavor by repre- 
sentation and remonstrance "‘to avei't such design, and if its endeavors 
to that eflTect shall fail of success, the British Government will be 
prepared, on the requisition of the Rajah, to detach a force of British 
troops into his territories for their protection. In which event the 
expenses of those troops during the period they may be so employed, 
calculating from the day of their entering the Rajah’s dominions 
until that of their quitting them on their return, shall be defrayed 
by the aforesaid Rajah. If the apprehended design of invading 
the Rajah’s territories shall be referable to any disputed claim 
between the Rajah and the other power, the Rajah shall report all 
the circumstances of such disputed claim to the British Government, 
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which will then interpose its mediation for the adjustment of the 
dispute, and the Rajah, relying in the justice and equity of the British ^^7x3^011. 
Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If, notwith- 
•standing the Rajah’s acquiescence in that award, the other poAver shall 
persist in its hostile designs, the British Government will be ready 
to afford its assistance in the manner above provided. If any of the 
Rajah’s troops shall at any time be required to serve in the British 
territories, the Rajah engages to furnish the same ; and in that 
event, the expense of them, calculated at the rate of 20 Rupees per 
mensem for each horseman, and 6 Rupees per mensem for each foot 
soldier actually furnished by the Rajah, shall be defrayed by the British 
Government from the date of their leaving the Rajah’s territories 
until that of their return. Whenever the troops of the British 
Government and of the Rajah shall have occasion to act together, 
the Commander of the Rajah’s troops shall conform to the advice 
and act under the instructions of the British Commanding Officers. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah of Rewah being the acknowledged sovereign of his own 
dominions, the British Government will not consider itself entitled to 
take cognizance of any complaint which may be preferred to it by any 
of the relations, subjects, or servants of the Rajah, who on his part 
shall not possess a claim to the aid of British troops for the support of 
his authority within the limits of his dominions. 

Article 4. 

Jf the Rajah of Rewah shall at any time have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant 
on the British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the 
arbitration and decision of that Government, and to abide by its 
award, and on no account to commit aggression against the other party, 
or to employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim, or 
for the redress of the grievance of which he may complain. On 
the other hand the British Government engages to withhold its allies 
or dependants from committing any aggression against the Rajah of 
Rewah, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they 
may have upon the Rajah of Rewah, according to the strict principles of 
justice ; the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 
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No. xxxvni. The Eajah of Eewah engages never to grant an asylum within his 
. Beaah. dominions to any enemies of the British Government, or to rebels, 
but on the contrary to exert his utmost endeavors for tlie apprehen- 
sion of such persona, and if apprehended to deliver them up to the 
Officers of the British Government. The Rajah further engages not 
to permit the families of persons of that description to reside within 
his territories. If any of the enemies of the Rajah or the rebels to 
his Government shall take refuge within the British territories, the 
British Government on receiving notice thereof from the Rajah of 
Rewah will, after due investigation, pursue such measures with regard 
to the fugitives as equity and justice may appear to require, adopting 
at the same time every practicable means to prevent their committing 
any acts injurious to the territory and Government of the Rajah. 

Article 6. 

"Whereas robbers issuing from the territories of the Rajah of Rewah 
frequently commit depredations in those of the Company, the Rajah 
engages, on receiving an application from the Officers of the British 
Government, to exert his authority for the purpose of ai’resting the 
persons accused of such crimes, and when apprehended to cause them 
to be delivered over to the said Officers. 

Article 7. 

If any of the brothers or servants of the Rajah of Rewah shall calum- 
niate, misrepresent, or accuse the Rajah before the British Govern- 
ment, that Government will not without enquiry and proof give credit 
to the statements of such persons. 

Article 8. 

The honor, rank, and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estimat- 
ed by the British Government in the same degree as that in which 
they were estimated by the former Emperors of Hindoostan. 

Article 9. 

Whenever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send 
its troops into the dominions of the Rajah of Eewah, or to station or 
canton a British force within the Rajah’s territories for the purpose of 
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guarding against the advance or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, 

or of Pindarrahs or other predatory bodies, it shall be competent to the xxxii n 

British Government so to detach its troops, and the JRajah of Kewah 

shall give his consent accordingly. The Kajah shall also on any such 

occasion station his troops according to the advice of the Officers of 

the British Government at the Ghaut of Chundeah, Kawreah, or such 

Ghauts or passes as the British Commanding Officer shall point out. 

The Commanding Officer of the British troops which may be thus 
employed in the Rajah’s territories, shall not in any manner interfere 
in the internal concerns of the Rajah’s Government. Whatever 
materials or supplies may be required for the British Canton- 
ments, or for the use of the British troops during their continuance 
in the Rajah’s territories, shall be readily furnished by the Rajah’s 
Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the 
bazar. If any materials which are indispensably necessary should 
happen not to be procurable by purchase, and it shall consequently 
become necessary to take such articles wherever found in the Rajah’s 
dominions, the price of such articles shall be paid for by the British 
Government at the rate that may be settled by arbitrators appointed 
by the British Government and the Rajah respectively. 

Article 10. 

The Rajah of Rewah being admitted among the number of -the 
Allies of the British Government, engages at all times to comply with 
any just and reasonable requisition connected with the interests and 
prosperity of that Government, to conform to its advice, and to the 
utmost of his power to fulfil the obligations of friendship and attach- 
ment towards the British power. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah 
of Rewah, through the Agency of Mr. John Richardson, in virtue of 
powers delegated to him by the Eight Honorable Lord Minto, Gover- 
nor-General in Council, on the one part, and Bukhshy Baugwan Dhut, 
the vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, Mr. Richardson has delivered 
to the said vakeel one copy of the Treaty in English, Persian, and 
Hindoo, signed and sealed by himself, and the said vakeel has delivered 
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to Mr. Richardson another copy duly executed by the Rajahs and 
Mr. Richardson has engaged to procure and deliver to the said vaheel 
within the space of thirty days a copy ratified by the seal of the Com- 
pany and the signature of the Governor-General in Counoilj on the 
delivery of which the copy executed by Mr. Richardson shall be 
returned^ and the Treaty shall be considered from that time to have 
full force and effect. 

Signed, sealed^ and exchanged at Banda, on the Fifth of October 
A. D, 1812. 


No. XXXIX. 

Second Teeatv concluded between the Bbitish Government and Bajaii Jet 

Sing Deo. 

Whereas on the 5th of October 1812, corresponding with 15th 
Kooar 1869 Sumbut, a Treaty of mutual friendship and defensive 
alliance was concluded between the British Government and the 
Rajah of Rewah ; and Whereas the Rajah of Rewah having failed to 
fulfil the engagements which the aforementioned Treaty imposed 
upon him, the British Government was compelled, in vindication of 
its honor and its rights, to detach its troops into Rewah to enforce 
the execution of those engagements, and to obtain security for their 
due fulfilment in future; and Whereas the Rajah, having now 
returned to a proper sense of his relations with the British Go- 
vernment, and having expressed his contrition for the past, agrees 
to the following conditions, for himself, and for his heirs and 
successors. 


Article 1. 

All the stipulations of the Treaty concluded on the 5th of October 
1812, corresponding with the 15th of Kooar 1869 Sumbut, are hereby 
declared to be in full force and eflFect, in as far as they are not 
affected nor altered by the following conditions contained in this 
'Treaty. 
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Article 2. 

The Rajah of Eewah hereby binds himself to engage in no cor- 
respondence of a political nature Avith any Foreign State or Chief what- 
-ever without the privity and consent of the British Governmentj or 
its representative^ the Agent in Bundelcund. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah engages to receive and permit to remain at his place of 
residence a news-writer or any other Agent on the part of the British 
Government or the Agent in Bundelcund^ and to maintain an autho- 
rized vakeel Avith the Agent and with the Commanding Officer of any 
British detachment which may be stationed within his territory, both 
for the purpose of maintaining the general relations of amity, and of 
enforcing the supply of provisions, and ready compliance with the just 
demands of the Commanding Officer. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah of Revvah agrees to allow dawks to be established through 
his territory by the Officers of the British Government in any 
direction that may be deemed ‘ necessary, to compel his feudatory 
Chiefs to do the same, and to punish them in case of opposition ; 
and the Rajah acknowledges the right of the British Government 
to punish them for such opposition, in the event of his own inability 
to do BO. 


Article 5. 

Lall Zubburdust Sing, the jaghiredar of Chourhut, having, in a 
very insulting and contumacious manner, refused to permit the Hon’ble 
Company’s dawk to be laid through his jaghire, the exemplary 
punishment of the aforesaid jaghiredar is indispensable. The British 
Government is accordingly resolved to inflict exemplary punishment 
on this jaghiredar, and the Rajah of Rewah not only acknowledges 
the right of the British Government to do so, but agrees to aid and 
co-operate with the British troops in effecting that object. 

The Rajah further engages to use his utmost means to punish Lall 
Zubburdust Sing himself, whenever the British Government shall 
require him to do so. 
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Article 6. 

Fre(][iieiit instances of robberies and other crimes have ocenrred 
within the British territory^ the perpetrators of wdiich issue iroin suul 
take refuge within the Eewah territory ; and thci’eby not only escaj>e 
the punishment due to their crimes but continue to iiilcst the llouble 
Company’s adjacent territoxy with impunity, keeping the inhabit axUs 
in a constant state of alarm. With a view to suppress this evil, tlm 
Eajah hereby agrees to permit the tx'oops or Police Officers of the 
British Government to pass Into the Rcwuli territories for the pur* 
suit and apprehension of all such offenders, and also to afford them, 
and to cause his officei’s and jaghiredai's to afford them, every neccs* 
sary assistance in discovering and apprehending the objects of their 
pursuit. 


Article 7. 

The Rajah of Rewah agi-ees to consider those jaghiredars and 
others, residents of his country, who have been well-disposed towards 
the British Government, on the present occasion, as his friends ; and 
will not molest or retaliate upon them for the favoi'able disposition 
they may have shown. The friends of the British Government shall 
be his friends, and its enemies his enemies* 

Article 8. 

On the 2nd of May 1813, corresponding with the 17th Bysakh 1870 
Sumbut, an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities was 
concluded between Lalla Pertab Singh, on the part of the Rajah of 
Rewah, and Colonel Martindell, Commanding the British troops. A 
party of sepoys escorting a cart of military stores appertaining to a 
detachment proceeding from the Singrownah Pass were, on the 7th of 
May 1813, corresponding with the 22ud of Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, trea- 
cherously and in direct violation of the above agreement, attacked by a 
large body of horse and foot near to the village of Suttenee, and several 
sepoys were killed and wounded, and the property plundered. The 
Eajah of Rewah having solemnly disavowed all knowledge or partici- 
pation in the above atrocious act, hereby acknowledges the I'ight of the 
British Government to punish the perpetrators of it in whatever 
manner and at whatever time it may please 5 and the Rajah furtlxer

agrees to afford every assistance and co-operation in the accom- 
plishment of the above object that the British Government may 
require of him. 


Article 9. 

It is both just and equitable that the Rajah of Rewah should 
indemnify the British Government for the expense of the armament 
which has been equipped and marched into Rewah in consequence of 
his failure to perform the conditions of his former engagements. At 
the lowest estimation the extra expense of that armament costs the 
British Government the sum of thirty-three thousand eight hundred 
and eight Rupees per mensem, and the preparations having com- 
menced some days before the lat of April 1813, corresponding with 
the 15th of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, it is agreed by the British Go- 
vernment that the expense shall be calculated from that date. The 
Rajah of Rewah accordingly hereby acknowledges himself justly 
responsible for the payment of the above expense monthly to the 
British Government, calculating from the 1st of April 1813, or the 
15tli of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, until such time as the objects of the 
present detachment shall have been entirely completed. In consi- 
deration, however, of the Rajah having obeyed the summons to 
repair in person to Colonel Martindeirs camp on terms of uncondi- 
tional submission, and in order to remove from the Rajah every excuse 
for the punctual liquidation of the amount, the British Government 
consents to limit the period of the charge to the 10th of May 1813, 
corresponding with the 25th Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, the day on 
which the Rajah came into camp. Upon this principle the sum to 
be paid by the Rajah is forty-five thousand one hundred and seventy- 
three Rupees. The Rajah hereby engages to pay the above sum by 
the following instalments, any deviation from which will subject him* 
to the penalties of a breach of the Treaty :

Whereas by the 3rd Article of the Treaty concluded between the 
Honorable Company and the Eajah of Eewah on the second of Juno 
1813, corresponding with 19th Jyte 1870 Sumbut, the Eajah of Eewah 
has engaged to receive and permit to remain at his place of residence, 
a news-writer or any other agent on the part of the British Govern- 
.ment, or the Agent in Bundelcund ; and Whereas the Eajah has by the 
4th Article of the aforesaid Treaty engaged to allow a dawk to be es- 
tablished through his territory, by the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment in any direction which may be deemed necessary ; The Rajah, 
in the true spirit and intent of those stipulations, engages to treat the 
news-writer or agent of the British Government or of the Agent in 
Bundelcund, with every mark of attention and consideration due to 
their relative rank and character, and also to allow a free passage 
through his territories to all hurcarrahs, cossids, or otlicr messengers, 
whom the Officers of the British Government may, at any time, have 
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occasion to employ, and to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same, 
under the penalties and conditions prescribed with respect to the 
dawk. The Rajah further promises and engages to perforin at all 
times those offices of friendship which are usual between allied States, 
and which may be necessary to accomplish the objects of the Treaty.

Whereas in consequence of the opposition made by me to the estab- 
lishment of the Honorable Company’s dawk in my jaghire, it became 
stipulated in the 5th Article of the second Treaty concluded between 
the British Government and the Government of Rewah, under date the 
2nd June 1813, that the British Government should have the discre- 
tion of inflicting upon me an adequate punishment ; and Whereas in 
consequence of my having come into the British Camp on terms of 
unconditional obedience to the British Government, and signed an 
engagement to the Superintendent of Political Affairs to surrender my 
lands and fort whenever required to the British Government, the 
British Government has been mercifully pleased to pardon my offences 
and to reinstate me in the enjoyment of my lands, on condition of my 
fulfilling all the objects of the alliance between the British and 
Rewah Governments as far as may lay in my power : I do therefore 
hereby engage to exert myself to the utmost of my power to obstruct 
the approach of Pindarries or other predatory troops who may attempt 
to nass throuffh mviurisdiction. to nhov without scrnnl ft all rpniiTsitinns 
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tliat may be made to me by Officers of the British Government 
connected with the obstruction of predatory troops, with collecting 
materials for constructing cantonments, furnishing supplies to Bri- 
tish troops, assisting and facilitating the progress of dawk, hurcarrahs, 
cossids, and messengers of every other description, and with seizing and 
delivering up criminals, whether such requisitions shall be made 
to me directly by Officers of the British Government or through tho 
Government of Eewah.

TmKD Teeaty concluded between tlic British Government and Government 

of Kewah. 

Whereas by the 5th and 8th Articles of the second Treaty concluded 
between the British Government and the Government of Bewah on 
the 2nd June 1813, corresponding with the 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, 
the British Government acquired the right to punish Lai Zubburdust 
Sing, jaghiredar of Chourhut, and certain landholders in the Sing- 
rownah district for certain offences committed by them against the Bri- 
tish Government; and as a necessary consequence of that right, tho 
British Government acquired also the right to expel those i)ersonB 
from their possessions and to dispose of their proprietary right to 
their lands (the rights of Sovereignty over their lands remaining, as 
heretofore, inviolate with the Rewah Government) : That is to say, 
the British Government has acquired the power to transfer all tho 
rights formerly enjoyed by those persons who have forfeited their 
possessions under the provisions of the 5tli and 8th Articles of the 
Treaty aforesaid, to such new proprietors as it may please to select, 
the new proprietors agreeing to fulfil those duties of allegiance to tho 
Rewah Government, to which their predecessors, who have been 
expelled, were subject; and Whereas, it being an object with tho 
Rewah Government to obtain the proprietary right in the lands ■ 
forfeited by the persons above alluded to, and it being also tho* 
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(llsinterested wish of the British Government to promote the interests 
of those who have shewn their attachment to its cause in the course of 
the operations of the British troops in Bewah: The following arrange- 
ment has accordingly been agreed to for the mutual accommodation 
of both States. 


Article 1. 

All the stipulations in the Treaties and Engagements heretofore 
concluded between the British Government and the Government of 
Eewah, are hereby declared to be in full force and effect, in as far as 
they are not altered nor affected by the following conditions contained 
in this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The British Government hereby transfers to the Government of 
Bewah from this date all proprietary right in the lands in the Singrow- 
nah district which it has lately acquired by the operation of the 8 th 
Article of the second Treaty, dated 2nd June 1813, corresponding 
with 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, with this reservation, that the Eewah 
Government shall not reinstate Buchpal Sing in the lands of Suttenee 
formerly held by him, and that the Eewah Government shall he 
responsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may place in 
the possession of the forfeited lands. 

Article 3. 

The Eewah Government hereby disclaims all right to levy from 
Lall Jugmohun Sing, jaghiredar of Simereeah, any portion of the 
penalty imposed upon the Eewah Government by the 9th Article 
of the Treaty of the 2nd June 1813, corresponding with the 19th of 
Jeyth 1870 Sumbut. 


Article 4. 

The British Government being desirous that Lall Jugmohun Sing 
of Simereeah be guaranteed in the possession of the lands now held by 
him in jaghire, the Eewah Government hereby engages that the 
said Lall Jugmohun Sing shall 'remain in unmolested possession of 
the lands which he now occupies; but without any change in his 
relation to the Eewah State. 
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Article 5. 

By Article ?tli of the Second Treaty, the Eewah Government 
engages not to molest those jaghiredars and others, residents of Rewah, 
who have been well disposed towards the British Government, Cer- 
tain persons, who humanely succoured the British Sepoys that were 
wounded at Suttenee in Bysakh 1870, and others who have given in- 
formation respecting those who were concerned in the above outrage, 
as well as in the murder of a sepoy employed to protect the town of 
Raepore on the following day, having thereby exposed themselves to 
the resentment of all who were in any way implicated in those 
outrages, the Kewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to 
protect all those persons from suffering any injury or molestation 
whatever in consequence of such assistance rendered by them to the 
British cause. 


Article 6. 

Lai Zubburdust Sing, jaghiredar of Chourhut, having voluntai'ily 
surrendered himself to the British Government on terms of uncon- 
ditional submission, the British Government has been pleased to 
pardon his offence, and to restore him to the enjoyment of his 
possessions which he had forfeited by his former misconduct, on 
his executing an engagement never again to offend against the British 
Government An attested copy of this engagement is furnished 
to the Rewah Government, and as that instrument contains nothing 
inconsistent with the rights derived by the British Government from 
its engagements with Eewah, the Eewah Government declares itself 
responsible to the British Government for the due execution of the 
conditions of that engagement, in the same manner as it is of course 
responsible for the due execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties 
on the part of all its subjects and feudatories. 

Article 7, 

This Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British Government and the Eewah State, through 
the agency of Mr. John Wauchope, in virtue of powers delegated to him 
by the Bight Honorable the Earl of Moira, Governor-General in Coun- 
cil, on the one part, and Eajah Jye Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah and 
Mokundpore, and Baboo Bishonath Sing, the Rajah’s eldest son, and 
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associated with him in the administration of the Eewah Grovernment, in 
person, on the other part, Mr, Wauchope has delivered to the said Rajah ' 
and Baboo on6 copy of the Treaty, in English and Persian and Hindooi, 
signed and sealed by himself, and the said Rajah and Baboo have deli- 
vered to Mr, Wauchope another copy duly executed by them, and Mr. 
Wauchope has engaged to procure and deliver to the accredited vakeel 
of the Eewah Government within the space of thirty days, a copy 
ratified by the seal of the Company and the signature of the Governor- 
General in Council, on the delivery of which, the copy executed by 
Mr. Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be considered 
from that rime to have full force and eflfect. 

Signed^ sealed^ and exchanged at Kurwaee^ on this Eleventh day of 
March 1814, corresponding with the 5th of Chyth 1221 Fuslee,

To Maharajah 'Eughooe A j Sing op Eewah. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several 
Princes and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should 
be perpetuated, and that the representation and dignity of their Houses 
should be continued ; I hereby, in fulfilment of this desire, repeat to 
you the assurance which I communicated to you in the Cawnpore 
Durbar in November 1859, that on failure of direct heirs the adoption 
by yourself and future Rulers of your State, of a successor according to 
the ancestral custom of your family will be recognized and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to 
you so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the 
condition of the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its 
obligations to the British Government,

Treaty of Fhiehdship and Defensive Alliance concluded between the British 
Government and the Kajah of Oorcha. 

The Eajali Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, Eajah of Oorcha^ one 
of the Chiefs of Bundelcund, by whom and his ancestors his present 
possessions have been held in successive generations during a long 
course of years without paying tribute or acknowledging vassalage to 
any other power, having on all occasions manifested a sincere friend- 
ship and attachment to the British Government, and having solicited 
to be placed under the powerful protection of that Government, the Bri- 
tish Government, relying on the continuance of that disposition which 
the Rajah has hitherto manifested towards it, and on his adherence to 
whatever engagements he may form on the basis of a more intimate 
union of his interests with those of the Honorable Company, has 
acceded to the Rajah’s request, and the following Articles of a Treaty 
of friendship and alliance are accordingly by mutual consent concluded 
between the British Government and the said Rajah Mahender Bicker- 
majeet Bahader, his heirs and successors. 

Article 1. 

The Rajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcha, hav- 
ing professed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, 
he is admitted henceforward among the number of the allies of the 
British Government ; accordingly the said Eajah hereby engages to 
consider the friends of that Government as his friends, and its enemies 
as bis enemies, and to abstain from molesting any Chief or State in 
alliance or in amity with the British Government ; and considering all 
persons who may be disaffected to that Government as his own ene- 
mies, he further engages to afford no protection to such persons or 
their families in his country, to hold no intercourse or correspondence 
of any nature with them, but on the contrary, to use every means in 
his power to seize and deliver them up to the Officers of the British 
Government, 

Article 2. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah 
Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader by inheritance, and is now in his 
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possession, is hereby guaranteed to the said Rajah and to his heirs 
and successors, and they shall never be molested in the enjoyment 
of the said territory by the British Government nor any of its allies 
or dependents, nor shall any tribute be demanded from him or them. 
The British Government, moreover, engages to protect and defend 
the dominions at present in Rajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader’s 
possession from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregoing 
Article, engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by 
the Rajah of Oorcha from the aggressions of any foreign power, 
it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties that, whenever 
the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend design on the part of any 
foreign power to invade his territories, whether in consequence of 
any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall report the cir- 
cumstances of the case to the British Government, which will interpose 
its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, 
relying on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees 
implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression shall 
be referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavor, 
by representation and remonstrance, to avert the design ; and if, in the 
former case, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in the award 
of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile 
designs, and if, in the latter case, the endeavors of the Bidtish Govern- 
ment should fail of success, such measures will be adopted for the 
protection of the Rajah’s territories as the circumstances of the case 
may appear to require. 
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Article 4, 

If at any time the Rajah of Oorcha shall have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent 
on the British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to 
the arbitration and decision of that Government, and to abide by its 
award, and on no account to commit aggression against the other party, 
or to employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the 
redress of the grievance of which he may complain. On the other 
hand, the British Government engages to withhold its allies or 
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dependents from committing any aggression against the Eajali of 
Oorcha, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they 
may have upon the Eajah of Oorcha according to the strict principles of 
justice, the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Article 5. 

The Rajah of Oorcha engages at all times to employ his utmost 
exertions in defending the roads and passes of his country against any 
enemies or predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through 
it into the territories of the Honorable Company, 

Article 6. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its 
^roops through the dominions of the Rajah of Oorcha, or to station a 
British force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British 
Government so to detach or station its troops, and the Rajah of Oorcha 
shall give his consent accordingly. The Commander of the British 
troops which may thus eventually pass through or temporarily occupy 
a position within the Rajah’s territories, shall not in any manner 
interfere in the internal concerns of the Rajah’s. Government What- 
ever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Rajah’s territories shall be 
readily furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid 
for at the price current of the bazar. 

Article 7- 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British 
subject or Europeans of any nation or description whatever, without 
the consent of the British Government. 

Article 8, 

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British Government and the Rajah Mahender 
Bickermajeet Bahader, the Rajah of Oorcha, through the agency of John 
Wauchope, Esq., in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Right 
Honorable the Governor-General in Council on the one part, and Lalla 
Dhakiin Lall, the vakeel of the said Rajah, on the other, Mr. John 
Wauchope has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the Treaty in 
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English^ Persian^ and Hindooij signed and sealed by himself, and the 
said vakeel has delivered to Mr. John Wauchope another copy duly 
executed by the Rajah^ and Mr. John Wauchope engages to procure 
and deliver to the said vakeel, within the space of thirty days, a copy 
ratified by the seal of the Company and the signature of the Grover- 
nor-G-eneral in Council, on the delivery of which the copy executed 
by Mr. John Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be 
considered from that time to have full force and eflFect. 

Signed^ sealed^ and exchanged at Banda^ in Bundelcund^ on the 
Twenty-^third day of Decemher 1812, corresponding with the Sixth day 
of Poos 1220 Fuslee, 

Ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council 
at Fort William in Bengal, this 8th day of January 1813. 


No. XLIV. 

Treatv concluded between Rao Rajah Parbechut of Dutteeah, and Captain 
Baillie, Political Agent of His Excellency General Lake, Commander-in -Chief, 
&c,, &c., &c,, at Koonjun Ghat, the 15th day of March 1804. 

Whereas a firm Treaty of alliance and friendship subsists between 
the British Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and by a 
mutual agreement between these two powers, a portion of the Province 
of Bundelcund has been ceded in perpetual sovereignty to the Hon'ble 
Company : and Whereas shortly after the arrival of the British army 
in Bundelcund Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the ruler of Dutteeah, 
repaired to the British Standard, and was admitted among the number 
of the dependents of the British Government : Therefore, and with a 
view to the greater security and confidence of Rao Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor, a Treaty, comprising the following Articles, is now con- 
cluded between the British Government and the said Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor. 

Article L 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having professed his obedience and 
attachment to the British Government and to that of His Highness 
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the Peishwa, hereby engages to consider the friends of both Govern- 
ments as his friendsj and their enemies as his enemies : that is to say, 
he promises not to molest any Chief or State^ who shall be obedient 
to the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa^ and 
considering all such as may be rebellious or disalfected to those Govern- 
ments as his own enemies^ he engages to give no protection in his 
country to such persons or their families^ to hold no intercourse or coi*- 
respondence of any nature with them, and to use every means in his 
power to seize and deliver them over to the Government against which 
they may offend. 

Article 2. 

If at any time a dispute arise between Eajah Pareechut Bahadoor, 
and any neighbouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to communicate the grounds 
of such dispute to the British Government, that they may have an 
opportunity of investigating the matter in dispute, and of adjusting it 
to the mutual satisfaction of the parties, or of punishing the party who 
shall be refractory. 

Article 3. 

The ilaka of Bhandere and certain other mehals having been 
lately ceded by the British Government to the Eana of Gohud, the 
Rajah engages to abstain from all manner of interference with the said 
ilaka and mehals; and the Rajah further engages to live on terms 
of amity and friendship with all the neighbouring Chiefs who have 
professed their obedience and attachment to the British Government, 
and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those Chiefs. 

Article 4. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in 
punishing the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions 
of Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Eajah engages to join the British 
forces with his army, and to assist in the accomplishment of their 
views, and if at any time a detachment of the British ^orce shall 
march into the Rajah’s territory for the purpose of quelling disturb- 
ances there, the whole expenses of such detachment shall be defrayed 
by the Rajah ; on the other hand, if the assistance of the Rajah’s 
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troops be at any time demanded for the purpose of quelling disturb- 
ances in the British territory, the expense of such troops shall be 
borne by the British Government. 

Article 5. 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor is in reality the commander of his own 
troops, but it is hereby agreed, that on every occasion, when they may 
be acting with the British forces, the general command of the whole 
shall be vested in the Commanding Officer of the British troops ; and 
in the event of peace being concluded, due attention shall be paid to 
the interests of the Rajah. 


Article 6. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British 
subject, or European of any nation or description whatever without 
the consent of the British Government. 

Article 7. 

The ancestors of Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having uniformly been 
treated with respect and distinction by the powers of Hindoostan and 
by His Highness the Peishwa, and having uniformly enjoyed the 
undisturbed possession of the territory, now in the Rajah’s occupation, 
the Rajah shall in like manner experience every degree of consider- 
ation and favor under the British Government, so long as he shall 
continue faithful and attached to its interests. 

Article 8. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah 
Pareechut Bahadoor by inheritance, is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, 
and to his heirs and successors, and they shall never be molested in the 
enjoyment of the said territory by the British Government, nor by any 
of their allies. 


Article 9. 

If Rajsch Ambajee Inglia at any time molest the possessions 
of the Rajah, the British Government shall interfere to prevent 
him. 
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Article 10. 

Accusations of dIsalFectionj if adduced by any person against the 
Bajalij shall not be attended to by the British Government^ unless the 
truth of them be proved. This Agreement, containing ten Articles, 
signed and sealed by Captain John Baillie and Rao Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor on the 15th of the month of March, corresponding with the 
2nd of the month of Zelhij 1218 Hijeree, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 
1861 Sumbut, at Koonjun Glult, is delivered to Rao Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor, and another of the same date, tenor and contents, signed 
and sealed by the parties on the same day, is delivered to Captain 
John Baillie. Wlienever the ratification of this Agreement under the 
seal and signature of His Excellency General Lake, or of His Ex- 
cellency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General, 
shall be delivered to Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages 
to return this Agreement. 


No. XLV. 

The ATT between the British Government and the Rajah of Dutteeah. 

Dated Slst July 1818. 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concluded between the British 
Government and Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, on the 15th 
of March 1804 ; and Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between 
the British Government and the late Peishwa, under date the 13th 
of June 1817, the territory held in jaghire from the Peishwa by the 
Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, north of the Nerbuddah River, was ceded 
to the British Government ; and Whereas the Rajah of Dutteeah by 
the zeal, fidelity and attachment which he has uniformly manifested to 
the British Government since the-date of his former Treaty, and more 
especially by the prompt and effectual assistance he afforded the British 
troops during the late encampment of the army under the. personal 
command of the Most Noble the Governor-General within his country, 
has established a just claim to the liberality and indulgence of 
the British Government, the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, 
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Governor-General, influenced by these considerations, lias consented to 
bestow in perpetuity upon the said Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, “noTxl^ 
that portion of the late jaghire of the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, 
lying east of the River Sinde, commonly called the Chourassee, 
subject however to the charges and conditions set forth in the 
following Articles, With a view also to the further strengthening 
and confirming of the friendship and attachment of the State of 
Dutteeah, the British Government has consented to protect the 
Dutteeah territory against all foreign enemies- The following Articles 
have accordingly been concluded between Rajah Pareechut, Rajah 
of Dutteeah, and the British Government, in amendment of the 
former Treaty : — 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Rajah 
Pareechut, under date the 15th of March 1804, is hereby confirmed, 
with exception to such parts of it as are amended or altered by the 
provisions of this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The British Government hereby grants in perpetuity to the said 
Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, all those lands lying to the east of 
the River Sinde, known by the name of Chourassee, and formerly 
held by the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, as detailed in the subjoined 
list, subject however to the conditions and charges contained in 
the following Articles. The Rajah is hereby also confirmed in 
the permanent possession of that part of the Vinchoorker jaghire, 
contained also in the subjoined list, which is already in the Rajah’s 
possession. 

Article 3. 

Rao Gunput Rao, the Agent of the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, will 
receive an assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum on 
the aforesaid lands ; and the Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to pay 
to the said Gunput Rao the above provision, in such manner as the 
Most Noble the Governor-General may direct. 

Article 4. 

The British Government hereby agrees to protect the original 
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^cund"^ territory of the Rajah of Dutteeah, as well as the district now granted 
Ho. XLV. to the Rajah, from the aggressions of all foreign powers. 

Duttia, 

Article 5. 


The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing 
Article engaged to protect the territory of Dutteeah from the aggres- 
sions of all foreign powers, it is hereby agreed between the contracting 
parties, that whenever the Rajah of Dutteeah shall apprehend a design 
on the part of any foreign power to Invade his territories, whether in 
consequence of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, which 
will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, 
and the Rajah, relying on the justice and equity of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended 
aggressions shall be referable to any other cause, the British Govern- 
ment will endeavour by representation and remonstrance to avert its 
design, and if, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in the award 
of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its 
hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British Government shall 
fail of success, such measures will be adopted for the protection of 
the Rajah’s territories as the circumstances of the case may appear 
to require. 


Article 6, 

In consideration of the liberal grant of territory now made to the 
Bajah of Dutteeah, and the protection and guarantee afforded by the 
two foregoing Articles to the Rajah’s territory, the Rajah hereby binds 
himself to employ his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to 
do BO, in co-operation with those of the British Government, on all 
occasions in which the interests of the two States may be .mutually 
concerned. On all such occasions the Dutteeah troops shall act under 
the orders and control of the Commanding Officer of the British 
troops. 

Article 7. 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of 
the British Government all his disputes with other Chieftains, and 
implicitly to abide by its award. 
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Abticle 8. 

The Rajah engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions in 
defending the roads and ])asses of his country against any enemies or 
predatory bodies who may attempt to peneti’ate through it into the 
territories of the British Government. 

Article 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its 
troops through the territories of the Rajah of Dutteeah, or to station a 
British force within them, it shall be competent to the British Govern- 
ment so to detach or station its troops, and the Rajah shall give his 
consent accordingly. The Commander of the British troops who may 
thus eventually pass through or permanently occupy a position within 
the Rajah’s territory, shall not in any manner interfere in the internal 
concerns of the Dutteeah Government. Whatever materials or supplies 
may be required for the use of the British troops during their con- 
tinuance in the Dutteeah territories, shall be readily furnished by the 
Rajah’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current 
of the bazar. 
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Article -lO. 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby binds himself to maintain no cor- 
respondence with Roreign States without the privity and consent of 
the British Government. 


Article 11. 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby engages to give no asylum to criminals 
nor to defaulters of the British Government who may abscond and take 
refuge within his territories ; and should the Officers of the British Go- 
vernment be sent in pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah 
further engages to afford such Officers every assistance in his power in 
apprehending them. 

Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having been this day 
contracted, subject to the pleasure of the Most Noble the Governor- 
General, between the British Government and the Rajah of Dutteeah, 
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through the Agency of Mr. John Wauchope, Agent of the Governor- 
General on the one part, and Rao Sheopershaud, vakeel of the Rajah 
of Dutteeah on the other, Mr. Wauchope and the said vakeel have 
signed, sealed, and exchanged two copies of it in the English, Per- 
sian, and Hindee languages. A corresponding copy, if approved, Avill 
be ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the Governor- 
General, and hereafter delivered to the said vakeel for the purpose 
of being transmitted to the Rajah, after which another copy, signed 
and sealed by the Rajah, will be delivered to Mr. Wauchope for 
the purpose of being deposited among the records of the British 
Government. 

Done at Callinger^ this ZXstday of July 1818, corresponding with 14^A 
of Samuil 1225 Fuslee^ and 1875 Sumhut^ and with 2Qth of Ramzan 1233 
Hijeree. 

Ratified by the Governor-General in Council at Fort William, this 
29th day of August 1818.

Engagement concluded between the Beitish Government and Rajah Kunjeet 
Singh *ofSuMPTUR, dated 12th November 1817. 

Whereas Kajah Eunjeet Singh, Rajah of Sumptur, with a view to 
obtain the powerful protection of the British Government, presented on 
the 22nd of February 1805, corresponding with the 3rd of Phagoon 
1216 Fuslee, to Colonel John Baillie, then Agent to the Governor- 
General in the Province of Bundelkhund, a Wajib-ool-Urz, or Paper 
of Requests, containing six distinct Articles, all of which were either 
complied with or answered ; and Whereas circumstances occurred some 
time afterwards to prevent that preliminary arrangement from termi- 
nating in a definitive Treaty between the Honorable Company and the 
Rajah Runjeet Singh; and Whereas the Rajah having since repeatedly 
and earnestly solicited to be placed under the protection of the British 
Government, and having on several occasions manifested his loyalty and 
attachment to it, both by professions and acts, the British Government, 
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relying on the continuance of those sentiments, and on the Rajah’s 
strict adherence to whatever engagements he may form on the basis of 
a more intimate union of his interests with those of the Honorable 
Company, has now acceded to the Rajah’s req^uest, and the following 
Articles of a Treaty of Alliance are accordingly contracted between 
the British Government and Rajah Runjeet Singh, his heirs and 
successors : — 

Article 1. 

Rajah Runjeet Singh, Rajah of Sumptur, being hereby admitted 
among the allies of the British Government, engages to consider the 
friends of that Government as his frffends, and its enemies as his 
enemies. He further engages to give no molestation to any Chief or 
State in amity with the British Government, but considering all persons 
who may be disaffected to that Government as his own enemies, he 
promises to afford no protection to them or their families in his country, 
to hold no intercourse with them whatever, and to use every means 
in his power to seize and deliver them up to the Officers of the British 
Government. 


Article 2. 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the attachment and 
fidelity of the Government of Sumptur, hereby guarantees to Rajah 
Runjeet Singh, his heirs and successors, the territory actually pos- 
sessed by him at the period of the establishment of the British Govern- 
ment in Bundelkhund, and now in his occupation, and the British 
Government hereby agrees to protect and defend the same from the 
aggressions of any foreign power. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the Rajah of Sumptur from the aggressions of 
any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, 
that whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on 
the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, whether in 
consequence of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, which 
will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim. 
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and the Rajah, relying on the justice and equity of the British 
Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the appre- 
hended aggression shall be referable to any other cause, the British 
Government will endeavor by representation and remonstrance to avert 
the design, and if, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in the 
award of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its 
hostile designs, and the endeavors of the British Government should 
fail of success, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the 
Rajah’s territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to 
require. 

Article 4, 

In consideration of the guarantee and protection extended by the 
two foregoing Articles to the Rajah of Sumptur, the Rajah hereby 
binds himself at his own expense to employ his troops whenever requir- 
ed to do so, in co-operation with those of the British Government, on 
all occasions in which the interests of the two Governments may be 
mutually concerned. On all such occasions the Sumptur troops shall 
act under the orders and control of the Commanding Officer of the 
British troops. 

Article 5. 

If at any time the Rajah of Sumptur shall have any claim or cause 
of complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant 
on the British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the 
arbitration and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, 
and on no account to commit aggression against the other party, or to 
employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress 
of the grievance of which he may complain. On the other hand, the 
British Government engages to withhold its allies or dependants from 
committing any aggression against the Rajah of Sumptur, and to 
arbitrate any .demand they may have upon the Rajah of Sumptur, 
according to the strict principles of justice, the Rajah on his part 
agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Article 6, 

The Rajah of Sumptur engages at all times to employ his utmost 
exertions in defending the roads and passes of his country against any 
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enemies or predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it 
into the territories of the Honorable Company. 

Article 7. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its 
troops through the dominions of the Kajah of Sumptur^ or to station a 
British force within his territories, it shall be competent to the 
British Government so to detach or station its troops, and the 
Rajah of Sumptur shall give his consent accordingly. The Commander 
of the British troops which shall thus eventually pass through or 
permanently occupy a position within the Rajah’s territories, shall 
not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Rajah’s 
Government. 

Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the 
British troops during their continuance in the Rajah’s territories, 
shall be readily furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and subjects, and 
shall be paid for at the price current of the bazar. 

Article 8. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British 
subject or European of any nation or description whatever, without the 
consent of the British Government. 

Article 9. 

The Rajah of Sumptur hereby binds himself to maintain no cor- 
respondence with Foreign States without the privity and consent of 
the British Government. 

Article 10. 

The Rajah engages to give no asylum to criminals nor to defaulters 
of the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within his 
territory ; and should the Officers of the British Government be sent in 
pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah further engages to 
afford such Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending 
them. 


Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been 
concluded between the British Government and Rajah Runjeet Singh, 
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the Rajah of Sumptur, through the agency of John Wauchope, Esquire, 
in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the Governor- 
General on the one part, and Dureao Singh, vakeel of the said 
Rajah on the other, Mr, Wauchope and the vakeel have signed 
and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian, and 
Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the seal and signa- 
ture of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Governor- 
General, will be delivered to-morrow to the said vakeel, and 
the said vakeel having obtained the ratification of the Rajah to 
the other copy, engages to deliver it within the same time to 
Mr. Wauchope, 

Signed^ sealedy and exchanged at Teraity on the \2th day of Novem^ 
her 1817, corresponding loith \%th Kartich 1874 Sumhuty and second 
of Mohurrum 1233 Higeree, 

This Treaty was ratified by His Excellency the Governor- 
General, in Camp, near Talgong, on the 13th day of Novem- 
ber 1817.

Copt of a SuNXUD granted to Raja Hindooput of Sumftua. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the go^rernments of the several 
Princes and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories 
should be perpetuated, and that the representation and dignity of their 
Houses should be continued : in fulfilment of this desire, this Sunnud is 
given to you to convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the British Government will recognise and confirm any adoption 
of a successor made by yourself, or by any future Chief of your State, 
that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your 
race, subject to the payment as a relief of one quarter of a year’s 
revenue on ‘direct successions, and half a year’s net revenue on suc- 
cessions by adoption. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made 
to you, so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the 
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Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its 
TTn. TT,vTT~ ohligations to thc British Government.

STATES IN BUNDELCUND HELD UNDEE 

SUNNUDS. 


The Chiefs in Bundelound who hold their States under Simnuds 
and are bound by Ikrarnamas, or Deeds of Allegiance, are thirty-two 
in number. Of these eight are descendants of Chuttersal, the founder 
of the Boondela Chiefships. Chuttersal had twenty- two legitimate, 
and thirty illegitimate sons. Four only of the former had offspring, 
namely, Puddum Sing, Hurdee Sah, Juggut Raj, and Bhurtee Chund. 
Chuttersal divided* his possessions between Bajee Rao Peishwa and 
his two sons, Hurdee Sah and Juggut Eaj. The dissensions in the 
family, however, broke up the possessions of the two sons into a number 
of small States, and prepared the way for their conquest by Ali Baha- 
door. At the death of Ali Bahadoor, possession at which date formed 
the basis of the engagements between the British Government and 
the Chiefs of Bundelound, the following were the States held by the 
descendants of Chuttersal : by the descendants of Hurdee Sah, the 
States of Punnah and Logassi j by the descendants of Juggut Eaj, the 
States of Chirkari, Bijawur, Ajeygurh and Sureela ; the State of Jignee 
by a grandson of Puddum Sing ; and the State of J ussoo by a great 
grandson of Bhurtee Chund. The State of Behree was held by a 
descendant of Juggut Raj in the female line. Besides these States 
held by actual descendants of Chuttersal, the following States have 
been formed out of the territories over which he ruled ; from the share 
of Hurdee Sah, the States of Chutterpore, Baronda, the jaghires of 
the Callinjer Chobeys, Behut, Alipoora, Kotee, Nagode or Oocheyra 
and Sohawul; from the share of Juggut Raj, the States of Gourihar, 
Nyagaon Rebai and Gerowli. 


* The Peishwa’s share consisted of the districts of Calpee, Hutta, Saugor, Jhansi, Scronjc, 
Goona, Gaiakota and lliu'dcemiggur. 

Hurdee Sah*s share, under the name of the Eaj of Punnah, embraced the districts of 
Punnah, Callinger, TJmbah, Shahgurh, &c. 

To Juggut Raj, under the name of the Raj of Jeitpore, were allotted Bhonagurh, Banda, 
Ajeygurh, Jeitpore, Ohiikari, &c, 
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A fundamental principle in the arrangements made by the British 
Government in Bundelcund was originally declared to be the confir- 
mation of the Chiefs of that province in the possession of such parts of 
their ancient territorial rights as were held under Ali Bahadoor’s 
Government, on condition of their allegiance and fidelity to the Bri- 
tish power, their renouncing all views of future aggrandizement, and 
their abandoning such parts of Ali Bahadooris conquests as had been 
resumed by them subsequently to his death. It was also resolved to 
form arrangements with some leaders of plundering bands, who were 
not hereditary Chiefs, but whose hostility was directed solely to the 
object of obtaining subsistence, and to grant these persons some terri- 
tory, with a view to the pacification of the country. At first it was 
the policy of Government to leave the protection of their territories to 
the Chiefs themselves, and to exact no tribute or revenue from them. 
In several of the engagements executed in 1805 and 1806, it was there- 
fore distinctly stipulated that the Chiefs should renounce all claim to 
the aid and protection of Government. Experience, however, soon 
showed the necessity of departing from this principle and of declaring 
the Bundelcund Chiefs to be vassals and dependants of the British 
Government. But it was never the intention of Government to 
establish its laws and regulations in the States of these Chiefs ; and to 
remove all doubt on this subject, these States were declared by Regu- 
lation XXII. of 1812 to be exempt from the operation of the general 
regulations and from the jurisdiction of the Civil and Criminal Courts, 
The particular clauses of the engagements made with the Chiefs which 
imply a right of jurisdiction on -the part of Government, have ever 
been understood to convey exclusively a right of political jurisdiction, 
that is to say, a right to interfere for the settlement of disputed claims, 
differences and disputes of any kind, not through the channel of the 
Courts of justice, but through the agency of the representative of the 
British Government in Bundelcund. 

A relief of Rupees 2,500 is taken from the Jussoo State on all succes- 
sions, whether direct or by adoption. From Alipoora and Jignee a 
relief of a quarter of a year’s net revenue is taken on each succession 
by adoption, and from Baonee a relief of half a year’s net revenue is 
taken whenever the succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. 
From the following States a relief of a quarter of a year’s net revenue 
is taken on direct successions, and half a year’s net revenue on 
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successions by {ido 20 tion: Ajeygurh, Sureela, Bebrec, Cliuttcrpore, the 
Chobey Jaghires, Bchut, Kotee, Gerowli, Nyagaon liebai, Kunn 3 "a- 
dhana, and the Husht Bhaya Jaghirea, It is however extremely 
difficult to estimate the revenue of the Bundelcund States, owing to the 
prevailing practice of giving large tracts of land on service tenure, 
instead of collecting the revenue and paying cash for service. 

The Chiefs of the following States have abolished all transit duties : 
Logassee, Chirkari, on three main lines of road ; Jignee, Alipoora, on 
the Jhansi and Nowgong road; the Chobey Jaghlres of Paldeo and 
Pahra, the Husht Bhaya Jaghires of Paharee and Dhoorwye, Nyagaon 
Rebai, Kunnyadliana, Ajeygurh, on the high road from Saugor and 
on the Banda and My here road, and the guaranteed jaghire of Nyagaon 
Ditchit in Chutterpore. Transit duty on cotton has been abolished in 
all the Bundelcund States. 

In 1847 Suttee was prohibited throughout the Bundelcund States 
by proclamations issued by the Chiefs. 

None of the Bundelcund Chiefs are tributary for their whole States, 
but four, Chirkari, Funnah, Ajeygurh and Behut are so for certain 
villages or districts. The total amount of tribute paid annually by 
these four States is Bupees 26,952-S-6. 

FUNNAH. 

When the British entered Bundelcund, Eaja Bishore Sing was 
the Chief in possession of Funnah, which was then in a most dis- 
organised condition. A Sunnud (No. XL VIII.) was conferred on 
him on his subscribing a deed of allegityjice. This Sunnud confirmed 
him in the possession of 802| villages and three pergunnahs. Many 
of the villages included in the Sunnud, however, were in the posses- 
sion of men who had wrested them from the Raja and refused to 
give them up ; but with the aid of the British Government he 
recovered not only these but many other villages not entered in 
the Sunnud. A fresh Sunnud (No. XLIX.) was therefore granted 
to him in 1811, by which he received in perpetuity 1,363J villages. 

The oppressive conduct of Eaja Xishore Sing forced the British 
Government, on several occasions, to interpose. In 1823 he entrusted 
the management of his State to Konwur Furtab Sing of Chutterpore 
for four years, and the engagement was guaranteed by the British 
Govormnent. But before the expiry of that period his conduct 
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led to his expulsion from Punnah, and the appointment of hig 
son^ Hurbunse Rae, as Regent. Kishore Sing died in exile in 1834, 
Hurbunse E.ae, having no children, was succeeded in 1849 by his bro- 
ther, Nirput Sing, the present Chief. But the succession of Nirput Sing 
was not acknowledged by the British Groverninent till he had issued 
orders for the prohibition of Suttee throughout the Punnah State, 

As a reward for services rendered during the mutiny of 1857, 
Nirput Sing received the privilege of adoption (No. L.), a dress 
of honor of Rupees 20,000, and a salute of eleven guns. But in 1862, 
in consequence of his resisting the settlement of boundary disputes, 
the Raja had to be warned of the terms of allegiance on which he 
holds his State, and on condition of the fulfilment of which the 
privilege of adoption was conferred on him,* 

The area of Punnah is estimated at 688 square miles, the popula- 
tion at 67,500 souls. In 1849 the revenues were estimated at only 
four lakhs of Rupees, The Raja of Punnah pays a tribute of 
Rupees 9,955 on the districts of Seorajpore and Ektowa. 

LOGASSI. 

Dewan Dheeraj Sing, grandson of Hurdee Sah, was in possession 
of seven villages during the government of the Bundela Rajas and 
also during the period of Ali Bahadoor’s authority. After the es- 
tablishment of the British Government he was maintained in pos- 
session, and on 9th December 1808 received a Sunnud (No. LL), 
after executing the usual deed of allegiance. 

In consequence of the infinities of old age, Dheeraj Sing, in 1814, 
requested permission to abdicate in favor of his second son, Sirdar 
Sing, in preference to his eldest son, Puddum Sing, who, four years 
before, had rebelled against him, and only submitted before a de- 
tachment of British troops, and on receiving a separate assignment 
of land for his support. This was sanctioned, on condition of Pud- 
dum Sing being permanently secured in his jaghire in order that he 
might not be driven by his necessities to any desperate steps in 
asserting his claim to the succession. It was not considered necesary 
to issue a new Sunnud to Sirdar Sing, 

Dheeraj Sing died in 1819. During the mutinies of 1857 half the 
villages of Logassi were laid waste by the rebels in consequence 
of the fidelity of Sirdar Sing to the British Government, In reward 
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for his services Sirdar Sing received the title of Bao Bahadoor, a 
jaghire of Rupees 2,000 a year, a dress of honor worth Rupees 10,000, 
and the privilege of adoption, which was subsoq^uently confirmed 
by Sunnud (No. LII.) 

Sirdar Sing died on 8 th April 1860, and hissonMoornt Sing having 
died previously, he was succeeded by his grandson, Ileera Sing, the 
present Chief. Heera Sing has engaged (No. LIII.) to keep clear 
roads thi’ough the jungles in the jaghire which was granted to his 
grandfather. 

The area of Logassi is about 30 square miles ; the population about 
3,500 souls, and the revenue Rupees 17,000. 


CHIRKARI. 


During the dissensions which long raged among the descendants of 
Chuttersal, Bijey Bahadoor lost possession of the State of Chirkari ; 
but when Ali Bahadoor invaded Bundelcund, Bijey Bahadoor accom- 
panied him. All the Chirkari territory was conquered by Ali Baha- 
door, who assigned to Bijey Bahadoor lands yielding about four lakhs of 
Rupees on his entering into engagements* of fidelity and allegiance. 

Bijey Bahadoor was the first of the Bundela Chiefs who submitted 
to the authority of the British Government. It was not without diffi- 
culty, however, that he assented to terms of allegiance, in consideration 
of which a Sunnud (No. LIV.) was granted to him in 1804. A new 
Sunnud (No. LV.) was given to hm “ 1811, after the settlement of 
disputes regarding his right to several villages not included in the 
Sunnud of 1804. 

The Raja’s only legitimate son, Govind Dass, died in 1822. The 
Raja then declared his wish that his grandson, Rjittun Sing, by his 
illegitimate son, Runjeet Sing, should be nominated his successor, to the 
exclusion of collateral heii-s with whom he was at feud, and Govern-

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mentj seeing no objection to Euttun Sing being considered the eventual 
“ heir should no legitimate son be born to the Kaja, gave a formal and 
public recognition of his title. Bijey Bahadoor died in November 
18 29a when Euttun Sing was anly fourteen years of age. The conflict- 
ing claims of the collateral relatives were subject of much discussion. 
But Euttun Sing was eventually confirmed in power^ but required to 
make provision for his relatives. In 1857, the question came under 
consideration whether, on the death of Euttun Sing, the State of 
Chirkari should not escheat to the British Government; but it was 
ruled that the effect of the recognition of Euttun Sing in 1822 Avas 
to admit him to all the rights secured to the Eaja of Chirkari by the 
Sunnuds granted in 1804 and 1811, and necessarily involved the right 
of his heirs, if he should have any, to succeed to the State. The 
Eaja^s son, Jey Sing Deo, was accordingly recognised as his successor. 

Eaja Euttun Sing received as a reward for his services in 1857 the 
privilege of adoption, subsequently confirmed by Sunnud (No. LVI.), 
a jaghire of Eupees 20,000 a year in perpetuity, a dress of honor and 
a hereditary salute of eleven guns. Besides the Pergunnah of Futteh- 
pore, which was given to the Eaja as a reward, lands in Mahoba to the 
value of Eupees 9,500 were given to him for an equivalent inMeriadeo. 
The Eaja died in 1860, and was succeeded by his son, Jey Sing Deo, 
who is now about eleven years of age. His mother, Eanee Bukht 
Kower, was appointed Eegent with two responsible ministers nominated 
by the late Eaja before his death. The condition on which the Eanee 
was appointed Eegent was that she would be recognised only so long 
as the Eegent and the two ministers unmistakeably designated by the 
late Eaja acted in harmony and without mischievous differences of any 
kind. The Eanee,* however, strove to assume an undue share of power, 
and it eventually became necessary to remove her from the Eegenoy. 

The area of Chirkari is estimated at 880 square miles, and the popu- 
lation at about 81,000 souls. The revenue is about five lakhs of 
Eupees. The State pays a tribute of Eupees 8,583-9-6 for the Bhena 
and Chundla districts. . 


BIJAWUE. 

The founder of the Bijawur family was Bursing Deo, an illegitimate 
son of Juggut Eaj. When Ali Bahadoor invaded Bundelcund,

Bursing Deo refused to acknowledge his supremacy and was killed 
fighting against him near Chirkari. Raja Hlinniut Bahadoor however 
made interest with Ali Bahadoor in behalf of Kesree Sing, son of 
Bursing Deo^ and procured for him his father’s possessions on the same 
terms as those subscribed by the Raja of Chirkari. 

Kesree Sing was the Chief who was in possession of Bijawur when 
the British Government obtained supremacy in Bundelcund, Owing 
to complicated disputes with Raja Bijey Bahadoor of Chirkari, regard- 
ing the Pergunnah of Ramghur, and Koonwur Sonee Sah of Chutter- 
pore, regarding the villages of Dhurmpore, Bojna, Sethee, and Kurohee, 
no Sunnud was granted to Kesree Sing, This Chief died in December 
ISlOj and was succeeded by his son, Ruttun Sing, who on his accession 
(the disputes with neighboring States having in the meantime been 
decided) received a Sunnud (No. LVIL) and was required to sub- 
scribe a deed of allegiance. The 1 0th Article of the deed of allegi- 
ance was specially intended to prevent the revival of old or the setting 
up of new claims against neighboring Rajas. 

Ruttun Sing died on I7th December 1833 without male issue, 
and, at the request of the widow, his nephew, Luchmun Sing, son of 
Khet Sing, who waived his claim, was recognised. Luchmun Sing 
was succeeded in 1847 by his son, Bhow Pertab Sing, who is now 
about twenty-two years of age- For his services during the mutinies 
he received a dress of honor and a hereditary salute of eleven guns. 
He has also received the right of adoption (No. XXVI.) 

The area of Bijawur is stated to be 920 square miles, and the popu- 
lation 90,000 souls- The revenue is supposed to be about three and a 
half lakhs of Rupees* 

AJEYGURH. 

The Chief of this State was originally styled the Raja of Banda. 
Raja Bukht Sing, or Bukht Bullee, grandson of Juggut Raj, was 
driven from his possessions by Ali Bahadoor and reduced to such 
indigence that he was glad to accept a stipend of two Rupees a day 
from his conqueror. On the British occupation of Bundelcund in 
1803 he received a pension of three thousand Gohur Shahee Rupees 
per month, until an adequate territorial provision could be assigned 
to him. In 1807 he eventually received a Sunnud (No. LVIII.) 
restoring to him a portion of his possessions. The pension was discon- 
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tinued in August 1808. At this time the fort of Ajeygurh and the 
^ greater portion of the territories forming the old possessions of Juggut 
Baj were in the hands of a military adventurer named Luchmun Dawa. 
With a view io the pacification of the country, it was resolved to 
confirm the occupancy of Luchmun Dawa, on condition of submission 
and allegiance (No. LTX.) Luchmun Dawa was required to pay 
an annual tribute of Eupees 4,000 and to surrender the fort of Ajey- 
gurh after two years. These conditions were violated systematically. 
Luchmun Dawa was therefore dispossessed, and a large share of his 
possessions was given to the Baja of Ajeygurh. In 1812 the Baja 
asked for a Sunnud, specifying in detail the villages which composed 
his State. This was granted (No. LX.), and at the same time, at 
the request of the Raja, the 5th and .6th Articles of the deed of 
allegiance, which he had executed in 1807, were cancelled, 

Bukht Sing died on 2l8t June 1837, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, Madho Sing, who died childless in 1849, and was 
succeeded by his brother, Moheput Sing. It was doubted at the 
time whether the engagement with Bukht Sing did not limit the 
succession to his lineal descendants and the State ought not to 
escheat to Government. But the question was finally decided in 
favor of the succession of Moheput Sing. 

Moheput Sing died on 22nd June 1853, and the succession of his 
son, Bijey Sing, a boy eleven years old, was recognised. He died 
during his minority in 1855, on the 12th September. The Govern- 
ment of India considered that the State of Ajeygurh had fairly 
escheated to the British Government, and declined, pending a refer- 
ence to the Home Government, to recognise the wish of the mother 
of the Raja to appoint Runjore Sing, his illegitimate brother, as suc- 
cessor. At the close of 1856, the Court of Directors desired that, 
before deciding that there was no rightful heir to the State, an en- 
quiry should be made into the origin, nature, and extent of the right 
of Bukht Sing’s family as they existed before the Sunnud to Bukht 
Sing was granted. These instructions had not been acted on when the 
mutinies broke out, and as the rebel Fui*zund Ali, by proclaiming 
Lokhpal Sing, another illegitimate son of Moheput Sing, to be th® 
Chief of Ajeygurh, retarded the pacification of the province, and as 
the widow of Moheput Sing had remained steadfast in her allegiance 
to the British Goyernment, it was determined to waive the claim of 
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Government to the lapse^ and to recognise (No. LXI.) Runjore Sing 

as the successor to the State on the same terms and conditions as ^ 

those on which the State was held by the late Raja^ with succession 
to the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, with exception of 
certain exclusive privileges within the town of Banda, to which the 
British regulations were extended. Runjore Sing is now about sixteen 
years of age. He has received the right of adoption (No. XL VII.) 

The area of Ajeygurh is about 340 square miles, and the population 
about 50,000 souls. The revenues are estimated at Rupees 1,75,000. 

The Rajah pays on account of the Bechore district a tribute of Rupees 
7,013-12-0, a remission of Rupees 2,500 having been made on the 
separation of Jussoo from his territories in 1816. 

SUREELA. 

Raja Tej Sing, great grandson of Juggut Raj, was expelled from 
his possessions by Ali Bahadoor. He, however, recovered a portion 
of them through the influence of Raja Himmut Bahadoor, and at the 
time of the British occupation of Bundelcund he was in possession of 
the small fort and village of Sureela in the district of Jelalpore, yield- 
ing a revenue of about Rupees 9,000 a year. In consideration of his 
influence in the district and his submission to the British Government, 
an allowance of Rupees 1,000 a month was granted to him until a 
suitable provision in land could be made. The villages which he 
claimed yielded Rupees 23,600. These villages were conferred upon 
him by Sunnud (No. LXI I.) in 1807, and the pension was resumed. 

Tej Sing was succeeded by his son, Anrodh Sing, and he by his son 
Hindooput, the present Chief, who has received the right of adoption 
(No. XL VII.) 

The area of Sureela is stated to be only 35 square miles, and the 
population 4,500. The revenue is said to be about the same as at the 
time of the grant. 

JIGNEE. 

Pirthee Sing, grandson of Puddum Sing, was in possession of 
fourteen villages at the time of the British occupation. These were 
attached in consequence of his contumacy, but after two years six of 
the villages were restored to him by a Siunnud (No. LXIIL) granted in 
lilO. On his death without legitimate sons in 1830, it was proposed

to resume the State. But a posthumous son, Rao Bhopal Sing, was 
born, and he was eventually recognised, the administration remaining 
in the hands of the widow. In 1840, in consequence of a feud be- 
tween the Ranee Regent and her confidential advisers, arising from 
the Ranee having allowed an undue exercise of authority to her 
brother, a subject of Tehree, the British Government interfered and 
appointed proper managers, who were bound to act faithfully to the 
interests of the jaghiredar, and to submit accounts of the income and 
expenditure to the Agent of the British Government in Bundelcund. 
The administration, however, was made over to Rao Bhopal Sing 
in 1845. 

This Chief is of weak mind, and in consequence of his gross mis- 
management, which resulted in an affray attended with loss of life 
between his followers and those of the Ranee, the State was taken 
under the direct management of the British Government in 1855. 
The Chief has been granted the privilege of adoption (No. LXIV, ) 

The area is 27 square miles ; the population 2,800, and the revenue 
about 12,500 Rupees. 


JUSSOO. 

In the partition which Chuttersal made of his possessions, the Per- 
gunnahs of Kotra and Jussoo were included in the share of Juggut 
Raj. This Chief in the year 1766 divided his Slate between Gho- 
man Sing, from whom the Ajeygurh Raja is descended, Khoman Sing 
the ancestor of the Chirkari family, and Paliar Sing the founder of 
the Jeitpore Raj now extinct. In this division the Kotra and Jussoo 
districts were divided between Ghoman Sing and Khoman Sing. 
Bhurtee Chund, the fourth son of Chuttersal, held the district in 
subordination to his elder brother and left it in two shares to his sons 
Doorjun Sing and Hurree Sing who, during the quarrels which rent 
the family of Chuttersal, managed to maintain themselves in inde- 
pendent possession. Doorjun Sing, dying childless, left his share to 
Cheit Sing, son of Hurree Sing, who was succeeded by his infant son 
Moorut Sing in the whole of the ^ Jussoo territory. Jussoo, like the 
Other Bundelcund States, was conquered by Ali Bahadoor, by whom 
Gopal Sing, a rebel servant of Cheit Sing, was established in possession 
on condition of submission and allr-giance, Gopal Sing took the 
infant Moorut Sing into his protection. 
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In the arrangement made with Bukht Sing of Ajeygurh in 1807, 
the Pergunnah of Kotra, in which Moorut Sing’s possessions lay, was “ 
included in the Ajeygurh territory. Moorut Sing, however, refused 
to acknowledge the supremacy of Bukht Sing, and the peace of the 
country was disturbed by the quarrel. In 1813 the British Govern^ 
ment decided in favor of the ‘Raja of Ajeygurh, and directed 
the Agent in Bundelcund to endeavor to persuade Moorut Sing 
to acknowledge the Baja’s supremacy and pay his revenue of Rupees 
2,500 a year through the British Government, if not direct to the 
Raja. But Moorut Sing would listen to no terms which involved 
a recognition of his subordination to Bukht Sing in any form. The 
inability of the Raja to coerce Moorut Sing led to further enquiries 
into the claims of the latter. It was clearly proved that, although 
the Jussoo jaghire had never been actually separated from the ter- 
ritories originally ruled over by Juggut Raj, yet the authority of the 
Ajeygurh branch of the family over Jussoo had never been more than 
nominal ; that several influential Chiefs of Bundelcund were in favor 
of the claims of Moorut Sing being recognised; and that had the 
existence and claims of Moorut Sing been known in 1807, his de- 
scent and rights would undoubtedly have ensured to him the separate 
recognition of his patrimonial possessions, according to the policy of the 
British Government in confirming possession as it stood at the time 
of Ali Bahadoor’s death. A separate Sunnud (No. LXV.) was there- 
fore conferred on Moorut Sing in 1816, confirming him in the pos- 
session of Jussoo independently of any subjection to Bukht Sing. At 
the same time it was considered unjust, under a new and more 
accurate view of the case, to insist on Bukht Sing ceding without 
compensation what had been solemnly acknowledged by the British 
Government in 1813 to be his right A remission of the quit-rent 
of Rupees 2,500, which the Raja of Ajeygurh claimed from Jussoo, 
was therefore granted to Raja Bukht Sing from the amount of 
his annual tribute, and in consideration of the injury done to Moorut 
Sing by his long exclusion from his rights. Government resolved to 
bear the loss and not to exact the quit-rent from Jussoo. 

Moorut Sing had two legitimate sons, the eldest of whom died 
childless, and the second, Isrce Sing, succeeded to the jaghire. Isree 
Sing was long at variance with two of his relatives, Rugonath Sing 
cousin, and Sutterjeet Sing nephew, of Moorut Sing. In consequence 
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of their rebellion he had ousted them from their respective jagliires 
■ of Eechole and Doraha. Prom 1832 the dispute had been frequently 
referred to the Agent in Bundelcund for settlement, but the policy 
of Government not to interfere in the internal affairs of the State 
prevented anything being done. But as the continuance of the 
quarrel threatened the disturbance of the public peace, Government 
interfered in 1845. Eugonath Sing was restored to the State of Kecliole 
on condition of paying an annual quit-rent of Rupees 1,000 to the 
jaghiredar of Jussoo, and a money allowance of Rupees 1,000 a year 
was given to Sutterjeet Sing, who was incapable of managing the 
jaghire of Doraha if it had been restored to him. 

Isree Sing died in 1860, leaving a son, Earn Sing, a minor, who died 
shortly after, and thus the direct descendants pf Moorut Sing became 
extinct. The Eaja of Ajeygurh claimed the State as a lapse to him, 
but his claim was considered to have been extinguished by the ar- 
rangements of 1816, the effect of which was to recognise and con- 
firm the antecedent rights of the Jussoo family and thereby to entitle 
the collateral relatives of Moorut Sing to succeed in direct subordina- 
tion to the British Government. Sutterjeet Sing, of the Doraha branch 
of the family, and nephew of Moorut Sing, was considered the nearest 
heir, and as he himself wished to succeed in preference to his youngest 
son, Runjeet Sing, being adopted as had been proposed by thfe widows 
of the late Rajas, he was recognised (No. LXVL) as the successor to the 
Jussoo State, subject to the payment of a relief of Rupees 2,500. 
The jaghiredar has received the right of adoption (No. LXVII.) 

The area of the State is estimated at 180 square miles, with a 
population of 24,000 souls, and a revenue of more than double the 
revenue in 1816. 


BBHRBP. 

Dewan Joogul Pershad, to whom the Sunnucl (No. LXVIIL) of 
the British Government was given in 1809, was a descendant of Jug- 
gut Raj in the female line. His grandfather Utchul Joo married a 
daughter of Juggut Raj, who granted him in jaghire the villages of 
Umree, Chillie and Dudree. These were held in the family under the 
Bundela Rajas, and were confirmed to Joogul Pershad by Ali 
Bahadoor. On the British occupation of Bundelcund, the villages of 
Chillie and Dudree were resumed, but the Dewan was left in possession ' 
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of Umree. The village of Dudree was given to Nana Govind 
Eao in exchange for villages in the district of Calpee. Subsequently “ 
the right of Dewan Joogul Pershad to these villages was established. 
The village of Chillie was therefore restored, and lands of equal value 
in the Pergunnah of Jelalpore were given to the Dewan in lieu of 
Dudree, and the collections made from the villages during the period 
of resumption were refunded. These villages however were all 
surrounded by lands in which the British Regulations were in force, 
and could not conveniently be exempted from the operation of these 
Regulations. Other villages were therefore given to the Dewan in 
exchange in 1811 (No. LXIX.) 

Joogul Pershad died in April 1814. He was succeeded by Phairun 
Sing, grandson of his full brother G undroop Sing, the claim to the 
succession having been voluntarily renounced by Rao Sahib, the father 
of Phairun Sing. In 1857 Phairun Sing was succeeded by his only 
son Bisnath Sing. On the death of Bisnath Sing in May 1861, the 
widow wished to adopt Bulbudder Sing, a distant relative of the 
family, to the exclusion of Bijey Sing, son of the late jaghiredar’s 
first cousin. But Government installed Bijey Sing on the grounds that 
he was the nearer relative of the deceased ; that he was living in the 
jaghiredar’s house at the time of his death, and performed the funeral 
obsequies; '•that he was recognised as the rightful claimant by the 
principal Thakoors ; and that the local Political Officers were in favor 
of the recognition of Bijey Sing on grounds both of right and policy. 
In consideration, however, of the services of the late jaghiredar 
during the mutinies of 1857, the nuzzerana, which under ordinary 
circumstances would have been claimed on the succession, was remitted. 

The jaghiredar of Behree has received the right to adopt (No. LXX.) 
The area of this State is said to be 30 square miles ; the population 
2,500 souls, and the revenue Rupees 25,000, 

CHUTTERPORE. 

Koonwur Soonee Sah, whom the British Government established 
in the Raj of Chutterpore, was a servant of Hindooput, grandfather of 
Raja Eashore Sing of Punnah. During the troubles which ensued on 
.. the introduction of the Mahratta power, Koonwur Soonee Sah usurped 
a large tract of country for himself and, on the British occupation of 
Bundelcund, such was his influence that the purchase of his aubmis- 
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sion by the guarantee of his possessions was considered an important 
political object. In the Sunnud (No. LXXI.) granted to Soouee Sail 
in 18 063 the town of Chutterpore and four Chokees which were in his 
possession during the lifetime of Ali Bahadoor, with the towns of 
Mhow and Salut which he had usurped after Ali Bahadoor’s death, 
were reserved by the British Government; and in consideration of 
this, Government remitted to Soonee Sah, as a provision for his 
son Pertab Sing, the tribute of Rupees 19,000, which he paid to 
Ali Bahadoor. 

Government however was of opinion that it might be expedient to 
restore Chutterpore and the four thannas on the understanding that 
Soonee Sah would be responsible for the peace of his own territories. 
The restoration was not made till 1808, when Mhow was given to 
Soonee Sah and Chutterpore to his son Pertab Sing,* on the with- 
drawal of British troops from that quarter. 

In 1812 Soonee Sah made a distribution of his territories among his 
five sons, but he was persuaded by his younger sons to make a subse- 
quent distribution, by which the share of Pertab Sing the elder was 
considerably lessened, and all the brothers were declared to be inde- 
pendent of each other. Government disapproved of this partition as 
being both unjust to Pertab Sing, and opposed to the policy of the 
British Government, who desired to prevent the dismemberment of the 
Bundelcund States ; and the Baja was informed that if, in consequence 
thereof, any necessity for interference arose after his death, Government 
would uphold the rights of Pertab Sing. Government also refused to 
recognise the hereditary descent of the shares of the younger brothers 
in their families, and directed the Agent on the death of Soonee Sah 
to assume the first distribution of the State as the basis of an arrange- 
ment with Pertab Sing, the other brothers Himmut Sing, Pirthee 
Sing, Hindooput, and Bukht Sing holding their shares for life in suboi*- 
dination to Pertab Sing. These instructions were carried out on the 
death of Soonee Sah in 1815, and confirmed by Sunnuds granted 
to the five brothers, counter-engagements being taken from each 
(No. LXXII.) After the shares of the brothers had been allotted 
some exchanges took place for mutual accommodation. Pertab Sing 
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had incurred much expense in fortifying the fort of Deorah which com- 
manded the passes through the hills* This was in the share allotted ' 
to Bukht Sing, but the possession of it was necessary to enable Pertab 
Sing to fulfil his obligation to oppose the progress of marauders through 
the country. The districts of Deorah and Kuhreanee were therefore 
given to Pertab Sing in exchange for Bajgurh and Teloha, which were 
given to Bukht Sing. Pirthee Sing’s share contained no town with a 
commodious residence, and, to meet the wishes of Pirthee Sing, Bukht 
Sing made over to him Rajgurh in exchange for six villages of equal 
value. 

The Sunnud granted to Pertab Sing contained the names of thirty- 
nine villages not entered in the Sunnud of Soonee Sah. Many of these 
however were found to be hamlets dependent on villages named in the 
Sunnud of 1806. But twenty-one of them were claimed by Raja 
Kishore Sing of Funnah. It was found however that all these 
villages were in the possession of Soonee Sah at the time of Ali Baha- 
door’s death, and his possession of them was therefore maintained. 
Possession at the time of Ali Bahadoor’s death was declared to con- 
stitute the standard for the adjustment of all such claims. 

On the death of Himmut Sing, Pirthee Sing and Hindooput, their 
jaghires reverted to the Chutterpore State. Bukht Sing was unable 
to manage his jaghire, and he made it over to Pertab Sing, who gave 
him in lieu of it an allowance of Rupees 2,250 a month. In this 
jaghire was an assignment of three villages, which had been made to 
the Ditchit family of Nowgong by Hindooput. Pertab Sing made 
various attempts to resume these villages, but he was always compelled 
by the British Government to withdraw on the ground that the family 
had a right to the jaghire by virtue of the old grants from Hindooput. 
But while the right of the Rajah of Chutterpore to resume these villages 
was denied, his feudal supremacy over the Ditchit family was recog- 
nised, and the family were declared to be guaranteed feudatories of 
Chutterpore. 

Pertab Sing was created a Raja on 18th January 1827. In 1852 
the Raja proposed to adopt and nominate as his heir Juggut Raj, 
grandson of his youngest brother Bukht Sing, to the exclusion of 
Kunjul Sah, son of an elder brother Pirthee Sing. The latter with 
two of his brothers had rebelled on his father^s death, resisted the 
resumption of his father’s jaghire, and at last accepted, under the 
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British guarantee, a money stipend from Pertab Sing, on condition of 
residing out of Chutterpore, by which condition he was considered to 
have forfeited any rights he might otherwise have had to the succession. 

A reference was made to the Chiefs of Tehree, Chirkari, Bijawur, 
Punnah, Ajeygurhj Duttia, and Shahgurh, as to the right of Pertab 
Sing to adopt Juggut Raj. They gave it as their opinion that, 
according to the practice of the Chiefs of Bundelcund, Pertab 
Sing had a right to select Juggut Raj and to pass over Kunjul 
Sah. Reference to the arbitration of the Bundelcund Chiefs however 
as a means of settling such questions was disapproved of by the Court 
of Directors. 

Before the question was decided whether Pertab Sing should be 
allowed to adopt Juggut Raj, or the State should lapse on his death, 
the Raja died, on l&th May 1854. The Court of Directors ruled 
that Kunjul Sah, as a son of Soonee Sah, had no right to the succes- 
sion, as the Sunnud of 1806 was only a life grant ; and as the Sunnud 
of 1817 limited the succession to the lineal heirs male of Pertab Sing, 
and Pertab Sing had died childless, the State of Chutterpore was 
clearly an escheat ; and they declined to recognise any right on the 
part of Juggut Raj in consequence of his adoption by Pertab Sing. 
But in consideration of the fidelity of the family and the good govern- 
ment of the late Raja, Government consented, as an act of grace and 
favor, to grant the State to Juggut Raj under a new Sunnud 
(No. LXXIII.), the succession being strictly limited to him and his 
male decendants. The widow of Pertab Sing was made Regent during 
the minority of J uggut Raj. The Ranee was removed from the Regency 
in January 1863 in consequence of her unsatisfactory management, 
and particularly the asylum which she gave to rebels in the Chutter- 
pore territory. A British Officer has been deputed to Chutterpore 
to superintend the administration and instruct the young Chief in 
his duties. The Raja is now about seventeen years of age. He has 
received the right of adoption (No. XL VII.) 

The area of Chutterpore is estimated at 1,240 square miles; the 
population at 120,000, and the revenue at Rupees 3,00,000. 

BEEONDA. 

This family is very ancient It belongs to the Rajbunsee caste 
of Rajpoots. Under the rule of the Bundela Chiefs, the State seems 
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to have been held under a Sunnud from Hurdee Sah. Mohun Sing 
was confirmed by the British Government in the territory which he 
held under the Bundelas and Ali Bahadoor^ and a Sunnud (No. 
LXXIV.) was given to him on 24th June 1807. He died on 4th 
January 1827 without male issue, leaving a will in which the whole 
•of his property was bequeathed to his nephew Surubjeet Sing. 
Although Surubjeet Sing was not formally adopted. Government 
recognised his succession to the exclusion of hia two elder brothers, 
who renounced their claims. The present Raja Surubjeet Sing 
has received the right of adoption (No. XXVI.) 

The State is said to contain an area of 275 square miles and a 
population of 24,000 souls. The revenue is estimated at Rupees 45,000.. 

THE CALLINJER COHBEYS. 

The district of Callinjer formed part of the territories of Chuttersal 
which fell to the share of Hurdee Sah. Chobey Ram Kishn was 
governor of the fort. During the distractions which followed the 
invasion of AH Bahadoor, the Chobey family seized the fort for them- 
selves, and successfully resisted for ten years the siege laid to it by 
Ali Bahadoor, while prosecuting which Ali Bahadoor died. At the 
time of the British occupation, the fort was held by the sons of Ram 
Kishn, of whom there were originally seven.* Buldeo, the eldest, 
was dead, and his son Duriao Sing was commandant of the fort. 
Although the family, being merely rebellious servants of the family 
of Chuttersal, had no claim to a settlement on the same terms 
as the descendants of the old Bundela Rajas, yet, in pursuance of 
the policy of the British Government to abandon the country above 
the Ghats, leaving its defence to the petty Chiefs, and with a view to 
the pacification of the country, Duriao Sing on behalf of the family 
was confirmed in the possessions they held on condition of allegiance 
(No. LXXV.) Many of the villages claimed by Duriao Sing however 
were in possession of the Killadar of Ajeygurh, and for this reason 
it was impossible at the time to grant Duriao Sing a formal Sunnud. 

The impolicy of leaving this family in the possession of the fort of 
Callinjer was soon apparent. The strength of the fortress induced 
Duriao Sing persistently to oppose the British authority, and to give 
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secret encouragement to the predatory leaders who troubled the 
' peace of the country. It was therefore resolved to dispossess him. 
An attack made on the fort in January 1812 failed, but Duriao 
Sing surrendered on condition of the family receiving other lands 
in exchange for those they held. So violent were the dissensions 
in the family that it was found necessary to grant separate 
Sunnuds (No. LXXVL) to each member of the family for his indivi- 
dual share, and also to grant a separate Sunnud to Gopal Lall, the 
family vakeel, ^^in order that no one of the sharers might arrogate 
to himself a greater share of influence or patronage than another.” 
At the time of this partition, two of the brothers, Gobind Dass and 
Gungadhur, were dead and were represented by their sons Pokur 
Pershad and Gya Pershad. Two of the shares were held by women, 
one by the mother of Chuttersal and the other by the widow of 
Bhurtjoo. The share of the former was, at her own request and with 
consent of the several sharers, joined in the Sunnud granted to Chut- 
tersal Chobey; that of the latter in the Sunnud granted to Newul 
Kishore. Shortly after this agreement was effected, quarrels broke 
out between Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurtjoo, and in 1817 
it became necessary to separate their shares, and to grant them 
distinct Sunnuds (No. LXXVII.) 

It is a rule of succession in this family that when heirs fail to any 
sharer, the share is divided among the surviving branches of the 
family. In this way two shares have been absorbed, the share of the 
widow of Bhurtjoo who died in 1836, and the share of Aree, the 
mother of Chuttersal. Of the remaining seven shares, Poorwa, the 
share of Pokur Pershad, was confiscated in 1855, on account of the 
complicity of his son and successor Bishen Pershad in murder. There 
remain now six shares, of which five are held by the descendants 
of Bam Kishn Chobey, and one by the family of Gopal Lall, the 
vakeel. All these have received the right of adoption (No. LXX.) 

Paldeo was left by Duriao Sing to his son Nuthoo Ram, who was 
succeeded by his son Raja Ram in 1840. Raja Ram died without issue 
in October 1842, and was succeeded by his uncle Sheo Pershad, the 
present jaghiredar. 

Gya Pershad left his share, Tiraon, to his son Kamptee Pershad 
in 1840, who was succeeded in 1856 by his son Ram Chund. 
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Bysonda, the share of Newul Kishore, is at present held by his 

brother Teerut Pershad, who succeeded Utchuljoo the son of Newul 

Kishore. 

Salig Ram wished to divide his share of Palera, during his life, 
among his three sons, but this sub-division of the jaghire was not 
sanctioned by Government. Salig Ram died in 1843 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Rampershad, who in 1855 was succeeded by his 
nephew Muksoodun Pershad. On the succession of Muksoodun Pershad 
it was ruled that he had no right to aHeuate the revenues of the State 
beyond his own life. 

Chuttersal, jaghiredar of Nyagaon, was succeeded by his son 
Juggernath, who in 1843 was succeeded by his widow Nuney Doolai. 

Under the Sunnud granting her the right of adoption, Nuney Doolai 
wished to adopt one Bunse Gopal, which was objected to by the other 
members of the family, on the ground that Bunse Gopal was not direct- 
ly descended from Bam Kishn the founder of the family, but from 
one of Ram Kishn's ancestors. Without laying down any general 
rule which might limit the terms of the Adoption Sunnuds, Govern- 
ment considered that it was both more in harmony with the ruling 
principle of Hindoo law as to adoptive heirs, and with the rights and 
customs of the Chobey family, that the jaghiredarin should select an 
heir from among the direct descendants of Ram Kishn. Further 
than this Government would in no wise circumscribe her privilege 
of adoption. 

Kampta Rajola was the share granted to Gopal Lall, vakeel, who 
was not a member of the Chobey family, but belonged to the Kayath 
caste. He Is still in possession of the jaghire. 

The total area of the Chobey jaghires is estimated at 90 square 
miles; the population at 14,000 souls, and the revenue at Rupees 35,500 
a year. 

BEHUT. 

This family is an offshoot of the Tehree * line. The ancestors of 
the family received service grants from the descendants of Hurdee Sah, 
and these were continued during the government of Ali Bahadoor. 

Dewan Aperbal Sing and his relative Dewan Chuthary were found in

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possession at the time of the British occupation-; and the usual Sunnuds 
* (No. LXXVIII.) were conferred on them. 

Aperhal Sing was succeeded by his son Eao Bunkut Sing, and 
he in 1828 by his son Eao Kumodh Sing. To Rao Kumodh Sing 
succeeded in 1846 his son Hurdee Sah, a boy about three yeax'S of 
age. This boy died in 1859 and was succeeded by his uncle Govind 
Dass, brother of Rao Kumodh Sing. This Chief has received the right 
of adoption (No. LXX.) 

The jaghiredar of Behut pays a tribute of Rupees 1,400 on the 
district of Lohargong. The area of the State is about 15 squai’e miles ; 
the population 2,500, and the revenue Rupees 15,000. 

ALIPOORA. 

The lands composing this State were granted by Hindooput, 
grandson of Hurdee Sah, to Utchul Sing, and the grant was con- 
tinued to his son Dewan Pertab Sing, by Ali Bahadoor. Pertab 
Sing was in possession at the time of the British occupation, and 
the State was therefore confirmed to him by Sunnud (No. LXXIXO 
in 1808. 

The present Chief, Eao Hindooput, is the great grandson of Pertab 
Sing in the direct male line. He succeeded in 1840. He has received 
the right of adoption (No. LXIV.) 

The area of Alipoora is estimated at 85 square miles; the popula- 
tion at 9,000 souls, and the revenue at Rupees 50,000. 

KOTEE. 

In the Sunnud granted to the Raja of Punnah in 1807, Kotee is 
entered as one of his feudatories. The family is of the Baghela caste 
and long held their jaghire, paying submission to the successive con- 
querors of Bundelcund. They were never dispossessed either in the 
time of the Bundela Rajas or of Ali Bahadoor, and therefore in 1810 
a Sunnud (No. LXXX.) was granted to Lall Dooniaput, the jaghiredar 
then in possession, making him directly dependent on the British 
-Government like the other Bundelcund Chieftains. 

The present jaghiredar is Lai Ubdote Sing, son of Lai Dooniaput 
He has received the right of adoption (No. LXX.) The revenue of 
the State is about Rupees 50,000. The area is 100 square miles and 
the population 30,000 souls. 
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OOCHEYHA AND NAGODE. 

Like Kotee, the State of Ooclieyra was originally included as 
one of the feudatories of Punnah in the Sunnud granted to Saja 
Kishore Sing. But as Oocheyra had been in the possession of the 
ancestors of Lai Sheoi'aj Sing before the establishment of the power 
of Chuttersal in Bundelcund^ and the family had never been dispos- 
sessed either by the Bundela Kajas or by Ali Bahadoor, a Sunnud 
(No, LXXXI.) was given to Lai Sheoraj Sing in 1809, confirming 
him in the possession of his State. He was succeeded in 1818 by 
his son Bulbhudder Sing, who was deposed in 1831 for the murder 
of his brother. Rughovind Sing, son of Bulbhudder Sing, was then 
a minor, and the State was therefore temporarily taken under British 
administration. On attaining his majority in 1838, Rughovind Sing 
was installed; a new Sunnud (No. LXXXII.) was given him, and a 
nuzzerana of Rupees 8,000 taken. He soon became deeply involved in 
debt, and at his own request the State was again taken under British 
management in 1844. The Raja rendered good service during the 
mutinies, and was rewarded with the grant (No. LXXXIII.) of a 
jaghire from the confiscated estate of Bijeeragogurh. Pie has also 
received the right of adoption (No. XXVL) The Rajah has one legi- 
timate son, Sumboo Dass. 

The area of this petty State is 450 square miles, and the population 
70,000 ; the revenues are Rupees 72,400. 

SOHAWAL. 

This State was entered in the Sunnud granted to Raja Kishore Sing 
as a feudatory of Punnah. But for the same reasons that separate 
Sunnuds were granted to the Chiefs of Kotee and Oocheyra on the 
British occupation of Bundelound, a Sunnud (No. LXXXIV.) was 
granted to Lall Aman Sing, the seventh Chief of Sohawal, confirming 
him in his State on his tendering a deed of allegiance. Lall Aman 
Sing resigned the State to his eldest son Rugnath Sing, In 1830 
Sohawal was taken under British administration to liquidate a claim 
preferred against the Chief by a merchant whom he had plundered. 
In 1833 it was restored to Lall Aman Sing, his son Rugnath Sing 
having died in the interval. In 1840 Aman Sing made over the State 
to his second son, Sheo Sing, the present Chief. By improvidence and 
misrule the State became involved in debt, and in J845 it was taken 
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under British management at the Chief’s own request. The Chief has 
been guaranteed (No. XX VI.) the right of adoption. Sheo Sing’s 
eldest son Inderjeet Sing died in 1856^ leaving a son Sher Bahadoor 
Sing then about two years old. But Sheo Sing has three sons living. 

The area of Sohawal is about 300 square miles^ and the population 
about 50,000 ; the revenue is Eupees 30,000. 

GORIHAR. 

Eaja Earn was governor of the fort of Booragurh, in the service of 
Gooman Sing, ancestor of the Rajas of Ajeygurh. During the 
anarchy of the times he rebelled against his master, and for a short 
period held the fort successfully against Ali Bahadoor. At the time 
of the British occupation of Bundelcund he was at the head of a band 
of professed plunderers, and for a long time disturbed the peace of 
the country. By the 5th Article of his engagement the Eaja of 
Ajeygurh was bound to reduce Raja Ram to obedience and to grant 
him subsistence. But he was unable to do this either by persuasion 
or force, and so persistent was the recusance of Eaja Earn that 
Government sanctioned the offer of Eupees 30,000 for his capture. 
But before the proclamation was issued he was induced to surrender 
on the promise of receiving a territorial possession on terms similar 
to those granted to the Bundelcund Chiefs. He received his Sunnud 
(No. LXXXV.) on 29th November 1807. 

Eaja Ram died on 31st January 1846, and was succeeded by his 
only surviving son Rajdhur Roodur Sing. For his services during the 
mutinies of 1857 Rajdhur Roodur Sing received the title of Ran 
Bahadoor, a dress of honor worth Eupees 10,000, and the privilege 
of adoption, which was subsequently confirmed by Sunnud (No. LII.) 

The State is said to comprise an area of 76 square miles, to have a 
population of 7,500, and to yield a revenue of Rupees 65,000. 

GEROWLI. 

Gopal Sing was one of the most active and daring of the military 
adventurers who opposed the occupation of Bundelcund by the British 
Government. He had been in the service of Doorjun Sing and 
Hurree Sing, the grandsons of Chuttersal, and on the invasion of 
Ali Bahadoor he seized the Pergunnah of Kotra for himselfi For 
years he resisted all efforts of persuasion or force to reduce him to 
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submission, but being at last convinced of the hopelessness of the unequal 
contest with the British troops, he submitted on condition of receiving 
a full pardon and a provision in land. A Sunnud (No. LXXXVI.) was 
given to him in 1812. 

As an inducement to Gopal Sing to submit, the Raja of Punnah, 
whom Gopal Sing had befriended in distress, gave him eighteen 
additional villages. The Raja of Punnah asserted that these villages 
were given on a service tenure, but in 1821, after full inquiry, it was 
decided that no such condition was annexed to the grant. The 
villages continued with Gopal Sing till his death in 1831, when they 
were resumed by the Raja of Punnah, the original grant having 
been only for the life of Gopal Sing. 

At the request of Pureechut, his son Rundheer Sing was recog- 
nised in 1861 as his future heir and successor. The conduct of this, 
jaghiredar during the mutinies of 1857 was not astisfactory. He has 
received the right of adoption (No, LXX.) 

The area of this State is estimated to be 50 square miles ; the 
population at 5,000 souls, and the revenue at Rupees 15,000, 

NYAGAON REBAI. 

Luchmun Sing, one of the banditti leaders of Bundelcund, was 
induced to surrender on promise of pardon. He received in 1807 a 
Sunnud (No, LXXXVII.) for five villages. He died in 1808 and was 
succeeded by his son Juggut Sing, the present jaghiredar. In 1850 it 
was decided that this State is held merely on a life tenure and ought 
to have been resumed on the death of Luchmun Sing. It was con- 
tinued to Juggut Sing, however’, who had been so long in possession, 
on the distinct understanding that it is to lapse absolutely at his death. 
In the meantime however the jaghiredar has received the right of 
adoption (No. LXX.) 

MYHERE, 

This State was originally a dependency of Rewah. On the 
occupation of Bundelcund, Thakoor Doorjun Sing was confirmed 
(No. LXXXVIIL) in his possession on his executing a deed of allegi- 
ance. In 1814 a revised Sunnud (No. LXXXIX.) was given to 
him. On the death of Doorjun Sing in 1826 the State was divided 
(No. XC,) between his two sons Bishuu Sing and Prag Dass, the 
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former receiving the distinct of Myhere and the latter Bijccragogui'h. 
The estate of Bijeei’agogurh uvas confiscated in 1858 for the rebellion 
of the Chief Suijoopershad, son of Prag Dass. 

Bishun Sing became deeply involved in debt, and at his own 
request the State was takii under British management in 1849, 
at which time an Agreement (No. XCI.) was taken from him. 
Bishun Sing died in 1850 and was succeeded by his son Mohun 
Pershad, who died in 1852, leaving a son Bugbur Sing, then about seven 
years of age. The Chiefof Myhere has received a Sunnud (No. XXVI.) 
granting him the right of adoption. A promise has been made to the 
young Chief that his Slate will be restored to his management in two 
years, if he prove himself fit to be entrusted with the administration. 
In the meantime a. British Officer has been deputed, to Myhere to 
instruct him in his duties. 

The area of M3’'herc is about 400 square miles ; the population 
70,000, and the revenue Rupees 74,200. 

BAONEE. 

This is the only Mahomedan State in Bundelcund. Nawab Ghazec- 
ood-deen Khan, grandson of Asuf Jah Nizam-ool-Mulk of Hyderabad, 
received from the Peishwa a grant of fifty-two villages near Calpee. 
At the time of the British occupation of Bundelcund, his son Nusseci-- 
ood-dowla was found in possession of forty-nine of these villages, 
three having been usurped by the subordinate agents of the Peishwa’s 
Government without authority from the Poona Durbar. The Nawab 
submitted a paper of requests (No. XCII.), claiming the continu- 
ance of tlfese villages, and altliough actual possession was wanting 
to complete the ground of claim to three of them, yet as a measure of 
liberality and in consideration of the rank of the Nawab and his 
exemplary conduct from the time of the British occupation, it was 
resolved to continue to him the whole of the viUages comprised in the 
Peishwa’s grant to his father. But the grant of a Sunnud was with- 
held until the claims of the Nana of Calpee could be adjusted, as the 
specific nature and extent of the Nawab’s authority and prxvileo-es 
within his jaghire might depend in a great measure on the nature of 
ihe settlement with the Nana of Calpee. During the investigation of 
ffie claims of the Nana of Calpee it appeared that the Nana stood to the 
Peishwa in the position of a tributary, and that the district of Calpee 
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therefore. In which lay the Nawab’s jaghire, did not form part of the 
lands actually held by the Peishwa and ceded under the Treaty of 
Bassein. It was therefore held that the British Government had no 
right to grant a Sunnud for the villages constituting the Nawah’s 
jaghire, to exercise any authority over the Nawab and his possessions, 
or to ratify the paper of requests which the Nawab had presented. 
But Government considered that J^liere ^ere no objections to the 
execution of a deed recognising the validity of the Peishwa’s Sunnud ; 
accordingly the validity of the grant was recognised in a letter which 
the Governor-General addressed to the Nawab on 24th December 
1806. Of course, any claims to independence of the British Govern- 
ment which the Nawab might have been disposed to base on this 
decision were extinguished in 1817, when the Peishwa ceded all his 
sovereign rights to the British Government. 

Nusseer-ood-dowla died at Calpee on 11th May 1815, and was 
succeeded by his son Amcer-ool-Mulk, who was succeeded in 1838 
by his son Mahomed Hussein Khan. In 1856 the Nawab requested 
permission to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his 
eldest son Mehdee Hoossein Khan might be recognised in the 
succession ; and, with a view to prevent quarrels, he settled allowances 
of Rupees 9,000 upon the other members of his familjr. This 
was sanctioned, but owing to the mutinies and other causes the 
Nawab did not proceed on the pilgrimage. Nevertheless Mehdee 
Hoossein Khan continued to be addressed as Nawab and to have sole 
charge of the administration till the death of his father Mahomed 
Hussein Khan, in August 1859. After the death of^ Mahomed 
Hussein Khan, one of his sons, Abdoolla Hussein, endeavored to cast 
suspicion on Mehdee Hoossein Khan^s birth, and to secure the succes- 
sion to himself ; but after enquiry Government recognised Mehdee 
Hoossein Khan as the legitimate heir. Ke has sii-ce been assured 
(No. XCIII.) that any succession to his State which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law will be recognised and confirmed, 
subject to the payment of a relief of half a yearns net revenue, when- 
ever the succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. In 1863, 
as a reward for various liberal measures adopted by the Nawab, 
and particularly the abolition of transit duties within the limits 
of his State, Government sanctioned an addition to his complimentary 
titles. 
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This State is said to cover an area of 127 square miles, with a 
population of 19,000 souls, and to yield a revenue of one lakh of 
Rupees. 


THE HUSHT BHYA JAGHIRES. 


These jaghires originally formed part of the Tehree State. The 
founder of the family was Dewan Kai Sing, great great grandson 
of Bir Sing Deo, one of the Rajas of Tehree, who possessed the 
jaghire of Baragaon. The name of Husht Bhya jaghires is derived 
from the fact of Dewan Rai Sing having divided his jaghire of Bara- 
gaon into eight shares, Tarowlee, Kuree, Chirgaon, Doorwye, Bijna, 
Tori Futtehpore, Pusraee, and Faharee, among his eight sons. The 
jaghires of Kuree or Doodpore and Pusraee became at an early date 
merged in the other shares* and Tarowlee reverted to Tehree. The 
dismemberment of the Tehree State by the Mahrattas and the for- 
mation of the separate State of Jhansi, led to disputed claims between 
Tehree and Jhansi as to the feudal supremacy over the remaining five 
jaghires. A careful investigation was made in 1821, and it was decided 
that these jaghires should be considered directly dependent on the 
British Government, through whom the tribute levied by the Jhansi 
State would be paid, but that the jaghiredars should continue the 
usual observances to the Raja of Tehree as the nominal head of the 
family. Jhansi however had seized several of the villages belong- 
ing to these jaghires and was allowed to retain them in lieu of the 
tributet which would otherwise have been exacted. These arrange- 
ments were embodied in Sunnuds (No. XCIV.) which were granted 
m 1823 40 the jaghiredars. For the jaghire of Tarowlee, which 
had reverted to Tehree, the Raja of that State was required to pay 
an annual tribute of Rupees 3,000 to Jhansi. This tribute became 
payable to the British Government on the lapse of Jhansi, but it was 
^mitted in 1860 as a reward for the services rendered by the Raja of 
Tehree during the mutinies. ^

Chirgaon was confiscated in 1841 for the rebellion of the jaghiredar 
Bukht Sing, so that of the original eight shares into which the jaghire 
of Baragaon was divided there renaain now only four. 

Boodh Sing of Doorwye, to whom the Sunnud was given in 1823, 
was succeeded by his son Nahur Sing, and he in 1851 by his son 
Runjore Sing, the present jaghiredar. Sooqun Sing of Bijna was 
succeeded in 1839 by his son Khunde Kao, and he, in 1850, by 
his son Mokoond Sing. The jaghiredar of Tori Futtehpore, Hurper- 
shad, before his death on 19th November 1858, adopted Pirthee Sing 
from the Bijna branch of the family, and the succession of this 
youth was recognised by Government under the management of 
the widow of Hurpershad during the minority. Esree Sing of Paharee. 
was succeeded in 1847 by his eldest son Bijey Bahadoor. All these 
jaghiredars have received the right of adoption (No. LXX.) 

The area of these four jaghires is estimated to be 85 sc^uare miles ; 
the population to be about 18,000 souls, and the revenue to amount to 
Rupees 81,000. 

KUNNYADHANA. 

Although owing allegiance to the British Government from the 
time of the Peishwa’s cession of his sovereign power in Bundelcund 
in 1817, the CMef of this petty State never executed any written 
engagement till the year 1862, when it was considered expedient to 
reduce the terms of his allegiance to record (No. XCV.) before 
granting him in writing the privilege of adoption (No. XX VI.) 

The jaghire of Kunnyadhana originally formed part of the Tehree 
State, having been granted by Oudet Sing to his younger brother 
A man Sing, about the year 1703 A. D. After the dismemberment 
of the Tehree State by the Mahrattas, the Peishwa granted a Sunnud 
for the jaghire to Amir Sing Aharwally in 1751, Thereafter the 
sovereignty over Kunnyadhana was for years subject of dispute 
between the Mahratta State of Jhanai and Tehree, and after the lapse 
of Jhansi the British Government inherited the dispute. The jaghire- 
dar indeed claimed absolute independence both of the British Govern- 
ment and of Tehree, but in 1862 it was decided that, like the Husht 
Bhya jaghires, the jaghire of Kunnyadhana was directly dependent 
on the British Government, on the grounds that the jaghire had 
undoubtedly formed a part of the Mahratta conejnests in Bundelcund

nues are estimated at Rupees 30,000. Gooman Sing, the present 
jaghiredar, succeeded his father in June 1863,

OBLicmoN of Maha Rajah Kishore Sing, signed and sealed by his Alinister Raj 
Dhur Gtjj SinGj at Modha, the 4th February 1507. 

Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein, the country of Dursa, Noor, 
and Adlpar, originally in the possession of Sreemunt Pundit Purdhan 
Sewaee Bagee Rao Peishwa Behadur, was formerly ceded to the 
Honorable the East India Company ; and Whereas by a subsequent 
agreement between the two States, this country was afterwards restor- 
ed to the Peishwa, and in exchange for it and for certain other con- 
siderations which are contained in the agreement in question, the 
province of Bundelcund, yielding a revenue of thirty-six lakhs and 
sixteen thousand Rupees, was ceded in perpetual sovereignty by His 
Highness the Peishwa to the Honorable the East India Company, 
and annexed to their actual possessions ; and Whereas a British force 
having entered the province, for the purpose of settling the country 
and punishing the refractory, all the Rajahs of this province and its 
vicinity, on hearing the fame of the justice, benevolence and good 
faith which have ever regulated the conduct of the British Govern- 
ment, placed themselves under its protection, and, becoming re- 
spectively the objects of its bounty and liberality, have been reinstated 
and confirmed in their original possessions, which they now enjoy in 
security and confort; and Whereas I, Maha Rajah Kishore Sing 
Behadur, descended from the late Maharaja Hurdle Sah, and pos- 
sessed of claims in common with the other Rajahs of this pro- 
vince, have with sincere professions of attachment to the British 
Government deputed my Minister Raj Dhur Guj Sing to solicit 
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llic favor and kindness of the Government, and accordingly with 
a view to the promotion of the welfare of the inhabitants of ■ 
this province, a Sunnud for certain mehals and villages above the 
Ghats, which by the Treaty of Bassein are immediately dependent 
on the British Government, has been conferred upon me : Therefore, 
and in order to confirm my obedience and attachment to the British 
Govermnent, I have prepared and delivered this obligation contain- 
ing the following Articles, under my own seal and signature and 
under the seal and signature of my Minister Kaj Dhur Guj Sing, 
and I hereby declare that I never will swerve from those Articles in 
any instance whatever : — 

Article 1. 

I hereby bind myself never to aid nor abet any marauders either 
in or out of the province of Bundelcund; never to harbour them 
in my possessions nor permit their - families to reside in the territory 
subject to my authority ; and also to abstain from all correspondence 
and communication with them; and I further bind myself never to 
engage in hostility with any of the adherents or dependants of the 
British Government, but always to be obedient and submissive to it. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard the passes through the Ghats which are subject 
to my authority, in such a manner as to prevent all marauders and 
plunderers from ascending or descending the Ghats through those 
passes, and to secure the territory of the British Government from 
incursions through any of the said passes. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, I engage not only 
not to obstruct nor impede their progress, but to depute respectable 
and intelligent persons to conduct them by the most convenient 
route. 
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Abticle 4. 

Whereas the British Goyernment, from motives of justice and 
equity, have granted to me a Sunnud for a considerahle portion of 
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territory above the GhatSj and whereas many of the villages contained 
in that territory were formerly made over in malgoozarce by my 
ancestors and predecessors to certain persons who were faithful and 
obedientj and many of those pergunnahs and villages have of late 
years been usurped by refractory and turbulent persons who have 
revolted from my authority; therefore I hereby solemnly pledge 
myself to be responsible for any commotions or disturbances which 
shall be excited by those persons within the British territory. 

Article 5. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of the villages subject to my authority3 I agree to seize such 
person and to deliver him up to the Officers of the British Government 
immediately on his being demanded. 

Article 6. 

I will not permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my 
villages, and if the property of merchants or travellers be stolen 
or robbed in any village under my authority, I agree to make 
the zemindars of such village responsible either for the restitution 
of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the offender to the 
British Government ; and if any felon or murderer, or any person 
amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British 
territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver 
him over to the Officers of the British Government. 

Article 7. 

One of my confidential servants shall always be in attendance on 
the principal Officer of the Government in this province, for the 
purpose of executing his orders. 

I, Raj Dhur Guj Sing, the Minister of Maharajah Kishore Sing 
Behadur, having as agent for the Maharajah affixed my seal and sig- 
nature to this obligation and entered it among the records of the 
British Government, do hereby promise strictly to observe the above 
Articles, and never to evade nor neglect the performance of any of 
the conditions ct>ntained in them ; and, after repairing to the presence 
of the Maharajah, I engage to procure and to place among the records 
of Government, an Ikrarnamah comprising the above Articles, signed

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Maharajah Kishorr Sing in 1 807 . 

Be it known to all choudrieSj kanoongoea, zemindars, malgoozars, 
and talookdars of that portion of Bundelcund above the Ghats, 
which was formerly in the possession of Herdee Sah ; that Whereas the 
primary objects of the British Government are the amelioration of the 
condition of their subjects, and the adjustment of the rights of all 
just claimants ; and Whereas, actuated by this principle, the Hon’ble 
the East India Company, from motives of liberality, have not thought 
proper to avail themselves of their title to the possession of the whole 
of Bundelcund which, with an annual revenue of thirty-six lacs and 
sixteen thousand Eupees, was by an agreement between the two States 
ceded to the British Government by His Highness the Peishwa; 
but contenting themselves with that territory which is now in their 
actual possession, they have been pleased to apportion the remaining 
territory to various Chieftains of this province, possessing just claims, 
and to certain persons who were in the possession of lands before 
the introduction of the British authority into this province, and who 
since the establishment have uniformly professed and evinced their 
attachment and fidelity to it, with this view that the whole of the 
inhabitants of this province, both high and low, may pass their days in 
security and happiness under the benign protection of the British 
Government; and Whereas Maharajah Kishore Sing, the grandson 
of the late Maharajah Herdee Sah, possessing claims in common 
with “the other Kajahs of this province, and sincerely professing 
attachment to the British Government, has become obedient and 
submissive to it, and has deputed his Minister, Raj Dhur Guga 
Sing, to solicit the favor and kindness of the Government : Therefore 
'the mehals, villages, and diamond mines specified underneath, and 
situated above the Ghats, are hereby granted and assigned to the 
Maharajah by the British Government. ^ 

It is necessary that the Maharajah, entertaining a due sense of this 
extensive grant, do strictly perform the conditions of his engagement,

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in which case he shaU never be molested nor opposed by the British 
Govemment, bat shall continue undisturbed in the enjoyment of his 
present possession.

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Tramslatioi^ of an Ikbabnamah presented by the Rajah Kishore Sing Buhabur, 

the Rajah of Punkah. 

Whereas since the first annexation of the province of Bundelcund 
to the dominions of the British Government, I, Rajah Kishore Sing 
Bahadur [the contracting party], and proprietor of the share of 
Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of all the Rajahs of Bundelcund), 
having acknowledged my allegiance and submission and remained obe- 
dient to the British Government, and never in any instance deviated 
from the obedience and loyalty due from a good subject, but during 
the period of the agency of Captain Baillie, by reason of a combina- 
tion of accidental circiimstances, I was prevented from appearing in 
the above Officer’s presence, I however deputed to the above gentle- 
man Raj Dhur Guga ’Sing Bahadur on my part, and applied for a 
Sunnud from the British Government ; accordingly, the said Raj Dhur 
Guga Sing Bahadur above-mentioned delivered in an Ikrarnaniah 
(or obligation of allegiance) under my seal and signature and received 
a Sunnud for several villages. Many villages that were then in the 
hands of usurpers and oppressors were not inserted therein, and to 
obtain possession of even those villages which were included in the 
above Sunnud from Lutchmun Dowah and other unjust possessors, I 
was necessitated to wage war, and in consequence of my own want of 
power, and receiving no aid from the British Government, I was 
unable to obtain possession of the places in question. After the arrival 
of Mr, John Richardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and according 
to the orders of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council, 
by the aid of a British force, I obtained possession of the villages 
included in the Sunnud granted by the British Government, as well as 
those villages which were in the possession of usurpers, and unjust 
claimants. At this period, and with a view to confirming my obedi- 
ence and attachment to the British Government, I have prepared, 
under my seal and signature, and hereby present, the Ikramamah 
containing eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, Agent to 
the Governor-General in Bundelcund, and required a Sunnud for the 
villages and lands now in my possession, and I therefore hereby 
declare and promise, that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles 
contained in this Ikramamah, and never evade or infringe any one 
of them.

of the property stolen or robbed, or for the seizure and delivery of 
the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that murderers and all other 
persons amenable to the criminal jurisdiction of the British Government 
for crimes committed in the British possessions, who may take refuge 
in my districts, shall be immediately seized and delivered over to the 
British authority in Bundelcund.

If any of the surrounding Chiefs rebel against the British authority, 
although they be my near relations, I engage to abstain from every 
manner of friendly intercourse with such Chiefs, and not to harbour 
or give protection in my country to them or any of their relations.

I engage to guard all the passes through the Ghats under my 
authority, so as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed 
persons, from ascending or descending the Ghats, or from entering 
the British territories through any of those passes; and if any 
neighbouring Chief or Leader should meditate an incursion into the 
British territory through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs in 
allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the OflScers of the British 
Government with information of the circumstance before his approach 
to the neighbourhood of my territory, and to exert my utmost eiforts 
to obstruct his progress. 

Article 8. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
Ghats through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not 
only not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respect- 
able and intelligent persons to conduct them by the most convenient 
route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies so long as they 
remain within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article 9. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing and Eao Himmut Sing of Murreadah, and 
Zalim Sing of Burdwaho, and Puddum Sing of Thingah, and Gotee 
Jumadar, and Manictjee of Mahut Gowha, have rebelled againsif 
the British Government and are guilty of marauding and plunder- 
ing in the territories of that Government, I hereby declare that I 
will never have any intercourse with the above-mentioned rebels :

Article 10. 

Whereas between me and the Kajahs and Chiefs of Bundelcund 
there existed many disputed claims concerning many villages, which 
disputes have been adjusted and settled by the decision of the British 
Government ; and as now there is no disputed point or cause of ditfer- 
ence remaining, I hereby therefore declare and promise, that hereafter 
I will not" dispute or quarrel with any Rajah or Chief on account of any 
village or lands. If any Rajah or Chief shall dispute or quarrel with 
me on account of any village or lands claimed, I engage to submit 
the same to the British Government, and to abide by its decision, and 
not to dispute or quarrel about the point myself. 


Article 11. 

I engage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in 
attendance as a vakeel on the Oflicer of the British Government in 
this province for the purpose of executing his orders, and in the event 
of such vakeel being from any reason disapproved of by the said 
Officer, I agree immediately to appoint another in his stead.

Translation of a Sdnnud granted to the Rajah Kishore Bing Buhadur, 
Rajah of Punnah, in 1811, 

Be it known to the ohowdnes, canoongoes, &c., of the pergunnah 
of Khuttolah and the pergunnah of Powey, &o., in the province of 
Bundelcund, that Whereas the Maharajah Kishore Bing Bahadur, 
one of the ancient and hereditary Chieftains of Bundelcund, the heir 
and proprietor of the share of Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of the 
Rajahs of Bundelcund) from the period of the annexation of the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund to the dominions of the British Government, 
has invariably observed a friendly and obedient conduct, and in no 
instance deviated from the loyalty or attachment due to the British 
Government, but who, during the period of the Agency of Captain 
John Baillie, having been by a combination of accidental circumstances 
prevented from waiting upon that gentleman, deputed Raj Dhur Guga 
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Sing Bahadur on his (the said Rajah’s) part, who presented a list of 
several villages to the aforesaid gentleman, and received a Sunnud for 
the same, but was not put in possession of those villages ; and moreover 
many of the villages and lands belonging to the hereditary possessions 
of the said Rajah, as the share of Herdee Sah, which were in the posses- 
sion of usurpers, and persons who had no claim thereto, were not 
included in the above Sunnud — Afterwards, during the Agency of 
Mr. John Richardson, the aforesaid Rajah Kishore Sing himself 
having waited upon that gentleman, was by the orders of the British 
Government put in possession of all the villages and lands included 
in the Sunnud already alluded to, and also of those villages and 
lands which were unjustly possessed by usurpers and false claimants, 
and every other dispute that existed with other Chiefs and Rajahs 
having been adjusted and settled: — At this juncture the said Rajah 
has delivered in an Ikrarnamah (or obligation of allegiance), con- 
taining eleven distinct Articles, expressive of his allegiance and 
attachment to the British Government, and requesting that a Sunnud, 
confirming the villages and lands at present in his possession may 
be granted by the British Government. For the above reasons the 
villages and lands enumerated in the subjoined schedule, with all the 
rights and tenures and usages, revenues, lands or sayer, together 
with forts and fortified places, are hereby granted to the said Rajah 
and his heirs, exempt from the payment of revenue in perpetuity. 
So long as the said Rajah Kishore Sing and his heirs shall observe and 
adhere faithfully to the articles of the obligation of allegiance which 
he has delivered in to the British Government, no sort of molestation or 
resumption shall ever take place on the part of the British Govern- 
ment. It is necessary that you shall all consider and view the said 
Rajah as the px'oprietor and Lord of the above enumerated possessions. 
The conduct which it is incumbent on the said Maharajah to observe, 
is to exert himself to the utmost of his power in the cultivation and 
improvement of the said possessions, and to pay attention to the 
prosperity and comfort of the peoifie, and to enjoy the produce of 
the same in firm obedience, loyalty, and submission to the British 
Government, After the sanction of the Right Honorable the 
Governor-General in Council shall be obtained, another Sunnud, to 
the same eflbct, signed by the Eight Honorable the Governor-General 
VOL.

Article 1. 

Whereas from the period when the British troops first arrived for 
the purpose of subduing and punishing the refractory in the province 
of Bundelcund, I cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my obedi- 
ence and submission to the British Government and have been admit- 
ted among the number of its dependants; and Whereas J. Eichard- 
son, Esquire, who has been lately invested, by the Eight Honorable 
the Governor-General with the general superintendence and control 
of the province of Bundelcund, having required of me an Ikrar- 
namah or obligation of allegiance ; Therefore and in consideration of 
the ample jirovision which the British Government has been pleased 
to bestow upon me, I have prepared, and do hereby present this 
Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles under my seal and 
signature, from the conditions of which I promise never to depart 
and never to commit any act in violation of any of the subjoined 
Articles.

Article 2. 

I hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or correspond- 
ence with any marauders or evil disposed persons either within or 
without the province of Bundelcund and never to harbour or permit 
any such persons to reside in my villages ; and whenever I shall 
obtain information of the haunts of such persons, I engage to use my 
endeavours to apprehend them and deliver them up to the Officers of 
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the British Government. I engage never to enter into disputes with 
any of the servants or dependants of the British Government, and SoTO'. 
never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on the British Loijielsi, 
Government, in the event of disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers, and on all occasions scrupulously 
to observe the strictest obedience and submission to the British 
Government.

If any subjects of the British Governmefft abscond and take refuge 
in any of the villages composing my jaghires, I engage to seize and 
deliver him to servants of the British Government, and if any person be 
deputed on the part of the British Government to ajiprehend such 
absconder, 1 agree not only not to oppose that person but to co-operate 
with him in the apprehension of the absconder, and I agree to obey the 
orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts on all occasions. 

Article 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my 
villages, and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers 
be plundered or stolen in any of my villages, I engage to make the 
zemindars of such village responsible for the stolen property or for 
the seizure and delivery of the robber or thief to the Officers of the 
British Government ; and if any person amenable to the Bidtish Laws 
for murder or other crimes committed in the British territory take 
refuge in any of my villages, I further engage to seize such offender 
and deliver him up to the British Government. 

Article 5 . 

Whereas the Sunnuds which I have received from the British 
Government have been drawn out in conformity to the ancient Sunnuds 
which I have presented ; if it shall hereafter he clearly proved that any 
of the villages comprised in those Sunnuds was not in my possession 
during the government of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but have been 
occupied by me subseq[uently to the death of the late Nawab, I hereby 
agree to give up any such villages without difficulty or hesitation 
to the Officers of the British Government, and not to advance any 
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objection to tbe surrender of tlieiHj on the score of such villages being 
included in the Sunnuds which I have received from the British 
Government.

To the chowdries, kanoongoea, zemindars and mookuddims of the 
pergunnah of Punwarry,^n the province of Sundelcund ; be it known 
that Whereas Dewan Deorieh Sing of the Boondellah caste^ and one 
of the Chieftains of rank of the province of Bundelcund, having in 
token of his obedience and submission repaired in person to the 
Officers of the British Government, and having from the first annexa- 
tion of the province of Bundelcund to the British territories strictly 
observed all the duties of obedience and submission, and having 
moreover deposited among the records of the Government an Ikrar- 
namah or obligation of allegiance, under his own seal and signature, 
comprising five Articles, and expressive of his services, obedience, 
and faithful attachment to the British Government : Therefore and 
from motives of benevolence and good faith, the villages specified 
underneath, which from ancient times have been in the possession 
of the said Dewan Deorich Sing aforesaid ^ are hereby granted to 
him rent free by the British Government; and so long as the said 
Dewan Deorich Sing and his posterity shall abide by the terms of his 
Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties 
of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages 
enumerated below shall continue to be held rent free by them in 
perpetuity. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, 
&c., to be obedient to the said Dewan Deorich Sing, and to pay 
to him as heretofore the established dues and immunities of the 
said villages ; and it is incumbent on the said Dewan Deorich Sing 
to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by 
his good government, and to devote his attention to the increase 
of the population and the improvement of the cultivation of his 
possessions. 
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This Sunnud, after obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon’ble the 
Governor-General in Council, shall be considered as valid, and another 
Sunnud shall hereafter be granted under the seal and signature of the

Dated Wth March 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the governments of the several 
Princes and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories 
should be perpetuated, and that the representation and dignity of their 
Houses should be continued ; in fulfilment of this desire this Sunnud 
is given to you, to repeat to you the assurance which I communicated 
to you in the Cawnpore Durbar in December 1859, that on failure of 
direct heirs the British Government will permit and confirm any 
adoption of a successor, made by yourself or by any future Chief of 
your State, that may be in accordance with the ancient custom of your 
family. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to 
you so long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the 
conditions of the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its 
obligations to the British ‘Government. 

(Signed) Canning. 

A similar Sunnud was giv.en to the Jaghlredar of Gourihar. 
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Tb^nsla.tion of an Agreement executed by Hao IIeera Sing DuiiAniiR, 
Jaj^biredar of Logassee. 

Dated '2.6th January 1862. 

Whereas His Excellency the Governor-General has been pleased 
to bestow on me in jaghire, mouzahs Jlieenjun^ Neemkheraj and 
Chowkundeh, pergunnali Punwarree, and mouzah Kunrore, pergun- 
nah Chaitpoor, on the condition that the jungle which has been cut be 
kept clear ; that the land “ Rukheil” which has been taken in mouzah 
Chowkundeh for the Government horses attached to the Nowffaon 
Cantonment, and for which Rupees 95 have been allowed by Govern- 
ment as compensation^ be taken care of; that the clearances of the 
jungle be limited to 200 yards in breadth, and that a road about 20 
feet broad be made through the middle of it, so that two loaded carta 
may be able to pass without any hindrance to each other : I do hereby 
bind myself under this written Agreement in the following terms : — 

That in the places marked below, I will keep clear 200 yards of 
jungle in breadth, and will not allow jungle to grow in that portion of 
the land. 

That through the cleared land I will make a road in the manner 
stated above. 

That I will also look after the preservation of the " Rukhcil ’’ land 
in mouzah Chowkundeh, and will not allow it to be injured in any 
way. 

Prom mouzah Jheenjun up to the boundary of Junao. 

From Jheenjun via Kunrore a new road up to the boundary of 
Nowgaon. 

A road from Jheenjun to Samana and Undheeria. 

From mouzah Donee, ilakah Ohutterpoor, a road to Majhgaon.

Whereas the province of Bundelcund has lately been annexed to the 
territories and possessions of the British Government in India and the 
British troops are now employed in the punishment and suppression 
of the disaffected and turbulent in this province ; and Whereas Maha- 
rajah Beekur Mageet Bejy Buhadur, having, sincerely professed hia 
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submission and obedience to the Government of the Honorable Company 
in Bundelcund, presented a Wajib-ool-Urz or paper of requests compre- 
hending eight distinct Articles, to Captain John Baillie, Political 
Agent on the part of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, &c., &c., &c., all which distinct Articles and requests 
have been answered or complied with according to the just and benevo- 
lent principles of the British Government in India, with a view to the 
eiicouragement and satisfaction of the Eajah : and Whereas an obliga- 
tion of allegiance and fidelity to the British Government on the part of 
Maharajah Beekur Mageet has now been required as a permanent 
pledge of his future submission and attachment : Therefore Maharajah 
Beekur Mageet Bejy Buhadur hereby stipulates and engages for the 
strict performance and observance of all and each of the following 
Articles and conditions : — 


Article 1. 

The Maharajah hereby promises and binds himself on no occa- 
sion to unite with the external or internal enemies of the Honor- 
able Company in Biindelcund and to be ever obedient and submis- 
sive to the will and commands of the British Government in all 
things. 

Article 2^ 

If any one of the children or relations of the Maharajah excite sedi- 
tions or disturbance in the British territories or possessions, the Maha- 
rajah engages to do everything in his power to prevent and restrain 
them, and in the case of their persisting in such conduct the Maharajah 
engages to unite his force with the British troops in the punishment 
and suppression of such persona. 

Article 3, 

If any of the peasantry or immediate subjects of the British Govern- 
ment abscond from the British possessions and take refuge in the 
districts subject to the authority of the Rajah, he engages to seize 
and deliver over all such defaulters to the Officers of the British 
Government; and in the case of persons being sent to apprehend 
them in his country, the Maharajah not only engages that he shall 
not oppose, but hereby promises to the utmost of his power to assist.

benevolent principle of the British Government in India uniformly to

British Government : during the Agency of Captain Baillie, I deli- 
vered in an Ikrarnamah (or obligation of allegiance) under my seal and

Signature, consisting of seven Articles, and received a Siinnud. Of 
the tuppali of Isanaghur, which was included in the said Sunnud, on 
account of the disputed claim preferred by the Rajah of Bljawur, and 
of the half share of the talook of Kurelah, which was also inserted in 
the above-mentioned Sunnud, by reason of its having been resumed by 
the British Government, together with jaidad lands of the late Rajah 
Himraut Bahadur, and also of several other villages belonging to my 
possessions, but then in the possession of unjust claimants, which were 
not included in the aforesaid Sunnud, I did not receive possession. 
Afterwards, during the superintendence of Mr. J, Richardson, Agent 
to the Governor General, I presented a request to be put in possession 
of the villages and possessions above enumerated, and in conformity to 
the decision and orders of the Right Honorable the Governor General 
in Council, I was put In possession of the tupi)ah of Isanaghur, 
and the other villages and places in the possession of unjust claim- 
ants; and I received a deduction from the rents of the tuppali of 
Chandellah, in lieu of the half share of Kurelah. At this time, all 
claims and disputes that existed between me and the other Rajahs and 
Chiefs of Bundelcund are finally adjusted and settled: for this reason 
at this period, with a view to confirming my obedience, submis- 
sion, and attachment to the British Government, I hereby present 
Mr, Richardson, Agent to the Governor General, an Ikrarnamah (or 
engagement) under my seal and signature, containing eleven distinct 
Articles ; and request a revised and corrected Sunnud, including the 
whole of the villages and lands at present in my possession. I, there- 
fore, hereby promise and bind myself to adhere to and observe faith- 
fully every Article of my engagement, and in no instance deviate or 
swerve from any one of them. 


Article 1. 

I hereby promise and bind myself on no occasion to unite with exter- 
nal or internal enemies of the Honorable Company in Bundelcund 
and to be ever obedient and submissive to the will and commands of 
the British Government in all things. 

Article 2, 

If any one of my children^ brothers, or relations excite sedition or 
disturbances in the British territories or possessions, or the territories 
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or possessions of any of the Chiefs in allegiance to tli# British Govern- 
ment, I engage to do everything in my power to prevent and to 
restrain them, and in the case of their persisting in such conduct 1 
engage to unite my force with the British troops in the punishment 
and suppression of such persons.

If any of the subjects of the British Government shall fly and take

Chiefs dr leader should meditate an incursion into the British terri- 
tory through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs in allegiance

neighbourhood of my territory, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstruct his progress. 

Article 8. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
Ghats through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree 
not only not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute 
respectable and intelligent persons to conduct them by the moat con- 
venient route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies so long 
as they remain within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article 9. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing and Kao Himmut Sing of Murriadah, and 
Zalim Sing of Burdwaho, and Pudclum Sing of Thingah, and Gotee 
Jemadar, and Manickjee of Mahot Gowah, have rebelled against the 
British Government and are guilty of marauding and plundering 
in the territories of that Government, I hereby declare that I will 
never have any intercourse with the above-mentioned rebels: but, 
on the contrary, whenever I shall hear of any of their joint or 
separate depredations in the territories of the British Government 
or any of its dependants, I engage to attack the aggressor or aggres- 
sors, and to the utmost of my power punish them ; and in the event 
of any of them being seized, I engage to deliver them up to the 
British Government. 


Article 10. 

W’hereas between me and the Rajahs and Chiefs of Bundglcund 
there existed many disputed claims concerning many villages, which 
disputes have been adjusted and settled by the decision of the 
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British Government ; and as now there is no dispute^ point or cause 
of difference remaining, I therefore hereby declare and promise that 
hereafter I will not dispute or quarrel with any Rajah or Chief 
on account of any village or lands. If any Rajah or Chief shall 
dispute or quarrel with me on account of any village Or land claimed^ 
I engage to submit the same to the British Government, and to abide 
by its decision, and not to dispute or quarrel about the point myself. 

Article 11. 

I engage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in 
attendance as a vakeel on the Officer of the British Government in this 
province, for the purpose of executing his orders ; and in the event of 
such vakeel being from any reasons disapproved of by the said Officer, 
I agree immediately to appoint another in his stead. 

Translation of a Stjnnud granted to Rajah Bejy Bahadub, 

Rajah of Chtrkaby. 


Dated March 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, &c., of the pergunnahs 
of Raath and Sewndah and K^tolah, &c., in the province of Bundel- 
cund ; that Whereas the Rajah Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, one of the 
ancient and hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, on the annexation of the 
province of Bundelcund to the dominions of the British Government, 
was the first of the Boondellah Chiefs who submitted and acknowledged 
the authority of that Government, and during the Agency of Captain 
John Baillie, the former Agent to the Governor General, delivered in 
an Ikrarnamah (or obligation of allegiance) to the British Government, 
and received a Sunnud for the villages and lands in his possession, and 
has from that period remained firm and faithful to every Article of his 
engagement, and in no instance deviated or swerved from that obedience, 
loyalty, and attachment due to the British Government; several villages 
belonging to the share and possessions of the said Rajah, that were then 
in the possession of unjust claimants, and the right to which at that 
period had not been investigated, remained in the hands of those unjust 
claimants, and were not included in the Sunnud before mentioned ; 
on account of the above described villages, which were not included as 
stated in the said Sunnud, disputes and quarrels existed, and half of 
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the talook of Jfurelah, which was inserted in the Siinnud received 
from Captain J. Baillie by the said Rajah, was resumed by the British 
Government along with the jaidad of the Rajah Himmut Bahadur. 
During the Agency of Mr. John Richardson, Agent to the Governor 
General, after minute investigation, the said Rajah was put in posses-

This 
being the case, a rectified Sunnud and an Ikrarnamah being thought 
necessary, the said Rajah has accordingly, at this period, delivered in 
an Ikrarnamah, containing eleven distinct Articles, and required a 
Sunnud for the villages and lands now in his possession. Therefore 
the villages and lands enumerated in the subjoined schedule are 
granted to the said Rajah and his heirs, with all their rights and 
usages, their land revenue and sayer, forts and fortifications, exempt 
from the payment of revenue to the British Government in ];)erpetuity* 
So long as the said Rajah and his heirs and successors shall observe 
and remain faithful to the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah that he 
has delivered in, no molestation or resumption of the possessions 
hereby granted shall take place on the part of the British Government. 
It is necessary that you all consider and account the said Rajah the 
Lord and Proprietor of the possessions in question ; and the conduct 
that is incumbent on the said Rajah, is to exert himself to the utmost 
to increase the cultivation, and to improve his possessions by promot- 
ing the prosperity and comfort of the inhabitants, and to enjoy the 
produce of his good governance in obedience and loyal attachment to 
the British Government.

Whereas, since the time of the annexation of the province of Bun- 
delcund to the dominions and authority of the British Government, 
my deceased father, the late Rajah Kisaery Sing, Rajah of Bijawur, 
invariably manifested his obedience and loyalty to the British Goveim- 
menfc^ and remained in allegiance and submission thereto during his 
lifetime, and was recognized and admitted amongst the Chiefs that 
acknowledged obedience to the British Government and received its 
protection, and always conducted himself in obedience to the OiScei’s 
appointed to the superintendence of the province of Bundelcund : 
At this period, I, Rajah Rutten Sing (the contracting party), eldest son 
to the aforesaid late Rajah, with a view to confirming my obedience 
and attachment to the British Government, have prepared under my 
seal and signature, and present this Ikrarnamah (or obligation of 
allegiance), containing eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, 
Agent to the Governor General in Bundelcund, and request a Sunnucl 
for the villages and lands now in my possession, and composing my 
ancient rightful possessions. I, therefore, hereby declare and bind 
myself, that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles contained in 
this Ikrarnamah, and never evade nor infringe any one of them.

I hereby promise and bind myself on no occasion to unite with 
external or internal enemies of the Honorable Company in Bundelcund,

Translation of a Sunnul granted to Rajah Rutten Sing, tlie Rajah of Bijawub. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, &c., of the pergunnahs 
of Kutolah and the pergunnah of Powey, in the province of Bundel- 
cund ; that Whereas the deceased Rajah Kissery Sing, the late Rajah 
of Bijawur, one of the respectable hereditary Chieftains of Bundel- 
cund, and a descendant of the Rajah Juggut Raj, since the period of 
the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the dominions of 
the British Government, invariably conducted himself with obedience^ 
submission, and attachment, and remained firm in his allegiance, and in 
no instance deviated from the loyalty and dutiful demeanor that was due 
from him towards the British Government ; and Whereas a Sunnud 
granting to the said Rajah the confirmation of the villages and lands in 
his ancient possession was promised to the said Rajah on the part of the 
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British Government^ as soon as the adjustment of the disputed claim 
• that formerly existed with respect to the right to the tuppah of Isana- 
gur took place ; and that point having been accordingly adjusted by the 
decision of the British Government ; and at this period, the aforesaid 
Kajah being dead, and the Rajah Rutten Sing, the eldest son and heir to 
the deceased Rajah, having succeeded by the sanction of the British 
Government to the title and possessions of his father, has now deli- 
vered in to the British Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
giance under his seal and signature, containing eleven distinct Articles, 
and requested a Sunnud from the British Government : Therefore the 
villages enumerated in the subjoined schedule, which were from anci- 
ent times in the possession of the deceased Rajah, and also those villages 
which were given to the aforesaid Rajah by the British Government, in 
addition to his former possessions, through the liberality of the British 
Government, with a view to confirm and bind his allegiance, together 
with all the rights thereof, land revenue, sayer, forts, and fortified 
places, are now confirmed to the Rajah Eutten Sing and his heirs in 
perpetuity, exempt from the payment of revenue ; and a Sunnud for 
the same is hereby granted. So long as the said Rajah and his heirs 
or successors shall remain firm to their engagements, and observe 
faithfully the terms of the several Articles of this Ikrarnamah or 
engagement, no molestation* or resumption of the above possessions 
shall take place on the part of the British Government. It is necessary 
that you all consider and account the said Rajah the Lord of the said 
possessions, and the conduct that is incumbent to the said Rajah and 
his heirs is, that he shall exert himself to the utmost to cultivate and 
improve the said villages and lands, and to promote the prosperity of 
the inhabitants ; and enjoy the produce of the above possessions, in 
obedience, submission, and loyalty to the British Government.

Whereas on the arrival of the British troops in Bundelcuncl for the 
purpose of occupying the country^ Captain J ohn Baillio was appointed 
by the Grovernor General to superintend and adjust the affairs of this 
province ; and Whereas I, having been expelled during the govern- 
nient of Alice Bahadur from iny Raj and my territory^ the said 
Captain John Baillie, from those motives of liberality and justice 
which ever regulate the conduct of the Officers of the British Govern- 
mentj reinstated me in the possession of the houses which I formerly 
possessed in the town of Banda, and assigned to me a monthly allow- 
ance of three thousand Gohur Shahie Rupees, which allowance has 
been regularly paid to me up to the present date ; and Whereas with a 
vieAV to the conciliation and happiness of the inhabitants, and to the 
suppression of commotions and disturbances, several mehals in this 
province were lately confirmed in the possession of their rightful 
owners, and I also, being among the number of the Chiefs possessing 
just claims, solicited from the said Captain Baillie a Sunnud for the 
pergunnah of Kotra and other mehals, which are my rightful property 
by inheritance, and are now unjustly occupied by Gopaul Sing, and 
my reciuest being approved of, a Sunnud was promised to me at a

ing the British territories for the purpose of exciting disturbances in 
them, and to be responsible for any loss that may be sustained by any 
of the subjects of the British Government in the event of such 
an occurrence.

Whereas Rajah Ram PIndasa, formerlj^ one of my dependants, is now 
a professed plunderer and freebooter, and seizes every opportunity 
of molesting and plundering the subjects and zemindars of the 
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British Government, I do tliereforo hereby engage to reduce the 
■ No. Lviii. said Bajah Bam to his former state of obedience to me, and after 
Jijemrh obtaining from the British Government his pardon for his past ofFcnco, 
to cause him to deliver a written obligation of his obedience to the 
British Government, and of his forbearance from all predatory habits 
in future, and to afford him a sufficient subsistence out of the 
revenue of the pergunnahs which have now been conferred upon me. 
But if the said Bajah Ram shall refuse to submit to the British 
Government, I hereby agree to be responsible for any loss that shall be 
occasioned to any of the inhabitants of the British territory by 
his means, after I shall have been completely established in the 
possession of the aforementioned pergunnahs.

I hereby agree to resign all claim to the annual allowance of thirty- 
six thousand Rupees, which I have hitherto received as a maintenance 
from the British Government, whenever I shall be established and 
confirmed in the possession of the aforesaid pergunnahs.

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I agree to deliver him up immediately on his 
being required to the Officers of the British Government, and if any 
ryot or zemindar shall abscond from my territory and take refuge 
in the British possessions, after submitting a detail of my complaint 
against such absconder, I agree to observe whatever decision may 
be passed regarding him agreeably to the established regulations of 
the Government, and to takd* no steps of my own accord for his 
apprehension.

I hereby engage to harbour no thieves or robbers in any of my 
villages, and if the property of merchants or travellers should be stolen 
or robbed in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindar of such 
village either responsible for the stolen property, or for the seizure and 
delivery of the thief or plunderer to the Officers of the British Grovern- 
ment ; and if any criminal or murderer, or any person amenable to the 
laws of the British Government for a crime committed in the British 
territories, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to seize and 
deliver up such offender to the British Government, and to prevent 
his escape in any direction through my possessions* 

Article 10. 

I engage that one of my brothers or confidential people shall 
always be in attendance as a vakeel on the Officer of the British 
Government in this province, for the purpose of executing his orders, 
and, in the event of such vakeel being from any reason disapproved of 
by the said Officer, I agree immediately to appoint another in his stead. 

Article 11. 

If any of my adherents or executive Officers shall be guilty of any 
improper conduct towards the British Government, I agree to dismiss 
such person from his situation immediately on being required to do 
so, to afford him no protection either directly or indirectly, and to 
deliver him up to the British Government immediately on his being 
demanded. 

Having deposited this Ikraimamah, comprising eleven distinct Arti- 
cles under my own signature and seal, among the records of the 
British Government, I hereby bind myself always to fulfil the whole 
of the conditions contained in the said Articles, and never to omit or 
neglect the scrupulous performance of any one of them.

Rajah Bukht Sing, the 
grandson of Maharajah Jugget Raj, one of the legitimate proprietors 
of this province, did obediently and submissively attend in person on 
the Officer of the British Government ; "Wherefore the British Govern- 
ment, actuated by those motives of liberality and by tliat desire to 
support and preserve the dignity of illustrious families which ever 
regulate its conduct, conferred upon Rajah Bukht Sing a permanent 
provision of Rupees 36,000 per annum : and Whereas a promise having 
been since made to the said Rajah that, in common with the other heredi- 
tary Rajahs of this province, he also should receive a territorial provision 
in lieu of the aforesaid pecuniary allowance, and the said Rajah 
having lately repeatedly solicited the performance of that promise, 
and having presented an obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, comprising eleven distinct Articles, signed and sealed 
by himself; Therefore the pergunnahs specified underneath, situ- 
ated in the province of Bundelcund, and at present usurped by some 
foreigner, who possesses no title whatever to them cither by inhe- 
ritance or by gift, are hereby granted to Rajah Bukht Sing, with 
whose right to the said pergunnahs the British Government are 
fully satisfied; and so long as the said Rajah and his adherents shall 
continue in obedience to the British Government and shall scrupu- 
lously adhere to the terms of tlio aforesaid obligation of allegiance, 
the said Rajah and his heirs and successors shall enjoy the unmolested 
possession of the pergunnahs undermentioned.

Engagement from Luchmun Sing of Ajetgurh. 

Dated 9th December 1S06. 

Whereas I, Luchmun Sing, sincerely professing obedience and 
attachment to the Government of the Honorable East India Company, 
have ranked myself among the number of its faithful dependants and 
adherents; and Whereas Captain John Baillie, Agent on the part of 
the Honorable the Governor General for the management of the 
affairs of Bundelcund, has required from me an Ikrarnamah or 
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obligation of allegiance to the British Government, in the manner under- 
written : Therefore, and in consideration of the liberality and favor 
of the Government which has lately been extended to me, I have 
prepared and transmitted to Captain Baillie this formal engagement, 
comprising nine distinct Articles signed and sealed hy myself, and I 
hereby promise and declare that I will never infringe any of those 
Articles, hut will strictly observe and perform the sevei'al condi- 
tions wich are contained in them. 

Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to aid nor be concerned with any marauders 
within or beyond the limits of the British possessions in Bundelcund ; 
never to admit marauders to tlie fort or neighbourhood of Ajeygurh 
nor to harbour them in any of the villages which may he under my, 
authority. I further engage to prevent the families and relations of 
all free-booters and marauders from residing in any of my villages ; 
to maintain no correspondence nor intercourse with persons of the 
above description; to abstain from all quarrels or disputes with the 
servants and dependants of the British Government ; and scrupu- 
lously to observe the duties of allegiance and submission to the 
Government on every future occasion. 

Article 2. 

I hereby engage to guard all the passes through the Ghats which 
are subject to my authority in such a manner as to prevent all 
marauders from ascending or descending those Ghats into the Hon’ble 
Company’s possessions ; and I pledge myself to protect the British 
territory from all predatory incursions through any ^f the said 
passes. 

Article 3. 

If at any time the British troops shall be directed to ascend the 
Ghats by any of the passes which are subject to my authority, 1 hereby 
promise and engage that I will not oppose nor impede the progress 
of the troops in any manner ; and, on the contrary, that I will send 
with them respectable and intelligent persons for the purpose of con- 
ducting them by the most convenient routes. 
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Article 4. 

As some of the villages above the Ghats which have been granted 
to me contain diamond mines, I hereb}’' promise to abstain from all 
interference with those shares of the mines which originally belonged 
to Juggut Eaj and to the Peishwa 5 and to confine myself to that por- 
tion of the share of the family of Hirdee Sah which has been granted 
to me ; and I agree to deliver over all those mines to the persons to 
whom the British Government may be pleased to assign them, and to 
assist those persons in the exercise of their rights. 

Article 5. 

I hereby promise and declare that on the expiration of two years 
from the date of this obligation, I will without hesitation or further 
delay deliver up the fortress of Ajeygurh to the Officers of the 
British Government; and until that period I agree to pay into the 
treasury the sum of four thousand Rupees per annum as a tribute, 
over and above the fixed revenue of Beechaund, which has already 
been granted to me in istimrar. 

Article 6. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I agree to seize and deliver him up to the 
Officers of the British Government; and if any person on the part of 
the Government be sent in search of him, I promise not to oppose but 
to assist such Officer in apprehending the defaulter. 

Article 7- 

I engage not to harbour nor give protection to thieves or robbers 
in any of my villages ; and if the property of merchants or travellers 
be stolen or plundered in any of the villages subject to my authority, 
I agree to render the zemindar of such village responsible for the 
restoration of the stolen property or for the seizure of the thief or 
robber ; and aU murderers or other persons amenable to the criminal 
jurisdiction of the British Government for crimes committed in the 
British territories, who may take refuge in any of my villages, shall 
be immediately seized and delivered over to the Officers of the British 
Government.

One of my near relations shall always be in attendance with the 
principal Officer of the British Government for the purpose of execut- 
ing his commands. 

Article 9. 

I hereby promise and bind myself to be responsible for all damage 
or loss which may hereafter be sustained by the British Government, 
in consequence of the depredations of Bajah Bam^ Gootee Jamadar, 
Bheem Dowa, and the other marauders who have lately descended 
the Ghats to plunder the British dominions; and to exert myself 
to the utmost of my power for the entire suppression and destruction 
of all those marauders.

Translation of the Sunnud granted to Rajah Bukht Sing under the Seal and 
Signature of the Right Honorable the Governor General in Council. 

Dated 25th September 1812. 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and talookdars of the 
pergunnahs of Kotra, Puway, and Ajeyghur, in the province of Bun- 
delcund be it known : Whereas after the acquisition and annexation 
of the province of Bundelcund to the British dominions, the Kajah 
Bukht Sing, the great grandson of the Rajah Juggut Raj, and one 
of the hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, appeared before the rulers 
of the British Government for the purpose of submitting himself with 
loyalty to its control and governance ; and the rulers of the British 
Government, with a view to the protection and support of the ancient 
families and men of rank, as is the uniforn^ and humane practice of the 
British Government, granted to the said Rajah a pension of Rupees 3,000 
per mensem; and Whereas, at that time a promise was made to 
the said Rajah that, in common with the other legitimate Rajahs of 
this province, he also should receive a territorial provision in lieu of 
the aforesaid pension ; Accordingly, in conformity to the request of the 
-said Rajah, and with a view to the fulfilment of the above promise. 
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in the month of June 1807 A. D,, after having delivered in his 
Ikrarnamah or written engagement binding himself to loyalty and 
obedience to the British Government, received from the rulers of the 
British Government the pergunnahs of Kotra and Puway in jaghire, 
and after the resumption of the jaghire of Ajeyghur, the Rajah 
Bukht Sing also received in jaghire certain villages in the pei’gunnah 
of Ajeygurh (the place of residence of his ancestors), which were his 
hereditary property, in lieu of certain villages in the pergunnah of 
Puway : As in the Sunnud formerly granted to the aforesaid Rajah, 
the names of the villages granted to him are not detailed, and as 
the said Rajah has now requested a Sunnud which shall include and 
detail all the villages now in his possession in the pergunnahs above 
named : Por that reason a single Sunnud granting rent-free the 
villages detailed underneath, together with their mal, land revenue, 
sayer, transit duties, abkaree duties on spirituous liquors, and all 
other rights and appurtenances thereunto belonging, for ever, genera- 
tion after generation, has been bestowed upon the aforesaid Rajah, 
by the bounty of the British Government, So long as the Rajah 
and his adherents shall continue to fulfil the terms of the aforesaid 
obligation of allegiance, the said Rajah and his heirs and successors 
shall enjoy unmolested possession of the pergunnahs undermentioned. 
It is necessary that you consider and understand the said Rajah to be 
proprietor and sole controller of the villages detailed herein; and 
the duties required from the said Rajah are that he shall cultivate 
and improve the villages in question, and protect and satisfy the 
cultivators and inhabitants, and by every means in his power contri- 
bute to their comfort, and enjoy the produce of the said possessions 
in loyalty and due obedience to the British Government. 

Ratified by the Governor General in Council on the 25th Septem- 
ber 1812.

Whereas it appears from the report of the Governor General’s Agent 
for Central India that Kaja Bejey Sing of Ajeygurh died leaving no 
issue, and that the Ranee, the mother of the deceased Rjija, manifested 
her fidelity and attachment to the British Government during the late 
disturbances from the commencement to the end ; I therefore grant 
the territory of Ajeygurh anew, with the exception of the exclusive 
privileges within the town of Banda, to Raja Runjore Sing Bahadur, 
the half-brother of the late Raja Bejey Sing, and the heirs male of his 
body lawfully begotten, with the title of Raja Bahadoor, on the condi- 
tion that, so long as Raja Runjore Sing Bahadur and all his dependants 
are faithful in their allegiance to Government, he and the heirs male 
of his body lawfully begotten shall not be disturbed in the possession 
and enjoyment of the above territory.

Tbawslation of SuNNUD granted to Tej Sing, Raja of Sureela. 

Dated V7th January 1807i 

Be it known to the Judges and Collectors present and future, and 
mutasuddees in Government service, jaghiredars and kurorees and 
chowdries and kanoongoes of pergunnah Julalpore attached to the 
Soubah of Allahabad, and of pergunnah Raat of the same soubah : 
that Whereas Maharaja Tej Sing Bahadur, who is of the descendants 
of Maharaja Juggut Raj and is one of the rightful Chiefs, expressed 
his desire at the commencement of the Government authority in this 
country for protection from the kindness and generosity of the Officers 
of the Honorable Company : Therefore, in regard to the submission 
of the Maharaja abovenamed, mouzah Sureela, for his necessary 
expenses of maintenance, and its fort as a residence for his family were 
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given, with a promise for an increase of the maintenance, on condition 
of his submission and obedience to the Officers of Goveimment 

Inasmuch as the Maharaja has performed the duties of obedience in 
the way that was proper, and has represented the insufficiency of his 
maintenance and smallness of his revenue : Therefore, with a view 
to maintain and support the Maharaja and to fulfil the former promise, 
the villages according to the detail appended, with exception of the 
pudaruk and muafee and lakhiraj holdings, have been fixed for 
him from the beginning of the Khureef Fusl of Annus Fusli 1214, 
according to the exalted order of His Excellency the Governor 
General, in the way of hereditary jaghire and tamgha (a royal grant 
in perpetuity). ^ 

It is proper that the Maharaja, continuing always in the perform- 
ance of obedience and loyalty to Government, should expend the 
income of the jaghire on his maintenance ; and giving due attention to 
the prosperity of the villages of the jaghire, should not fail in the slight- 
est particular of vigilance and carefulness ] and that he should keep 
the subjects and people of the villages contented and thankful for his 
good management; and should devote the greatest exertion to the 
cherishing and conciliation of all the inhabitants ; and should give 
no place or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in his villages; 
but should aid and assist the Officers of Government in arresting 
and seizing them, and in carrying out the rules and regulations 
issued from the territories of the Government of the Honorable 
Company. 

And for the ryots and people this is the proper course, that, having 
considered the Maharaja the established jaghiredar of the villages 
named, they should recognise that the necessary and dependant busi- 
ness and affairs of the villages of the jaghire are under him, and should 
not attempt opposition in any way and should not ask for a new 
Sunnud every year ; but that, knowing there is strict injunction in 
this matter, they should act conformably to what has been written 
above.

I hope that 
an istumraree pottah of these vil- 
lages at the rate written above 
will be given by Government. 


Reply, 

Detail of Articles signed. 

Applicant will obtain a Sun- 
nud from Government, which, on 
condition of fealty according 
to the Articles of his Ikrar- 
namah, will always remain in 
force. 


The malgoozaree villages were 
in charge of the applicant. When 
the Government authority became 
established,, then, according to 
the custom of Government, a 
settlement was made with the 
zemindars of the villages men- 
tioned. If the applicant has a 
claim to the proprietorship, he 
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III. That the statements of in- 
terested persons may not be accept- 
ed without investigation. 

IV. As the applicant is the 
obedient dependant of Govern- 
ment ; and as with a hope for con- 
sideration and kindness to himself^ 
according to the just rule of Go- 
vernmentj by which kindness to 
dependants is approved by the 
Officers of Government, he attach- 
ed himself to Government and en- 
rolled himself as one of its depend- 
ants ; the applicant hopes that con-

That the honor and titles 
of applicant according to those of 
his ancestors, which are well known 
in all Bundelcund, should be re-

The applicant has in the way 
of favor obtained the villages of 
his jaghire from Government.

Whenever the applicant may 
complain to Government, that 
which may be just will be done ;

So long as allegiance is prac- 
tised, there will be no diminution 
made in the protection of appli- 
cant’s rank, &c. 

Rule of procedure has been 
fixed for the Chiefs of Bundelcund 
to the effect that cases of the Rajas 
and Chiefs of this country are ex- 
cluded from the operation of the 
orders of the (British) Courts. 
Therefore I hope that orders of the 
Government Courts may not be 
operative in my ilaka. 

VIII. If any one of my brethren 
or relatives should in any matter 
complain to you, I hope that their 
complaints will not be listened to 
by Government. 


IX. As formerly my ancestors 
enjoyed a district yielding twenty- 
two lakhs of Rupees, money deal- 
ings have remained with many 
people until now, and land in maaf 
(free grant) and pudaruk (religious 
grant) was given to many persons, 
and land for service instead of pay 
and yearly cash salaries to purihars 
and other servants were granted. 
If any mahajuns, servants or puda- 
ruk grantees, &c., in any case, 
former or present, should make a 
complaint to Government, I beg it 
may not be heard or attended to. 


As regards the villages of 
your jaghire, which are on the 
border of the Government terri- 
tory, the custom followed in the 
case of other Chiefs in the matter 
of orders of the British Courts 
will be observed. 


The complaint of no one will 
be listened to by Government 5 
but it is proper that according 
to ancient custom every one 
should be provided for. If any 
one of your relations or connec- 
tions shall act improperly, you 
will have to be responsible. 

Complaints regarding former 
cases will not be heard. But it 
is proper that you should con- 
tinue the maafee and pudaruk 
land which is of old standing, 
and as to land given for service 
you have power either to retain 
or dismiss the Servants.

seize such offender and deliver him up to the British Government, 

Article 6, 

Whereas the Sunnud which I have received from the British 
Government has been drawn out in conformity to the schedule 
of villages in my possession which I have presented ; if it shall here- 
after be clearly proved that any of the villages named was not in my 
possession during the government of the late Nuwab Allee Baha- 
door, but has been occupied by me subsequently to his death, I hereby 
agree to give up any such villages without difficulty or hesitation to the 
Officers of the British Government, and not to advance any objec- 
tion to the surrender of them on the score of such villages being 
included in the Sunnud which I have received from the British 
Government.

To the chowdrieSa kaROongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the Nq- lxiii. 
pergnnnah of Punwaree, in the province of Bundelcund, be it known ; Jignee^ 
that Whereas Rao Prithee Sing of the Bundela caste, and one of the 
Chieftains of rank of the province of Bundelcund, having in token 
of his obedience and submission repaired in person to the Officers of 
the British Government, and having from the first annexation of the 
province of Bundelcund to the British territories strictly observed all 
obedience and submission ; and having moreover deposited among the 
records of the Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance 
under liis own seal and signature, comprising five Articles, and expres- 
sive of his sincere obedience and faithful attachment to the British 
Government : Therefore, and from motives of benevolence and good 
faith,’ the villages specified underneath, which from ancient times 
have been and now are in the possession of the said Eao Pi-ithee Sing 
aforesaid, are hereby granted to him rent-free by the British Govern-

This Sunnud, after obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon^ble the 
Governor-General, shall be considered valid.

“Whereas the British Government having taken into its considera- 
tion the circumstances of my descent and former rights, and my 
zealous and submissive obedience, has liberally determined to admit 
me among the number of its immediate dependants, and to confirm me 
in the possession of the lands of Jessoo now actually occupied by 
me ; and “Whereas Mr. Wauchope, the Superintendent of Political 
Affairs in Bundelcund, on the part of the Right Hon’ble the Gover- 
nor General in Council, has required me to present an Ikrarnamah 
or obligation of allegiance : Therefore and in consideration^of the

bestow upon me, I have prepared and do hereby present this Ikrar- " 
namah, comprising the following ten Articles, having my seal and 
signature duly attached to it, and I promise never to commit any act

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the 
province of Bundelcund, that Whereas Dewan Moorut Sing having 
personally professed his zealous attachment and submissive obedience 
to the British Government ; and Whereas the Right Honorable the 
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Governor General in Council having taken into his consideration the 
descent and former circumstances of Dewan Moorut Sing, and being 
of opinion that they entitle him to hold the lands of Jessoo (now in 
his actual occupation, but included in the Sunnud of Kajah Bukht Sing) 
independently of Eajah Bukht Sing, the Right Honorable the Gover- 
nor General in Council, actuated by those principles of justice and 
impartiality which ever regulate the conduct of the British Govern- 
ment, has determined to confirm Dewan Moorut Sing in the posses- 
sion of the said lands and fort of Jessoo now actually held by him; 
and Dewan Moorut Sing having presented an Ikrarnamah or obliga- 
tion of allegiance to the British Government under his own seal and 
signature, comprising ten Articles, expressive of his sincere obedience 
and faithful attachment to the British Government ; Therefore, and 
from motives of benevolence and liberality, the fort of Jessoo and 
the villages specified underneath, which from ancient times have been

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Translation of a Sunnud granted to Dewan Joogul pEitsnAD on tlie 
25tli of August 1809. 

To the kanoongoes and chowdries of the pergunnah ol J ellalpore^ in 
zillah Bundelcund. Be it known — ^Whereas Dewan Joogul Pershad, 
who is one of the descendants of the respectable families and ancient 
Chiefs of this provincoa and who since the period that the province of 
Bundelcund came under the control and authority of the British 
Government has in no way acted in opposition to the British Government, 
or on any occasion discovered a refractory or disobedient disposition ; 
and Whereas he held the village of Aumeree in his own possession as a 
rent-free village ; and Whereas he the said Joogul Pershad at this 
time has presented an arzee to the Presence, praying that he may be 
restored to the possession of the village of Chillee in the pergunnah of 
Jellalpore, and to the village of Dudree in the pergunnah of Kirka, on 
the grounds and claim that the above villages were from ancient times 
his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government on 
its acq[uiring possession of Bundelcund ; and Whereas the proceedings 
held in the investigation of the said claim were submitted to the 
Eight Honorable the Governor General in Council, and the right 
of the said Dewan having been acknowledged to the three above- 
mentioned villages ; But as previous to this investigation the village 
of Dudree above-mentioned had been transferred to the Nana of 
Oulpee, with other villages, to effect an arrangement ordered by 
Government ; and as on that account it cannot now be taken from 
the Nana : For the foregoing reasons it was ordered by Government 
that the said Dewan should receive some other place in lieu of Dudree : 
Accordingly in conformity to the enq^uiry and determination of the 
Board of Commissioners and the Collector of the zillah of Bundelcund, 
the transfer of the village of Bandee Buzzoorg, with Gurrah, and 
the village of Berrettee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore, in lieu of 
Dudree, was sanctioned by Government on the 22nd of July 1809 as 
an adequate exchange, to be given to the aforesaid Dewan : For the 
above reasons the villages of Aumeree and Chillee, his ancient rent- 
free tenures, and the villages Bandee Buzzoorg and Gurrah, and the 
village Berrettee in lieu of the village of Dudree, together with all 
their apj)urtenances, are granted rent-free to the said Dewan Joogul 
Pershad in perpetuity, generation after generation.

To the kanoongoes and chow dries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore 
and Humeerpore, in zillah Bundelcund, Be it known — Whereas 
Dewan Joogul Pershad, who is one of the descendants of the res- 
pectable families and ancient Chiefs of this province, and who, since 
the period that the province of Bundelcund came under the control ' 
and authority of the British Government, has in no way acted in oppo- 
sition to the British Government or on any occasion discovered a 
refractory or disobedient disposition ; and Whereas he held the village 
of Aumeree in his own possession as a rent-free village s and Whereas 
he, the said Joogul Pershad, at this time has presented an arzee 
to the Presence, praying that he may be restored to the possession of 
the village of Chillee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore and to the village 
of Dudree in the i)ergunnah oP Kirka, on the grounds and claim 
lhat the above villages were from ancient times his rent-free lands and 
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were resumed by the British Government on its acquiring possession 
of Bundelcund ; and Whereas the proceedings held in the investiga- 
tion of the said claim were submitted to the Eight Hon’ble the 
Governor General in Council on the 3rd AjDril 1809^ and the right 
of the said Dewan having been acknowledged to the three above- 
mentioned villages ; But as previous to this investigation the village 
of Dudree above-mentioned had been transferred to the Nana of 
Culpee with other villages^ to effect an arrangement ordered by 
Government, and as on that account it cannot now be taken from 
the Nana ; For this reason, in lieu of the village of Dudree, the village 
Bandee Buzzoorg* with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee in the per- 
gunnah of Jellalpore were given to the said Dewan, and the copy of 
his Ikrarnamah and Wajib-ul-Urz and his Sunnud have been sent to 
the Eight Honorable the Governor General in Council for the purpose 
of obtaining a Sunnud under the seal and signature of the Eight 
Honorable the Governor General ; But as it is written in the 3rd Article 
of the Dewan’s Paper of Eequests that his possessions shouldbe exempted 
from the cognizance of the British Courts of Justice, and as the above 
promise, on account of the villages Aumeree and Chillee and Bandee 
Buzzoorg, with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee being intermixed 
with the British possessions, was disapproved of by the British Govern- 
ment, the said Dewan having been left the option to exchange the 
above villages for others situated on the borders of the Company’s 
territories' and not intermixed with them, or to expunge from his 
Wajib-ul-Urz the 3rd Article together with its answer ; Accordingly 
the said Dewan determined in favor of an exchange of the lands for

sincerely professed his submission and obedience, has freely and volun- 
tarily ceded to the OflBcers of the British Government the town of 
Chutterpore and four chokees which were in his possession during the 
lifetime of the late Nawab Alee Bahadur, together with the towns 
of Mow and of Salut and the villages dependent on them which he 
had obtained possession of since the demise of the late Nawab Ali 
Bahadur ; And Whereas the said Koour Sonee Sah has deputed his 
eldest son Koour Purtab Sing to attend upon Captain Baillie, the 
Governor General’s Agent, for the purpose of soliciting forgiveness 
-of his offence in not having formerly attended Captain Baillie in

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Ikkaknamaii presented by Kootir Sonee Sah.

towns of Mow and Salut, he obtained from Colonel John Baillie, 
then Agent to the Governor General^ a Sunnud in perpetuity for 
the lands and villages in his actual possession ; and Whereas in the 
year 1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the town 
of Mow to my father and to settle the town of Chutterpore in jaghire 
upon me ; and Whereas in conseq[uence of the demise of my father 
and with a view to the provision of my brothers, an obligation of 
allegiance to the British Government, preparatory to my being invest- 
ed with a Sunnud for the lands and villages composing the jaghire 
of the late Koour Sonee Sah, has been required of me ; Wherefore, 
and in further proof of my submission, fidelity, and attachment to 
the British Government, I have prepared and hereby present to 
Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political Affairs in Bundelcund, 
on the part of the Right Honorable the Governor General, this 
Ikrarnamah, containing the following ten Articles, from which T 
solemnly promise never to deviate or depart in any instance whatever.

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in

of any Chieftain or Rajah of the province, in alliance with the British

intelligent persons to conduct them by any route they may please 
to follow. I further engage to execute with zeal and alacrity all 
requisitions I may receive from the Commanding Officer of the British 
troops, whether in furnishing him with supplies and other necessary 
articles, or in co-operating with my own troops and followers in 
accomplishing whatever object he may have in view. 

Article 4. 

If any of the Inhabitants of the British territory abscond and take 
refuge in any of the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and 
deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government; and if a 
person on the part of the British Government be sent to apprehend 
such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose such person but to 
co-operate with him effectually in apprehending the fugitive. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages 
composing my jaghire ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or 
travellers be stolen or robbed in any of my villages, I engage to make 
the zemindars of such village responsible for the restitution of the 
stolen property or for the seizure and surrender of the thief or robber 
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to the British Officers ; .and if any person amenable to the British 
laws for murder or other crimes committed in the British territory, 
shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to apprehend and 
deliver up such offender to the British Government, and further to 
give every assistance in my power to any persons who may be sent on 
the part of the British Government in pursuit of him. 

Article 6. 

Should it at any time hereafter be clearly proved to the satisfaction 
of the Eight Honorable the Governor General in Council, that any of 
the villages comprised in the Sunnud which I have now obtained 
from the British Government do not rightfully belong to me, I hereby 
engage to make no difficulty or hesitation in giving up those villages 
to the Officers of the British Government, and to advance no objec- 
tions to the surrender of such villages on the plea of their being 
included in my Sunnud. 

Article 7. 

As the lands and villages enumerated in my Sunnud are now in my 
actual possession, I hereby disclaim all right to the assistance of thp 
British Government, whether in establishing my control over those 
lauds and villages, or in recovering possession of them in the event 
of my at any time being dispossessed of them. 

Article 8. 

I engage to give no assistance whatever, directly or indirectly, to 
any person or Chieftain at enmity with the British Government. I fur- 
ther engage not to enter nor permit my followers to enter into^the 
service of any Chief, whether in terms of friendship with the British 
Government or not, without the express sanction of the British 
Government. 

Article 9, 

I hereby consent that my three legitimate brothers, Kooiir Pirthee 
Sing, Ko<our Hindooput, and Koour Bukht Sing, and my illegitimate 
brother Koour Himmut Sing, shall be placed in possession of the lands 
and villages particularly specified in my Sunnud, and I solemnly 
promise and engage- to offer no molestation whatever to them in the 
possession of those lands during their lifetime. As the head and 
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^CUND representative of my family, I consider myself bound to promote their 
No.l^'xnT welfare, and to conduct myself towards them, their families and 
Ckuttli^ore. children, with that liberality, kindness, and attention which is becoming 
from one brother to another. In the event of a dispute arising between 
me and any of my brothers, from whatever cause, I agree to submit it 
for the consideration and decision of the British Government, and to 
trust unconditionally to whatever decision it may in its justice and 
wisdom award for the punishment of the aggressor and the settlement 
of our respective rights. I further engage to promote to the utmost 
of my power a general and mutual good Understanding with all my 
brothers, to forget all past animosities, and to live \vith them in 
unanimity and brotherly love. 

Article 10. 

I agree to appoint a confidential person to attend as Agent on the 
Superintendent of Political Affairs in Bundelcund, who will be pre* 
pared to execute all orders he may receive, and if for any reason the 
Superintendent of Political Affairs should be displeased with such 
Agent, I agree immediately to recall him and to appoint another iu 
his stead. 

I hereby declare that I -will in no respect whatever omit to fulfil 
all the conditions of the foregoing ten Articles contained in this 
obligation. 

Done at Banda, this 15fA of July 1816, answering to the Qth of 
Sawun 1873 Sumhut.

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the 
province of Bundelcund ; that Whereas in the year 1806, correspondino- 
with the year 1863 Sumbut, Kooar Sonee Sah, having professed his 
obedience and submission and having ceded to the British Government 
the towns of Chutterpore, Mow, and Saint, with their depending 
villages, was vested by the British Government with a hereditary 
grant of the remaining lands then in his actual possession ; and 
Whereas, in the year 1808, the British Government was pleased to

restore the town of Mow to Kooar Sonee Sah and to settle the town of 
Chutterpore upon his eldest sou Kooar Pertab Sing ; and Whereas in 
consequence of the demise of Kooar Sonee Sah (which happened on 
the 4th May 1816, corresponding with the 20th Bysack Sumbut 1873), 
and the unequal and inconvenient disposition which the Kooar before 
his death made of his lands, rendering all his sons independent of each 
other, it has become necessary for the British Government to interpose 
the power which its feudal supremacy legally vests in it, in order to 
prevent the public inconvenience that was likely to result from that 
unequal disposition ; and Whereas the British Government by virtue 
of that power and in view to the public security and tranquillity, has 
been pleased to recognize Kooar Pertab Sing as successor to his father 
Kooar Sonee Sah, and to confirm him in possession of his father’s jaghire, 
on condition of his making a suitable provision for his younger brothers 
and their families; and Whereas Kooar Pertab Sing has entered 
into and has this day presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government, comprising ten Articles, by which 
he binds himself among other stipulations to leave to his younger 
bi'others the unmolested possession during their lifetime of the lands 
which are hereafter particularized in this Sunnud : Wherefore, and 
under the considerations and principles above set forth, the villages 
and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with the reservation 
of the life tenure to his younger brothers, which is also particularized 
in the said schedule, are hereby granted to Kooar Pertab Sing and 
to his heirs in perpetuity rent free by the British Government ; and 
so long as the said Kooar Pertab Sing and his heirs shall conduct 
themselves in obedience and submission to the British Government, 
and shall strictly adhere to all the terms and conditions of their 
engagements, they shall not be molested nor disturbed in the posses- 
sion of their lands and villages aforesaid. 

It is your duty therefore to acknowledge and obey Kooar Pertab 
Sing as the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, and to consider 
yourselves as accountable to him for all rights and immunities apper- 
taining thereto. It is on the other hand incumbent on the said Kooar 
Pertab Sing to conciliate and render grateful the peasantry and 
inhabitants by his good government, to devote his endeavours to 
increase the population and to enhance the prosperity of his jaghire.

The British Government having been graciously pleased, out of a 
respect for the wishes of my father E[!ooar Sonee Sah, to confirm to 
me as a provision during my lifetime the lands and villages contained 
in a separate list which I have received from the Political Superin- 
tendent, and which are also particularly specified in the Sunnud of 
Kooar Pertab Sing, on condition of my manifesting due respect and 
subordination towards Pertab Sing as the representative of my family, 
I hereby engage to demean myself towards Pertab Sing with that 
respect and submission which is due to him as the acknowledged head 
and representative of our family ; and as the British Government has 
been generously pleased to protect me, so long as I adhere to my 
engagements, against any unjust encroachments on the part of Kooar 
Pertab Sing, I on my part engage to give a cheerful acquiescence to 
such general control and superintendence over my affairs as it may be 
necessary for Kooar Pertab Sing to exercise, with a view as well to 
the due fulfilment of his obligations to the British Government as to 
the general welfare and prosperity of the jaghire. 

Article 2. 

Having received an attested copy of the obligation of allegiance 
executed by Kooar Pertab Sing to the British Government, I hereby 
acknowledge all the terms of that obligation to be fully and unequi- 
vocally binding on myself as far as they relate to my individual means 
and the resources of the lands in my immediate occupation, and I 
hereby solemnly engage to contribute by all the means in my power to

Being sincerely convinced that my own welfare and prosperity as 
well as the general welfare of the family essentially depends on our 
being cordially united among ourselves^ I faithfully promise to forget 
all past animosities that may have subsisted between me and my bro- 
ther Kooar Pertab Sing, to avoid carefully any future cause of irritation, 
and to live with him and my other brothers in cordial friendship and 
brotherly love. 


Teakslation of SuNNUD given to the brothers of Kodak Fertak Sing, under the 
signature of the Superintendent of Political Aflairs. 

"Whereas Kooar Pertab Sing has succeeded by the death of Kooar 
Sonee Sah to the jaghire of Rajnagur, &c. ; and W'hereas the British 
Government, having, in consideration of the desire of Kooar Sonee 
Sah, and with a view to the support of Kooar Perthee Sing the 
second son of Kooar Sonee Sah and his family, determined that the 
said Kooar Perthee Sing should hold a life tenure of the undermen- 
tioned villages belonging to the aforesaid jaghire on certain condi- 
tions of submission to the British Government and subordination to 
Kooar Pertab Sing, the head and representative of the family ; and 
Whereas Kooar Perthee Sing has executed and presented to Mr, 
Wauchope, Superintendent of Political Affairs, an Ikrarnamah con- 
taining three Articles, expressive of his sincere obedience to the 
British Government, and stipulating a due subordination to Kooar 
Pertab Sing ; and Kooar Perthee Sing having solicited a Sunnud for 
the villages that have been assigned to him : Therefore, and in com- 
pliance with the request of Kooar Perthee Sing, this Sunnud is 
hereby granted, after being approved under date the 11th April 1817 
by the Right Honorable the Governor General, for the undermen- 
tioned villages, to be held by him during his lifetime, on con- 
dition of his strictly observing all the terms of his Ikrarnamah, and 
to revert to Kooar Pertab Sing after his death.

Fort William^ 5th Sepiemler 1854. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of 
Bundelcund 

That in consequence of the demise of Rajah Pertab Sing, late 
Rajah of Chutterpore, in the province of Bundelcund, without heirs 
male of his body, the said State of Chutterpore has become an escheat 
to the British Government and is absolutely at its disposal ; But, 
having regard to the fidelity displayed towards the British Govern- 
ment both by Sonee Sah and his successor the late Rajah Pertab 
Sing, and also to the benefit which the State of Chutterpore is said 
to have derived from the good management and the good conduct of 
the late Rajah aforesaid ; The British Government has been pleased to 
resolve that the villages and lands constituting the State of Chutterpore, 
as held and possessed by the late Rajah Pertab Sing, shall be granted 
to Juggut Raj, a grand nephew of the said Rajah Pertab Sing and 
the lineal heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. And the villages 
and lands as aforesaid constituting the State of Chutterpore are 
accordingly hereby granted, as a special mark of favor, to the said 
Juggut Raj and the lineal heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, 
with the title and dignity of Rajah. 

Be it known, then, that so long as the said Juggut Raj and his 
lineal heirs male as aforesaid shall conduct themselves in obedi- 
ence and submission to the British Government, they shall not be 
molested or disturbed in the possession of the villages and lands 
aforesaid. 
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It Is your duty therefore to acknowledge and obey Juggiit Raj as 
the jaghiredar of the Chutterpore State, and to consider yourselves 
accountable to him for all rights and immunities appertaining thereto. 

It is, on the other hand, incumbent on the said Juggut Raj to 
conciliate and render grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by his 
good government, to devote his endeavours to increase the population 
and to enhance the prosperity of his jaghire, and to employ its flourish 
iiig resources in the service of the British Government.

Translation of an Ikrarnamah or Obligation of Allegiance presented hy 

Kajah Mohxjn Sing. 

“Whereas I, Rajah Mohun Sing, sincerely professing my submission 
and attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested 
iny obedience to the Officers appointed to the superintendence of the 
province of Buudelcund from the period of its first annexation to the 
British territories; and “Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of 
allegiance having lately been required of me: Therefore, and with 
a view to confirm my obedience and attachment to the British Govern- 
ment, I have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah containing 
six distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, from whom I have 
received a Sunnud confirming to me all my ancient possessions in this 
province, and I hereby declare that I will scrupulously observe all 
tlie Articles contained in this Ikrarnamah and never evade nor 
infringe any one of them. 

Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or 
plunderers either within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to 
afford them no asylum nor permit their families or children to reside in 
my possessions, and to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence 
with them. I further engage to avoid entering into quarrel or dis- 
imtes with the dependants and servants of the British Government ; 
and if at any time a dispute should arise, on account of a mehal or 
village or from any other cause, between me and any of the Rajahs 
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and Chiefs of this province in dependance on the British Government, 
No. Lxxiv. ^ agree to submit such dispute without delay to the Officers of the 
Bei^da. Government for their decision, and implicitly to observe and 

abide by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage 
to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries nor seek redress 
by force, without the permission of the British Government, and 
always to be obedient and submissive to the Government in eveiy 
transaction. 


Article 2, 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in 
my possessions in such manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, 
and evil-disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ghats 
by any of those passes, and from entering the British territories 
for the purpose of exciting disturbances ; and if any Sirdar or leaders 
of troops should meditate an invasion of the British territories through 
my possessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the Officers 
of the British Government and to use every practicable exertion to 
obstruct their progress. 


Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops will have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
by any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only 
not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and 
intelligent persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and 
to furnish them with the necessary supplies and provisions so long as 
they shall continue within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the 
Officers of the British Government immediately on his being demanded, 
and if any of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the 
British territories, I agree to submit to the principal Officer in Bundel- 
cund a statement of my complaint against such person, and to abide by 
whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the 
Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my owJSi 
accord to apprehend him* 
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Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, 
and if the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in 
any of the villages subject to my authoritj’-, I agree to render the 
zemindars of such village responsible for the restitution of the stolen 
property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber to the Officers of 
the British Government; and if any felon or murderer, or person 
amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British 
possessions, should take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to seize 
and deliver over such offenders to the British Government and not to 
permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article 6. 

As the Sunnud which I have received from the British Govern- 
ment was prepared from the schedule of the villages in my actual 
possession, which was presented by me to the Agent to the Governor 
General, if therefore it shall hereafter be ascertained that any of the 
aforesaid villages had not been in my possession during the govern- 
ment of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but had been acquired by 
me since the death of the late Nawab, I hereby agree to deliver up 
such village to the British Government without any hesitation, and to 
offer no objections on the score of the village being specified in my 
Sunnud. 

Having deposited this Ikrarnamah, comprising six Articles, among 
the records of the British Government, I hereby bind myself invari- 
ably to observe the conditions contained in the said Articles ; and 
never to evade or omit the scrupulous performance of any of them.

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongocs, zemindars and mokiui- 
clums of the pergunnahs of Beer Glitir and Naee^ in the province of 
Bundelcund j that Whereas Rajah Mohim Sing, one of the hereditary 
Chieftains of the province of Bundelound, having, from the period 
of the annexation of the said province to the terrilotics of the 
Honorable the East India Company, invariably manifested his 
lanremitted obedience and submission to the British Government, and 
having lately presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government, comprising six Articles, expressive of his sincere 
attachment and fidelity to the said Government : Therefore, and with 
a view to the entire satisfaction of the Rajah and to the support of 
his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of this province, the villages 
contained in the subjoined schedule, which from ancient times have 
been and still are in the Rajah’s possession, are hereby granted to 
the said Rajah ; and the said villages shall continue in the permanent 
possession of the Rajah and his successors, so long as he and they 
shall continue strictly to adhere to the condition of the Ikrarnamah, 
and to be obedient and submissive to the British Government. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said 
pergunnahs will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their 
respective villages under the authority of the Rajah ; and it is the 
duty of the Rajah to render his ryots and zemindars happy and 
gratified by the just administration of his Government, to devote his 
utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, 
and finally to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the 
British Government. This Sunnud, after obtaining the approbation of 
the Honorable the Governor General in Council, shall be considered 
valid, and "shall then be exchanged for another Sunnud under the 
seal and signature of the Honorable the Governor General.

Article 1st. 

A country yielding a revenue of 
four lakhs of Rupees and fourteen 
diamond mines^ together with the 
fortress of Calinger, were promised 
to me by the Nawab Alice Baha- 
door. A part of the country in 
question is situated above the 
Ghats in the pergunnah of Pubey, 
and a part in the district of Attur- 
puthee. In consequence of the 
above engagement, Shumshcre Ba- 
hadoor, on his arrival from the Dckan, 
granted me a Sunuud for the whole 
of the possessions described, and this 
Sunnud is now in my possession. 

The following is a statement 
of the territory which I have 
uniformly hitherto held : — 

The fortress of Calinger with 
the villages appertaining to it. 

The pergunnah of Joipoor, 

The village and lands of Pur- 
baee above the Ghats. 

The village of Deea above the 
Ghats, 

Eight diamond mines as follows : — 

1 st, Sebhoo; 2 nd, Salgeeoon 5 3rd, 
Chopra ; 4th, Rampanee ; 5th,Cheh- 
ralalpoor : 6 th, Gazeepoor ; 7 th, 
Sedheepoor; 8 th, Guralj for all 
these possessions I solicit a Sunnud 
from your Government.

Whereas I, Deriao Sing Chobey^ freely and sincerely professing 
obedience and attachment to the Honorable the East India Company, 
have been admitted among the number of the servants and dependants 
of the British Government in Bundelcund ; and Whereas I have lately 
presented to Captain John Baillie, Political Agent, on the part of the 
Honorable the Governor General for conducting the affairs of Bun- 
delcund, a Wajib-ool-XJrz containing certain requests, all which re- 
quests have been answered or complied with to my entire satisfaction ; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance and fidelity 
to th^ British Government has been required from me by the said 
Captain John Baillie : Therefore I have prepared and transmitted this 
Ikrarnamah, signed and sealed by myself, and containing seven dis- 
tinct Articles, to all and each of which Articles I hereby bind myself 
most strictly to adhere, and never to depart in the smallest degree 
from any one of them. 

Article 1. 

I hereby promise never to aid nor abet the internal or external 
enemies of the Honorable Company in Bundelcund, nor to harbour 
or give refuge to any such persons in the fort of Calinger or its 
environs, nor in any of the villages subject to my authority; and I 
further engage not to permit the families or children of such persons 
to reside in any part of my possessions, and to abstain from all 
correspondence and intercourse with them. I bind myself never 
to enter into a dispute with any of the adherents or dependants of the 
British Government, nor in the smallest degree to violate any of the 
duties of obedience and of good faith. 
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Article 2. 

I hereby engage to guard and defend all the passes through the 
Ghats, as far as my authority extends, and to prevent all marauders 
and plunderers from ascending and descending the Ghats through those 
passes ; and I further engage to protect the Honorable Company’s posses- 
sions from all predatory inroads through any of the passes in question. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
Ghats through any of the passes dependent upon Calinger, I hereby 
promise not to oppose any obstacle or impediment to their progress, 
but on the contrary send along with them respectable and intelligent 
people in order to conduct them by the most convenient route. 

Article 4. 

Some of the villages above the Ghats, which have been conferred 
as Nankar on me, containing diamond mines, I hereby promise and 
engage* not to work nor interfere with any of the mines in question, 
excepting those which have been granted to me ; and if at any future 
period tlie Officers of the British Government be deputed to work 
those mines, I engage to deliver them over to the said Officers, and to 
afford them every assistance and support in my power in the exercise 
of their duty. 

Article 5. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of the villages subject to my authority, I hereby promise and 
bind myself to seize and deliver over such person to the Officers of 
the Bi'itish Government; and if any person on the part of the British 
Government be sent to apprehend defaulters, I further engage not 
only not to oppose, but to assist him to the utmost of my power, in 
apprehending all such defaulters. 

Article 6. 

I hereby engage not to harbour nor give protection in any of my 
villages to thieves or robbers, and if the property of merchants or

I, Chobey Duriao Sing : Wliereas the Rulers of the British Govern- 
ment, at the period of the acquisition of the province of Bundelcund 
to the British possessions, after having entered into an Ikrarnamah or 
written engagement of allegiance, with a view to the more firmly 
binding me to a faithful discharge and fulfilment of the terms of the 
several Articles of the engagement, the British Government granted 
me a Sunnud in perpetuity, generation after generation, for the jaghire 
of Calinger including the fortress ; But on my part, and that of my 
partners, the terms of the aforesaid Ikrarnamah were not observed and 
adhered to in the manner that it was incumbent on us to observe and 
adhere to them ; Notwithstanding the British Rulers considered our 
crimes as false steps, and contented themselves finally by resuming 
the possession of the fortress, the cause of our refractoriness, and 
granted at my request the villages Paldeo, &c., in the pergunnah of 
Bhetry and Konis, &o., in lieu of my share of the villages of the former 
jaghire : Wherefore I, the contracting party, of my own free will and 
pleasure, have delivered in this Ikrarnamah, and hereby engage that I 
will firmly abide by and fulfil and discharge the terms of the several 
Articles thereof.

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
Ghats through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not 
only not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable 
and intelligent persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, 
and to furnish them with the necessary supplies so long as they remain 
within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article V. 

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages 
forming my jaghire# If I wish to reside in or build a dwelling in the 
territories of any of the Chiefs dependant on the British Government, 

I shall first obtain the permission of the British Government, and 
not go to any other place without the permission of the British 
Government. 

Article VL 

I engage not only to have no connection with any marauders, plun- 
derers, robbers, or other evil-disposed persons either within or out of 
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botdtx- the province of Bundelcuad or the other dominiona of the British 
No'. LXXVI Grovernmentj and not to let them shelter or remain in any oi the villages 
Ch^y of my jaghirCj but to give every information I may possess regarding 
their haunts to the Officers of the British Government ; and, if possible, 
I promise to seize and deliver them up to the British Government. 
I promise to discontinue all intercourse and correspondence with 
the above persons, and to avoid entering into disputes with any 
of the servants or adherents of the British Government. If even- 
tually a dispute should arise between any of the adherents of 
the British Government, I further engage to afford no assistance to 
either party without the orders of the British Government, but to 
remain quietly within my own territory in complete obedience to 
the British Government.

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars, present 
and to come, of the pergunnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, &c., in the 
zillah of Bundelcund ; that Whereas, at the time of delivering up the 
fortress of Calinger to the Officers of the British Government, an 
engagement was entered into with the said Chobey Duriao Sing that 
in lieu of those villages of the former jaghire granted in his name, 
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which he should transfer to the British Government, he should receive 
his 'share in exchange thereof, over and above the shares of Newul 
Kishore, &c., seven shares; consequentl 7 the aforesaid Chobey has 
delivered in a request to receive the villages of Paldeo, &c., villages 
according to. the statement underneath, belonging to the pergunnahs 
above-mentioned : — For which reason, the villages aforesaid, with 
the revenues and duties, and all their rights and appurtenances, 
except the alienated lands, which are not included in the settlement 
of the British Government in lieu of the villages transferred from 
his former jaghire, together with the villages of his former jaghire, 
which were not transferred to the British Government, in confor- 
mity to the underneath statement, are hereby granted the aforesaid 
Chobey Durlao Sing, in perpetuity, generation after generation, for ever, 
as Nankar, by the British Government.

ment, they should receive an equivalent in exchange, accordingly the 
aforesaid persona have delivered in their separate requests, enume-

was entered into, in which it was stipulated that Chobey Newul 
Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, proprietoi-s of two 
shares out of eight shares of the former jaghire of Calinger, for 
which a Sunnud was granted in the name of Chobey Duriao Sing, 
the late killadar of Calinger, should receive from the British Govern- 
ment an equivalent for whatever portion of their shares of the* 
said lands and villages should be transferred to the British Govern- 
ment; and the said Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo 
Chobey having selected the villages of Bhysont and six other villages

Whereas at the period when the British troops first arrived for

John Richardson, Esq,, who has been lately invested by the Right 
Honorable the Governor General with the general superintendence 
and control of the province of Bundelcund, having requested of us 
an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance : Therefore, and in con- 
sideration of the ample provision which the British Government has 
been pleased to bestow upon us, we have prepared and do hereby 
jnesent this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles, from the 
conditions of which we promise never to depart, and never to com- 
mit any act in violation of any of the subjoined Articles. 

Article 2. 

We hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or corres- 
pondence with any marauders or evil-disposed persons either within 
or without the province of Bundelcund, and never to harbour or 
permit any such persons to reside in our villages ; and whenever 
we shall obtain information of the haunts of such persons, we engage 
to use our endeavours to apprehend them, and deliver them up to 
the OflScers of the British Government.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Rughobind Sing of Nagode and 

OuCHEEBA. Nagode, 

Dated 27th December 1838. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindarsj and mokud- 
dums of tuppaa Nagode and Oucheera, pergunnah Burkee, attached 
to Bundelound ; That since the country of Bundelcund came into 
the possession of the British GovernmentjLaul Shew Raje Sing, who is 
one of the rightful Chiefs of the said country, having never rebelled 
against the Government or created disturbance, but having ever re- 
mained firm in his allegiance to the British Government and executed 
the orders of its Officers, a Sunnud, dated 20th March 1809, corre- 
sponding with 19th Cheyte 1216 Fuslie, was granted to him by Govern- 
ment, confirming to him in perpetuity four hundred and four rent-free 
villages which he held in his possession on condition of loyalty and 
submission; on the death of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing, his eldest 
son Rajah Bulbhudur Sing held the said villages in his possession ; 
but conformably to a letter from the Secretary to Government, dated 
15th August 1831, he was deposed from the Raj of Oucheera ; as 
Rajah Rughobind Sing, the eldest son of the said Rajah Bulbhudur 
Sing, having been educated under the tuitio.n of Moulvee Hyder Ali, 
and having attained his majority, appeared before Mr. Charles Fraser, 
the Governor General’s Agent, executed an agreement* containing 
seven Articles expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to Go- 
vernment, and prayed that his ancestral rent-free villages, enumerated 
in the former Sunnud, might be restored to him : The undermentioned 
villages as mentioned in the former Sunnud of 1809, are now granted 
to him in consideration of his rightful claim. He and his descendants 
will hold possession of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of 
the agreement and are strictly faithful in their allegiance to the 
British Government. It behoves the chowdries and others to obey 
the said Rajah and to give him the usual dues on account of the 
villages in question. It will be the duty of the Rajah to make the 
people and zemindars happy and contented by a just administration, 
to improve the cultivation of his country, and to enjoy the revenue

Whereas, from the report of the Political Agent at Eewah, it appears 
that during the disturbances you rendered good service to the Govern- 
ment by placing your sepoys at the disposal of the above Officer, 
who made a promise that you should receive a jaghire when the rebel- 
lion was crushed ; Accordingly I hereby confer upon you in perpe- 
tuity the undermentioned villages from the Bijeeragoogurh State as 
a jaghire, yielding a clear profit of Rupees 4,000 per annum. Be it 
known that the jaghire in question shall be, like the rest of your terri- 
tory, under the management of the British Officers.

Translation of an Ikbarnamah or Obligation of Allegiance presented by 
Laul Amaun Sing of Sohawul and Rygawn.

Whereas I, Laul Amaun Sing, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my 
obedience to the Officers appointed to the superintendence of the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund from the period of its first annexation to the 
British territories ; and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegi- 
ance having lately been required of me : Therefore, and with a view to 
confirm my obedience and attachment to the British Government, 
I have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah containing nine 
distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, from whom I have received 
a Sunnud, confirming to me all my ancient possessions in this pro- 
vince ; and I hereby declare that I will scrupulously observe all the 
Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah and never evade nor infringe 
any one of them. 

Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders 
or plunderers either within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to 
afford them no asylum or permit their families or children to reside in 
my possessions, and to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence 
with them. I further engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes 
with the dependants and servants of the British Government ; and if at 
any time a dispute should arise on account of mehals or villages or 
from any other cause, between me and any of the Rajahs and Chiefs 
of this province in dependence on the British Government, I agree 
to submit such dispute without delay to the Officers of the British 
Government for their decision, and implicitly to observe and abide 
by what decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force 
without the permission of the British Government, and always to be 
obedient and submissive to the Government. 


Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated 
in my possession in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, 
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^CUND^' pl^^derers, and evil-disposed persons from ascending or descending the 
TSTn T.yTY Tv. Ghats hj any of those passes^ and from entering the British terri- 
Sohawul tories for the purpose of exciting disturbances; and if any sirdars 
of troops should meditate an invasion of the British territories through 
my possessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the OflScers 
of the British Government, and to use every practicable exertion to 
obstruct their progress. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the 
Ghats by any of the passes situated within my possession, I agree 
not only not to obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute an 
intelligent person to conduct them by the most convenient route, 
and to furnish them with the necessary supplies and provisions so long 
as they shall continue within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Article 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to 
the OflScers of the British Government immediately on his being 
demanded; and if any of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take 
refuge in the British territories, I agree to submit to the principal 
Oflicers in Bundelcund a statement of my complaint against such 
person and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occa- 
sion agreeably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take no 
steps of my own accord to apprehend him.

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages ;

the British Government; and if any felon or murderer or person or

Sing ; I therefore engage and promise not to give the above rebels 
shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, and not to suffer

person for the purpose of soliciting forgiveness of his former offences, 
and has presented an obligation of allegiance expressive of his obedi- 
ence and submission, comprising seven distinct Articles signed and 
sealed by himself ; and Whereas the forgiveness of contrite offenders 
and the support and encouragement of dependants are consistent with 
the benevolent principles of the British Government : Therefore, and

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Translation of a Sunnud granted by Captain Batllie, to Thakoor Doorjun Sing, 
dated 18 th November 1806. 

To the mootsuddies for transacting public affairs both present and 
future, be it known ; that Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein con- 
cluded between the British Government and His Highness the 
Peishwa, certain lands in the province of Bundelcund were ceded 
and permanently annexed to the British Government ; and Whereas 
British troops having been detached for the purpose of occupying 
those lands, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing, youngest son of Benee Sing 
Hoozooree, and the established ruler of the pergunnah of Mehur 
above the Ghats, having maintained a friendly correspondence with 
the Agent to the Governor General, and professed his obedience and 
submission to the British Government, and having likewise on all 
occasions shewn every attention to the comfort and safety of English 
gentlemen and their attendants travelling through his jurisdiction 
to andfrom Nagpoor ; and Wkereas I (Captain Baillie) having now 
been again deputed by the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, 
Bart, Governor General, for the settlement of the affairs of this pro- 
vince, and the said Thakoor having sent his accredited vakeels to solicit 
from the British Government a grant for his lands, and having deli- 
vered to me an engagement comprehending five Articles declaratory of 
his submission to the British Government: Therefore, and in consi- 
deration of the protection and support which the British Government 
is always ready to extend towards its adherents and dependants, the 
pergunnah of Mehur with the undermentioned villages, which from 
the first. establishment of the British Government have been actually 
possessed by the Thakoor aforesaid, is hereby granted to the said Door- 
jun Sing, So long as the said Thakoor shall firmly and steadfastly 
follow the path of obedience and submission, the British Government 
will fiever offer any jnolestation whatever to him or to his heirs and 
successors in their possession of the pergunnah of Mehur.

Whereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sing, jaghiredar of the pergunnah of 
Mehur, in the province of Bundelcundj having heretofore professed 
my obedience and submission to the British Government, having 
on all occasions afforded every possible attention to the comfort 
and safety of English gentlemen and their attendants in passing 
through my jurisdiction on their route to and from Nagpore, and 
having undeviatingly served the British Government with zeal and 
fidelity from the time of its first occupying the province of Bundelcund ; 
and Whereas I formerly deputed my confidential vakeels to Captain 
John Baillie ,to solicit from the British Government a Suiinud for 
my lands, and having presented an obligation of allegiance comprising 
five Articles, I obtained a Sunnud under Captain Baillie’s seal and 
signature ; and Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud not having 
comprehertded a detail of the names of ,the villages contained in my 
jaghire I have now solicited another Sunnud to contain a list of all the 
villages in my possession, and with a view to confirm my allegiance 
and fidelity to the British Government, I have also delivered this 
revised obligation of allegiance comprising nine Articles duly executed, 
to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political Affairs in Bundel- 
cund; and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly to the 
provisions of this engagement and never to infringe nor deviate from 
them in any respect.

No. Lxxxix. I engage not to harbor thieTes nor robbers in my jaghire ; and if 
Myhen, any property be plundered or stolen from merchants or travellers in 
any of my villages^ I engage to cause the zemindar of such village to 
restore the property stolen or robbed or to deliver up the thief or 
robber to the British Government j and if any person charged with 
the commission of murder, or any other crime in the British territory 
take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to apprehend all such 
offenders and give them up to the British Government, and to prevent 
their escaping into any other jurisdiction.

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and moo- 
kuddums of the pergunnah of Mehur, dependent in Bundelcund ; 
that Whereas Thakoor Doorjun Sing, the younger son of Benee Hoo- 
zooree, being the established proprietor of the pergunnah of Mehur, 
situated above the Ghats, having professed his obedience and sub- 
mission to the British Government, and having conducted himself ever 
since the period of the accession of the province of Bundelcund to 
the British Government, with strict zeal and unshaken attachment to 
the British cause; and Whereas the said Doorjun Sing having, during 
the officiate of Captain John Baillie, Agent to the Governor General, 
deputed his confidential vakeel to that officer, to solicit a grant 
of his jaghire from the British Government, and having accordingly, 
after presenting an obligation of allegiance comprising five Articles, 
received a Sunnud under the seal and signature of the said Captain 
Baillie ; and Whereas that Sunnud comprehending no separate list of 
villages, and the other jaghiredars of Bundelcund having received 
revised Sunnuds under the seal and signature of the Right Honorable 
the Governor General, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing having now 
solicited a revised grant, comprising a list of the names of all the 
villages in his possession, and ratified by the Right Honorable the 
Governor General, and having also, with a view to strengthen his 
allegiance to the British Government, presented a revised obligation 
of allegiance containing nine 'distinct Articles; This hereditary 
grant, ratified by the seal and signature of the Right Honorable the 
Governor General, and confirming in perpetuity to Thakoor Doorjun 
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No. XC, 
Myh&re. 


Sing- the Tillages detailed in the subjoined schedule, with all the rights, 
appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging, is hereby conferred 
upon the said Doorjun Sing ; and so long as the said Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing and his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the conditions 
contained in his obligation of allegiance which he has delivered, the 
British Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

% You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing pro- 
prietor and manager of these villages ; and it is the duty of Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing, on his part, to devote himself to the amelioration and 
improvement of his lands, rendering the inhabitants contepted and 
grateful by his management, and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire in 
the exercise of zeal and attachment to the British Government.

Tea:nslation of th^ Engagement taken from Thakoob Bishen Sing. 

I, Thakoor Bishen Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun, 
jaghiredar of Myhere, In the Nerbudda and Saugor territories; 
Whereas formerly when the authority of the British Government 
was first established in the territories dependent on Bundelound, my 
late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, having professed his 
obedience to the said Government, obtained from the Agent for political 
affairs a Sunnud confirming to him his jaghire; afterwards, at the 
request of my aforesaid father, an engagement of allegiance and 
submission under his hand and seal, comprising nine Articles, was 
delivered to the Agent for political affairs, and a Sunnud was granted 
under the hand and seal of the Governor General, comprehending 
a detail of the villages contained in the ilakah of Myhere; and. 
Whereas my father departed this life on the 23rd day of Phagoon in 
the Sumbut year 1882, having repeatedly during his life-time solicited 
the permission of the British Government to make over his jaghire 
jointly to his two sons, namely, myself and my brother, which proposal 
being at variance with the usage established amongst the Chieftains 
of these provinces, and tending to create disorder in the ilakah of 
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Myhere, was not assented to ; but after the death of my father and the 
occurrence of disputes between myself and my brother^ when the 
death of Thakoor Doorjun Sing and the circumstances of us his two 
sons were reported to Government by Mr. T. H. Maddock^ acting 
Agent of the Governor General in these territories, the Government 
adverting to the constant desire and intention of the late Thakoor, who 
from paternal affection wished that a perfect equality should exist 
between us two brothers in the inheritance of his territory and effects, 
was pleased to direct that the town and fort of Myhere should be 
made over to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands 
and property should be divided equally into two parts, and one of 
them granted to me and the other to my brother ; and Whereas in 
conformity to the above arrangement I have received through Mr. 
Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor General aforesaid, possession 
of the town and fort of Myhere and of half the territory, and am to 
receive hereafter a Sunnud for the same from Government; with a 
view therefore to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the British 
Government I have delivered to Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of 
the Governor General, this obligation ; and I do hereby promise and 
engage to adhere firmly to the provisions contained in the five 
following Articles, and never on any account to infringe or deviate from 
them. 


ArticIvE 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in 
or out of the province of Bundelcund, and to give them or their 
families no asylum in my ilakah, and to abstain from all correspondence 
with them. I promise to engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the 
adherents or dependants of the British Government ; and in the 
event of any Chieftain or Kajah of this territory in alHance with 
the Government, entering into a dispute with me respecting the 
boundaries of my mehals or villages or on any other subject whatever, 
1 engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the Bri- 
tish Government with a view to its adjustment of the dispute, and 
to abide implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps towards 
obtaining redress with my own hands without the authority of the 
British Government, to which I promise on all occasions to conduct 
myself .with strict obedience and submission.

but in the event of any of the above villages being claimed by any of 
the neighbouring chieftains, and my right to them proving not to be 
valid according to ancient and established succession, it shall be op- 
tional with the Officers of the British Government to make over such 
disputed villages to whichever of the parties whose title may prove to 
be best founded.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Thakoor Bishen Sing under tlie seal and 
signature of the Right Honorable the Vice-President in Council, dated 2nd 
March 1827. 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes^ zemindars and mokuddums of the 
tuppahs of Myhere Khas and others appertaining to Bundelcund^ 
be it known; Whereas formerly in the year 1814 A. D., at the 
request of the Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased^ who from the first 
establishment of the British authority in Bnndelcund evinced his 
submission and obedience to the British Grovernment, he received 
from the Eight Honorable the Governor General a Sunnud confirming 
to him in jaghire the villages of the ilakah of Myhere ; and since the 
death of the aforesaid Thakoor, adverting to the known intention of 
the said Thakoor who during his life-time had given in a wajib-ool- 
urz, requesting that the jaghire of Myhere might be confirmed to his 
two sons jointly, and on account of the occurrence of disputes and 
, disagreement between the two sons after the death of their father, the 
following arrangement was directed by the British Government to be 
carried into effect. 

After making over the town and fort of Myhere Khas to Thakoor 
Bishen Sing, the eldest son of the late Thakoor Doorjun Sing, the 
remainder of the villages of the above jaghire to be equally divided 
between the two sons, that is to say, Thakoor Bishen Sing the eldest 
son, and Thakoor Praeg Das the youngest son; and Thakoor Bishen 
Sing, in order to strengthen his allegiance to the British Government, 
having presented a written engagement containing five distinct Articles : 
therefore this Sunnud has been granted to him conferring upon him 
and his descendants in perpetuity the following villages with all the 
rights, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging ; and so long 
as the said Thakoor Bishen Sing and his heirs shall firmly abide by 
the conditions contained in his obligation of allegiance which he has

Translation of an Ikrarnamah of Tuakoor Bishen Sing, Chief of Mthere. 

After Address, 

I beg to inform you that, after looking into the papers on the sub- 
ject of the arrangements proposed by the Saheb Muntziin (Deputy 
Commissioner) with regard to my estate, I have of my own accord 
and free will acceded to the arrangements thus proposed, and have 
accordingly affixed my seal to those papers and signed them. 

It is now my desire that the management of my estate may be con- 
ducted by Government in the manner proposed, as I shall thereby 
be freed from the burden of the affairs of the estate and of my debts. 
This freedom cannot be effected but by your favor. I therefore of my 
own accord and free will send you this application under my seal and 
signature attested by four credible witnesses.

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Translation of a Paper of Requests delivered by tbe Nabob Nusseeb-oob-Dowla 
and of Captain Baillie's Answers. 
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As in conseq[uence of the receipt of a letter from the Honorable 
the Governor General, informing you of my mission to Bundelcund 
for the purpose of adjusting all your concerns, you have been pleased 
to arrange every subject under distinct heads, and have req[uired 
from me such a formal answer to each point as shall in every respect 
possess the validity of a judicial decree; I, with a view to your 
immediate satisfaction, now commit to paper your requests with 
the following answers annexed to them; and I have applied to the 
Honorable the Governor General in your favor for a grant of the 
jaghire, together with the three villages which are in your occupation, 
and I shall accordingly now have the honor of delivering the Sunnud 
to you.

I have incurred the enmity of 
all the Mahrattas by my connec- 
tion with the British Government. 
Let not their reports to my 
prejudice be attended to, nor even 
the representations of Mahara- 
jah Bajee Kow in favor of my 
brother Moulla Jah, who is now in 
attendance on him ; and believe 
not the malicious reports of others 
without investigation. 


Answer^ 

From your approved fidelity 
to the British Government, I 
am satisfied that His Bighness 
the Peishwa, from, the union 
subsisting between him and the 
British Government, will not 
injure you or annul the engage- 
ment which was so long ago 
concluded with your deceased 
father. If he should, the British 
Government will exert its utmost 
influence with His Highness in 
favor of your interests. The re- 
presentations of interested per- 
sons shall not be attended to 
without investigation- 


2nd Request 

Let the fifty-two villages in 
the district of Calpee be granted 


Answer, 

The British Government will 
not molest you in the occupation 
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to me as the reward of my friend- 
ship and attachment to the Bri- 
tish Government ; of my being the 
first of the Chiefs of this province 
to come into the British camp ; of 
my having invited the English to 
come into this country because of 
the enmity subsisting between me 
and the Mahrattas ; and of my 
friendly conduct in joining the Bri- 
tish. In this arrangement let not 
the representations of Moulla Jah 
or of any of my brothers be listened 
tOj and I shall pay to each of them 
their usual allowances. 

3rd Request. 

With respect to my father’s 
debts, part of which were incurred 
by the execution of bonds under 
his own seal, and part in conse- 
quence of my father’s having taken 
up Ixis residence in the Punjab, 
whence it would have been difficult 
to obtain bonds under his signature 
always at the moment when they 
might be required, by bonds which 
I executed at his desire under my 
seal in this manner, namely, that 
I had taken up such a sum of 
money from the bankers on my 
father’s account, and that con- 
formably to his desire I should 
apply it to defray my expenses,” 
those debts are very extensive. On 
this subject I have to observe that, 
according to the Mussulman law, 


of those villages which you 
held in jaghire of the Peishwa 
previously to the introduction 
of the British authority into 
Calpee ; nor will the British Go- 
vernment transfer those lands 
from your possession to that of 
any of your brothers. The Bri- 
tish Government, however, en- 
tertains a confident expectation 
that you will pay to the Na- 
bob Moulla Jah and your other 
brothers and dependants their 
usual monthly allowances. In 
this case no further demands 
upon you will be attended to. 

Answer^ 

The settlement of your father's 
debts rests with yourself, and 
the British Government will not 
interfere in that business, and 
the British Government will, in 
the spirit of the benevolent laws 
which regulate its conduct to- 
wards all the Chiefs of Hindos- 
tan, uniformly manifest towards 
you every degree of attention. 
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with which the English law also 
agrees, the debts of the father and 
the jointure of the father’s widow, 
unless the father shall leave money 
to his son, are not chargeable on 
the revenue of the (son’s) landed 
property and houses. Therefore 
as my father has left me no money 
I am not bound by law to pay his 
debts, &c. Moreover some bankers 
have received the principal of their 
debts, of which the interest only 
remains due, while others have 
received the principal and interest 
of their debts, so that only the 
compound interest of such debts 
is not liquidated. Under these cir- 
cumstances no personhas any legiti- 
mate demand for principal money. 
These differences however refer 
to a period antecedent to the in- 
troduction of the British autho- 
rity into this province, and differ- 
ences which originated before that 
time, by the regulations of the 
British Government, are not cog- 
nizable by it. Notwithstanding 
these irrefragable arguments and 
the numerous portions which are 
payable to my brothers and others, 
however, I, for the honor of my 
family, entered into a composition 
with the bankers under the Mah- 
ratta Government for the payment 
of my father’s debts. -But if the 
bankers should now, from an idea 
of the high character of a British 
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Court of Justice, be dissatisfied 
with such compromise and advance 
further claims, it will be impossible 
from my extensive disbursements 
and narrow income to satisfy them. 
I am confident that the British 
Government will pay due regard 
to my honor by its hospitality, and 
give effect to my wishes in this 
point. 

4ith Request 

If at any time any one shall 
submit for decision a difference with 
me of any nature which may have 
occurred previously to the intro- 
duction of the British authority 
into this province, that is to say, 
which originated in the time of the 
Mahrattas, let them not be attend- 
ed to, agreeably to the regulations 
of the British Government. 

5th Request 

The relations and family of my 
father are infected with the vices 
of the age, and are guilty of actions 
involving evils which affect the 
character of my house, but in par- 
ticular my individual character, and 
nothing but the strongest menaces 
can restrain them. Let not their 
evil actions be ascribed to me, 
since no religion can make the son 
reponsible for his father’s miscon- 
duct, or, on the contrary, the fa- 
ther answerable for his son’s evil 
actions. 


Answer. 

Certainly they shall not meet 
with any attention. 


Answer. 

No unworthy or unwarrant- 
able actions which may be com- 
mitted by others, even though 
they should proceed from your 
own brothers and immediate de- 
pendants, will be laid to your 
charge, neither shall any claims 
which have not been preferred 
since your father’s death to this 
time, be attended to. 
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Two or three of my brothers 
and some other individuals there 
are, who have deserted my father’s 
house nearly thirty years, and have 
sought a provision in other families. 

To these persons my father never 
allotted any provisions, and at the 
period of his death, so far from 
leaving anything to them, was 
pleased to direct in his last will 
and testament in my favor that 
those children and other individuals 
who had forsaken his roof during 
his life-time should not return 
when he should be no more. If 
therefore any of those persons 
should come to me and advance 
any claims, I shall act up to the 
instructions contained in my father’s 
will and not listen to them.

I consent to consider myself to The same forms of justice

*of natural heirs, the British Government will recognise and confirm 
any succession to your State which may be legitimate according 
to Mahommedan law ; subject to the payment of half a year’s net 
revenue as a relief whenever the succession does not go to a direct 
lineal heir. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made 
to you so long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful 
to tlie conditions of the Treaties, Grants or Engagements which record 
its obligations to the British Government.

Tbanslation of an Engagement given in by Rao Bahadqob Bukht Sing, Jaghircdar 
of Chttbgaon, &c., under date 27th November 1821. 

An engagement of allegiance being required from me by Lieute- 
nant Moodie, acting Agent of the Governor General in Bundelcund, 
in order to establish my submission and obedience to the British Go- 
vernment ; Therefore, in consideration of the kindness and justice I 
have experienced from the British Government, I Dewan Bahadoor 
Bukht Sing have of my own free will written and delivered to the 
above-mentioned gentleman an engagement to the following effect. 

That I will not abet or connive at any rebellious or suspected per- 
sons, but will break off all correspondence and connection with 
them. On the contrary, I will use my utmost exertions to seize such 
persons, and having seized them will deliver them up to the officer 
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of the British Government. I ■vrill not hold enmity towards the 
servants or dependants of the Government; and should any of the xciv.' 
Chiefs of the district and dependants of the Government have a differ- 
ence with me, respecting any place, village or boundary, lands, &c., 

I will make known the cause of dispute to the officers of Government 
and request them to settle it, and I will implicitly submit to whatever 
may be the decision of Government, nor will I dispute with any one in 
revenge for his quarrelsomeness towards me. Should any disturbances 
take place between any one without the sanction of the officers of 
Government, I will not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my 
obedience and allegiance, acting always as a loyal and submissive de- 
pendent subject of the Government. Should any fugitive subject of 
the Honorable Company take refuge in any village of my jaghire, I 
will seize him and deliver him up to the servants of Government ; 
and should the servants of Government come to seize him I will 
aid them in so doing. In the event of troops of the Government 
passing through my ilaka, I will cordially exert myself in collecting 
supplies and other requisites, and act in conformity to the desire 
of the officer commanding the troops. I will not permit robbers 
or thieves to reside in my jaghire ; and should the property of any 
person be stolen or plundered in the villages or within the boundaries 
of my jaghire, I will either cause the property or its value to be 
restored by the zemindar, or I will myself repay the amount. Should . 
any one after committing a crime in the territories of the Government 
take refuge in the villages of my jaghire, I will seize him and deliver 
him up to the officer of Government, I will not commit any act 
whatever that may give rise to disturbance or confusion in the 
territory of the Jliansi State. I will pay an annual tribute of Jhansi 
Rupees 7,SOO to the Subadar of Jhansi through the medium of the Agent 
of the Governor General. I will always maintain the observances 
customary in this district towards the Rajah of Oorcha, as the head of 
my family. I will appoint a trustworthy person on my own part, who 
will constantly attend on the officers of Government as a vakeel to 
execute such orders as he may require, and should the officers of 
Government be displeased with him for any fault, I will immediately 
appoint another person in his stead. 

I will in every respect, without swerving, firmly adhere to all the 
particulars of this engagement ; and if I shall act contrary to it in any 
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point, I -will subnait to whatever may be thought proper by the officers 
■ of Government.

I, Guman Singj declare that I have submitted in person to the

firm my obedience and submission to the said 
Government, I do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the 
following Articles ; — 

Article 1, 

Whereas I have cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my 
obedience and submission to the British Government, and have been 
admitted among the number of its dependants, like other Bundelcund 
jaghiredars similarly circumstanced; and Whereas I have now been 
required to submit an ikrarnamah or oath of allegiance to the British 
Government : Therefore, and in consideration of the protection ex- 
tended to me by the British Government, I have prepared and do hereby 
present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles, under my 
seal and signature, from the conditions of which I promise never to 
depart and never to commit any act in violation of the same. 

Article 2. 

I hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or correspond- 
ence with any marauders, rebels, or evil-disposed persons, within or 
without the province of Bundelcund, and never to harbour or permit 
any such persons to reside in my villages ; and whenever I shall obtain 
information of the haunts of such persons, I engage to use my best 
endeavors to apprehend them and to deliver them up to the oflScers of 
the British Government. 
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I engage never to enter into disputes with any of the servants or 
dependants of the British Government, and never to afford assistance 
to any of the Chiefs dependant on the said Government, in the event 
of disputes arising among them, without orders from the British offi- 
cers; and if at any time a dispute of any sort occur between me and 
any of the Bajahs ox Chiefs of the province, I agree to submit the same 
without delay to the oflScers of the British Government for their de- 
cision, and implicitly to observe and abide by whatever decision shall 
be passed by them on such dispute; and further, I bind myself on all 
occasions scrupulously to observe the strictest obedience and submis- 
sion to the British Government. 

Article 3. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of the villages composing my jaghire, I engage to seize and 
deliver him to the servants of the British Government ; and if any 
person be deputed on the part of the said Government to apprehend 
such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose that person, but to 
co-operate with him in the apprehension of the absconder, and I 
further agree to attend with deference to and obey all orders issued to 
me from the court of the Political Officer. 

Article 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my 
villages , and if the property of any merchants or travellers be plunder- 
ed or stolen in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of 
such village responsible for the stolen property, or for the seizure and 
delivery of the robber or thief to the officers of the British Govern- 
ment ; and if any person amenable to the British laws for murder or 
other crimes committed in the territories of the British Government 
take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage to seize such 
offender and to deliver him up to the British Government. 

Article 5. 

If I should at any time be called upon by the British political 
authorities to furnish assistance in men for the purpose of aiding in 
any proceeding undertaken by the said authorities on the part of the 
British Government, I bind myself to furnish such assistance promptly 
and without delay, and to the utmost of my means and ability. 
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Article 6, 

I hereby engage for myself and my successors that on the occurrence 
of successions in this jaghlre^ the following relief shall be payable 
thereon to the British Government, viz. 

One quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct successions, and 
Half a year’s net revenue on successions by adoption.
